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1 HE reputation of Boerhaave is fo uni- 
verfally eftablifhed, that it is a fuffü- 
cient recommendation of the following Lec- 
tures to fay they were compofed by that great 
profeflor. By what means they came to fee 
the light, after lying ío long dormant, the 
Leyden editor has not informed us. 'The 
{malleft remains of a great genius are pre- 
ferved with care, and the rudeft draughts of 
a mafterly pen are fuperior to the moft cor- 
rect productions of middling authors. The 
inaccuracies which run through this perform- 
ance make it probable, that it did not receive 
the laft finifhing hand of its author. How- 
ever, with all its imperfections, I doubt not 
but it will be found to contain fuch judicious 
obfervations on the origin, nature, and cure 
of the Venereal Difeafe, as no later difcoveries 
have rendered obfolete. 


Our author declares, that nothing of im- 
portance had been added to this fubject by the

CHAP. I. 


Of the On1G1N of the VENEREAL DISEASE. 


P-PCAHE Venereal Difeafe is a diforder, 

wholly fingular in its nature, and, 

| perhaps, bears no refemblance to any 

other. — It is, alas! too common. It is the 
fire of death ; more to be feared, and by far 
more dreadful than death itfelf. 

We will now fee what advantages may Be 
derived from medicine againft it; but let not 
the hopes of fafety prove a temptation to the 
too licentious youth. 

— Whilft my thoughts have been engaged on 
. this fubje&t, I have often recolleéted a remark- ~ 
able ftory, which was told me a long time 
fince by a learned tutor to a Britifh noble- 
man, with whom, whilft young and gay, like 
Mentor with his Telemachus, he travelled 
over moft of the European countries, that he 
might inftru& him in the manners and virtues 
and preferve him from the vices of the inha- 

A bitants. 


2 Of the ORIGIN of 
bitants. Whilft they were in Italy, they hap- 
pened to meet with a certain prince advanced 
in age, who formerly had the greateft intimacy 
with the father of this noble youth; and 
having engaged the friendthip of this young 
gentleman, by the many honours and favours 
conferred upon him, the prince afked, Whither 
he was next going ? The youth anfwered, 
To Venice, for the fake of being prefent at 
. the carnival. He no fooner heard this, than 
he burít into a flood of tears, and embracing. 
the young man, he fetched a deep figh, and 
faid, ** O lovely youth, had I but been in the 
fame fituation you now are, received the fame 
advice, and followed the friendly counfel, I had 
not now been condemned, an infirm old man, 
to fpend a folitary life in this palace without 
. children." Inftructed by this example, may 
you, my noble auditors, be the more folicitous 
to avoid this fhameful difeafe, and affift others 
by your good advice. | 
"The immortal Chriftopher Columbus was 
born in Portugal. This man, in the year 1488, 
prefented a petition to his moft faithful majefty, 
defiring he would grant him fome fhips, with 
which he might purfue a defign he had long 
and maturely thought of, viz. of difcovering the 
unknown and richeft parts of the globe: but 
it happened not long before, that the king 
(who was well fkilled in affairs of this nature) 
_being induced by the hope of gain, had caufed 
an expedition to be undertaken to Guinea in 
Africa, called the Gold Coaft; the ill fuccefs 
| of 
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of which rendered him deaf to the follicitations 
—. of Columbus. 

He then fent his brother, Bartholomew Co- 
lumbus, into Britain, to fee if he could prevail 
on king Henry VIII. to promote his defign. 
To him he prefented a map, wherein was de- 
lineated the now newly difcovered world: 
(which, neverthelefs, the late celebrated Sir Hans 
Sloan, after the moft diligent fearching of the 
royal library, confeiles he was never able to find, 
as we are informed. in his hiftory of the ifland 
of Jamaica; but tells us, there was fomething 
of that kind drawn on tapeftry in the palace.) : 
Being repulfed here alfo, he went into Spain, 
where, by the affiftance of the queen's con- 
feflor, he prevailed on her majefty to give him 
feventeen thoufand florins to begin the expedi- 
tion; which having performed, he returned to 
Europe from America, on the 4th of March (a 
fatal day) 1493: he not only difcovered the 
new world, and arrived with great riches, but 
with them alfo imported the Venereal Difeafe ; 
and this appears to me to have been the true 
origin of this difeafe in Europe. 

In the fpace of three years it was become fo 

frequent and terrible, that Antonius Beunive- 
nius fays, in the firft chapter of his book, 
De abditis nonnullis ac admirandis morborum € 
fanationum caufis. This difeafe then, viz. 1496, 
had fpread itfelf over the greateft part of 

Europe. | M 
In the year 1494+ Charles VIIT. king of 
France, declared war againft Alphoníus king of 
Aa Naples, 


üc. |. Of the ORIGIN of 
Naples, and befieged Naples with his troops; 
at which time the difeafe had not yet appeared 
in the French army ; but it fo happened, that 
the Neapolitans, who were refolved on the moft 
refolute defence, expelled the whores, as an im- 
pediment to the war. Thefe meeting with a 
welcome reception from the French, in return, 
prefented their lovers with the firft fymptoms 
of this diftemper. | 
. Fracaftorius, in his book De morbis conta- 
giofs, tells us, that this malady was never 
known before this time, but that afterwards 
it appeared fuddenly every where; whence 
alfo I believe it a difeafe then new to Eu- 
rope. ; 
It is remarkable, that, in the year 1464, 
fome writings were publifhed, chiefly in Spain, 
. Italy, &c. in which were defcribed fome un- 
‘common difeafes, but principally thofe which 
affected .the parts of generation. On which 
account many have been of opinion that this 
diforder was known at that time, which was 
before America was difcovered ; and fome emi- 
nent writers in Britain have produced fome 
things from ancient records, from which they 
have endeavoured to prove, that the virulent 
gonorrhea was communicated by infected wo- 
men to men, and that in the moft ancient 
times *, RT 
Others 
* An abftract of thefe records, fo far as they relate to 


this fubject, were collected by Mr. William Beckett, and 
publifhed in the 30th vol. of the Philofophical Tranfactions, 
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. Others have thought that.this diftemper was 
known to Hippocrates and Galen, nay, even to 
Mofes, and by him defcribed in the facred 

writings, which opinion does not appear to. be 

true, Ido not affert this precipitately, but after 
the moft critical. enquiry, and the ftrongeft 
conviction of its truth. I fay, fuch a difeafe 

never did appear before the years 1493 and 

1496; I mean fuch as bore a like form, was 

excited by fuch caufes, affected fuch parts, and 
produced fimilar effects: otherwife indeed very 
many difeafes bear fome refemblance to it, but 

from thence nothing can be deduced with re- 

{pect to this contagion ; for the true diftemper 

(except a few rare inftances) contaminates every 

one who has to do with an infected man or wo- 

man; but there is no difeafe which fo fudden- 
ly, and in this manner, affects the parts con-. 
cerned with fuch violence ; and is thus difperfed 

all over Europe. | 
. 1. But as this fubject deferves our farther, . 
confideration, we fhall obferve firft, that the - 
feabies. or itch, (a ftrange difeafe) was known. 
before the time above-mentioned, which being 
endued with certain volatile or fpirituous efiu- 


N°. 357. His authorities are eight in number, taken from 
manufcript and unpublifhed writings; the principal of thefe 
is what he produces from a manufcript treatife of John 
Ardern, an eminent Englifh furgeon in the 14th century, 
who fpeaks of a burning, and calls it an inward heat and 
excoriation of the urethra. : 

A like defcription is given by fome other ancient Englifh 
writers, who have called this complaint, the ficknels of 
brenning.

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via, almoft every one is expofed to its infection. 
For at firft having its feat in the thin epider- 
mis only, it affects “all thofe warm parts to which 
it comes in clofe contact: as the diforder. 
fpreads, it degenerates into cruftaceous ulcers, 
renders the body filthy, and penetrates by flow 
degrees into the membrana adipofa. No part of 
the body is exempted from it, not even the 
parts of generation; fo that if a man who is 
free from the /cadies, has to do with a woman 
affected by it in her private parts (& vice verfa) 
he will certainly catch this diforder, but in 
évery other refpect it has nothing in common 
with the /ues venerea. 

2. 'There was alfo a diforder called the 
fcabies vera, before the above-mentioned period, 
‘infeGing the cufis, infinuating itfelf into the 
fat of the body, and affecting the rete malpighiz; 
from whence proceed fubcutaneous, finuous 
ulcers, wafting the fat, and opening themfelves 
| On every fide. It occupies alfo every part, not - 
excepting the genitals : this is yet more conta- 
gious than the preceding, but differs exceed- 
ingly from the venereal difeafe, although tiny 
have thought it the fame diforder. 

. The leprofy of the Jews was alfo known ; 
a difeafe defcribed by Motes in Leviticus, whofe 
account ought to be read with the greateít 
attention, as we may there fee with what care 
the antients treated difeafes: It has its feat in 
the cuticula, cutis, and membrana adipofa; is as 
white as fnow, ícaly, and, according to its de- 
gree, caufes the hair to fall off, or otherwife, 


This 
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"This difeafe is fo contagious, that Mofes pro- 
hibited thofe who were infected from all com- 
merce with others; nay, even commanded 
them, when they went out, to cover their 
noftrils and mouths with thin plates. It occu- 
pies all the parts, even thofe of generation: 2 
whole army may be inftantly affected. by it; 
whence many have fuppofed it to be the foul 
difeafe, though without any foundation. 

4. The Elephantiafis was alfo known and 
accurately deícribed by Aretzus ; it was called 
the Lepra Arabum & fudeorum, 2 moft horrid 
difeafe, which arofe from the eating of fwine's 
feth in Afia; and under the Line, by feeding 
on fat and grofs meats, not only of fwine, but 
alfo human flefh. It begins in the fat of the 
body, raifing it into large tubercles of a dread- 
ful colour, perfe&ly refembling the fkin of an 
elephant; it waftes the body, induces .an uni- 
verfal decay, caufes fuffocation,and diffolves the 
foft parts into a rancid lard; a /phacelus fuc- 
ceeds, which feparates or falls off in large mor- 
tified portions, a particular circumftance that 
never happens in the /wes venerea. It is a dif- 
eafe wholly incurable, infe&ing others with 
the greateft celerity, which 1s the only proper- 
ty it hath in common with the venereal difeate. 
It firft appears in fpots, then tubercles ; thefe 
becoming larger and larger, putrefy and pe- 
netrate even to the bones: at length the mor- 
tified parts drop off; puftules alío arife on the 
glans, penis and preputium. ‘This difeaie is fo 
horrid, that our anceftors trading in fhips to 

A 4 India, 
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India, left (by public authority) thofe who 
were infected in a certain appointed ifland, 
there to end their miferable lives. | 

5. If we were to confider alfo the phlegmon 
erifipelas, and ulcers of thefe kinds in the parts 
of generation, they will be found to differ in 
nothing from thofe of other parts... Many 
affected with thefe have applied to me, fuppof- 
ing themfelves infected with the venereal difor- 
der, whilft a phlegmon or erifipelas only had occu- 
pied thofe places; and thete difeafes fo clearly 
. diftinguifh themfelves from venereal, that it is 
almoft impoffible a fkilful phyfician can be de- 
ceived. It is true thefe effects have been faid 
to be contagious, and the antients have rightly 
pronounced, that there 1s fome contagion in 
every acute difeafe. In thefe diforders an in- 
fection is communicated with the greateft faci- 
lity in thofe warm places under the equator and 
between the tropics; for in that intenfe heat the 
humours are more quickly changed into a pu- 
trid ftate; as is obferved by Bernoelius, of 
thofe elephants who are killed by falling from 
high mountains, in a very fhort time no- 
thing büt the fkeleton remains: and the fame 
thing is true of whales, who when dead are caft 
on the fhore, | | 

In Afia a natural fordes is collected on the . 
genitals under the preputium, which becoming 
acrid, produces very bad effects. Thefe, of all 
others, approach neareft the Lzes: they have 
not, however, the leaft relation toit. All thofe 

| nations 
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nations deprive themfelves of the preputium, 
and are from neceffity circumcifed, that fo they 
may be preferved from thefe diforders. Nay, 
even our own feamen experience thus. much 
whilft in thefe countries, that unlefs they daily 
wath the infide of the prepuce with a faline or 
acetous lotion, they are fpeedily affected with 
this difeafe. It is therefore not to be won- 
dered at, that phyficians, who have not at- 
‘tended to thefe circumftances with great ac- 
curacy, have thought this to be the /ues ve- 
nékea. sid jul | | 

 Notwithftanding what has been hitherto 
urged, it is evident that the era I have fixed is 
the very time the venereal difeafe was firft feen 
in Europe: this is ftill more confirmed by the 
concurrent teftimony of thofe authors who 
wrote at that time; nor do I know one of 
them of a different opinion. | See, for example, 
Jacobus Carpus, Fracaftorius, Fernelius, and 
all the Italians ;; whofe works on this fub- 
ject I lately collected and publifhed, with a 
preface of my own. 

Ye now underftand with me, that there. 
have been many ulcerous, {cabious, and le- 
prous difeafes, all of them contagious, affect- 
ing all the parts of the body at the fame time, - 
and of confequence the genitals; therefore 
let no one imagine a difeafe cannot exift, which - 
hath certain fymptoms in common with the 
]ues venerea, though at the fame time t may 
be affirmed, that no one from thence can prove 
all the pathognomonic figns to have been the 

fame 
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fame, and fo to be the fame difeafe; nay, or 
— that any one of the fkilful antients, have given 
a fingle example of a difeafe partaking ef the 
venereal poifon, or that terminated in fuch ef- 
fects as the /ues venerea produces. | 

But that which has been urged moft of all 
is, what is related by the moft antient of all 
authors (I mean Mofes). ‘This great man, and 
legiflator, gave fuch laws to his filthy and lafcivi- 
. eus people, whilft wandering in a defart, as not 
only regarded their morals, but alfo the welfare 
of their bodies, which all other lawgivers have 
neglected: this wife leader took fuch caution, that 
in an army of 300000, no difeafe fhould arife. 
He has moft accurately defcribed the difeafes 
which at that time prevailed in Afia and Egypt; 
and whenever there was danger of contagion, 
he prevented it by the utmoft care and caution, 
as may be feen in Leviticus; which book, in- 
dependent of facred things, contains a natural 
hiftory written with infinite wifdom. In the 
xvth chapter, Mofes has given fuch a defcrip- 
tion, that from thence-many eminent men have . 
deduced an argument, that the venereal dif- 
eafe was known at that time in the Jewith 
army. - i. 
Ye well know, that in every kind of ani- 
mal there are no parts fo rank and fetid as thofe 
{ubfervient to generation; and that by how 
much the more lafcivious any animal is, by fo 
much thefe parts are always more fetid ; amd 
this fztor is yet ftill more increafed during the 
venereal orgafm.  Befides, it 1s well T 

tnat 
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that no parts are more naked, and therefore the 
more fufceptible of inflamation, ulceration, and 
fuppuration; for in them the folid cutis is 
wanting, as we find in the infide of the pre- 
putium, urethra, and fuperficies of the glans ; 
‘and throughout the whole internal furface of 
the vulva in women, in all thefe parts the 
true fkin terminates at the edges of their labia, 


and though the epidermis is (till continued, it ent duy 
then becomes a true zfitbelion. CP hla Bae 


In hot countries thefe parts are more parti- 
cularly expofed to the three difeafes above- 
mentioned; and are eafily infected, efpecial- 
ly in thofe men who have not been circum- 
cifed, and where the natural fordes prevails 
between the concavity of the preputium and 
the convexity of the glans. (See Pifo on the 
excrement of thofe parts.) 1n Afia, Africa, 
and America, inflamations, ulcerations, and 
large fuppurations arife from the putrefency of 
this colluvies, but never the true /ues venerea ; 
fora man with ulcers in thefe parts, having 
commerce with a woman, will infe& her in- 
deed, but not with the venereal difeafe. 

I have feen an inftance of thefe ulcers in this 
colder climate. A nobleman came to me, 
greatly afflicted in thefe parts, declaring at the 
{ame time he had never touched the body of 


a'woman; on examination I difcovered a fordid | 


and deep ulcer upon the glans under the pre- 
puce: at firft indeed I thought it venereal, 
efpecially when I perceived the difcharge to 
be apparently the fame as in the /ues. I thought

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it propet however | to. fufpend my judgment, , 
and defired him to compofe his mind, bathe, 
the part, and wath it, cum melle, fale ammonia-) 
co €9 agua fitllatitia fambuci, by which he was.

Afterwards I faw fome eaftern ndbind ma-, 
nufcripts, wherein I found that even. fome of 
our own countrymen, who had travelled thi-, 
ther, were affected with the worft kind of ul-. 
cers under the preputium, without any venereal 
contagion. 

Hippocates, in his epidemics, eae men-; 
tion of. fome little ferpentine ulcers.on the ge-, 
nitals.», Celfus and Hiny alío give. us an ac-, 


* iem it neceffary, many other elits en be. NM 
duced in’ confirmation of this truth. I fhall mention only. 
one that was very remarkable, of a married gentleman,’ 
thirty years of age, who had at firíta fmall ulcer. on the 
> corona penis, of which little care being taken, itgrew wider ~ 
and deeper, with callous edges, exactly refembling a ve- 
nereal Cyancre: thefe encreafing unequally, formed three 
fchirrouvs. knots the fize of {mall puts; a phymofis enfued, 
witha filthy cadaverous difchargeX: a!] which were removed, 
and perfectly cured in three weeks, by an: injection of the 
pulvis Rancri, publifhed in the fecond volume of the Me- 
dical Effays of London.— That it could not be venereal, I 
was at firft affured by his own declara tion, and the experience 
of his wife, with whom he had commerce in the firft ftages | 
of this ulcer—the truth of which was fien evinced 
by the cure.

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‘count of malignant ulcers arifing from coition ; 
but all this being duly confidered, prove no- 
thing more than that thefe parts are fubject to 
«common ulcerations. 

From what has been-faid, it is evident how 
‘neceflary circumcifion is, to prevent the above- - 
mentioned evils: Hence the Jews, who are 
extremely addicted to venery, continue that 
cuftom to this day ;; and they are thereby lefs 
affe&ed with a gonorrbea than others whofe 
preputium is entire, becaufe the natural fordes 
is not in them fo eafily retained. 

We cannot read but with furprize what Mo- 
fes fays in the xvth chapter of Levitus, where 
‘he has defcribed a fourfold mafculine gonorrhea 
in thefe words (verfe 2.) If any man bath a 
running iffue out of bis flefb (1. e. any genital 
liquor) decaufe of bis iffue be fhall be unclean, 
—The firft fpecies is contained in the: firft 
part of the 3d verfe, thus—whetber bis flefh run. 
with bis. iffue. This difcharge is with great 
propriety faid to refemble the /a/iva, for, like 
it, this humour is diftilled flowly and by de- 
grees through the orifice of the urethra, and 
in this cafe he fays the man fhall be unclean, 

The fecond fpecies of the gonorrhea defcrib- 
ed by Mofes in the latter part of the 3d verfe ; 
or bis flefb be flopped from bis iffue: that is, if 
-the matter fhall be fo vifcid as to flickyto the 
parts, and obftruct the difcharge of the demen, 
“he fhall be unclean. vec ce | 
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The third fpecies is in verfe the 16th: And - 

p i any man’s fed of copulation go out from bim, 
be fhall be unclean. 

The fourth fpecies is feen in the 33d verfe, | 
wherein a gonorrhea peculiar to women ischiefly 
intended and defcribed in thefe words, of ber 
that is fick of ber flowers, although a fimilar 
difeafe in men, is included herein: this is a 
flux of liquid matter arifing from weaknefs. 

According to the above arrangement, we may 
underftand the firft kind defcribed by Mofes, 
to be a difcharge that comes away by drops, 
and is continued for a long time; even we our- 
felves, in this colder climate, are often affect- 
ed in the fame manner. g.¢. When a young 
and healthful man has long abftained from ve- 
nery, and then engages in amorous dalliances 
with the fair fex, he may obferve, that in 
making water, after the difcharge of the laft 
drops of urine, fomething to be diícharged 

- flowly, and with an ungrateful fenfe, through 
-his urethra, and of a vifcid flimy nature; and 
on preffing the part, he will fee a pellucid li- 
quor, like /aizva, to pafs out of his fenis; this 
I have frequently obferved in pra&tice*, If fuch 
men are coftive, this fymptom will return very 
often, efpecially when they ftrain in expelling 
the feces, which feems to agree precifely with 
‘the account given by Mofes, whence I fuppofe 
it to be the fame difeafe ; forin thofe hot coun- 


* What is here defcribed, appears evidently to be the 
liquor proftate. 


pres interven tries, 
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tries, this humour being collected in a place 
of fo much warmth, prefently becomes pu- 
trid to fuch a degree, that this legiflator 
from thence forbade them all commerce with 
others. | | 

I would not, however, abfolutely affert this 
to be the fame diforder I have above deícribed. 
It is well known, that a fmall quantity of the 
limpid oil of turpentine will give. a violet-fmell 
to the urine. A certain empiric having given 
too large a doze for fome trivial complaint, it 
not only caufed his patient to difcharge ail his 
urine, but at the fame time a great quantity of 
mucilaginous fluid, which was the effe& of 
this hot medicine. Hence we fee, that by 
heat thefe parts may be fo much irritated and. 
relaxed, that a kind of nutritious and chylou 
fluid may be difcharged. > 

It may perhaps be thought, that fo many 
cautions as Mofes prefcribes are unneceflary ; 
but as we proceed you will fee their importance, 
efpecially as when the gonorrhaas of women . 
are mentioned, {uch reftrictions are not there 
infifted on. | 
"There is a certain celebrated Rabbi, who 
fays, That nothing is more deteftable to God 
than a man to remain unmarried, and that the 
law has taken care that no man fhall be with- 
out a wife. Hence he fays it is, that Mofes - 
endeavours to prevent all fuch occafions as 
might any ways hinder propagation: ío that 
this writer feems indeed to have thought juftly 
. en the fubject. j^

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The fecond fpecies of gonorrhea, which fre- 


quently happens, is the emiffion of femen from 


men in their fleep; when they awake in the 
morning, and endeavour to make water, they 
cannot difcharge it without difficulty, becaufe 
the vifcous femen obftructs the paffage, which 


in thofe hot countries. may. produce. many 


evils *. | 

The third fort is, that in venéreal dreams, 
which Mofes neverthelefs feverely forbids; and 
they who thus difburden themfelves, he pro- 
nounces impure till the evening. | 

"The fourth. feems to be only a fimple dila- 
tation of the veffels. This (fpeaking of men) 
very rarely happens, nor do I remember. to 
have feen one example of it, although the an- 


* I apprehend, this being diftinguifhed from the fol- 
lowing, comprehends thefe circumftances omitted by our 
author, viz. that it is difcharged during fleep, without 
erection, or any kind of venereal fenfation whatever.: 
‘That it happens alfo in the day as well as in the night, 
then intimated to the patient by a fenfe of fomething trick- 
ling through the urethra, occurring more frequently in the

* ations ; for if it ever bethen expelled,we cannot diftinguifh

I have known this complaint continue fo long as to reduce 
the patient to a great degree of weaknefs, accompanied 
with a remarkable depreffion of fpirits. All thefe effects 
are generally the confequence of excefüve venery, by 
which the ducts of the vefcicule feminales lofe their natu- 
ra] rigidity, and become relaxed, flaccid, and incapable 
of retaining the femen; fuch perfons have feldom any 
venereal inclinations, but when they have, the poflibility 


of gratifying them is commonly prevented by a premature 
emiffion.

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tient Greeks had defcribed it with great accu- 
racy* : but in all thefe there 1s no venereal in- 
fe&ionf; nor is there any thing in all hiftory 
that may be referred to the /ues venerea, as we 
have demonftrated. 

We will now confider the difcharges more 
peculiar to women. And, firft, that which 
is defcribed in the 19th verfe, ec. And if a 
woman have an iffue, and her iffue in her flefh 
be blood, fhe fball be feparated, &c. ‘The rea- 
fons for feparation, Cc. are obvious; for in 
fuch a climate, the menftrual blood retained 
in the warm vagina contracts the moft ran- 
corous putrefcency, and acquires fo great a de- 
gree of putrefaction, that a vigorous man ly- 
ing with fuch a woman, would certainly re- 
ceive an inflammation in the parts concerned, 
a thing not uncommon in thofe countries ; 
and long fince defcribed by Hippocrates, Pliny, 
and Galen: neverthelefs he will not be infect- 
ed with that venereal poifon, which fometimes 
penetrates into. the bones, and produces the 
moft terrible ulcers, Hence then it was that 
Mofes took care, to exclude fuch women from 
all commerce with men, gave this affair the

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fanction of religion, and appointed the days of 
 feparation. 33 | pi^ 

For the fame reafons the women in Afia 
and America wafh all the inferior parts of their 
bodies, more efpecially the genitals, at leaft 
twice a day. ‘This cuftom prevails alfo among 
the Turks and Perfians. On the fame ac- 
count it is that circumcifion is practifed by the 
men of thofe nations. | 

"The fecond difcharge of any continuance is 

faid to be preternatural * ; for. which alfo he 
commands feparation. A 

The third is what is mentioned in the 33d 
verfe, as proceeding from weaknefs. This 1s 
a gonorrhea, to which, at this time, women 
of fedentary lives, and lax bodies, are fubject, 
called by Charlton, rbeumatifinus uterinus.. lt 
is fimilar to that obferved in the noftrils of in- 
 fants, where the dilated and relaxed veflels | 
difcharge abundance of mucus. Thefe women : 
are of a cold temperament, and little inclined 
to venery. When they enjoy better health, 
this difcharge ceafes ; but they never commu- 
nicate any infection. "Thefe arguments are a 
{ufficient confutation of all that has been urged

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by phyficians in favour of the antiquity of the 
venereal diftemper. : 

In the writings of the antients thefe difeafes 
are largely difcuffed. Hippocrates has given 
us a chapter concerning the pudenda of women, 
and their difeafes. Celfus has defcribed the 
diforders to which the vulva is fubject. And 
Pliny gives an account of thofe to which the 
genitals of men are expofed; andin them you 
will find defcriptions of inflammations, phleg- 
mons, erifipelas's, carbuncles, and puftules, 
about thefe parts: but at the fame time you 
will obferve, that all the remedies they pre-- 
{cribe, are only water, vinegar, ©c. as fufh- 
cient for their cure. ‘Thus you fee that large 
and inveterate ulcers were healed by common 
remedies, which is a full proof that they were 
not contagious ; and the only difficulty attend- 
ing their cure arofe from venereal difpofitions, 
by which thofe parts were fo much fwelled 
and diftended, that the wounds almoft. Ciga- .— 
trized, were opened afreíh. 

The next perfon who writes upon diforders 
refembling the /zes is Hippocrates; and he, in 
his book De internis affeciibus, mentions cer- 
tain epidemical diftempers prevailing in Afia, 
Greece, and the Mediterranean iflands ; fuch 
as inflammations about the g genitals, and fani- 
ous ulcers; very difficult of cure; but, upon 
mature confideration, we fhall find them to 
‘be only epidemical complaints, For infince, 
in | the plague, a bubo always rifes on the groin, 

‘B2 yet 
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et it would be abfurd to conclude it venereal, 
-eopdis fymptom is common tothe /zes : for 
as Hippocrates juftly obferves, fuch tumors 
appear in different epidemical diforders. So if 
you examine what Celfus has faid in his chap- 
ters on the difeafe of the genitals of men and 
women, you will find he has defcribed no- 
thing but inflammations, ulcers, and a two-- 
fold gonorrhea, cured with fimple and drying 
medicines only. 

Pliny the elder writes, that, in the time of 
Tiberius, there arofe a diftemper, which firft 
affected the lips, and afterwards the chin, with 
a foul and fpurcous halitus, from whence it was 
called mentagra. This was difficult of cure: 
but as the fame fymptoms obtain in the itch, 
apthe, and the like epidemical and endemical 
diforders, there appears nothing in it of a vene- 
real nature. : 

Galen adds nothing to what Hippocrates, 
Celfus, and Pliny has obferved before him ; 
and the refult is only, that all perfons in hot 
countries, efpecially thofe who are given 
to venery, are fubje& to putrid difeafes in 
every part of the body, particularly the ge- 
nitals. | 


This truth is fupported by two additional 
confiderations. 


i. The method of cure, which confifted 
merely in fomentations, baths, regimen, de- 


terging, 


~ 
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terging, opening, drying, and fuch like medi- 
cines, which have no relation at all to the 
tues, | 

2. That there was no contagion: for cer- 
tainly, at the time when every man lived ac- 
cording to his humour, if there had been a 
difeafe fo contagious as the /ues, which in a 
few days affected four hundred nobles in the 
camp of Charles VIIL king of France, what 
would have happened in thefe diffolute times ? 
But in thofe times we have no memorial of 
this infe&ion. From all that has been faid, I 
will venture to affert, that it cannot be proved, 
even by one inftance, that the venereal difeafe 
appeared either in Europe or Afia before the 
zra above-mentioned: Therefore this diforder 
firít difcovered itfelf in Spain and Portugal, 
according to the unanimous opinion of the 
moft ancient writers on this fubject. It never- 
thelefs prevailed in other parts of the known 
world before thofe times, even when the 
Portuguefe undertook their firít unfuccefsful 
expedition to Africa, where this diforder is en- 
demical, and from whence it was conveyed into 
America and Spain. e us 

For the Portuguefe made it a practice to 
purchafe flaves at the Guinea coaft, to culti- 
vate their American conquefts.— So horrid a - 
cuftom prevails in this country, efpecially a- 
mongft théfe who inhabit the coaft of Guinea, 
that parents fell their children, and children 
their parents, to chriftians; and thefe flaves 
carried the difeafe with them. |

22 Of the ORIGIN of 
-Fhat the Americans, even to this day, 
have a tradition, that the difeafe was unknown 
amongft them before the arrival of the Por- 
tuguefe and Spaniards; and that it was com- 
municated to them by the negroes they brought 
in their fhips. | 
Hence then we have reafon to believe it 
originally African: and this opinion is the 
more probable, becaufe the climaté is very hot; 
the earth is parched up, and every autumn, 
near the coaft, produces a general mortality. 
The manners of the inhabitants are fo libidi- 
nous and depraved, fays Bofman, in his de- 
fcription of Guinea, that it is cuftomary for 
vagabond tribes, or bodies of men, whom 
he calls Maopales, to purchafe a young girl, 
whom they convey to a hut, or fome proper 
place, where each fucceffively gratifies his de- 
fire. This they continue fo long, without 
the leaft intermiffion, that the poor creature 
dies, almoft putrid; and often they are concern- 
ed with her even after fhe is dead. From 
hence, this author fays, a malignant and ve- 
nereal contagion is common to this people. 
This accounts in fome meafure for the ori- 
ein of this difeafe ; and the more, as their geni- 
tals only are affected. The flaves there pur- 
chafed and embarked, are:obliged to be cured 
in the voyage ;. whilft others, who are worfe, 
_are thrown overboard, leaft they fhould infect 
the whole crew. j | p 
'To thofe who confider thefe things, there 
is nothing furely more horrible than the prac- 
tice 
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tice of this people: and perhaps the Jews, who 
are elevated with high notions concerning their 
own nation, will not acknowledge them to be 
the pofterity of Ham ; yet they were guilty of 
the fame fhameful practices themfelves, as we 
may read in the hiftory of the Levite and the 
Benjamite, 544ges, chap. xix. This unhappy 
Levite, who had his concubine with him; was 
defirous of lodging in Gibeah, near Jerufalem s - 
but there came thofe who would have him 
brought forth, that they might abufe him after 
the manner of Sodomy; but he reprefenting 
the dreadful wickednefs of fuch a defign, de- 
fired they would rather take his concubine: 
with her they repeatedly lay all night; in 
confequence of which fhe was found dead 
in the porch the next morning. 
To thefe fhameful difeafes fomething ende- 
mical feems to be added in Africa: for if it 
was contracted merely by fuch abufes, then 
the Benjamites would have been infected by it. 
Hence we may infer, that in Africa there 
is fomething endemical, which conftitutes this 
lues. When thefe pleafures are indulged to 
a more than brutal exceífs, a filthy difeafe 
may affect the genitals; but unlefs. the en- 
demical circumítance be added, it will. not 
be the venereal /ues; yet if that exiíts at 
the time of fuch profufe venery, the true 
lues. will arife. The fame thing is true in 
the fmall pox, and the plague, which ar® alfo 
endemical difeafes produced in Afia; and thence 
tranfported to other places. | b 
wwe c But 
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Bat this will appear more evidently from a 
remarkable hiftory related by Mont. de Blegny, 
who tells us, that a girl of fourteen years ot 
age being chaftifed for fome wantonnefs by her 
mother, left the houfe and fled into a mona- 
ftery, where the monks feeing her unprotect- 
ed, (not very confiftent with their character ) 
abufed themfelves with her for feveral days, 
till at length fearing left the affair fhould be 
difcovered, or perhaps having fatiated them- 
felves, they fent her into the church, and pre- 
tending to find her there by chance, they fent 
her home: It was not long before fhe per- 
ceived a violent heat of urine, which, after 
endeavouring to conceal, fhe was compelled by 
other fymptoms to difcover to her mother; 
who fending for a furgeon, was informed 
that her daughter had a gonorrhea from 
diftention, The girl at firft denied it; 
but foon after fome tumors appearing in each 
inguen, fhe confeffed the whole affair. The 
public furgeons were fent to the monaflery to 
examine thofe monks, whom, contrary to ex- 
pectation, they found perfectly found. From 
this hiftory it appears, that fome complaints 
may arife on the genitals from exceflive coi- 
tion, but without any thing of the venereal 


^ lues; for thefe men were not infected; there 


was only an inflammation and buboes, from a 
too great diftention, and as it were laceration 
of the parts. .Nor-are there wanting many 
other inftances of a fimilar kind, as we are 
informed by Du Cajus fancto Romanus, Ver- 

cellonius, 


te, 
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.cellonius, and others. From hence then we 
may be affured, that to all thefe complaints 
fomething endemical muft concur to render it 
the true venereal difeafe. | 

In Europe, this difeafe was firft perceived 
at Valentia in Spain, 1493, where lived a 
noble courtezan, as much famed as the an- 
cient Thais:. there was in the fame city a 
nobleman belonging to the army, labouring | 
under the worft kind of the e/ephantiafis (de- 
{cribed only by Areteus Cappadox) who, not- 
withftanding this difeafe, by the influence of - 
fifty piftoles, purchafed one night's favour of 
this celebrated lady. Gold procured the fame 
favour for others, according to the cuftom of 
her profeffion; and afterwards having fre- 
quent commerce with the young nobles, it is 
faid that in a few days fhe infected four hun- 
dred men, moft of which were in the army 
of king Charles: whence the /ues venerea had 
an univerfal (pread in a fhort time, as you may 
fee in Dominicius Leo, from whom this hiftery 
was adopted by Helmont the father. _ Hence 
many have thought, that the venereal difeafe 
firft arofe in Europe from the conjunction of 
a leper with a whore. However, fuch was 
the progrefs of this diforder, that foon after 
the times above fpecified, there was not a city 
in all Italy which was not infected by it. 

We come now to the Difeafe itfelf. 


CHAP.

CH A Pit: 
Of che VENEREAL Diszask. 


Í Shall here endeavour, with all fincerity, to 
communicate every thing that may tend to 


the true explication and perfect cure of this 


diforder. But previoufly let me obferve, — 

I. This difeafe is never fpontaneous. It ts 
not a human difeafe ; that is, fuch as arifes 
from the nature and fabric of the human 
body, as the pleurify, peripneumony, and the 
like; for thefe are produced promiícuoufly in 
all men, from the very nature of our frame ; 
which cannot be proved of the lues venerea s 
for this difeafe never arifes of its own accord 


_in any one. And this I lay down as my firft 


. axiom. 


2. Nothing is received by a clean man lying 
with a clean. woman ; and therefore it is not 
the effect of libidinous venery. I am not 
a ftranger to what fanciful perfons have ima- 
gined: bat, after the ftri&eft enquiry, it muft - 
ever be attributed to fomething more than 
indifcretion. For inftance, if a man abufe his 
wife by pure, but exceflive concubinage, he 
will receive no injury ; whence the above fup- 
pofitions fall to the ground. Ye will there- 
fore allow me to place this as my fecond 
axiom, and as a fufficient refutation of fuch 


opinions. 
! 3. T his 
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3. This difeafe will not arife from a variety 

of found perfons having to do with one who is 
alfo found. This is contradicted by Vercel- 
lonius: but the inftances which this learned 
man urges in favour of his opinion, when 
brought to the light, prove nothing:. v. gr. 
not even that of a certain nobleman who had 


married a young girl with whom having | 


ufed much violence in their firft veneral con- 
erefs, he tells us, the wife was affected with 
a gonorrhea, but does not fay of what fpe- 
cies. We admit that there might be a rup- 
ture of the membranes, a difcharge of blood, 


an inflammation, and a fanious /Zllicidzum ; but 


we deny this to be the morbus gallieus. Blegny, 
whom we have already refuted, mentions heat 
of urine, and the venereal bubo; but he does 
not fay it is this difeafe. Hence I believe, that 
many complaints may arife from the multi- 


farious congrefs of feveral pure men with one 


clean woman, but, if rightly diftinguifhed, ne- 
ver the Gallic diforder. 
Ye are not ignorant, that there are certain 


difeafes, which happen to fome parts of our 


bodies, bearing fo great a refemblance to the 
Jues venerea, that unlefs one is well fkilled in 
practice, he may be eafily deceived in the 
diagnofis. The membrana _fchneideriana of the 
nofe, for inftance, when we are in health, per- 
fpiresa very little, and that only a thin, pellucid 
liquor; but if we have either a catarr^, or 
coryza, there enfues a truly painful inflamma- 
tion, with heat, rednefs, and tumour, which, 

; in 


Dec 
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in a few hours, begins to diftil a fharp, thin, 
corrofive fluid, and on the fecond or third day: 
of the difeafe, a great quantity of thick, yellow 
and green mucus; all which ceafes on the de- 
parture of the diforder. If fome of this mat- 
ter is received on linnen, and dried in the air, 
it feems to be the matter of a gonorrhea; yet 
fuch a difeafe, we fee, frequently arifes from 
innocent and flight caufes. And the like have 
been a long time fince obferved by Hippo- 
crates in the genitals both of men and women, 

- without any venereal contagion, and are now 
continually to be met with in practice, where 
we always perceive, in the firft place, a like 
thin mucus, next a thicker, and at length a 
large diícharge of mucous and yellow matter : 
whence it is plain, that there is a diftinction, 
which none but the phyfician who has accu- 
rately obíerved both kinds is capable of mak- 
ing *, 


Thus 


* This complaint is much more common than is gene- 
rally fuppofed, and could never be diftinguifhed from the 
gonorrhea virulenta by its fymptoms, which are in all re- 
{pects the fame, viz. in the quantity and quality of dif- 
charge, heat of urine, cordee, &c. It will perhaps be 

Mo e that fimilar fymptoms indicate the fame diforder. 
In general they do: but in this inftance there is an excep- 
tion, eftablifhed by the evidence of facts. I fhall mention 
only two cafes ; the one of a gentleman between thirty and 
forty years of age, who has a wife and feveral fine chil- 
dren; but being of a tender conftitution, and much afflia- 
ed by nervous complaints, is fubject to a gleet from the 

landule lacuna of his urethra; which, if it does not quick- 
ly pafs off of itíclf, or by two or three gentle purges, en- 
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Thus it appears, that this diforder never 
fpontaneoufly rifes from any of thofe cauíes 
which affect the circulation of the blood. 


creafes in quantity, and becomes yellow or green, with ex- 
treme pain in making water, accompanied with priapifms, 
and cordee : fal Glauberi &$ prunelle are his conftant reme- 


_ dies, and by thefe alone he is always cured. His charac- 


ter and veracity, the frequent returns of this complaint, 
the almoft annual birth of a fine child, the perfect health, 
and conftant fpirits of his wife, are evidences beyond a 
doubt, that this diforder is entirely free from any venereal 
virus. | 

Some years ago, a man came to me with all the fymp- 
toms of a virulent gonorrhea, affuring me at the fame time 
that it was impoffible it fhould be fo, having never deferved 
it. I difregarded all his proteftations, and treated him 
after the ufual manner: the cafe proving more obftinate 
than ordinary, I was difpofed to hear his own account of 
the diforder, which was as follows. About two months 
before his firt coming to me, he perceived a little dif- 
charge of white liquor from his wretbra; this gradually. 
encreafed, without pain, and did not prevent concubinage, 
till within a few days of his application to me : I therefore 
defired to fee his wife, who muft either have given or re- 
ceived it, if it had been infectious. After a careful exami- 
nation, I could perceive neither fwelling, inflammation, (/ evy<+4@ 
ulcers, Perte» or gleet; every part of the va/va appearing 
to be perfectly found and well. I then gave fome credit 
to his affertions, and cured him with manna and falts only, 
in about a month's time. I fhould have obferved, that her 
narration of all that paffed as to commerce; &c. correfpond- 
. &d exactly with his, 
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X HE firft property of this difeafe is, that - 
the infection is fo eafily propagated, 
that, in fpite of all precautions, the whole 
 confítitution may be quite fubdued by it; ne- 
verthelefs we are totally ignorant of the effen- 
tial qualities of this diforder: we only know 
that it difcovers itfelf by certain phoenomena, 
which being collected together, I fhall prefent 
to you, fo far at leaít as may diftinguifh it 
from any other. © 
A. When aman is infected, there is no 
part of his body, however found, that can 
be faid to be fecure; nay, the whole may be 
contaminated ? and fuch is its power, that it will 
render the whole body weak and feeble, in a 
manner incredible to thofe who are un- 
expetienced. The momentary contact of 
warm bodies is fufficient for its propagation, as 
a {mall fpark is capable of kindling a mighty . 
flame. | 
B. 'The true contagion will deftroy the 
moft pure and healthful body it affects. I 
have feen a comely young gentleman, in whom 
a little ulcer fo propagated itfelf, that not even 
a point of the body was left free; — 
C. Ithath therefore the property of invert- 
ing all the good humours. 1 have feen a young 
| man 
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rian who had only a little ulcer in his noftrils, | 
which could not be cured by any of the phy- 
ficians either in England, Germany, or France, 
where he had travelled, but was otherwife 
found and clean; neverthelefs his whole face, 
eyes, ears, nofe, €9c. were afterwards affected. 

D. From hence, if I may fo fpeax, 
there is in this contagion an innate power - 
of propagation: on which account many — 
fuppofe it to be of the animal kind, and pro- | 
duced from a congeries of amimaleula, which 
being received into the body as a proper nidus, 
there propagate themfelves with infinite velo- 
city. This opinion they think the more pro- 
bable, :becaufe it is cured by mercury, an an- | 
thelméntic remedy. I never faw any thing 
like this ; notwithftanding I am fenfible mer- 
cury has that property. If ulcers of this kind 
upon the íkin are not well cured, they 
affe& the whole body; and if their fanies is ap- 
plied to any part of a found perfon, he will be 
infected thereby. This infection. diffolves the 
folid parts, the vifcera, cartilages, and bones, 
even thofe of the thigh and cranium, reducing 
them to a caput mortuum, or friable fubftance ; 
a quality which can be attributed to no diforder 
befides, Nay, the very corruption it pro- 
duces, becomes the medium of its further pro- 
pagation. : WP 

FE. The matter is fo very fine and volatile, 
that if it be applied outwardly to the furfice of 
the fkin, it will penetrate through it to the 
parts it covers. You know that the whole 
| body 
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body is defended by the folid denfe refiftable 
cutis, as with a coat of mail; neverthelefs the 
warm venereal poifon applied to this tegument, 
whilft in a ftate of warmth, will infinuate it- 
felf into its fubftance, diffolve its continuity, 
and melt it down to a venereal matter: it is 
therefore evident that the thin, volatile, and 
infectious particles, penetrate the fkin, deftroy 
its texture, and produce ulcers on its fur-. 

face. | 

F. But let no one think, that what is vifible 
in this difeafe is that very identical poifon, 
- fince it is only the effects thereof thrown out 
on the furface of the fkin ; foras the thin, vo=— 
latile, infectious particles at firft infinuate them- 
felves into this tunic, fo from thence they are 
diffufed throughout the body,which evidently 
appears from the following cafe: Two friends 
being at the Hague, happened to lie in the 
fame bed, the one clean, the other infected 
by the/zes: he that was found was foon alarm- 
ed by fome malignant ulcers on that fide 
which lay next to his bed-fellow. Knowing 
himfelf to be free from that diftemper, he 
goes to a phyfician, who, after enquiry, in- 
formed him, that he was infected by his clofe 
 conta& with a difeafed body. | 
G. In this property it moft exactly re- 
fembles the itch. e. gr. If a man labouring 
under this complaint touches the warm hand 
of another with his own, the other, without 
doubt, will receive the true itch; which being 
genetated by fo imperceptible a Caufe, fpreads 
I over 
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over the whole Body, where being cherifh- 
ed, it difcovers itfelf by a {mall itching; and 
then, as I have frequently feen, produces ulcers ; 
which penetrate even to the bones, render- 
ing them carious. 

H. The /ues venerea propagates itfelf with 
equal facility, as we have already been inform- 
ed by Leo's account of the courtezan’s infect- 
ing four hundred men. ^ T'hus alfo it happen- 
ed in Nobili Spanja ; for fo the inhabitants call. 
the place where this difeafe had fo perfectly 
- infected them, that not one perfon was san 
ed from t. 

I. It may be communicated by. the Breath, 
in refpiration. This I mention by way a 
caution, that you may be on your guard, 
‘whilft attending fuch cafes. An inftance of 
this kind occurred to me, of a young nobleman » 
under my care, who had fuch ‘malignant ulcers 
in his noftrils and fauces, that, at the diffance 
of five or fix feet, yielded fuch a naufeous and 
cadaverous {mell, that I, who am not very 
faftidious, could not approach near enough to 
examine them without fainting; and afterwards 
I found fuch a drynefs and rigidity in-the parts 
ferving to refpiration, as to fear that l was 
myfelf infected ; and I. never approached 
this patient again, till after he had well wafhed 
and cleanfed thefe parts with à gargle of vine- - 
‘gar and water. líaw a genticman with duch 
- foul and finuous ulcers on the penis and. pe- 
rinzum, that, when the dreffings were re- 
moved, a deadly - ftink arofe, as if from. a 
3 dead 
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dead body putrefying in a hot place; and this 
matter affected all thofe parts upon which it 
was difcharged. 

TK? Hendchal ami convinced this poifon is 
fo volatile, that it may infect by being tranf- 
| ported in the air. I affert this on the autho- 
rity of my medical friend Philipeaux, who 
had travelled through all the habitable parts of 
the globe. While he was at Venice and Genoa, 
a hundred and fifty men fuftained falivation in |. 
one place, by command of the magiftrates ; 
and the putrid exhalations were fo great, that 
a ftranger, upon his firft entrance, would be 
immediately affected with a Gila inflamma- 
2 tion, 

7 L. When therefore this. PENA is re- 
ceived by a healthy, warm, and fweating body, 


from an infected perfon in the fame circum- — 


{tances, or in a falivation, the contagion is 
eafily ken; but more efpecially when the 
mercury has diffolved the humours of the pa- 
tient; on which account much care is ne-. 
ceffary. to prevent injury. Some phyficians 
have faid it is not fo’ eafily communicated ; 
but they have certainly been the caufe of much 
mitchief, » 

M. Aclean infant, adult, or old perfon, may 
infect, or be infected by a kifs. An infant who 
had jecelved this diforder from fucking the 
breaft of an unclean woman, conveyed it - 
by a kifs to another, who was firft affect- - 
ed in her mouth, and afterwards in other 
| | parts, 
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parts: medical hiftory abounds with fuch 
examples. 

N. It is communicated by the fava with 
the greáteft facility. We know, that this liquor 
is endued with fuch a peculiar force, when 
aflfted by quickfilver, as firft to dilute, and 
then difcharge, the venereal virus, by a per- 
petual ftream. , Hence we difcern its fingular 
quality, whereby it fo foon affimilates thofe 
parts where it comes. There are many in- 
{tances of dogs, who have licked the fpittle 
difcharged in falivation, dying foon after- 
wards, as you may read in the German Ephe- 
merides, ^ ana 

O. Aman is afflicted with the greateft 
malignancy, by a filthy and lafcivious tongue. 
This and the preceding cafe conftitute the worft _ 
degree of the difeafe that can happen. I have 
feen a handfome youth, lately returned from : 
Paris, who had no other fymptoms of the ve- 
nereal difeafe but in his tongue and fauces. 
“When I expreffed my furprize at finding no 
other indications, he told me, it could only 
be attributed to the lafcivious kiffes of the 
Parifian ladies, who were fo enraptured, as - 
not to part with him, without the greateft 
reluctance. In fuch cafes, the lips and gums 
are firft affe&ed, the body fill remaining 
free; next it infinuates ‘itfelf into the fauces, 
where it produces almoft incurable ulcers, 
without any of thé preceding figns, as gonor- 

rlea, heat of urine, Cc; nor do any other . 
| (c Gree | fymptoms 
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fymptoms appear in this fpecies than what are 
above noticed. 

P. This difeafe is alfo often conveyed by 
the fucking of an infected infant. Two fimi- 
lar inftances I have feen in this city; the nurfe 
having left a little child, whofe mother was 
fick,. a neighbouring woman, to allay its cry- 
ing, gave it fuck, but afterwards fhe perceived 
feveral bad ulcers.to break out upon the nipple 
of that breaft which had been fucked. ‘The 
child being examined, was found to labour 
under the foul difeafe, from whom this woman 
. was infected. . P * 

Q. This diforder is alfo communicated to 
a clean child, by the nipple or milk of an im- 
pure woman. ‘Thus it happened to the child 
of a principal. Family at the Hague, whofe pa- 
remts were perfectly free from this contagion. 
The infant was delivered to a nurfe of remark- 


able beauty, and, as appeared, clean: but it. 


 wa$ foon afterwards feized with a ftrange dif- 
eafe, which corroded its flefh and bones, of 
which it died. Proper enquiry being made, this 


nurfe, {fo healthful in appearance, was found. 


to be in the laft ftage of the venereal difeafe. 

R. A perfon may contract this diforder 
by clofe familiarities, and by lying in the 
fame bed with another perfon who is taint- 
ed;.'or, he may receive an infection by 


Íweat, or other humours, on the bed-cloaths, ' 


linen, Cc. if he: is fufficiently "warm, and 
lies in the place from which another has juft 
rifen, but. more efpecially in. hot weather. 

| Many 
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Many have thought, and fome are now of 
opinion, that this is not true; yet it was for 
fuch reafons that Mofes took fo much care to 
prevent the fpreading of contagious difeafes, - 
I have feen the itch communicated merely by 

drawing on a warm glove; and the fame ef- 

fects have been produced by the pafling of 

money from one hand to another, in a ftate of 

warmth. Such is its propagative power, that 

even metals convey its contagion. | 

S. The /wes is moft certainly communicat- 
ed by the matter it difcharges from ulcers, 
efpecially thofe of the genitals both of men and 
women. Of all the ways of infection, this is 
the moft effe&ual of any : not that it is the only 
way of conveying the infection, as fome have 
afferted ; for all parts of the body are open to 
the contagion. — . ese 

From the two laft fections it appears, that 
many eminent men have thought this difeafe 
arofe folely from the contaminating matter of 
the parts of generation, which fentiment has 
been embraced by many, whofe works are to 
be feen in our Aphrodifiacus: on the contrary, 
‘you may there find a greater number of- our 

own opinion. 

T. This contagion does not propagate its 
poifon with equal velocity in every body to 
which it is applied; but there are phyfical 
caufes, by which its greater or lefler degree of. 
malignity may be determined. We fhall now 
endeavour to difcover how this virus is render- 
ed more active. ‘Thofe authors who have 

| C3 | wrote 
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wrote on poifons, maintain, that when ani- 
mals are dead the poifon is extinguifhed: and 
they affure us, that if the virulent matter of 
this difeafe was perfectly cold, and in this ftate 
applied to a cold body, it is then innocent ; 
but if the experiment is tried. whilft both are 
warm, it then difcovers its force. Therefore 
this contagion, paflive in itfelf, is rendered 


active. 


1. By the heat of the atmofphere; for the 
fame caufe acting on the fame body in the 
midft of winter, will infect much lefs than in 


the heat of fummer; and in proportion to the | 


warmth of the feafon the difeafe will fpread 
with more or. lefs rapidity and malignancy. 
This is confirmed by experiments; and is 
the reafon why, in hot climates, whole king- 
doms have been depopulated in the beginning. 
of this diforder; however, they have this ad- 
vantage, that in thofe hot places, it is more 
eafily.and quickly cured.. 

2. By the temperament of the body ; for if 
warm, the diforder is influenced by its heat ; 
but a cold leucophlegmatic pituitous perfon 
is feldom or never affected violently ; and when 
he is, can hardly ever be fo perfectly. cured 
but that fome relicks fhall remain. . Hence in 
infants this diforder is known to be the mof 
violent of all.  Phyficians have wondered, 


why Hippocrates has laid it down asa medical - 
axiom, that infants are of a warm tempera- 


ment, and on that account liable to certain 


diforders. They obferve, on the contrary, that 


no 
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no bodies are fo full of fluids, and no fluids 
move fo flow as theirs. This proves nothing: 
for we can demonftrate from Fahrenheit’s ther- 
mometer, that if a man fifty years of age fhall 
raife the liquor to go degrees, a healthful child 
will raife it two degrees higher. 

It is therefore eftablifhed by experiments, 
that if this difeafe is received from a nurfe, and 
infinuates itfelf into fuch weak and tender bo- 
dies, it will a& with the greateft violence, as 
appears from the cafe above-mentioned, where 
the nurfe feemed to be very well, her difeafe 
not being confpicuous, while the child was 
affected in the moft dreadful manner, fuffering 
the moft fevere pains till it died : fuch fymp- 
toms are always to be obferved in the cure of 
infants. 

We may now infer, that fuch a degree of 
malignity as lies dormant in one perfon, will, 
in a warmer conftitution, fhew itfelf more 
plainly, and act with more vigour. | 

From hence we alfo underftand the reafon 
of that obfervation, made long fince by Nicolas - 
Maffa, who was perfeétly fkilled in this difor- 
der, viz. That a thin and refrigerating diet 
was of fingular fervice in the cure of the /ze: ; 
for if the heat of the body is encreafed, by 
warm and acrimonious aliment, the poifon 1$ 
rendered more active. — — | 

Hence it is that the /ues is fo deftructive to 
young perfons, whofe blood is warm, vrbilft 
old perfons are lefs affected : in them the latent 
poifon lies inactive, which, when received Into 

‘C4 a 
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a youthful body, breaks outinto a flame. Let 
it therefore be remarked, that the violence is 
ever proportioned to the degrees of heat; and 
thofe who are cold, either by age, tempera- 
ment, or preceding difeafe, fuffer no acute 
pains from this poifon, but languifh by flow de- 
grees, never rightly enjoy their health, and are 
íeldom cured by mercury. Hence we may 
infer the truth of what Hippocrates has laid 
down as a fundamental axiom concerning fe- 
males, that their bodies are of a colder tem- 
perament than thofe of men. T. | 
Phyficians have often wondered why pro- 
ftitutes fo long carry the infection, and that 


without any feeming inconvenience, notwith- 


ftanding they communicate it fo eafily to 
others. If the affair be well examined, we 
feldom find that common ftrumpets are fo 
much exhaufted thereby as men of warm, dry 


 conftitutions, and full of good juices. Women 


of a lax habit receive the difeafe more readily ; 
but when received, it remains undifcovered 
a long time, and ftill longer without any mate- 
ral injury. . oo. ke 

This difeafe is more or lefs increafed in pro- 
portion to the @fus venereus, which the an- 
tients called the inciting fire of Venus; for 
this reafon the hufband of Venus is called 


 Mulciber, that is, Vulcan. . Whence Virgil, 


in the 324th verfe of his fecond Georgic, fays,. 


Fere tument terra, & genitalia femina pofcunt. 


In fpring the fwelling earth prolific feed requires. 
4. And

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And hence alfo the warm and fiery conftitution 
is moft prone to venery. The rage of luít is 
a true inflammation of the whole body ; and 
the flames of Venus may be properly called a 
phlogofis or phlegmon. 

This venereal impetus affects the whole 
body, but more efpecially the warmett parts ; 


whence the genitals, by attrition, are inítant-- 


ly inflamed. In them the whole fire centers, 
" which being continued too long, brings on a 
gangrene, as we have feen in a continued pria- 
pifm; but this may be prevented by a fection 
of the vena pents. 


Hence, by how much higher this animal | 


heat is raifed in the infected perfon, the more 
active will the v;rzs become, and that fo pre- 


cifely as to determine the degree of infection 5 - 


. and by how much greater the pleafure, fo 


much the deeper it infinuates itfelf, and with - 


proportionable facility and acrimony is propa- 
gated through the whole body. ‘This has been 
always obferved in practice. Be 
But if the enjoyment is more moderate, all 
thefe effe&s are more flow and gentle; for the 


above mentioned fymptoms are the confe- 


quence of the higheft pleafure, as I have ob- 


ferved in a thoufand inftances. And this I 
have ever remarked, if a handfome youth, in 
the flower of his age, has commerce with a 
common ftrumpet, who perhaps was not 
capable of an increafe of infection; yet if 


her paffions were excited, by the afpect of his 


perfon,

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perfon, with fo much the greater malignity he 
will be contaminated: and I have always 
found, that if three or four of his gay affo- 
ciates are concerned with the fame woman, the 
moft agreeable have been the moft feverely 
affected. From whence it is clear, that no- 
thing contributes more to the acrimony, con- 
tagion, and infinuation of this poifon, than 
the mutual excefs of paffion in each other. 
 Thefe things ought to be well confidered by 
phyficians ; for none are fo difficultly cured, 
as agrecable young men of fanguine confti- 
tutions. | 
— 4. All thofe things which render the body 
more warm, as air, motion, watchings, meat, 
drink, and medicine, have often proved the 
worft ftimuli. | bt 
I have feen a thoufand cafes of young men, 
who, fo long as they lived moderately and 
foberly, perceived no injury; but' when they 
have iudulged themfelves in exceffes of eat- 
ing and drinking, the difeafe has difcovered 
itfelf, .- e C. 
From which we may deduce this rule: If 
any one is cured of the difeafe, and remains 
free for a week or fortnight, and is neverthe- 
lefs doubtful whether he is well or not, let 
. him take the ¢heriaca diateflaron, philonium me- 
fuc, fal viperarum, &c. In one word, let 
him take the moft ftimulating medicines, and 
then if any thing remains, it will immediately 
fhew itfelf; and if nothing appears, there is 
| ! | the 
rd 
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the greater reafon to believe the patient is 
cured. " 

You fhould be particularly cautious both 
in the heat of fummer, and when the 
poifon is in a flate of diffolution by medi- 
cine, (for at that period the exhalation is 
greateft) left, whilft you are ferving others, 
ye yourfelves are infected. I know many 
examples, where practitioners have juftly be- 
wailed their imprudence, who before thought 
- jt impoffible to be affected in this manner: 
neverthelefs there is nothing to be feared from _ 
fach perfons whofe bodies, and the atmofphere, 
are both at the fame time in a cool ftate ; nor 
is there an inftance of infection in fuch circum- 
ftances. | | 

In the hiftory of cures, it is evident that 
this contagion was: never removed, except 
by a fever, by mercury, by anti-venereal de- 
co&cions, or violent fudorifics: and I have 
feen, and am convinced there is the greateft 
danger of infection when the difeafe is ex- 
pelled. | 

I once cured an athletic gentleman, by the 
fweating, or Hottonian method, whole fervant 
was infected in the moft fevere manner, on 
account of his ftrict attendance on his mafter. 
This was the more evident, becaufe the dif-. 
eafe firft appeared in thofe places expofed to | 
the air, as the nofe, fauces, and externa] fkin. 
Hence it may be eafily conceived how much 
this contagion is then to be feared, and what

I have now mentioned all thofe things that 


 refpe& the caufes of this diforder: It remains 


to treat of the places, which are firft of all 
affected in the wes venerea. M 


..* We may remark, that thefe were the reafons urged 
by the enemies of cardinal Wolfey, againft his familiarity 
with king Henry VIII. left, by whifpering in his ear, his 
majefty fhould be infected; it being alledged he had 
the foul difeafe, at that time much more contagious than 
at prefent, ; 
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| A hae parts which are expofed to the 

contact of external bodies, are covered 

. by one common membrane, called eprdermis. ° 
This is what is univerfally known and ac- 
knowledged, and alfo that it every where co- 
vers the true fkin; but what this true fkin is, 
phyficians are not fo well agreed about, as the 
epidermis, which is only a thin, folid, denfe, 
and tranfparent pellicle, witliout any vefiels, 

This cu£is is fituated next under the epidermis. 

We firft fee the papilla penetrating the rete mal- 
phigit : below this reticle there is a more ner- / 
vous texture, from whence thefe papilla rife; — 
then follow veffels of every kind; and dire&ly 
under the fkin the. cellular metbrane: with Mee <: 
contents. The cámpages of the cu£zs is there- - 
fore made up of three different parts. : 

4. The denfe reticular body, wherein is 

feated the black colour of the Ethiopian. This 
membrane is however very different from the 
epidermis. 

_. 2. Under this reticular texture there bos a. 
feries of nerves, whofe afcending faille form 
the organ of touch: They are in fuch plenty, 
that the whole {kin feems to be entirely com- 


pofed of them. 
3. De- 
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. Between the tegument of thefe. nerves, 
there run veffels of every kind; and thefe ieee 
being wove together fo compactly, anatomifts 
have included the whole fabric under the de= 
nomination of cutis. 

This fkin may be infeéted, even where it 
is thickeft. Nicolas Mafla relates, that in his 
time, thofe midwives, who delivered infected 
‘women, received contagion in their hands, 
Vercellonius fays, that a lafcivious young fel- 
low being in company with a profütute, with 
whom he was afraid to be: concerned for fear 
of infection, had foon 'afterwards fome very 
malignant vencrédi ulcers and. puftales on his 
hand. By negle& the diforder encreafed,when 
he confulted a phyfician, who informied him 
it was venereal; The: young man protefted, 
he never had commerce with a woman, and 
that he had only touched her matrix with his 
fingers. By which we learn, that'the fkin is 
no where fo impervious but that it will admit 
this diforder, as we have feen in the hands, 
though fo remote from the heart: and even 
at this time mid wives decline laying thofe wo- 
men whom they know to be infected. | 

You are now fully convinced, there are ho 
other parts of the fkin lefs liable to infection, 
than the hands. Arguments in fupport of this 
are needlefs. But thofe uw where the fkin 
is wanting, and covered only by the eprdergis, 
are moft of all expofed. The fcarf-fkin, as I 
have before obferved, is extended: over every 
part: the cutzs leaves the palpebree at their 

ciliar y 
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ciliary edges; but Ruyfch has demonttrated, 
that their internal fuperficies is covered by the 
epidermis only, which is then reflected. over 
the ball of the eye, contributing to its ftrength 
and connection. In the mares alfo, the cutzs 
terminates, at two or three lines after its en- 
trance, and then the whole fchneyderian mem- 
brane is compofed of the epidermis: {fo alfo in 
the lips, where the {kin terminates, the cu- 
ticle proceeds, invefting the papilla : whence 
Ruyfch calls it epéthelion, by which I un-- 
derftand the epidermis invefting the papilla, 
which is the cafe in the bronchia, fauces, 
ftomach, inteftines, under the freputzum, in. 
the vagina, &c. 

Seeing this contagion is fo fubtile as to infi-: 
 pnuate itfelf into every part, it is evident thofe 
are moft expofed where the true fkin 1s want- 
ing, and at the fame time acceflible to exter- 
nal contact. An ulcer, for inftance, on the 
cutis of the lip, will not make fo {peedy a pro- 
erefs as one on the epetbelium ; for there, the 
leaft will degenerate into an almoft incurable 
-ulcer: the blood-veffels running directly un- 
der the cuticula in thefe parts, gives them that 
. red colour we fee in the nofe, lips, Preputium, 
and glans penis ; and therefore the poifon in- 
finuated into thefe parts, having penetrated the 
epethelium, is not received by the refe malphigit, 
but by the abforbing veins. 

Another remark we meet with in Ruyfch, 
refpecting venereal warts, which almoft always 
arife in thofe places where the fkin 1s wanting. 


Many 
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Many years ago, Ruyích filled all the arteries 
of an infant, by which the whole body appear- 
ed red: whilft this fubject lay in maceration, 
the epidermis feparated, but the corpus reti- 
 €ulare remained. In the lips, the epidermis 
was alfo elevated, but there nothing was feen 
but the erect nervous fapile, reíembling 
the quills of a porcupine, which were be- 
fore retained in their fituation by the incum- 
bent epithelion: this is the reafon why fo 
many and bad diforders affect thefe parts ; 
fo that by the lofs of a few particles of the ef7- 
thelium, the moft enormous verruce are pro- 
duced, and even the whole lip becomes can- 
cerous. A 
. The fame is true of the fenis: for when 
the epztbelion is feparated from the glans, its 
whole furface appears full of points: fo that 
when its thin covering is by any accident re- 
moved in any part, there arifes the moft dread- 
' ful confequences. | 
There are then two places to which this - 
infection may be outwardly applied: Firft, To 
thofe having the fkin; and, fecondly, To - 
' thofe covered by the epithelium only, under 
which are feated arteries and veins of every 
kind, with the fenfible papillae, moft eafily af- 
fected by the venereal poifon, and by them the 
mats of blood is always contaminated ; for the 
poifon is moft {peedily conveyed through thefe 
pafiages. " | ( | 
1, The zares.. Ruyfch has demonftrated, . 
that the fkin having entered the fixth of 
| an 
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an inch within the noftrils, there terminates, 
and from thence are lined by the epithelium 
only, whence its rednefs. If the venereal 
tabes affect thefe places, it is moft difficuldy 
cured ; and it is here fo eafily received, that a 
man labouring under a fimple virulent gonor= 
rhea receiving fome of the venereal matter on 
his finger, and then unwarily ícratching his 
. nofe, will thereby bé infected... | 

2. The Lip, than, which no part is more 
eafily infected : if Fallopius and Nicolas Mafia 
(which laft has wrote moft excellently on this 
fubject) are to be credited, you will there fee, 
that by a kifs only from an honeft matron to 
her own child, who had fucked an infected 
woman, the mother received the difeafe, and 
was obliged to undergo the cure for the /wes. 

3. The infide of the mouth: for the worft 
kind of thefe complaints affect the tip of the 
tongue, fauces, cheeks, and gums. We alfo 
know that the palate, velum pendulum, uvula, 
and tonfils, are the feat of the moft malignant 
ulcers. Vercellonius imputes thefe to a fympa- 
thy between the fauces and uterus : fach caufes 
are not to be admitted; but if the infected. 
faliva 1s applied to thefe paris It produces the 
very wortt effects, 

4. When the larynx he, pharynx are in- 
fected, we may admit the pofiibility of a re- 
covery; but if the cellular membranes and 
cartilages of the pharynx are penetrated py 
little venereal ulcers, I never faw an inftance 
of fuch being cured : Paracelfus, who ever 

fpeaks 
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{peaks with an empirical pofitivenefs, fays, that 
he is able to heal this diforder in a few days ; 
but neverthelefs, if they are cured, it muft be 
the work of a long time: 

5. The Nipples, with their areole: The 
breafts of the male as well as female foetus are 
full of milk, whilft they are contained in the 
uterus; and men as well as women, on fome 
particular occafions, have difcharged ilk fron 
their breafts. Ruyfch has demonftrated that 
the papilla is covered. only by the epithelion, 
which being feparated, its whole fubftance 
may be refolved into true nervous papille ; 
which is the reafon why they may be as eafily 
affected as the glans penis: the papilla in wo- 
men is erected either by handling or giving 
fuck: no part has canals more patulent than 
thofe of the nipple, according to Ruyfch and 
Nuck, who have demon (trated: that the arte- 
Ties open into the lactiferous ducts, and thefe 
again into the veins. 

6. The interior part of the preputium. This 
pendulous membrane deferves our confidera- 
tion: it hath, 1. the epidermis; 2. a move- 
able fkin, which terminates at the firft flexure 
inwards towards the pen?s. When the vene- | 
real Jor des affixes itfelf on this part, and the 
preputium is again returned over the glans, the 
| Tii is thereby fhut up in a warm place, and 

the glans penis will be infected: this is the 
reafon why little ulcers fo frequently arife 
here, If this part was well cleanfed no fuch 
com-

complaints would fucceed: but if the poifon 
is there concealed, it is productive of the wort 
confequences. iva 
7. The corona penis. This alfo is covered 
by the epidermis only, thro’ which the patu- 
lent orifices of the mucilaginous crypte open 
in a retrofpect direction. If the aes infinu- 
ates itfelf into thefe, they fwell on all fides, 
. and produce the collare Hifpanicum. | 
8. The fuperficies of the glans. This is 
covered only by the epidermis, and furnifhed 
with a great number of veins, arteries, and 
nervous papilla. The fanguiferous vefiels, 
during the venereal orgafm, are greatly dif- - 
tended with blood, by the compreflion of the 
vene penis: at which time the orifices of the 
epitheliar glands are dilated, and almoft naked ; 
and the veflels lying directly under the epi- 
thelion abforb the poifon when the pems be- 
comes flaccid. 
g. The frenum of the glans and preputium : 
a place the moft eafily infected of all o- 
thers, as it is the very neareft to the interior 
fuperficies of the urethra, Directly above the 
fuperior infertion of the frenum, there are the 
largeft /acune of that canal, where the gozor- 
rhea generally has its feat. From its vicinity 
with the wrethra, it is evident this part may 
be eafily infected in a gonorrhea. | 
Befides thefe we ícarcely find any other 
places in men where the epztbelium alone zo-- 
vers the fubjacent veffels. But in women, 
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- A. The fkin terminates at the lips of the 
pudendum , the epidermis however is ftill conti- 
nued, and covers the internal parts; whence 
their ftructure much refembles that of the hu- 
man fauces, and the genitals of men. It is not 
ftrange, therefore, that they are fubje& to the 
fame difeafes. Here, in the firft place, we ob- 
ferve their /acuze, vifcous humours, and vie 
rugoje ; all which are found no where in 
greater plenty than about the urethra, where 
it terminates in the vagzza, behind the clytoris, 
near the caruncule myrtiformes. Here it is 
every where furrounded by glands, fuch as we 
find in the ¢orona. penis, which pour out a 
Ímooth, oily, vifcous juice, to defend thefe 
nervous parts from the acrimony of the urine, 
To thefe parts the venereal poifon. is chiefly 
applied, and from hence is commonly received 
by men.  Befides, 

B. This difeafe may arife alfo through the 
whole vagina, where it produces other com- 
plaints. "o t 3 

C. The internal orifice of the uterus may 
be infected. . The uterus in women projects 
into the vagzza ; and that fuperficies of the 
uterus thus protruding itfelf from the internal 
orifice, as it proceeds forwards 1s covered with 
a great number of mucilaginous /acume, de- 
{cribed by John Baptift Morgagni. This part 
however is but feldom affected with the /zes ; 
but when it is, it does not prevent child-bear- 
ing. In men this diforder is fufficiently ap- 
parent ; but innocent women, infected by men, 
com- 
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complain of heat of urine, @&ec. the caufes of 
which they are ignorant Sieh We fhall now 
treat of the Medical Hiftory of the Lues 
Venerea., 


C-H AP. V. 
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HAT part of the body which i is cft 
touched by the contágious - matter is 
always firít affected. 

This is the opinion of the firft writers on 
the fubje&, the truth of which hath never 
been queftioned by any 5 and may be adopted 
as a rule without an exception, and as a cer- 
tain property of this difeafe. "l'here.s never- 
thelefs one obfervation by which this rule 
feems to be fomewhat limited, as to its uni- 
verfality ; but I believe, that in a red 
infe&ted men, fcarce one will be found, 
whom the difea(e firft difcovers itfelf i in any 
other place than that of contact. 

Hence it is that this diforder appears in fuch 
various fhapes, and that phyficians are fome- 
times miftaken in fuch cafes. 

It is commonly thought that this diftemper 
generally, if not always, affects the parts of 

D3 | genera» 
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generation; but this is not the cafe, unlefs 
they were the places of contact ; for there the 
difeafe firít appears. 7 

I have demonftrated that there is no place, 
whether covered by the fkin, or epithelium 
only, but this difeafe may fix itfelf upon; 


 fometimes appearing on the exterior fkin, as the 


hands, neck, Cc. without any other apparent 
fign; fo multiform is this diforder: the know- 
ledge of which is abfolutely neceflary to its 
judicious and proper treatment. kA e 
— The very worft fpecies of the /ues is that 
which manifefts itíelf without any preceding 
appearances on the genitals ; I mean that 
which propagates itfelf to the middle of the 
bones, and from thence to the periofteum, 
membrana adipofa, and throughout the whole 
body, although it never yet difcovered itíelf in 


the fkin. This was long fince known, and 


remarked by Antonius Benivenius to be the 
moft dangerous of all others : it is what I have 
had frequent opportunity of feeing, what I 
admit as a limitation of the general rule, and 
what is defervedly reckoned the very worft 
Ípecies of the venereal difeate. 

- It is by no means true that this diftenyper al- 
ways begins in the genitals, as many have 
afferted, Thofe who, upon examining thefe — 
parts, and finding them free from venereal 
appearances, imagine their patients clear from: 


-Anfe&ion, may be grofly deceived: for it fome- 
times happens that the poifon, applied’ to a 


warm body, infinuates itfelf in fuch a manner, 
as 
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as to leave no veftige in the place where it 
entered. This may feem improbable ; but I 
have feen a thoufand inftances where a clean 
man, after being concerned with a proftitute, 
has at firft difcovered no bad fymptom in the 
penis or {kin ; but in four or five days he per- 
ceives a kind of refiftance in making water; 
at which being furprifed, he preífes the part 
with his fingers, and thus obferves the firít 
matter of the gonorrhea oozing from the ure- 
tbra. | std | 
Here we fee the difeafe enters without any 
outward or apparent fign : it neverthelefs pro- - 
ceeds inwardly, and produces a gonorrhea, 
which, badly managed, degenerates into the 
worft ulcers, as we {hall afterwards fee. 
- [t is therefore evident, from the nature of 
the difeafe, that the part firft touched is firft 
affected ; but not fo as to manifeft itíclf al- 
ways by external figns. The invifible poifon 
pervades the minuteft paffages, mixes with the 
humours, and thus diftüfes itfelf. 
Herein phyficians are frequently deceived, 
when confulted by thofe who ftrive to con- 
ceal this diforder, They afk if they have any 
complaint in the genitals, {welling of the tef- 
ticles, groins, heat of urine, puftules, and fuch 
like. If they anfwer thefe queftions in the 
negative, yet own themfelves cold in the 
evening, and full of fharp no&urnal pains, 
which vanifh in the morning, immediatcly it 
is concluded to be only the fcurvy. Accord- 
ingly medicines for that diforder are prefcribed, 
| : ee UT but 
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| but to no effect, as they can never cure the 
| lues venerea. | 
I have feen many inftances of this nature in 
men of warm conftitutions, who laboured un- 
der the moít malignant kind of this difeafe, 
without any external apparent fign. 
One of the principal writers on this difeafe 
tells us, that fome friends of his being at an 
inn, received the diforder from lying in a bed, 
which ftill retained the warmth of an infected 
perfon, who had juft left it, Another cele- 
brated author relates, that an acquaintance of 
his going too foon into a bed where a difeafed - 
man had been plentifally perfpiring, caught the 
diforder, which broke out all over his fkin in 
the moft malignant ulcers, But however fach 
remarkable effects are not always to be re- 
quired as the proof of its exiftence in the 
place of contact. ' don. 4 
~The lips, fauces, and genitals, difcover the 
infection by the moft evident figns; yet it 
may not always vifibly difplay itfelf in thefe 
places by outward fymptoms, but penetrate 
arther, and choofe the place from whence af- 
terwards it may break out with more violence. - 
Thefe things are teftified by creditable au- 
thors, and I have feen them confirmed by 
many examples, | E 
.. When I fay that the place where the poifon 
is applied firft receives the infection, I mean 
not only the contagion conveyed by a profti- 
tute, but any venereal contagion, and how- 
ever received, 
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_ 1 faw an inftance, in a gentleman of a deli- 
cate conítitution, who laboured under a moft 
malignant gonorrhea, which could not be cured 
by the moft eminent phyficians. I had no 
fooner infpected the parts; than I faw the rea-. 
fon of its malignity : for the cloths, linen, Gc. 
. were full of the virulent matter, which lying 
in a warm place, continually reinfeéted thofe 
parts, producing frefh ulcers, &c. You re- 
member that a little of the matter of a gonor- 
rbea applied to the nofe on the finger produced 
the moft terrible ulcers in that part. : 
Therefore where the poifon is received, to- 
pical remedies muft be immediately applied. 
It is plain that this diforder fpreads itfelf 
much farther than the places of contact or . 
affinity ; for all the membranes of the glands 
are faid to have fuch an affinity, that one be- 
ing affected, the reft are affected alfo: and I- 
believe that the /zes has often been produced 
by a gonorrbea, from the matter falling upon 
other parts, as we have feen in the example 
of the proftitute and young man, whofe hand 
was infected by touching her pudendum. 
In the cure of this difeafe, the remedy 
ought to be applied to the place firft affected ; 
which corollary I deduce from a former pro- 
pofition, as what will be attended with the 
moft happy fuccefs. Others give internal 
medicines only, littie follicitous about the, af- 
fected part; but we have learnt from expe- 
rience to beware of fuch methods; for there- 
by the difeafe is propagated. We ought there- 
| : "m fore 
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fore to attack the part firft injured, and by 
ablution draw it from thence. 

From the preceding principles you fee my 
method: but this will be further elucidated 
by what follows. 

You know the parts ufually affected; by 
what means; and when the /wes firft arifes. 

- This difeafe was always known to be the 
moft fubtile of all others, mixing itfelf moft 
intimately with the body. And you may fee 
in Gabriel Fallopius, Gc. who wrote at its 
firft eruption, that it remained inveterately fixed 
in the body, without any apparent figns, for 
a confiderable time, till at length it difcovered 
itfelf by the very worít fymptoms. . 

- In America it broke out in puftules refem- 
bling the /cadbies gallica, there called gans, en- 
dued with fo fubtile a contagion, that a found 
perfon might be infected by its exhalation ; 
fuch was its original fubtilty, But when it was 
imported into Europe, the form it then af- 
fumed was very different from what it bore 
among the Americans, who were more eafily 
cured. | 

The firft good writer, who has well de- 
Ícribed this difeafe, was Antonius Benivenius, : 
a Florentine, who, in the Year 1506, pub- 
lifhed a tract De abditis morborum caufis 8 cu- 
rationibus. le there fays, the fymptoms, by 
which it firft difcovered itfelf, were puftules, 
which broke out on the genitals for the moft 
part, tho’ frequently all over the body, ex- 
cepting the head, where they feldom appeared. 
: Thefe 
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Thefe eruptions, according to this author, re- 
fembled the {mall pox ; and becaufe they firft 
arofe in Spain, were from thence called the 
Spanifb Pox, Thefe puftules now rarely occur, 
fo that there is at prefent no reafon why this 
difeafe fhould be compared with the {mall pox. 

He then ranges this new diforder under fix 
heads. sete pesi 

1. Puftules which were flat, and in no wife 
elevated above the furface of the fkin, but íca- 
brous in their fuperficies, of a whitifh colour, 
and fcaly, which fcales being cait off, the fub- 
jacent parts were eroded. Such appear at this 
day, and are eafily diftinguifhed from every 
other ulcer. | | 

2. The fecond fpecies were {mall, round, — 
fquamous puftules, underneath which the 
flefh was very red ; from whence proceeded a 
ftinking virulent difcharge. 

4. Plain extenfive puftules, covered with 
large fcales; under thefe was contained a 
confiderable quantity of foetid ‘matter’; and 
the ulcerated flefh was of a dark livid ap- 
pearance. 

4. Ulcers with whitith fcales; which be- 
ing removed, a depreflion like a cicatrix ap- 
peared. Such we now fee in the cure of a 
deep venereal ulcer, by which the fkin and 
cellular membrane has been wafted ; for then 
the epidermis grows to the mufcles, whence a 
foul and unfeemly cicatrix. He further ob- 
ferves, if the ulcer difcharges blood, it is then 
almoft incurable ; that is, when an artery is 
eroded, This ulcer terminates at length in a

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dry fcab, and then the diforder is at its wortt 
Babes. pmo wen e ee 

^ $. Acute pains of the joints, I have feen, 
with great concern, a man perfectly well in 
the day, who, as foon as the evening ad- 
vanced, was obliged to run about the houfe 
perpetually, on account of the moft fevere 
pains in thofe parts, which abated as the morn- 
ing approached. | | | 

6. Deadly ulcers in the mouth and fauces. 
But why fo fatal? Becaufe the falutary effe&s 
of mercury were then unknown, by which 
alone thefe are curable. This was the ftate 
of the /ues at its firft eruption in thefe parts of 
the globe. 

. The next who wrote on this diforder was 
Leonicenus, a moft eminent phyfician: ne- 
verthelefs, what he has faid on the prefent 
fubject is by far lefs accurate than the account 
of Benivenius. You cannot but obferve, that 
in this period of the difeafe there is no men- 
tion of buboes, fwelled tefticles, gonorrhea, 
€. and that it was then very different from 
what it now is. This is the reafon why thofe 
medicines, which ‘cure in: America, are here 
. given without fuccefs.. What is above related 

refpects the firft feptenary of the venereal dif- 
ONE n ' 

Ulricus Huttenius, a noble German, emi- 
nent for his fkill in the military and civil arts, 
after giving a detail of his own miferies, hath 
remarked, that after the firft period or feptenary 
the genus of this diforder was amazingly 
changed; and that in the firft feven years it 

was 
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was propagated almoft infenfibly thro’ Italy, 
France, Spain, Portugal, Germany, Hungary, 
&c, and even to the utmoft borders of Scy- 
thia, where it was at length checked in its 
progrefs. | | | 

In the above defcription of Benivenius we 
fee, that neither men or women were affected 
by a gonorrhea during the firft feptenary ; a 
fymptom, of which they were then wholly 
ftrangers to; for the ancient gonorrhea was 
quite another thing, and free from contagion : 
but had the infectious gonorrhea exifted at 
that time, it would without all doubt have 
been mentioned by our author; therefore that 
infection, which is now the almoft certain 
meffenger of the difeafe, had not appeared at 
that time. Wenow come to the fecond pe- 
riod of the /ues venerea. 


The Second Period of this Difeafe. 


Icolas. Maffa is an author who can never 
be held in too great eftimation by phyfi- 


cians and anatomiíts, and whofe works ought 


to have place in every medical library. This 
man wrote an epiftle to a friend concerning 
the /ues venerea in the year 1524, wherein he 
fays, that he had with tbe greateft diligence 
and.attention opened the bodies of thofe who 


died of this difeafe ; by which he obtained a 


knowledge of what was peculiar to it. This 
was thirty years after its firft appearance. He 
is a moft accurate writer, and excels all thofe 


who wrote either before or after him, as we 


fhall 
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fhall prefently fee; for whatfoever has beer 
publifhed as new difcoveries, or medical ar- 
cana’s, in the French academies of Paris or 
Montpellier, was known to him, even to the 
unguentum therebinthine cum mercurio.* In the 
year 1540 he wrote the hiftory of the Venereal 
Difeafe, and twenty-four years afterwards he 
publifhed an account of the method of cure; 
_as practifed at Venice and Padua ; which places 
he much frequented. 

_ The laft works of this capital author, on 
the prefent fubject, were publifhed forty-fix 
years after the Origin of the ZLzes; all which 
I have perufed, and find they may be reduced 
to the fix following heads: ; 

1. He fays, two different fpecies of puftules 
broke out: thefe obtain at the prefent time ; 
for thofe which arife in the place of contact, 
Íoon after an infection is received, are very dif- 
ferent from thofe, which are the confequence 
of that worft and deep-feated /ues, which, tho’ 
received outwardly, penetrates directly to the 
bones: for then, as Benivenius has remarked, 
it produces a kind of fermentation under the 
veffels, till at length it burfts forth in puftules 
from under the fkin: from whence tumors, 
and other cutaneous affections, as phlegmons, 
ulcers, C. E | 

2. There arofe pains in the limbs. At that 
time pains in thefe parts appeared very foon ;

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but now they are feldom felt in lefs than a 
year after the diforder was firft received ; nor 
even then, unlefs the patient has neglected 
himfelf intirely. Yet after fuch pains, puftules, 
abfceffes, and ulcers, frequently appeared. 

3. Many were deftroyed by this difeafe, 
who never fuffered any thing about the geni- - 
tals, particularly infants. Then, he fays, à 
friend of his lying in à bed, in which one 
. with venereal ulcers had laid, contracted the 
lues venerea both inwardly and outwardly. 


4. Pains in the head, and in the bones of 


the limbs: when thefe remitted, puftulous | 
eruptions appeared. I have never feen fuch 
an inflance ; for at this time puftules do not 
fucceed nocturnal pains, but nodes, tophs, and 
exoftofes ; and the larger and more eminent 
thefe are, the nocturnal pains are the more in- 
tolerable. | : 

v. He defcribes ferpentine, filthy, virulent, 
and deep ulcers, with callous and fordid edges, 
ftill remaining, nay proceeding in fpite of the 
very beft remedies: but in the palms of the 
hands, foles of the feet, and other callous parts 
of the body, there arofe rhagades, or deep and 
dry fiffures, or fff/ulz. I have feen fome of 
thefe extremely troublefome, and incredibly 
deep in thofe places where the natural moifture 
has been diffipated by hard labour. 

6. He fays, befides the two pains before re- 
cited, there were nocturnal pains, which bean 
in the evening and terminated in the morning. 
Thefe were fixed in the bones, and caufed 


tophi, | 
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tophi, modi, exoflofes, fuppurations, corrofions, 
and at length a caries in the bones themfelves. 

In this author alfo we find no intimation of 
a gonorrhea, tho’ he wrote forty-fix years after 
the firft eruption of the difeafe; not a fingle 
word of that inflammation, or priapifm, by 
which it is accompanied ; or of a defluxion 
from the pudenda of women. 

Therefore, in this ftage we fee that the dif- 
order was received from external contact, and 
infinuated itfelf throughout the body, when 
the infected perfon perceived nothing at firft 
but a melancholy dejection of fpirits, Gc. 

But then there arofe puftules, called pocks, 
and tbefe. terminating in ulcers, indicated the 
lues venerea. We come now to 


The Third Period of tbe Lues Venerea. 
| Ac Stenius Mufa Braffavolus, the great com- 


mentator on Hippocrates ul Galen, a 
man of confummate learning, and perfectly 
acquainted in the writings of the ancients, was, 
the firft who defcribed the third ftage of this 
difeafe: he was pupil to Leonicenus, the fe- 
cond who wrote on this fubject, on which he 
is extremely concife and erroneous, deducing it 
from the Lepra Arabum ; and all the fymptoms 
he relates are taken from Benivenius. But his 
difciple Antonius Mufa Braffavolus publifhed 
a treatife on this difeafe at Ferrara, in the year. 
1534, where he fays, that his preceptor, Leo-- 
nicenus, had in his time wrote well on this 

^. diforder ; 
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diforder; but that it now was very different, 
having for twenty-fix years affumed other 
fymptoms, fo that from 1508 it was charac- 
terized by the following peculiarities : 

1. He fays, All thofe appearances remarked 
by former authors ftill continued, but that five 
more new fymptoms were added to them. 

A. Baldnefs, or a fpontaneous falling off of 
the hair from the head, eye-brows, eye-lafhes, 
beard, and other parts, accompanied with a 
horrid filthinefs, particularly of the eye-brows. . 

B. Falling out of the teeth: This began 
with pain, and terminated in a caries. The 
firft writers mention a corruption of the bones ; 
but the teeth are of all others expofed moft to 
the air and other injuries: they have not, how- 
ever, faid any thing of the above fymptom. 
In reading the ancients, you will find they were 
not ignorant that argentum vivum impaired the 
tecth, and ejected them out of their fockets, 
as is remarked of thofe who work in mercurial 
mines: but this effect was firft difcovered in 
the time of Benivenius. E 

C. Paronyxis; or the falling off of the 
nails of the hands and feet. o 

D. A falling out of the eyes: This, he 
— fays, was in his time a moft fevere fymptom. 
I have feen fome inftances of this kind, but it 
was always preceded by a malign affection of 
the offa fpongiofa of the nofe; for thefe being 
corrupted, the fight perifhes. When, for i^- 
ftance, the venereal poifon infinuates itfelf into 
the membrana fibueyderiana, then, as the os 


fpougi- 
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fpongiofum grows firmly to the os unguis and - 
planum, both which compote part of the orbit; 
a caries of the fpongeous bone is eafily com- 
municated to, and as fpeedily deftroys thofe 
very thin bones. The poifon then always enters 
into the fat, which every where furrounds the 
eye, and there produces the worft venereal 


"ulcer through the whole periphery of the 


globe: it appears firft by a difcharge of mat- . 
ter from the great angle and lachrymal gland ; 


the ducus ad nafum is obftructed ; and at 


length the whole eye is confumed, uid falls 
out of the orbit. 
E. He fays, that in his time the gonor- 


flea firft made its appearance; which he de- 


{cribes precifely as it now is both in. men and 
women. This fymptom has continued ever 
fince, only with this difference, that it was 
then accompanied with the /wes; but in our 
age, where there is a gonorrbena, there is no 
Jues; and where there is a /wes, there is no 
gonorrbea. "There are indeed fome rare in- | 
ftances of both in one, patient, but then fuch 
a one muft have had the /wes before the go- 
norrbea. See the 159th page of our apie: 


| difiacus. 


"The idea of this difeafe was (orifie very 
different ; for by the addition of a EUnoptule 
it was greatly mitigated.’ 

The caufe of this difeafe at prefent is from 
the affected part in one perfon coming in con- 
tact with the uninfected part of another, by. 
which it is received: to this there is but few 

_ and 
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and rare exceptions ; for a man labouring un- 
der a gonorrhea, if well cured, efcapes’ free 
from the venereal difeafe. Gabriel Fallopius 
wrote moft learnedly on the (wes ; for at Padua 
and Venice, where he taught anatomy and 
practifed phyfic, he had in thofe places the 
ereateft advantages for knowing this difeafe : 
he fays, that in the fixty-fifth year. after its 
firft eruption, the gonorrhea was at length 
added to it. See Aphrodifiacus, pag. 780. 


From what has been faid, we ought to di- 


vide this diforder into two fpecies. : 

1. The ancient /ues, without a gonorrhea 
either in men or women. 

2. The modern /ues, either with a gonorrhea, 
or after one, that is, when a gonorrhea dege- 
nerates into a /zes. 

The ancient /ves without a gonorrbea mutt 
be again divided into two forts; vz. that 
which difcovers itfelf in thofe parts of the 
body which were the places of contact. This 
is the firft fpecies, and a moft filthy /zes, 
often arifing without any apparent external 
fign: neverthelefs, in a certain time after- 
wards it always manifefts itfelf in the part 
where -it was firft received. The other 1s 
that which, without any intimation in the 
part where it was contracted, entered into 
the body, and then proceeded from internal 
fymptoms to external effects. The firft in- 
dications of the diftemper were a melan- 
choly fadnefs, pains, and: at length pocky 


puftules, from an entire corruption and folu- - 


E 2 tion 
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tion, of the parts: thefe eruptions refembled: 
the fmall pox, which is received, in our opi- 
nion, for the moft part by the mouth, and. 
fwalowed with the /alva, exciting certain 
fymptoms in the ftomach ; whence a fever, by 
which the poifon is diffufed throughout the 
whole body, and eruptions appear on the fkin. 
This fpecies of the /ves in the fame manner 
manifefted itfelf from within outwardly, by 

which the internal pains were mitigated. This | 


was always reckoned the moft fevere and ter- 
rible of every other, and in the higheft degree : 
€onfuming, wafting, and ulcerous. | 


The fief Species of the Lues Venerea. 


(X7 E come now to the firft fpecies of the 
venereal difeafe, the knowledge of which 
is abfolutely neceffary to a found and radical 
cure. 

That I might give you a juft idea of this 
difeafe, from the phenomena by which it is 
characterized, I have with all diligence re- 


duced to order whatever I have either feen or 


read. | | | 
Firft, I fhall fpeak of that fpecies, which 
arifes on the external parts, evident to the 
fight and touch: and further, what are the 
primary and external effects of this local con- 
tagion. 

A, Puftules: concerning which we'ob- 
ferve, 3 
a. That there is always a preceding change 

in 
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in the affected place; from whence proceed 
thefe puftules, that is, {mall tubercles ; which, 
however, feldom rife above the fuperficies of 

the fkin. —.— | 

b. Thefe are at firft exceeding fmall, re- 
fembling the fting of a bee; not always di- 
ftin&, for oftentimes two or more are joined 
together. | 

c. They are conftantly red at their firft 
eruption : fo that notwithftanding their fmall- 
nefs, they are true inflammatory tumors, or 

hlegmons, as Sydenham obferves, where he 
fays, that tho’ he knew not the nature of the 
difeafe, all its effects might be referred to the — 
phlogofis. ‘This agrees with my own obferva- | 
tions. 

d. Thefe puftules leave impreflions like thofe 
of the {mall pox. 

e. Hence an itching ; which fymptom fuc- 
ceeds here almoft as foon as in the fcabies. 

f. The puftale then becomes fcaly; that is, 
the epidermis is a little elevated above the red 
point, and thus forms the fcales. 

g. When the difeafe is of a milder kind, a 
humour is found underneath the ícale ; but 
when malignant, nothing is contained, and 
the fpots are of a yellow colour. 

b. After the elevation of the cu£icula, the 
moft lancinating and perpetual pains begin, like 
the biting of a dog. : e 

i. It confumes the fubjacent fkin breadth- 
wife, rarely in depth ; which diftinguifhes it 
from all other puítules. |

A 
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k. It then fpreads into the membrana adipofa, 
having firft eroded the fkin. The margin of 
this ulcer in the cutis is then conftri&ed, and 
a round perforation becomes apparent. - "This 
procefs is fo regular and conftant, that it may 
be efteemed a principal characteriftic of the 
difeafe. ! 

f: die far foever it fpreads in the membrana 
adipofa, t he ulcer always remains flat, and not 
in the leaft elevated ; I mean in all thofe places 
covered by the ‘fkin, of which alone -I am 
now treating. 

m, As foon as the epidermis is elevated into 
a fcale, if the part is deftitute of large or ofci- 
latory veffels, then cryftallines, full of clear 
lymph, arife; fo called by furgeons, on the 
account of tranfparency ; but where the fkin is 
wanting thefe never appear, as in the glans 
penis, lips, Se. | 
. B. The matter difcharged hom the eroded

«1. Is always thick,. and like the cream of 
new ‘aie: 

2. If the ulcer is of ui worft kind, it ay 
comes fanious : if it difcharges blood, ‘the an- 
cients thought it was incurable; and Syden- 


ham alfo pronounces fuch a cafe to be defpe- 


rate, 
3. This matter will not eafily mix with 


water: it is wholly foft, and appears fatty, that — 


is, it cannot be drawn out into filaments, like 
our natural nutritious humours, but flows like 
oil, tallow, or fuet, when half melted,

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4. It is always white. This whitenefs is of 
a peculiar kind, and ever tinged with yellow, 
tho' in a very fmall proportion, but enough to. 
be diftinguifhed by the fkilful. ; 

5. It grows yellow when expofed to the air: 
which pus, chyle, or milk, never do natu- 
rally: when thoroughly dried, it becomes 
more yellow, or green, and gives a ftiffnefs to 
the linen. | 

6. The firft writers tell us, that this matter 


was always fetid: it is not fo, however, at. 


this time. 
. €. Puftulous Lines. Thefe lines, zones, 
or margins, after the fkin is deftroyed, are, for 
the moft part, À 

a, White, and but little inflamed. ~ 

b. They are always conítrided, or con- 
denfed, that is, they do not fwell, or appear 
fpongious, but plain and fmooth, as if they 
had been prefled on the body. | Hn 

€. They appear as if they had been cut or 


fcoop'd by a fharp inftrument, applied in a 


céntral manner. In common ulcers the mat- 
ter is expelled from the center to the furface, 
but in thefe it is determined from the center 
downwards into the membrana adipofa. 

d. Thefe imdb, or margins, are not im- 
moveably fixed ; for if the zone or circle they 
form is imprefled by the finger, it gives way, 
and the fkin, at that time, feems as it were to 
flide over a fubjacent cavity. This is caufed 
by a greater exefion of the membrana adipofa 
than of the fkin itfelf. 
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e. They are without that vivid or lively 
colour, caufed by inflammation, in every other 
fpecies of ulcers. | 

D. The bottom of a venereal ulcer is 

a. Always red, without either corrofion or 
foulnefs; becaufe it hath already deftroyed thofe 
parts invefüng the mufcles; but thefe they 
leave untouched, poffefling their natural co- 
 lour. This is a circumftance obferved in 
the moít ancient times, and was noticed — 
by Benivenius, Leonicenus, Mafla, and Fallo- 
pius; and where this is, there is always the 
[ues venerea. 1 remember an inftance of a 
gentleman, whofe whole leg, from the knee 
to the aftragalus, was totally difleted by a 
bad ulcer of this kind: the circumjacent parts 
were fo perfectly confumed, that the mufcles 
appeared in their genuine vivid colour to’ the 
eye, altho’ the difeafe had been years in pro- 
ducing this effect. : 

6. It is for the moft part plain, and never 
unequal, unlefs its natural tendency is altered. 
by the pofition of the mufcles, — - 
€. it is never deep, proceeding no farther 
than the fuperficies of the mufcles. ii. 

This is as far as I am able to difcover the 
genuine idea and defcription of this fpecies, 
the origin of which is above related. 

They are moft difficult of cure; that is, fo 
long as any infection remains in the membrana 

penguciudinofa :’ but if, in the beginning of the 
. diforder, that part of the membrane, with its 
fat, together with the retracted edges of the 

[ : ulcer, 
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ulcer, are wholly confumed by an external 
application, the cure is then eafily and al- 
moft inftantly performed: yet if the leaft par- 
ticle of the tainted fat remains, the diforder 
creeps laterally, and will again produce the 
fame effe&s. To this alone that obftinacy 
mutt be attributed, which fome think can ne- 
ver be removed but by mercury, or medicines 
prepared from that mineral: this however is not 
the cafe; for if the actual cautery oleum vitriol, 
lapis infernalis, fpiritus nitri, fpiritus falis, &8c. 
are properly applied to the part, it will be 


certainly cured. Such happy effects are not. 


to be obtained by the ufe of mercury alone. 
If the white or red precipitate 1s thus applied, 
the cure will be perfectly accomplifhed : ne- 
verthelefs, this is not the effect of the mer- 


. eury, but of the nitrous fpirit adhering to it, 


which is a fpecies of /apis znfernalis, and very 
corrofive ; a property which does not belong 


to mercury. The very beft deterging medi- 


*cines, as Aloes, Myrrh, Unguentum /Egyp- 
tiacum, €3c. however famous, are of no ufe 
in the cure of this diforder. | 


In this ftage we fee the obfervations of. the | 


ancients verified, that when the difeafe is once 
begun, it never penetrates into the body, but 
propagates itfelf through the membrana adipofa, 
under the part where the {kin is perforated. 
In fuch a cafe, if the phyfician is not careful 
to extract all the matter of the ulcer, it ‘will 
fpread in the fubjacent fat, and new puftules 

ree arife,

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arife, which may be diffufed all over the body. 


Such inflances are now to be feen. 

When the membrana adipofa and {kin are 
thus confumed, they are never afterwards re- 
flored (tho' the cure is performed in the beft 
manner poffible), but a fort of cavity remains, 
from the lofs of fubftance. For the fkin con- 
fifts of nerves, arteries, and veins, which once 
loft, are never regenerated, but form a cica- 
trix, by the fortuitous coalition of the lateral. 
vefiels ; which place never afterwards {weats 
or perfpires. Hence you fee, that when the 
fkin and membrana adipofa have been wafted 
by this diforder, the cicatrices are always con- 
cave, and induce a folidity and rigidity on 
thofe parts. I have feen a man, after having 
been many years aflicted with fuch ulcers, 
whofe whole body was full of cicatrices, to 
the great deformity of his perfon ; but the dif- 
eafe had never reached the bones. Yi 

The cure of this diforder confifts in the 


. thorough feparation of the virus from the - 


bodyc: Wowu ds | 5 
There is no part 1nacceflible to this poifon : 


Thave feen a man, in whom the whole cellu- 


lar membrane, and fkin of the face, were fo 


much eroded, that only a thin pellicle cover'd 


the mufcles; from whence the whole face was 


drawn into wrinkles whenever he laugh'd or 
fpoke. de | | 

This is the appearance of the /ues venerea 
from an external caufe, when received into the 
membrana adipofa, covered by the cutis, — — 


If 
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If fuch an ulcer arifes, and is conftri&ed by 
lapis infernalis, or mercurius pracipitatus, yet if 
the fmalleft particle of contagion is left in the 
fat, the diforder, then concealed by a ícab, 
will become abundantly more fevere than if 
the ulcer had continued. | 

And if fuch a venereal puftule occupies a 
part deftitute of mufcles and membrana adipofa, 
fomething of a very different nature will arife, 
which is the fecond fpecies of the ancient /ues. 
It neverthelefs demands our confideration, as 
it is alfo a modern difeafe. 


The Second Species of tbe Lues Venerea. 


Herever there are ftrong and active mu- 
Y (cles, there is likewife the membrana 
adipofa, endued with a confiderable quantity of 
oil: but where there are no fuch mufcles, or 
only a few, and thofe weak, a lefs quantity of 
the oleum adipofum is found ; and in all thofe 
places, where there is only mufcular fibres, 
the adipofe membrane is totally deficient, or 
at leaft only its fhadow is to be feen; and 
where there are no mufcular fibres, not the 
]eaft fat can be perceived, but a humour much . 
more thin and fubtile. The bones indeed are . 
to be excepted, as they have their peculiar oil, 
or medulla. —. dá - 
All the mufcles lie next under the exterior 
teguments, compofed of the epidermis, Cutis, 
and membrana adipofa; fo that in whatever 
part of the body the mufcles are in confiderable 
: numbers, 
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numbers, as in the thorax, abdomen, nates, C3c. 
there the fat is accumulated in great abun- 
dance ; and where there are no mufcles, as in 
the penis, there is no fat, but only the flaccid 
cellular membrane. 

This Ue ot receives different appella- 


tions: 1. Adipous; 2. Mucilaginous, where 
it -Mroink the tendons; 3. The cellular, of 


Ruyích. 

Where mufcles are wanting, there is no 
fat; and in fuch parts the membrane is either 
cellular or mucilaginous; but when fill’d with. 
fat, is then called adipous, when it appears like 
one uniform denfe body. The mucilaginous 
membrane feems to contain nothing, except 
when it is inflamed ; then indeed it is greatly 


inflated, as we fee in the /crotum, and between | 
the two corpora cavernofa penis. : 


The venereal poifon i is different when it af- 
fects thofe places which are deftitute of mu- 
fcles and cufzs ; firft, becaufe there is only the 
cellular membrane, which has indeed a liquor 
fomewhat oily, but without any vifible folid 


 confiftence, is eafily dilated, and when inflam- 


ed incredibly diftended. Thus when an ulcer 
has eroded the epzthelion of the penzs, we fome- 
times fee the worft confequences arife, as ap- 
pears in the priapifm ; but where the cw/zs is, 


no fuch effects follow. ‘The matter in tliis 


membrane is foon converted into a thin fluid, 
hke lymph or water: for which reafon the 
diforder feldom continues long in that place. 


The 
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The fecond difference is, that this mem- 
brane does not admit of the ulcer’s fpreading - 
under the teguments, but reítrains it within 
certain limits. If a little ulcer arifes on the 
penis, on a part uncovered by the cutis, you 
may obferve it never {preads, becaufe there is 
neither membrana adipofa or fkin; but fuch 
an ulcer on the dorfum penis, or any other part 
envelop’d by the cu£zs, will be {een to increafe ; 
for in all fuch places thefe ulcers are furround- 
ed by callous edges. 

The third peculiarity is, that thefe ulcers 
are both deep and fpongious, The cellular 
membrane of Ruyfch furrounds all the vetiels, 
nerves, and tendons: if an erofion commences 
here, it infinuates itfelf between the veítels, 
and thus penetrates ftill farther. "This is evi- 
dent in ulcers of the penis, which are always 
fpongious, and produce fungr. 'The veffels in 
that part are infinite, every one of which is . 
covered by the tunica cellubfa: the poifon 
therefore may eafily pafs between them from 
veflel to veffel, and fo the whole part may be- 
come fpongy, as appears in the glans penis. 
But in other places, covered by the fkin, the 
ulcers are reftrained between the fkin and 
mufcles: hence it is they never fwell, but, 
by perforating the fkin, difcharge great part of 
the infection. : 

In the fourth place, thefe parts are full of. 
papilla, or extreme points of the nerves. ‘You 
know that after a fuccefsful injection, ‘all the 
fubcutaneous arteries are filled with wax: the 

fubject 
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fubject being afterwards macerated for a few 
days in tepid water, the epidermis then begins 


to putrefy and feparate ; when the nerves, be- 


ing thereby delivered from their confinement, 
become apparent, efpecially in the lips, nipples, 
tongue, fauces, Gc. A great anatomift of the 
prefent age denies the exiftence of thefe pa- 
fille; and that becaufe, when he examined 
fuch a preparation with a microfcope, he found 
the /epta between the minute veflels injected, . 
and white in the infide. But if thefe are not 
nerves, there are no nerves in the body; for 
we know they are all wrapt up and conveyed 
in their vz977, as evidently appears by tracing 
them to their origin in the brain. ! 

The preceding fa& being eftablifhed, from 


thence I deduce a fourth reafon why different 
. diforders may occupy fuch parts: for thefe 


papille being compofed of the extremities of 
the nerves, are all included or covered by thin 
expanfions of the cellular membrane, called 
tbece, which are exceffively tender: through | 
thefe a very fubtile liquor continually tranf- 
pires, and never becomes, vifible, unlefs in a 
difeafed ftate, Hence it happens, that if a 
diforder arifes in thefe parts, the poifon in- 
finuates itfelf into the interftices of the mem- 
branes, fo that the nerves are left bare and 


_expofed: the ulcers arifing from thence are of 


a different genus, and of all others the moft 
ainful. 


- kh has often been afked, What difference 


there is betwixt a cancre and common ulcers ? 


i an[- 
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I anfwer, A cancre is an ulcer of the nerves ;- 


others arife either in the glands or the membrana 
adipofa: therefore thefe ulcers are moft pain- 
ful and verrucous. View every {pecies of ve- 
nereal ulcers, and you will then fee, that ver- 
rucous excrefcences. never arife, but where 
there is a great number of nerves, as the g/ans 
penis, lips, nipples, &c, But it will be afked, 
What are thefe warts? Where the papille 


emerge, there their vagine are feparated from 


them ; and when thefe are macerated by an. 


extravafation, they degenerate into a cancàrous 


ulcer. When this happens at the corona glandis. 


penis, the whole corona is thereby fo much af- 
fected, as not to permit a retraction of the 
jreputium ; then verruce arife, with fharp 
ulcers: but thefe are ímaller, deeper, more 
fpongy and penetrating than thofe of other 
arts. | | 
Fifthly, All thofe parts wanting the fkin, 
. and membrana adipofa, are alfo deftitute of 
active muícles. | 
Mutcles, by their perpetual contraction and 
relaxation, have a kind of repulfive power, by 
which they expel the humours from them- 


felves into their invefting tunics. "This is the - 
reafon why difeafes proceed no farther. I 


have feen a young man, who was affe&ed by 
the worít degree of the /ues, whereby the 
whole exterior fat of his body was confumed, 
fo that I could diftinguith the flefhy bodies of 
the mufcles of his back ; all which were per- 
fect and intire, being only deprived of their fat. 

When 
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When I was fpeaking of the firft period of 
this diforder, as defcribed by ancient writers, 
I mentioned it as a common obfervation, that 
the mufcles were always found red and intire. 
But as the parts under our prefent confidera- 
tion have no mufcles, and confequently make 
no refiftance to the venereal poifon, the fymp- 
toms muft be different. Muícles, then, may 
be confidered as the natural barrier to this dif- 
order. 


The Third Species of tbe Venereal Difeafe. 


HERE isa remarkable difference in the 


cure of a mufcular part, where the dif- 

order may be repelled or ftopt by external 

preffure; and of a part deftitute of mufcles, 
where there are no reftraints to its progrefs. 


All thofe parts having neither fkin, adipous 


membrane, or fubjacent mufcles, are almoft 
contiguous to the perzofleum: thefe being af- 
fected, produce a third fpecies of this diforder. 


Thofe who have wrote on this diforder, - 
and omitted the above diftinction, are not only 


deficient, but at the fame time the caufe of 
great mifchief. : 

Thefe parts are contiguous to the ferzoffeum ; 
as in the nofe, where there 1s no mufcle, ex- 
cept the mufculi minutie of Euftachius and 
Sanctorius ; but the whole internal membrane 


of the nofe is almoft wholly vafcular, confift- 


ing of arteries, veins, and mucilaginous ezyprz. 


t 


In. 
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In the mucous finuffes the membrane 1s alfo 
of a fimilar conftru&ion, and lies upon the 
bones without any intermediate fkin ; fo that 
the difeafe is no where more terrible than 
here: for when it once comes to thefe parts, 
and erodes only the thicknefs of a finger nail, 
the bone is immediately denudated ; and. as it 
is furnifhed with veffels from its membrane, 
and is alfo very thin, the veffels being once 
eroded, it becomes carious. The fame thing 
obtains in the fauces: you know that the ve- 
lum pendulum palati adheres to the pofterior 
part of the palate, covered only by a fimple — 
membrane, with fix or feven mufcles inferted 
into it: in other refpects it is nothing more 
than a congeries of muciiaginous cryfíe, with 
a little thin fat, and is connected with the pe- 
riofteum of the palate, without a fingle mutcle 
for its defence. I have often feen the os palatz 
difeafed in the very worft manner, from its vi- 
cinity with the ve/um. Anatomifts have de- 
monftrated that this membrane is intirely com- 
pofed of the fuperior and inferior perioffeum of 
the palate : itis therefore a production of the 
periofteum palati of confequence the palate 
may be eafily infected from a diforder of the 
velum. | 

The other part of the fauces confifts of the 
tonfils, one on each fide: But what are thefe? 
They are commonly called glands: neverthe- 
lefs there is not in the whole body a ftructure 
more admirable than here; for its membrane 


is convoluted over cells and papilla ; the cells 
are 
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are filled with mucus, which is difcharged when 
the fauces are compreffed : thefe are often 
greatly inflamed in other diforders as well as 
the /ues. Areteus Cappadox fays, in his book 
de morbis faucium, fach a fetor arifes in thefe 
parts, as fometimes proves mortal. - If fuch is 
the cafe in common difeafes, what may not 
happen in the Jwes? I have feen a gentle- 
man, who from this complaint had fuch a 
foulnefs in thefe parts, that he declared, if it 
was lawful, he had rather deftroy himfelf, 
than endure it any longer. 3 
This membrane of the fauces adheres by its | 
pofterior part to the bodies of the cervical 
vertebra, and is of a moft curious texture. See 
the figures of Valfalva and Morgagni. It is 
wholly filled with mucilaginous crypte, and 
coheres by its pofterior fuperficies to the per7- 
offeum of the vertebra, without any interven- 
ing mufcles, which are found only on the fides. 
When I attend thofe afflicted by ulcers in this 
part, I confider a cure as the moft fortunate 
and unexpected event: for I remember a 
young gentleman in whom thefe parts were 
fo much eroded, that the bones of the verze- 
bre appeared naked, of which he afterwards 
died. It is now evident, that not only the 
fituation of thefe parts is to be confidered, as 
they refpe& the /wes venerea, but alfo their 
. ftracture, which is affected by that difeafe ; 
for the /ues, when feated in the arm, is of {mall 
prejudice; but in the fauces, of the moft in- 
jurious confequence. ; win 
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The Fourth Species of the Lues Venerea. 
OW follows the fecond clafs of thofe 


parts which lie on the cellular or muci- 
laginous membrane. And, firft, as they are 
in women. You know that the cuts termi- 
nates at about half a thumb's breadth within 
the orifice of the vagina, where it appears as 
if cut off; and there a membrane like the 
epidermis leaving it, proceeds inwardly, invcft- 
ing all the parts. Directly under this there 
lies another membrane, which, as Valíalva, 
Morgagni, Ruyfch, and Sanctorinus remark, is 
furnifhed with a very fmall mufcle: the c/- 
torts alfo has a mufcle: the remaining parts 
are wholly membranous, and like the velum 
pendulum palati, confifting of arteries and veins: 
betwixt theíe are arterious and venous emiffa- 
res, with the excretory ducts of the mucila- 
ginous crypt@; and near the urethra there are 
more than twenty-four little glands, called alfo 
crypte, which emit a liquor like the mucus of 
the nofe: its ufe is to defend the circumjacent 
parts from the acrimony of the urine; for! 
women do not difcharge the urine in a firait 
line, but thro’ the fiffure of the zympbe : thefe 
are alío furnifhed with /zcume, which eje& 
a {mooth liquor for their defence den ME the 
heat and friction of the water. 
Here is neither bone nor fat; which The 
to be confidered, that we may form a right 


judgment of the gonorr lea i In women. 
175 All 
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All thefe parts, both in men and women, 
are extremcly dilatable, fometimes flaccid and 
fometimes tenfe. 

The whole uterus, with its appendages, is of 
a fungous and fpongy texture; for if you fe- 
parate it carefully from the mufcles, cleanfe it 
from all its blood, and then inflate and dry 
the preparation, you will find it to have no 
weight, being a mere airy flatus compofed of 
membranes and veflels : and even in the living 
body, when deftitute of flowing humours, it 
has little fubftance, as in old women and 
young girls. No part, therefore, is capable of 
being more materially injured : and when a. 
gonorrbea 1s received in this part, it continues 
diftin&t, or uncompounded with a prior diforder. 
For inftance, if a perfon already infected with 
the /zes imprudently catches a freth gonorrbea, 
her /ues, though of fome time ítanding, may 
be cured by mercury ; whilft the gonorrhea, 
which is nothing elfe but an ulcer feated in 
this fpongy part, will remain. The fame dif- 
ficulty of cure attends the nipples, &c. when 
ulcerated ; for in fuch places the fame changes 
are produced by a venereal ftimulus as in the 
maículine pews.  Vercellonius tells us, he faw 
a foul woman in one of the ftews, with an 
ulcer near the clytoris, that had fpread itfelf 
over the os pubis, and deftroyed the whole fat 
of the mons veneris. 

Similar diforders prevail in all parts whofe 
ftructure is fimilar to the penzs. ' 


| When 
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When an ulcer is found in other places, 
where the contexture is more firm and com- 
pact, a feparation follows: but that is not the 
cafe here. If it fhould be afked, what fur- 
geons mean by feparation? I anfwer, It is when 
the arterial juices are vigoroufly impelled by 
the vis vita, and produce fuch a degree of 
motion and extravafation, as to feparate the 
living veffels from the dead, which afterwards 
diffolve by fuppuration. No art can produce 
fuch effects in the dead body. 

If the venereal infection gets admittance 
into thefe fpongy interftices, there it lurks, as 
if it was in a part,quite void of fenfation, till 
the blood, agitated by venereal paffion, fills 
and diftends thefe parts, and fometimes lace- 
rates them. This circumftance renders the cure E 
fo difficult. d 

You muft now fee why the ftrong tunica "i Cove | 
cellulofa of Ruyích, which furrounds the cor- € | 
pora Jpongiofa, is very rarely affected : it is this 
membrane that with fo great a force reftrains 
the extention of the fezzs in a priapifm. If 
this coat is injared, a 5erzia of the pemzs fol. 
lows; for the fpongious fubftance then be- —.- 
comes luxuriant: but fo great is the folidity 
and ftrength of this tunic, that it is feldom 
penetrated by the /zes vezerea *. Hence alfo.

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* At firft, when the tunica Ruy/chiana is by any means 
deftroyed, the penis, efpecially if erected, will bend in an 
oppofite dire&ion to the injury ; but if that member is 
kept in a flaccid ftate, without which the wound can 


. hardly ever be healed, and fo cured, then it will be in-

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atifes the diforder called chorda tenfa; which 
is when the cavernous fubftance of the penis 
is extended and fwelled : this moft commonly 
happens in bed, as foon as the patient is warm : 
he cries out with pain, which he defcribes as: 
tho’ his penis was violently fqeezed in a prefs. 
If this membrane is deítroyed, the diforder, 
proceeding to the great veflels, produces a fa- 
tal hemorrhage, which can never be ftopped, 
unlefs a catheter is introduced into the urethra, 
and the orifice of the bleeding artery is con- 
— ftricted upon it by a ligature. — : 
—. Having now difcuffed the neceffary prelimi- 
paries, we proceed to the difeafe itfelf. You 
are convinced, that a difference of place pro- 
duces a difference of diforder, according to the 
nature of the part affected. You are alfo fatis- 
fied, that the /wes 1s of a moft fubtile nature, a 
property, which it hath retained from its origin 
to this time. We denominate that to be a 
poifon, which, when applied to a living human 
body, changes the humours, induces difeafes, or 
 cauíes death. The matter of the venereal dif- 
-eafe may juftly be called a fubtile poifon, ca- 
pable of being propagated by coition, concu- 
bition, or exhalation. This poifon, however, 
does not affect the blood, or at leaft fuch an 
effe& is not perceivable: for in the ancient 
fle&ed on the fide where the cicatrix is formed. This ef- 
fect, however, may be prevented in'a great meafure, by 
prudently counteracting that difpofition. I have feen many 
inftances, where the penis has been amazingly diftorted, 
deformed, and difabled ; all which, I believe, might have 
been avoided by care. | | |

^. a found body differs greatly from a fixth, fe-. 
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Jues the ulcers broke out, when the pains a- 
bated; but there was no change in the blood. : 
The poffibility, however, of its being again 
difcharged by diapbere/is muft be admitted, 
efpecially in thofe warm countries ; but when 
communicated to lefs perfpirable places, it is. 
always obftinate in proportion to the tenaciouf- - 
nefs of the part. 


CH AP. Vi. 
Of the Virulent Gonorrhea zz Men. — 


SHALL here fpeak of the firft ftage 

of the .gonorrbea in men; I mean that 
which appears immediately, or foon after in- 
fe&ion. This diftin&ion is alfo abfolutely 
neceflary to prevent confufion, fince patients ' 
are apt to think, that the fecond, third, &c, 
gonorrhea are the fame as the firft. By ob-. 
fervations, however, an eflential difference may 
be difcovered ; for that which arifes at firft in. © 


venth, &c. For inftance; a man in perfect 
health for the firft time of his life receives a 
gonorrhea: füch, of all others, will be the 
moft fimple ; but if other parts are thereby 
affected, it then becomes more complex. —. 

This gonorrhea is called virulent, in oppofi- 
tion to the gonorrhea sitis, whofe fymptoms ——, 
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are in all refpe&ts the fame, only without in- 
fection *; but when the virulent matter is ap- 
plied to another, it excites the moft violent in- 
flamations, ulcerations, excoriations, and pains : 
this therefore demands a prior attention, becaute 
it is now the firft fymptom of the /wes venerea ; 
for in a hundred cafes, ninety-fix at leaft are 
thus originally affected. I admit indeed there 
are fome very rare inftances, where the body 
may be internally affected without any pre- 
ceding external fign. 

The gonorrhea is a difeafe evident to the 
fenfes. By diligent attention I have long fince 
difcovered the true feat of this diforder to be 
never above an inch within the zrezbra: its 
whole matter may be examined; and an ex- 
ternal ulcer appearing in the fkin is precifely 
the fame as one feated inwardly. 

It is a prefervative againft the /wes. lt 
was obferved by thofe who wrote at the firft 
eruption of this fymptom, that the /ues ve- 
nerea was greatly mitigated, and even cured, 
by this difcharge-+: and it is certain, who-

+ I doubt not but many, who have made accurate obfer- 
vations on the Jwes, have feen fome modern inftances of 
fuch cures. I have lately had under my care a man who 
was twice falivated for a true chronic and deep feated /ues 
without fuccefs, his nocturnal pains ftill continuing: at 
length a ftricture of the urethra gradually came on, which 
the bougie removed, but excited a plentiful difcharge, 
which continued for fome time. A large abícefs form- 
ed itfelf on the dorfum penis, near the os pubis, and dif- 
charged a great quantity of matter: the internal fymp- 


toms abated when the running came on, and went off in- 
tirely 
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ever cures this fymptom, cures (or at leaft pre- — 
vents) the foul difeafe. Many, I know, are - 
of a different opinion: but for my part, I have 
never feen an inftance, where the body was 
&r(t affected with a true gonorrhea, in which 
one fymptom of the /ues venerea arofe after- 
wards, if the former was well cured. But 
this cure is performed by a peculiar. method, 
and fingular remedies : for tho' the /ues has 
fuch a variety of fymptoms, not one of them 
is to be treated in the fame manner as a go- 
norrbea. | 

It is called gonorrhea from ‘yorn, genitura, 
feed, and pon, ffuxus, flowing. The ancients 
thought it was difcharged from feminal vef- 
fels lying in the urethra, and thence called, it 
a genital flux : but nothing is more falfe; for 
no man, however prolific, could generate fo 
much feed as is difcharged in a gonorrhea : for 
I have feen, in the fpace of twenty-four hours, 
whole cloths filled with that liquor: therefore 
it does not come from the feminal veffels, but 
from the anterior part of the penis: for if a 
. man under this complaint preffes his pens a 
little above the corona, before he emits his 
urine in the morning, it will then be feen to 
flow moft copioufly ; if again he prefles the 
uretbra as high as the os pubis or perineum, 
ftill nothing more is difcharged ; but if matter 


tirely when the abfcefs was formed. Might not therefore 
the bougie, or a ftimulating injection, be fometimes fed 
as a probable means of deriving the poifon from the body 
into the urethra? a canal which nature feems to have e- 
leGed from the earlieft time for the difcharge of this dif- 
order. 

flows 
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flows from the laft-mentioned compreffion, it 
is not then the gonorrhea of which we are 

now fpeaking, but another fpecies. From 
hence we may be affured, that the matter dif- - 
charged in a fimple gonorrhea does not pro- 
ceed from the proftate gland, or feminal vee. 
ficles. es | 

Some perfons in this ftate have ftrong erec- 
tions, and are full of good femen, fo that they 
can hardly reftrain from venery ; and there- 
fore this difcharge hath nothing in common 
with the feminal fluid. The ancient gonorrhea 
indeed was attended with a venereal impo- 
tency, but that is not the cafe here. : 

The matter likewife fhews this flux not 
to be feminal: for the femen has a certain 
colour and fpiflitude; and appears different 
from the matter difcharged in a gonorrhea, 
which hath the confiftence and oilinefs of foap 
or tallow, and when dry grows yellow or 
green, giving a rigidity and drynefs to the 
linen: hence I would with no longer to call 
it a gonorrbe@a, but a virulent venereal fuppu- 
ration of the inferior part of the penzs. 

Such is the gonorrhea ; which, according to 
Fallopius, Maffa, and others, never appeared 
till fixty-five years after the eruption of the 
lues, which from that time greatly abated in 
malignity. It muft be confeffed however, that 
the gonorrhea is fometimes attended with very 
bad fymptoms ; yet thefe arife from neglect, 
efpecially in young men, who are apt to be 
guilty of exceffes : then indeed the worft con- 
fequences may arife. 

The 
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The firft property of the gonorrhea is, 

A. That it never arifes but by contagion 
from an impure woman, I have eured many 
perfons who have alledged a different reafon ; 
but, after a ftri@ enquiry, I always found it 
owing to that caufe. Married men attribute it 
to a commerce with their wives during the 
menfrua; but phyficians are not to be im- 
pofed upon by fuch pretences. 1n the fum- 
mer, indeed, when the menjirua are rendered 
more acrimonious by heat, a man may receive 
an inflammation, but not a gonorrbea. : 

B. A woman not infected herfelf may com- 
municate a virulent gonorrhea: for it is well 
known that a proftitute, who is not difeafed, 
may receive and retain the virus in her va- 
gina; with whom if a man has commerce, 
he will be infected, tho’ the woman is per- 
fc&ly found. - The fame thing obtains in the 
catarrh: in a healthy man the Shneyderian 
membrane is almoft dry ; yet in this difeafe it — 
yields a profufe difcharge of liquor. If there- 
fore any poifon is then applied to it, it will be 
expelled by the current humour. So in the 
fluxus albus of the vagina, the poifon is carried 
outwards with that difcharge *.

' * "To gratify the defire of fome patients, who have been 
infected with a gonorrhea from women who have pofitively 
perfifted they were clean (as well as my own curiofity), I 
- have feveral times examined the vagina, 63 c. of thofe wo- 
men ; when I found thofe parts in fome perfectly dry, nd 
of a natural afpect; in others foft, relaxed, and moift, 
with more or lefs difcharge, fuch as we fee in the ai al«

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2. This diforder manifefts itfelf after coition ; 
but at uncertain and unequal periods. I once 
faw an inftance in a friend of mine, who con- 
tracted a gonorrhea by contact only, without 
compleat coition, which broke out the fecond 
day afterwards: at other times it is three, four, 
five, or fourteen days, and even feveral nek 
before it eu but the later it is difcovered, 
the more malignant are its effects, 

A 3. The firft fenfation in the penis lc 
ther troublefome than painful: this is univer- 
fally experienced. If you afk what they feel, 
they anfwer, a ftri&ture or compreffion of the 
part; a fymptom that has always attended the 
gonorrhea, from its firft eruption to this time. 

4. A greater degree of pain fucceeds: this 
1S accompanied by a fenfation, as if the tef- 
ticles were diftended, and as if they were im- 
peded in their diftenfion. This the patient 
. calls a rolling of the tefticles, which are alfo 


. {welled a little, more or lefs. 


B. 5. Little {pots arife on the fuperficies of 
the glands: thefe are of a deep red, fmall, 


s ; the lacune about the urethra neither ulcerated or cal- 
lous. From whence I concluded thofe women were not 
themfelves difeafed, altho’ they communicated the infec- 
tion to others. Tbe reafon for this is afligned by our Au- 
thor, vz. the flux of humours in that part: but as the 
fame effets arife from a commerce with others, whofe va- 
gina, €%c. is perfectly dry, I impute the freedom of the 
latter from fuch difeafes to a kind of callofity induced by 
frequent attrition, by which thofe parts are rendered im- 
pervious to a venereal virus, tho’ retained for fome time ; > 
during which a man having commerce, may receive the 
infection, the woman {till remaining free.

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plain, and exaétly like the bite of a flea. It re- 
fembles alfo the meafles,or fmall pox at their 
firft appearance. This happens only to perfons 
in the ardor of youth, and not to thofe who 
have been feveral times infected. Old men, and 
perfons whofe preputium is either taken away 


or rendered callous by attrition, are not thus — 


affected. | 
A gonorrbea in a man who has often had 


this diforder, is worfe than in a young perfon | 


whofe preputium is entire ; for in proportion 
as the part refifts, and yet is overcome, the 
more violent is the difeafe. Young perfons are 
foon well of the firft infection, whilft old men 
are almoft incurable. | 

C. 6. When the above-mentioned puftule 
appears, the fenfe of diftention is greater, and 
more tedious and fixed than before. ‘Thofe 
who have not this fymptom, feel as it were a 
worm creeping thro’ the urethra: at this time 
the orifices of the /acune are opening, which 
is immediately followed by a diícharge. 


7. As foon as this arifes, they cannot help

D. 8. A liquor is emitted, which is the firft 
true degree in the courfe of the difeafe. 

I. This liquor 1s at firft as white as cream, 
very little in quantity, and difcharged fo flowly 
that it produces hardly a drop in an hour. Its 
flux is increafed by preflure: fo that by how 
much more the fezs is compreffed on account of 
uneafinefs, by fo much the difeafe is increafed. 
Helmont the father has juftly remarked, that

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thofe who frequently blow their nofe in a ca- 
tarrh, are cured with great difficulty : the fame 
effects are produced by frequent compreffion 
jn a gonorrhea, H 

This liquor always proceeds from the ante- 
rior part of the zretbra : for in the firft degree 
it can never be exprefled farther than from the 
pofterior circumference of the 9/225; and you 
will find, that much the greater quantity of 
what is then fíqueezed out, comes. from that 
part of the urethra into which the frenum 
preputit is inferted; for there the glans is 
wanting, and nothing is interpofed between 
the frenum and urethra, except a membrane 
hardly. equal to the thicknefs of a finger nail. 

This liquor is thick : its fpiffitude is greater 
than that of cream; and it is pinguous, like 
a fat od, or melted tallow. 

Its quantity increafes every day fucceflively, 
if it follows its own courfe. I am not igno- 
rant that this natural courfe is fometimes in- 
terrupted, and that when the flux is fuddenly 
very great, it again as fuddenly ceafes; but 
then there is fome change in the difeafe, by 
violent exercife, exceflive drinking, &c. 

At length it arrives at its greateft quantity ; 
after which it does not increafe. In this ftate 
it frequently fills feveral cloths in twenty-four 
hours time. 

2. This liquor, by degrees, changes from 
white to a yellowifh hue, or, as the Grecks 
call it, (05007. dy «ov vel Eavi&ivor. 


3. From 


~ 
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3. From yellowifh it becomes greenifh, and 
fo on gradually to a real green. Herein it 
much refembles a catarrh of the nofe, where 
there is firft a tumor of the membranes, and 
then a white mucus, which in the morning be- 
comes yellow: if the diforder increafes, it 
turns green, which is its worft ftate, So alío 
the green denotes the worít gonorrhea; but 
when it again returns to a yellowifh, and then. 
to a white colour, the patient is foon cured. 

This liquor by degrees becomes amurcous, 
fanious, and brown. Amurca is the grofs re- 
fiduum of oil adhering to the bottom of the 
veffel, appearing like fand mixed with the 
thickeft oil. So alfo in a gonorrbea, when 
fomething is perceived of this kind, it is then 
amurcous: at the fame time a fanies is dif- 
charged, more or lefs thin and acrimonious, 
diftinguifhed by its colour, which is either 
watery, yellowifh, green, or brown: this laft 
colour always indicates the greateft malig- 
nancy ; and if the phyfician fhould be as for- 
tunate in the cure as he can expect, a conftant 
eleet will enfue, the confequence of a brown 
difcharge: for the cellular fabric of the fpon- 
gious. bodies being eroded, f//ue are formed 
in them, which in length of time utterly 
wafte and deftroy them. 

5. This liquor is fometimes thin and bloody. 
This is the extreme point, or laft fymptom of 
| the gonorrhea fimplex. At its firft appearanoe, 
 Benivenius and Nicolas Maffa have defcribed 
one fpecies of the gonorrhea, where blood was 
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difcharged, as incurable. At this time there 
are two kinds to be noted; one where blood 
alone is difcharged, the other where pus alfo 
appears, which is of bad confequence ; for this 
lat not only fhews that the cellular tunic is 
eroded, but that the ftrong and tough mem-_ 
branes of the zretbra are penetrated; after 
which callofities always remain, and the ftruc- _ 
ture of the arteries is diffolved, fo as not to 
unite again, on account of the conftant irrita- 
tion. | 

6. This difcharge ftiffens the linen when 
dry, which feed feldom does, and has a pecu- 
liar colour, by which it 1s always diftinguifh- 
able. | 

This is all that relates to the Matter of a 
true fimple virulent gomorrbea, from its firtt 
beginning to the end of that diforder. s 

E. a. The parts thro’ which this liquor is 
. conveyed, are generally inflamed, 1n a manner 
exa&ly fimilar to that we fee happens on the 
glans, when the morbillum before-mentioned 
arifes on its furface. 

During fleep this matter, vifcous in itfelf, 
is fometimes ipfpiflated or dried, and by it the - 
fides of the uretbra are glewed together. When 
this cohefion extends to the /phinéter vefice, _ 
dt there excites a flimulus, followed by ex- 
pulfion, with a fenfe of pain in the uretbra : 
but this effect is never fo troublefome as when 
the matter is retained betwixt the g/zzs and 
 greputium. Where cherifhed by the noctur- 
nal heat, it produces pains and inflammations, - 

| by 
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by which a good may degenerate into a bad 
gonorrhea. ‘Thefe effects may be prevented 
by proper caution. | | 

b. It excoriates the parts on which it lies. 
The membranes covering thefe places are fo 
extremely thin that they fcarcely deferve that 
name, being only a contexture of veffels ; and 
this gonorrhea is feated only in the anterior 
portion of the urethra, where they are the 
thinneft of all: for the more nearly they ap- 
proach to the ve/ica, they are proportionably 
thicker: the fore part of the wrethra is there- 
fore eafily excoriated by a retention of the 
matter, efpecially in that place where it lies 
on the frenum, as it is the thinneft part, and. 
where alfo the great concavity obferved by 
Morgagni is to be feen ; where, if a gonorrhea 
of the firft fpecies is not well cured, fome re- 
mains is frequently to be found. 

The fuperficies of the glans is liable to the 
fame excoriation, whofe fine arachnoid tunic 
invefts the moft fenfible nervous papilla. 

A third excoriation may affect the thin mem- 
brane lining the interior fuperficies of the pre- 
putium : this affords a covering to the moft fub- 
tile veflels, which being excoriated, difcharge 
blood. 3 

c. This matter erodes. Erofion is an exe- 
fion of the very fubftance of the parts, ac- 
companied by pain, but more efpecially where 
there is the greateft abundance of nerves. Pans 
tehders fuch parts more tenfe and rigid, as in 
the priapifm ; and the greater the disc 
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the greater is the tenfion and inflammation. 
In making water the naked nerves are burnt 
with great pain by the hot and acrid urine, as 
it paffes over them. 

FE. The glams, and corpus fungofum urethra, 
are generally fwelled : thefe two conftitute one 
continued and communicating body ; fo that 
one being diftended, the other is diftended alfo : 
but when the fungous body of the urethra 
{wells, it is then ftrongly compreffed in every . 
part; becaufe that canal is compofed of thofe 
fungous fubftances which lie between two 
membranes, the one exterior, the other inte- 
fior: the former of thefe is by much the 
thickeft, and hardly capable of difítention, 
_whilft the latter is more yielding ; whence that 
ftriéture and hardnefs of the urethra called 
chordee, experienced chiefly in the night, and 
when the patient makes water. | 
All the fymptoms above defcribed belong 
to the firft fpecies of the fimple virulent go- 
norrbea. When the parts are eroded and ul- 
cerated, it is no longer fimple but complex ; 
of which hereafter. E 

We come now to explain the pathognomic - 
figns of this fpecies. — 

- I. The anterior part of the pezzs only is af- 
fected. To determine this, let the experiment 
before-mentioned, wiz. a compreflion of the 
fore part of the wrethra, be made in the morn-- 
ing before the patient makes water, the matter 
contained fo far will be difcharged ; then let 
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the preflure extend higher; if nothing more 
appears, it is only a fimple virulent gonorrhea. 

2. The firft infection. I never venture to 
pronounce a perfon to have a fimple gonorrhea, 
unlefs it was the firft time of his being in- 
fe&ted, altho’ the appearances correfpond with 
the above-mentioned experiment. - 

. Good matter, This hath been already 
deicribed in all its qualities: by how much 
more it degenerates, by fo much the more rea- 
fon we fufpect its approach towards the com- 
pound. 

4. The abfence of all other venereal com« 
plaints; as ulcers of the nofe, fauces, Cc. we 
may then be certain the gonorrhea is fimple. 

. What is the part affected ? T anfwer, The 
whole fubftance of the g/azs, even to the ca- 
vity of the zretbra. ‘This was firft obferved 
by Sydenham, who fays, that when a man of 
a tender conítitution is for the firit time in- 
fected with a flight gonorrbea, a little pock 
appears on the glans. If that part is then 
well waíhed with fome /:xiuium, foon after- 
wards you may perceive a white yellowifh 
matter tranfude the pores on its furface: this - 
circumftance is peculiar to a, weak lax body ; 
for in a more robuft perfon, the difcharge pro- 
ceeds from the orifice of the urethra. 

What is the ftructure of the g/azs?. Ruyfch 
tells us, that the two fungous bodies of the 
penis terminate under the glans, conftituting, 
as it were, a third body betwixt it and Pe 
urethra: the corpus fpougiofum of the urethra, 
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reflected outwards, and backwards upon and 
over their extremities, forms the glans, which 
may be confidered as a continuation of the 
uretbra. It is therefore evident that the mor- 
bific matter is generated in the glans, and 
paffes from thence into the urethra. 

It is neceflary to a perfect underftanding the 
hiftory of this complaint, to be acquainted 
with the fabric of the part affected. To the 
celebrated Ruyfch we are indebted for an ac- 
curate knowledge of its ftru€ture, with which 
the ancients were intirely unacquainted. 

We fhall find it compofed of a cellular 
ftru&ure, papille, membranes, and crypte. 

The penis is defigned by nature to conduct 
the urine out of the body, and to expel the 
femen in the act of generation. 

We are therefore to confider this organ in 
both thefe refpects; the urethra as a continu- 
ation or production of the bladder, and the 
penis as capable of erection, Cc. 

A. Let us view the uretbra, fo far as it 1s 
the emiffory of urine. The whole penis, con- 
fidered in this character, was anciently called 
uretbra ; that is, a canal, thro’ which the urine 
was carried out of the body; for where it 
firft proceeds from the bladder it is not fezis, 
but a mere fimple cylindrical production of that 
vifcus : it is afterwards joined on each fide by 
the corpora cavernofa, of which the penis is 
conftructed. 

In this fenfe the urethra is an elongation of 
the bladder into a fmall membranous duct. 
2 We 
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We juftly obferved, that the interior mem- 
brane of the urethra is intirely mucilaginous, 
left its fubftance fhould be irritated and exco- 
tiated by the acrimony of the urine. . This 
mucilaginous tunic is a production of the in- 
terior membrane of the vefica, as the follow- 
ing experiments evince. I. If a little ftone 
is lodged in the neck of the bladder, an itch- 
ing is perceived in the glans: this is a certain 
indication that the membrane of the vefica, on 
which the ftone lies, is produced even to that 
part, becaufe indued with the fame fenfation 
as is felt in the bladder. 2. Thofe who la- 
bour under the ftrangury have the fame per- 
ceptions in the wrethra and glans as in the 
bladder. : 

This membrane is as dilatable as the bladder 
itfelf: which, tho’ when emptied of all its 
urine contracts to the fize of a walnut, 1s 
neverthelefs capable of containing a great many 
. ounces of water when extended. | 

It is alfo as capable of contraction : for tho’ 
(tones as large as filberds are with great force 
expelled thro' the uretbra of men, no lacera- 
tion follows; and the parts collapfe again, un- 
lefs prevented by the accumulation of con- 
creted mucus. The Egyptians, in order to 
extra& calculi from this canal, ftrongly inflate 
the urethra as far as the ftone, comprefüng the 
paflage behind it: they then fqueeze the ftone 
forward thro’ the dilated urethra, and thus 
extract it. | | 
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The urethra is alfo capable of elongation. 
This appears evidently in erections, It there- 
fore much refembles the vefica in dilatability, 
of which it is an apophyfis. | 

The urethra, at its egrefs from the bladder, - . 
runs parallel with the reéfum; and in about 
the {pace of a thumb's breadth from its origin 
is joined by the two corpora fpongiofa. 

It then proceeds in a curved direction: 1. 
receding downwards for a thumb’s breadth, 
according to the obfervation of Morgagni, 
who fays, if the bladder is divided in its pof- 
terior part, fo that a. probe may be introduced 
into the urethra, it then appears to defcend 
perpendicularly. 2. It next afcends obliquely 
from the anterior part of the recéfum, to which 
it is connected towards the os pubis : here be- 
ing joined by the fungous bodies, it forms that 
curvature where it is connected to the os pubis 
by the Zgamentum fufpenforum. 3. It then de- 
Ícends directly to the g/ans, 

To the ferpentine courfe of this canal is 
owing that difference we perceive in the viru- 
lent gonorrhea: and from hence it appears 
how very rarely the venereal poifon afcends to 
the firft flexure; and when it proceeds fo 
high, how much more dangerous it becomes. 

Its breadth varies, being very {mall at the 
Jpbincier vefice, fo as not to admit a catheter 
without great refiftance; nor can we by a 
fyringe impel any fluid into the bladder *. 

| From 

* With all deference to the opinion of our excellent 
Author, I muft diffent from him in this particular, having 
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From hence it is obvious the venereal poifon 

can never find accefs to the bladder. 
Afterwards the cavity enlarges, called its 

membranous part, which is the largeft of all 


feveral times thrown up into the bladder oil, broth, &c. to 
the quantity of three or four ounces ; which has been re- 
tained for fome hours, and then difcharged with the urine. 
It is an operation not only practicable, but of the ereateft 
utility, in the dyfury, ftrangury, and ifchury, giving re- 
lief when nothing elíe will: by it a foft, oily, or mucila- 
ginous fluid is conveyed to thofe parts, which’ blunts the 
acrimony of the urine, and fooths the inflammation. But 
in the ifchury, when neither the catheter nor bougie can 
be introduced, in fhort, when every thing has been tried 
in vain, injections will frequently fucceed, as I have happily 
experienced in divers cafes. A young officer, who had been 
long troubled with a ftri&ture in the membranous part of 
the urethra, had at length a total fuppreffion, attended 
with thofe fevere fymptoms peculiar to that diforder. The 
‘catheter, bougie, femicupium, &c. yielding no relief, I 
then forcibly injected, by means of a. large pyramidal 
pointed ivory fyringe, two ounces of {weet oil: by this the 
refiftance of the ftri&ture, and ftrength of the fphincter, 
were overcome, and found accefs into the bladder ; which 
being ftimulated by an increafe of quantity, joined to the 
voluntary efforts of nature, expelled the whole urine it 
contained. As the bladder filled, the fame complaints 
followed, and were relieved in the fame manner. I then, 
with a view to more fubftantial relief, injected four 
- ounces foon after the urine was difcharged: this he re- 
tained in his bladder, and found thereby great fervice :. it 
took off the pain, and the urine again collected was dii- 
_ charged without farther affiftance. | repéated this method 
twice a day, till the bougies could be introduced ; which, 
for the fhort time he ufed them, removed all impediment 
to the difcharge of urine; but being neglected, and ob- 
liged to go with his company, he died about a year after, 
from a total fuppreffion, at Belleifle; when I doubt not 
but the fame means would have relieved him. This way 
of filling the bladder was always practifed in the high 
operation for the ftone. E 
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others, and wholly unconneéted ; fo that when 
a {tone is expelled by the violent contraétion of. 
the bladder, it eafily finds admittance into this 
fpace ; but 1s ufually ftopped by the acceffion 
of the corpora cavernofa, where the paffage is 
much more narrow: from whence it happens, 
that if the infection reaches the proftate gland, 
the matter is retained between the vefica and 
{pongy bodies, producing filule of the moft 
fatal confequences, owing merely to a cavity 
terminating at each end in conftricted orifices ; 
by which a fack is formed, whofe contents 
make their way outwardly more readily than 
into the bladder *. Where the corpora _fpon- 
giofa approach the os pubis, the urethra be- 
comes fmaller, and as it proceeds is again en- 


* There i is not a difeafe more to be dreaded than fittu- 
lous abíceffes of this part, by which not only the urethra 
and perineum is perforated, but as they fometimes extend 
to the reéfum, adjacent mufcles, &c. A young man, whom 
I have feen frequently, lately died, D three years mi- 
fery, of this diforder, which cic ied by numberlefs fi- 
nulles, to the rectum, fcrotum, and at length to the bladder 
itfelf. The perfon, whofe fkeleton I now poffeís, died in 
the moft deplorable manner in St. Thomas’s Hofpital. The 
urine paffing through the perforated wrethra, infinuated it- 
felf between the lutei mufcles, which were thereby ma- 
. cerated and confumed with the moft exquifite torture. At 
length it eroded the ligaments of the os femoris and, zfcbium, 
both which bones, with the zleum, became carious; and 
the difcharge from thefe parts defiled an incredible quantity 
of linen and bedding. Other cafes of this kind are leís 
deftru&ive; for I know a perfon who has borne one feveral 
years without much increafe : a little urine pafles that way 
every time he makes water, with a conítant but unequal 
difcharge of matter.

It is the narroweft of all at the glazs. At 
this place the gonorrhea of the firft Ípecies has 
its feat, and which, the antecedent orifice be- 
ing lerge, is thereby eafily difcharged, and 
cured. ‘ 
The lips of the external contracted orifice 
lie together in the clofeft contact: a gonorrhea 
of the firft fpecies always has its feat between 
the os pubis and the apex of the glans, where 
the matter has fufficient fpace for fluxibility, | 
till ftopt at the aperture of the penis, where 
being retained, it produces fiftula's, from the 
acrimony it acquires by fuch retention. 

B. We muít now fpeak of the uretbra, 
confidered as an excretory du& to the femen. 
As foon as the urethra arrives at the bulb, 
it changes its original texture for another, con- . 
fitting of two membranes and an intermediate 
corpus fungofum. ; 

The firít is a continuation of the interior 
membrane of the bladder, terminating at the 
glans. ! 

The fecond is two or three lines diftant 
from the former, when the penzs is erected : 
their fituation is however parallel to each 
other. | 

The third is denominated the fungous, cel- 
lulous, nervous, or fpongy fubftance of the 
uretbra, arifing foon after the urethra emerges 
from the bladder, proceeding to and termi- 
nating in the glans. This body ariles under 
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the vefica, and prefently appears in the urethra > 
it then runs between thofe two membranes 
nearly the length of the pens, till approaching 
the g/ans, 1s there refle&ed upwards and out- 
wards, forming that faperextended eminence, 
the pofterior part. of which is called the corona 
glandis, where it terminates: fo that the g/ans 
fenis is the fubftance of the corpora cavernofa 
turned outwards. 

This is confirmed by experiments. It is 
now thirty years fince the celebrated Ruyfch 
intirely filled the arteries of the penzs with te- 
pid water, cleanfing them from all their blood ; 
which being done, he afterwards injected thofe 
veffels with a red ceraceous fluid. When the 
wax became hard, he then diffe&ed the penis, 
and found that it had been tranfmitted thro’ the 
arteries into the fpongious bodies, which, to- 
 gether with the gas, were intirely filled with: 
the injection. Hence he fuppofed the glans 
to be a kind of flefhy fubftance, fimilar to that: 
of the fpleen. He then made a wound where 
the corpora cavernofa penis unite themfelves: 
with the zrezbrz : thro’ the orifice he inflated 
the part, and faw that the whole fens was 
erected, except the zebra and glans, which 
remained flaccid. Here he firft difcovered that 
the fungous bodies of the penis and urethra 
had no communication with each other whilit 
intire. When freed from their integuments, 
he found that air, inflated thro’ a fmall wound 
into the corpora cavernofa penis, and there re- 
tained: whilft another was made in the bulb: 
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of the uretbra, and alfo inflated: that the glans, 
urethra, and whole penis became rigidly turgid. 
This preparation, when dried, plainly difco- 
vered the fpongious fubftance of the urethra 
to have a different fituation and texture from 
that of the pezzs. 

It is plain from fuch experiments, that dií- 
eafes occupying thefe parts, may affect the 
fpongious bodies of the urethra, but not thofe 
of the penis. es 

Where the urethra efcapes from the bladder, 
there the proftate arifes, affording a paflage to 
the membranous part of the wrethra thro’ the 
middle of its fubftance, where it defcends 
from the bladder: foon after it leaves this 
gland, it is joined by the cavernous fubftance, 
whofe origin forms that prominence called the 
bulb of the urethra. | ria 

But what is the glans penis? The fpongious 
part of the wrethra runs between two mem- 
‘branes to the extremity of the pens, where 
the whole fubftance of the interior membrane 
is annihilated, except its moft thin and internal . 
lamella, which is expanded over the glans, 
whilft the thicker and more external covers 
its pofterior part: the g/ans then is a continua- 
tion of the fpongious fubftance of the urethra, 
ftill covered by its proper membranes. | 

Between the interior fabric of the glans, and 
the exterior furface. of the extremity of the 
corpora cavernoja penis, there is a certain fn- 
termediate cellular fubítance, from whence a 
gangrene of the penis often arifes, in which 
Inc nothing 
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nothing perifhes but the g/azs itfelf, the reft 
remaining found. | 7 

If the fungous fubítance of the urethra is 
inflamed at its origin, near the proftate, then 
the whole wrethra and fuperficies of the gland 
fwell, as ina priapifm: in fuch a cafe, the 
penis is incurvated, and drawn downward, the 
other parts remaining flaccid: this, for the 
moft part, happens in a gonorrhea, where the 
uretbra is in a ftate of tenfion, and accom- 
panied with great pain, whilft the corpora fpon- 
giofa penis are flaccid, and free from diforder ; 
but when both are equally affected, then the 
whole penis is equally diftended, and inflected 
in erections towards the belly. This is well 
defcribed by Ruyfch, in his O/ferv. Chirurg. 
^ The penzs 1s fupplied with arteries from the 
internal iliacs, divided into many branches, 
which penetrating the corpora cavernofa, fup- 
. ply them plentifully with blood: if thefe are 
well wafhed, and afterwards inflated, the 
whole penis is thereby diftended, even to the 
fuperficies of the glans. It is from hence 
plain the cellular fubftance is filled with pure . 
arterial blood in erections, — | AE 

The veins of the senis, which again abforb 
the blood, are fituated more externally than the 
arteries: 1. The vena preputit, or rather that 
of the whole penis: this runs along the fupe- 
rior dorfum, and is compreffed by the os pubis 
when the fenis is erected. The 2. and 3. run 
in a lateral dire&ion, till they meet with the 
mufculi erectores, by whofe action they are alfo 
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compreffed ; and thus the venous blood is 
ftopt thro’ the whole fers. This hath been 
demonítrated by Ruyích, who, after making 
a ligature at a proper place, inflated thofe 
veins, by which the whole penzs became turgid. 
When the preparation was dry, he then found, 
that the veins diftributed on the dorfum and 
fides were preferved pervious and confiftent, 
and that their extremities terminated in the in- 
flated corpora cavernoja, by open foramina, thro’ 
which the air entered. ‘The veins of the penis 
are of two kinds; either thofe which receive 
the blood directly out of thefe cavities, or di- 
re&ly from the arteries by inofculation. "Ihe 
arteries have the fame divifion; either thofe 
terminating immediately in the veins, or in 
the cells of the fpongy bodies. From hence 
the fubftance of thefe parts may be underftood. 
The fungous texture of the uretbra is moft 
commonly affected in difeafes of the emis; 
but when its outward and (trong membrane is 
eroded, very different complaints and confe- 
quences are produced. See Ruyfchit Obferv. 
Chirurg. | 

Moreover there is a kind of cellular fub- 
flance, feated directly under the membrane 
covering the exterior furface of the glans, 
which, tho’ very fine and thin, yet when in- 
flated feems to pervade the whole penis. In 
this diforder the pens appears turgid, pellucid, 
ot hydropical, but not inflamed; and is al- 
ways incurvated, Nothing cures this com- 
plaint but the application of cloths dipt -

cold water, and continued for feveral hours, 
If emollients are ufed, the part becomes flac- ° 
cid, and waítes by fuppuration. We now 
come to confider the fabric of the penis, by 
which pleafure is.generated. | | 
We are told by Tyfon, and many other ce- 
. lebrated anatomifts, that the external furface 
of the g/ans is filled with glands, which I be- 
lieve were never feen. Ruyfch has confuted 
this opinion, and demonítrated that thofe 
feemingly apparent glands, when viewed with 
a microfcope, are fenfible papille: at the co- 
rona they are. very numerous: if the thin 
membrane by which they are covered is a- 
 braded, they then look rough, and filled with 
points like porcupines quills. Where thefe are 


|. firft infected by the /wes, you might very eafily 


fuppofe them glands; but they are little ver- 
rucé. ‘There is one thing more to be ob- 
ferved, that the arteries diftributed to the body 
of the penzs terminate at the glans: if theres 
fore a wound is inflicted whil(t the penis is 
erected, in a place where the blood is fo vio- 
lently refifted, fix pounds of that fluid may 
be difcharged in an hour’s time, and a man 
mutt inevitably die, if it is not fpeedily ftopt. 
— So if verruce arife, and the Surgeon con- 
fumes the part as deep as the extremities of. 
the arteries, the patient will be fuübject to a 
hemorrhage whenever the fezis is erected. 
We ought further to obferve, that the ex« 
. terior membrane of the urethra not only lies 
under the corpora cavernofa penis, but affords 
them 
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them an external covering; . It is very neceí- 
{ary to be remembered, that I have called the 
membrane conveying the urine, Zzferzer : this 
is covered by a fungous fubftance, on which — 
another membrane lies, which I call the exze- 
rior: this membrane not only furrounds the 
urethra under the fpongy bodies of the penis, 
but alfo the whole body of the pens; by 
which means there is a communication be- 
tween the external pens and this membrane. 

From whence it appears, that the /wes may 
affect the dorfum penis, whilft the fungous bo- 
dies remain untouch'd: thefe bodies are co-. 
vered by a common fubcutaneous membrane, 
and that membrane by the fkin. 

The interior membrane of the zretbra de= 
mands our further confideration : this may be 
divided into two very thin /amella’s, adhering 
very ftri&ly together, fo as not to be feparated 
but by along maceration: between this du 
plicature there run veffels, of which I íhali 
now remark, that the courfe of thefe veffels 
is like that of the ureters into the bladder, 
running a confiderable way between the mem- 
branes before they open into its cavity; and 
like them thefe emiffaries are placed obliquely, 
Confult Morgagni Obferv.

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This membrane is penetrated with thefe 
pores, which are the orifices of canals, or /a- 
cunc, placed obliquely between thefe /amella’s ; 
and in thefe canals is lodged a foft mucilagi- 
nous matter, of the fame nature with the mu- 
cus of the nofe, only in leffer quantity. 

This humour may be exceedingly increafed 
in a preternatural ftate. | 

Thefe /acune, different in fize, occupy all 
the fpace between the external orifice and the 
curvature of the urethra, where it is connected 
to the os pubis; from whence to the bulb there 
are no Jzcuze ; and from the bulb to the neck 
of the bladder, only the glandule litrit. 

The largeft /acuna is fituated about an inch 
upwards from the aperture of the pers, and 
is three eighths of an inch in length, forming 
a hollow cavity, into which a hog’s briftle 
may be introduced : if this cavernous {pace 1s 
filled with ceraceous matter, it is thereby ex- 
tended into a fack; and when divided by in- 
cifion, according to its length, you will find 
it runs parallel with the wretbra. 

‘The other /acune are large or fmall, in pro- 
portion to their nearnefs to the g/ans: they are 
all the feat of a gonorrhea, but more efpecially 
the /acuna magna. | | 

In the fides of the greater crypte of thefe 
Jacune there are innumerable orifices, conti- 
nually difcharging a liquor into the wrethra, to 
lubricate the paflage. The more vifcid part 
of this liquor adheres to the fides of the zre- 
thra, and is collected in the form of white 

| | pellucid 
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pellucid matter about the g/ans; and produces 
- bad diforders in young perfons. — 

This matter has deceived almoft all anato- 
mifts, as you may read in the Acts of the 
Royal Academy of Paris, A. 1700, where 
Duverny, Littre, Mery, &c. have made en- 
quiry concerning this liquor of the preputium. 
. Duverny, after the moft diligent fearch, was 
not able to find any glands.  Littre tells us, 
he had difcovered glands; but he was de- 
ceived by this liquor, which he concluded to 
be a glandular fecretion. Tyfon, indeed, ob- 
ferved certain little faccu/ under the prepu- 
tium of the ftone-horíe and other animals, 
that excreted a linimentous fluid, by which 
thofe more expofed and more extended parts 
are mollified, and preferved from drynefs. 

The fordes therefore colle&ed upon the 
glans, is the mucous liquor. of the urethra, 
receding backwards, and depofited under the 
preputium — 

Where this fluid fagnates, it foon be- 
comes foetid and acrimonious when expofed 
to the air; and if a man receives the /wes, or a 
gonorrhea, in {uch a ítate, he is fcarcely cu- | 
rable, as I have learnt by many experiments. 

The next glands that come under our con- 
fideration are thofe of Cowper, which he him- 
felf defcribes in the Philofophical T'ranfactions : 
where. he fays, that about a quarter of an 
inch below the proftate gland, he found two 
other {mall glands placed on the fide of the 
urethra, a little above the bulb of the caver- 

ER v- nous 
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nous body. ‘Thefe glands are of a depreffed 
| oval figure, not exceeding the magnitude of a 
French bean. After thofe parts of the muf- 
culus accelerator ate removed, which país over 
thefe glands, you may fecl them placed like 
two hard bodies on each fide the urethra. 
'They incline to a yellowifh colour, like that 
of the profates. ‘Their excretory ducts ap- 
pear on their internal furface, next the inner 
membrane of the uretbra, whence they de- 
fcend about half an inch in length, before they 
grow lefs, and pierce that membrane obliquely 
at their opening into the urethra, in which 
they difcharge their feparated liquor. These 
two orifices open into the wrethra juft below 
its bending under the offa pubis, in the peri- 
neum. See Philofophical Tranfactions abridg- 
ed, Vol HT. p. 197. 

Their ufe is to fecrete a liquor, which, by 
means of their ducts, is conveyed into the 
urethra, and though they are feated in the 
corpus fungofum, they are no part of its ftruc- 
ture, like thofe of Morgagni, which have no 
mu(cles placed upon them. The glandule 
Cowperiane do not difcharge their liquor into 
the urethra, but when compreffed by the 
aGtions of the accelerator mufcles. 1. In the 
lat a& of feminal emiffion. 2. During the 
difcharge of urine. This is the fecond region 
of the gonorrhea; and when its matter af- 
cends fo high, and pafles thro the emiffaries- 
into thefe glands, there arifes a very bad dif-

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eafe, with tumors on the fide of the wretbra> 
and almoft incurable fiftulas. 

We come now to the third region of the 
gonorrhea. Very few have right ideas of this 
part of the uretbra, where the profate grow 
together. De Graaff is the only author, who 
has well defcribed and given a juft figure of 
thefe parts. Where the bladder contracts it- 
felf, in order to form its neck, according to 
Graaff, there is a thick part, of a foft flippery 
texture, fürrounded by the fphin&er of the 
bladder. This portion defcending, perpendicu- 
larly in men, is received into, and covered by, 
the proftate gland, for more than a thumb's 
breadth, ftill tending downwards: this is a 
firm, compact, glandular body, tranímitting 
the zretbra thro’ its fubftance. 

As foon as the wrethbra emerges from this 
gland, it is inflected upwards, in an acute 
angle. ! 

Precifely in the middle of this gland there 
are twelve emiflaries, having very con{picuous 
orifices, which eafily admit a hog-.briftle. 
'Thefe come from twelve facks, of which the 
proftate is compofed. When thefe are .com- 
preffed, a liquor is difcharged thro’ thefe ducts 
apparent to the eye. In the centre of thefe 
there are three other emiffaries, two larger 
from the vefcicule feminales, with a {mall one 
between them: thefe three are circumfcribed 
by the twelve ; and when tbe femen is dií- 


charged, a liquor fows, at the fame time 


la through 
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through the twelve fmaller orifices, with which 
liquor of the proftate, the femen is mixed. 
“When the ufetbra leaves this part, it is 
joined by the corpora -cavernofa, foon after the 
bulb is formed. | 

A gonorrbea fituated in this third region, 
or proftate gland, is of the very worft con- 
fequence. © : 
"This then is the foundation, on which the 
hiftory, knowledge, and cure of the gonorrbea 
depends. | 

Ye know the fabric of the interior mem- . 
brane, on which the fungous body of the wre- 
thra lies, and that this body arifes from under 
the proftate, growing upon and furrounding 
the urethra at its origin, called the bulb of the 
urethra : next the nervous or fpongious bo- 
dies of the penis are added : thefe do not 
reach either to the neck of the bladder, pro- 
ftate, or fungous fubftance of the urethra, till 
after the urethra has proceeded two thumbs 
breadth out of the proftate : terminating laft of 
all at the glans. | 

I fay nothing of Littre's glands, whofe ex- 
4ftence is doubtful. They are thought by 
fome to be an appendix to the proftate, which 
is contradicted by Morgagni, in his dverf. 
Anat. 4. Animad. 14. — 

It is now time to proceed to the venereal 

diforder by which thefe parts are affected, |

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The firft Species of tbe Gonorrhea. 
I. in HE gonorrhea fimplex is always feated 


in the anterior part of the urethra, 
about half an inch above the external orifice...

Neither is it a natural fecretion, but a pre- 
ternatural difcharge of a fingular kind, at firft 
neither excoriating or eroding the parts; for — 
in men who have died fuddenly during this 
diforder, no ulcers were perceived. on dif- 
fection. | 

From the fpongious fubftance of the g/azs 
a fluid frequently tranfudes through the pores, 
according to the obfervation of Sydenham, 
before mentioned. 

Is this difcharge of the rheumatic kind? 
This is not eafily determined. The human 
body is fo conftituted, that when a part endued -

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with nerves is painfully affected, there always 
flows a large quantity of fluid, according to a 
law of nature unknown tous, For inftance, 
if any thing acrid ftimulates the lungs, a 
cough is immediately excited, and a copious 
difcharge fucceeds, by which nature endeavours 
to expel the caufe. "The fame may be ob- 
ferved in the eye. Or if any other part of the 
‘body is cut or burnt, a fluid is derived in 
great plenty to the place affected. So alfo, if 
the Schneyderian membrane is inflamed by 
cold, and rendered imperfpirable, a flux of 
humour fucceeds, with a fneezing, in order 
to give vent to the acrid ftimulus. From 
hence fome judgment may be formed with re- 
fpe& to the matter of a gonorrhea, viz. 

As foon as the venereal poifoa is applied to 
and received in the part, nature taking the 
alarm, enlarges every aperture, thro’ which it 
difcharges a thick liquid, to wafh away and ex- 
pell the poifonous matter. This is a true 
rheum, as appears from the obfervation of 
Sydenham. . 1. Becaufe there is no great pain. 
2. Becaufe there is no erofion or ulceration in 
the urethra, when opened, | 3. Becaufe the 
patient in making water finds a great refiftance 
yn the part. | Mis 

The places affected are the mucilaginous 
veflels, but efpecially the great /acuna, in the 
back of the wrethra, at the root of the glans, 
This is made evident by various experiments ; 
for this /acuna is fituated in the very place 
where the firít diftention is felt in a fimple 

gonore 
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gonorrbea ; and if the diforder is fevere, the 
patient fuffers exquifite torment, as if that part 
was ruptured; whence I am inclined to think 
this liquor is excreted by arterious pores, en- 
deavouring thereby to remove the exciting fti- 
mulus. There are yet other more anterior 


lacumz, one of which is fituated under the - 


glans, where the frenum is inferted, This is 
the wideft part of the wretbra, excepting that 
covered by the proftate ; hence the matter 
eafily fettles here ; for the glans having reced- 
ed, nothing remains in the place but the 
urethra only, with its two corpora [pongiofa. 
So much for the feat of the firft gonorrhea. 
The effect produced by this caufe is an in- 
flammation ; for the venereal taint, to what- 
-ever part of the body it is applied, is foon fol-. 
lowed by an inflammatory fpot ; and when it 
affeéts the internal part of the zrezbra, a heat, 
diftention, and burning acrimony are always 
erceived, accompanied, if very fevere, with a 
difcharge of blood ; from all which it is plain, 
that the beginning is a true inflammation, of 
the moft obftinate kind, owing to the great 
quantity of matter fecreted by, and adhering 
to the Jacume. So long as the difcharge is 
white and thick, there is no great malignancy ; 


but if the gonorrhea is of a bad fort, a fuppu-. 


ration fucceeds, and the matter becomes more 
thin, yellow, and mixed with blood ; all which 
fhews, that the firft inflammation excites à 
rheum, and that a worfe induces a fuppu- 
ration. : 


I4 Hence 
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Hence follows a /Zllicidium, which may be 
difcharged from all the pores : from one cavity 
only, or from all the /acune of the urethra. 
This tranfudation is made by the glandu- 
lous fubftance of the zretbra ; but the ulcera- 
tion hereby occafioned is fo mild, that it may 
; be fometimes neglected for fix, nay, for twelve 
: months, with tolerable regularity of life, with- 
out much detriment to the patient ; fo that it 
appears to be rather a preternatural diftention, 
than a confumptive fuppuration. 
What is the dagnofis? or, in other words, 
how íhallthe practitioner diftinguifh the go- . 
norrbea with certainty, with refpe& to its fi- 
. tuation and matter? I anfwer, 

1. From the time when the infection 
was received; a circumftance that well de- 
ferves our attention ; for I have ever feen, 
that if the above-mentioned figns appear 
.on a man the very day in which he received 
infe&ion, fuch a one is eafily cured ; but if 

| fourteen days intervene, during which time . 
jhe had perhaps indulged himfelf in hard | 
drinking, and then at length the fymptoms 
E difcover themfelves, the difeafe will then be 
F of the worft kind. Some, indeed, are of dif- 
Um ferent fentiments, though without the leaft 
reafon. | 
2. From the place affected not being far 
up the urethra, This is eafily determined by 
the experiment recommended, page 98. 
| 4. From the matter: for if the quantity

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the anterior /acune, is of a white colour, 
fomewhat more confiftent than cream, and 
the urine difcharged without great pain, it is - 
then a gonorrbea fimplex. 

4. If other fymptoms are abfent, as pain, 
heat, tumors and ulcers, efpecially in the ge- 
nitals, it is then a fimple gonorrbea. But this 
poifon is fo fubtile, that if it only touches the 
fcrotum, or other parts, it there produces a 
fpot, by which it is exempted from this dif- 
tin&ion ; for then fo far it becomes the /ues 
venerea ; and we may be aflured, that from 
fach a fimple gonorrhea the Iues never does 
arife, but from negle& either of the phyfician 
or the patient. | yu died 

From hence we deduce a prognofis. 

_ A. That this firft gonorrbea is eafily cured. 

1. If proper methods are taken foon after 
the infection is received. | 

2. If the patient carefully avoids all thofe 
things repugnant, and complies with what are 
neceflary to his recovery. | 

3. If care is taken to prevent an erection of 
the fenis ; this is the greateft impediment: and 
almoft impofiible to be prevented, on account 
of the perpetual ftimulation, to which the pa- — 
tient is fubject, efpecially in the firft fleep. This 
caufes an elongation and turgefcency, by which 
the parts are lacerated: whence erofion and 
ulcers, that greatly protract the cure, Much 
then depends on the flaccidity of the pears, 
with refpect to the prognofis,

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4. If the patient is of a,thin {pare habit, 
he will fooner be cured, than thofe who are 
loaded with fat, oil, and other humours. 

B. This is the prognofis re{pecting the cure: 
which, badly managed, may degenerate into 
the fecond fpecies ; for a fimple gonorrhea is 
only a rheumatic dilation, without any ulce- 
rous diathefis of the fmall mucilaginous ori- 
fices ; but thofe, by degrees, are more and 
more: dilated, and then conceive a flight cor- 
ruption, degenerating into little ulcers, which 
neverthelefs do not at firft affect the interior 
membrane, being double. But if the matter 
is retained long, of the gonorrhea increafes, 
the membrane is thereby eroded ; and, when 

enetrated, the corroding matter does not dif- 
fufe itfelf between its duplicature, but into 
.'the fungous fubftance of the uretbra : which, 
from its great dila bility, renders the extrac- 
tion of the poifon very difficult. 

When the diforder arrives at this ftate, we 
may pronounce, | 

1. That thefe little orifices will become cal- 
lous. When the edges of thefe {mall aper- 
tures are tainted by the infectious matter, they 
degenerate into callofities, which afcending 
towards the cavity of the uretbra, make a little 
refiftance to the emiflion of urine. 

. 2. From whence its propagation; fuccef- 
'fively to other parts, and firft, 

a. Towards the Jacune ; that 1s, it afcends 

higher up, and more backwards, toward the 
x curyature 
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curvature of the urethra, where the /acune 
terminate. ! 

b. Towards Cowper’s glands, of which 
above. 

c. Where the fungous part of the pems 
begins ; for then it is as it were retained in a 
fack, from whence ulcers in perineo. 

d. When it comes to the bulb of the zre- 
thra, where there is neither fungous nor glan- 
dulous fubftances. 

e. A little way behind this there are the 
twelve emiflaties of the proffates, thole of 
Littre’s glands, and of the vefcule feminales ; 
which being eroded, the poifon finds accefs 
into thofe receptacles. ; 

Thefe effects may arife from a fimple go- 
norrbea, either neglected or badly treated, of 
which this is the true prognofis. | 


The Cure of tbe firft Species of tbe Gonorrhea. 


Y T is very remarkable, that notwithftanding 
fo many have wrote on the gonorrhea, no- 
thing valuable has been added to what the 
moft ancient authors have faid on the fubject. 
The cure confifts in the expurgation of the 
malignant matter from the parts in which it 
is received : according to the diagnofis, «tiolo- 
gy, and fituation. You are now perfectly ac- 
quainted with the gonorrhea fmplex ; but 
(hould it be enquired, What is its matter ? 
we readily reply,

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1. It is a ftimulating virulence, which may 
infe& the whole ies 

2. Neverthelefs, a I! that is difcharged in a 
gonorrbea is not virulent, but as it were the 
tears of nature, to dilute and wath away the 

malignant matter. 


Now the whole cure confifts always and. 


only in the imitation of nature, by fitting 
thofe paflages for a more ready expurgation. 


For this complaint, as we have already ob- 


ferved, being a true catarrh, there is no ne- 


ceffity to difturb the whole body by the ex- 


hibition of I know not what mercurials; and. 


I muft confefs, that I have often jeflectell with 


deteftation on the indire& practice of furgeons, 
who thus trouble nature, whilft all that is 
 needful, is the expulfion of the infecting mat- 
“ter from the part affected.*

* Whether mercury is entirely to be difcarded or no in the 
cure of the gonorrhea, the reader may judge from the follow- 
ing eftimate, where the calomel was given with the ereateft 
caution, and its effects well attended to, This preparation of 
mercury was ufed, as it is the mildeft, fafeft, and moft com- 
mon. During dhe exhibition, nothing was added but a gen- 
tle laxative now and then, when the mercurius dulcis, as it 
frequently does, reftri¢ted the belly. In twenty gonor-

be, this medicine was given, five grains every night : 


purged fome plentifully- and conftantly ; others, once Ry 


twice a-day ; others, not at all. ‘The gums of a few 


{welled in three or four days, when the acute fymptoms: 


abated exceedingly ; and in about feven or ten days at 
fartheft, nothing remained but a running of different co- 
lour and quantity. In three weeks, the medicine being 
continued regularly in fome, or intermitted in others, ac-

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We may fee that the firít writers, for in- 
ftance, the great Fallopius, has openly faid, 
If you would rightly treat a fimple gonorrhea, 
give place to nature ; for when it flows freely, 
there is no danger. The whole art confifts 
in expurging the infected matter, by procuring 
it a free paffage thro’ the dilated veflels, Let 
us therefore follow nature, as did the antient 


cording as their gums were more or lefs fore, &%c. about 
ten of them grew perfectly well. Of the remaining, fome 
had a gleet left, yellow, green, or colourlefs, tho’ without 
much pain. Others, whofe running difappeared, had ei- 
ther {welled tefticles, cedematous tumors of the ankles, 
and venereal eruptions, or pains in the limbs, C. the for- 
mer fymptoms immediately fucceeding, the latter perceived 
fome time afterwards. "The calomel was ftill continued, 
with the cautions before remarked, and.in a greater or 
leffer time, cured moft of thofe whofe gonorrbeas termina 
ted in the /ues. .. One or two yet remained labouring un- 
der an obftinate gleet ; and a falivation alone cured a 
third of a deep-feated Jues. Such is the effe& of calomel 
in a gonorrhea, and, I may fay, of almoft every mercurial 
preparation, whether more or lefs combined, or changed 
by chymical procefles ; regard being had with refpect to 
the dofe, ftrength of the patient, Sc. “The account I 
have here given is the refult of frequent trials, accompanied 
with obfervations faithfully collated, and fo often repeated, 
that I am very fure they are in no danger of being di(- 
proved by any one, who has or will make the fame expe- 
riments. ‘This way of curing claps (with very little va- 
riation) is practifed at this day, more than any other, ef- 
pecially in London, and that by the moft eminent and re- 
gular furgeons. This method then is certainly the moft 
generally practifed, and hitherto perhaps the beft and moft 
fuccefsful of any other. It now remains, to confider the 
{cheme propofed by our author, who has not cultivated 
any branch of phyfic with more diligence, penetration, and 
advantage, than the prefent. 


4 zd (| phyficians, 
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phyficians, who, when they faw venereal ul- 
cers and puftules break out on the body, 
affifted nature by prefcribing fudorifics : which 
neverthelefs are of no ufe in a gonorrhea. 

Our indication then is the expurgation of 
this diforder by the flux: which is not virus, 
but the vehicle through which it is carried off. 
This fhould be done in the eafieft manner 
pofüble. Ifa man difcharge an ounce of this 
matter, not a thoufandth part of this is wholly 
poifon : a very {mall quantity of the «ras on- 
ly adheres to it, and is thereby carried out of 
the body. | 

But how is this expurgation to be promoted | ? 

1. Not by impelling the poifon to any other 
part of the body. 

2. Nor ought we to endeavour to promote 
a greater flux of matter for its expulfion. 

.. 3. Nor muft we feek any other way for its 
difcharge. 

A. Our bufidad is to procure a fufficient 
quantity of thick matter, for then the cure is 
-eafy ; nor are we to admit a thought of 
diminifhing 1t, till that is clearly indicated by 
the appearances. 

B. It ought to flow freely, and not return 
again to the place from whence it. iflued ; 
to this we fhould be very attentive, left it 
fhould recede thro’ the membrane of the ure- 
zbra into the cellular fubftance. Further, we 
fhould be careful, | 
— €. Left the matter be retained. When we 
ate found, ícarce ten drops a day 1s fecreted ; 

but 
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but when the Jacun@ are excited by a virulent 
ftimulus, two ounces may be difcharged m a 
day. If this matter is retained, it becomes 
acrid, the infection multiplied, and the dií- 
eafe increafed ; it muft therefore be difcharged; 
in this the whole cure confifts. | 

Is any phyfician capable of attracting this. 
virulence from the emiffaries of the /acume, 
without this matter, furnifhed by nature? It 
is certainly not to be accompli(hed by any in- - 
je&ion yet known ; for thereby it is rather 
repelled ; nature alone can effect it by affording 
a competent quantity of matter, which proceed- 
ing from within, dilates and wafhes away the 
poifonous ftimulus. | 

1. We ought to be apprifed how very fmall 
the quantity of this fubtile poilon is, that fo 
ftrongly contaminates when fitft received, and 
that produces fuch bad effects ; for the {mall- 
eft particle, or atom, infinnating itfelfinto the 
urethra, generates this difeafe. 

2. We Ííhould alfo confider what is the mu- 
cous matter generated by the glandular fabric 
of the dacune. That it isa vehicle, afforded 
by nature for the difcharge of this adhefive 
poifon ; for as (oon as this is effected, 1t re- 
turns to its natural ftate and quantity ; nor can 
a gonorrbed be cured, till that is compleated, 
If ftopped by aftringents, the matter is. re- 
tained, the penis feels heavy and unealy, ul- - 
cers arife, and the diforder 1s increafed, 
Whatever therefore is propofed from exficca- 
tion is of no valuable confequence ; for if the 


leaft 
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leat. particle of the difeafe is retained, matter - 
will ftill continue to. flow: as I have learnt 
from many experiments. 

4. We are alío to confider, that by how 
much more the virulence abounds above the 
vehicle : by fo much more fevere every fymp- 

. tom will appear, both in the patient, and in 
í(g the ejected matter. For when the difcharge 
is very yellow, green, or bloody, the virulency 
is great ; but when it is white, (though in 
large quantity) without pain, itching, or heat 
of urine, the malignancy is lefs, and fooner 

. cured. 

It is worthy our obfervation, that men who 
have been frequently difeafed, are cured with 
the greateft difficulty ; for in them this dif 
charge hardly ever ceafes, although it is not 
yellow, becaufe the dilated orifices of the /a- 
cune are affected by a kind of habitual para- 
lytical diathefis, by which a cure 1s rendered 
impoflible ; nothing, indeed, injures; on the 
other hand, nothing is of fervice. 


The Method of Cure. 


Would here be underítood to mean the 
true fimple gonorrbea only, appearing foon 
after the infection was received, and alfo the 

firft time of being infected. Let the drink be, 
A. Simple water, in larger quantities than 
ufual; as alfo tea and coffee, fweetened with 
‘fugar or liquorice. With the laft remedy 
alone this diforder has often been cured; and 
| though 
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_.though fugar and honey have done the fame, 
'. yet liquorice is much the beft ; for honey has 
a little acrimony, relaxing. and gently ftimu- 
lating the vefiels: this quality may, however, 
be meliorated by the addition of a little milk. 

- B. Milk-whey : efpecially in the fammer 
time, as in the month of May, when 'anima!s 
feed on grafs, | 

C. Hydrogalata: or liquors compofed of 

_ three parts water, and one of milk, particu- 
larly in the fummer. | | 

D. Ptifans: of barley-water, made with 
{toned raifins; to which add a little juice of 
lemons. | 

E. Weak frefh ale, called mo/: without ei- 
ther wormwood, hops, or carduus benediflus. — 

_ F. Abftinence mutt be enjoined from wine, 
or other ftrong liquors ; at leaft, they muft 
be ufed with great temperance ; for thefe ftir 
up the venereal paffions, and difpofe to in- 
flammation, by which the diforder is exceed- 
ingly increafed. 

If the patient drinks thefe mild liquors, his 
urine will be proportionably mild and plenti- 
ful, uÁlefs prevented by fweat. "The urine 
alfo is rendered more bland, is difcharged in 
greater quantity, and freer. from putrefaction, 
than in its natural ftate, when it abounds with 
oil and falt, on which its acrimony depends. 
The urine, thus rendered mild, and. fre-, 
quently difcharged, wathes thefe parts more ° 
effe€tually than any injection. It is to be re- 

- marked, that as foon asthe urine becomes a 

little 


é 
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little ftimulating, the part immediately be- . 
comes affected by erections, with a fenfe of 
pain. As thefe fhould be prevented, if pof- 
fible, the patient fhould by all means abftain. 
from volatile or aromatic fpirits : which, by 
increafing thofe fymptoms, render the cure 
more difficult. 


1. The food fhould be chiefly compofed of — 


farinaceous fubftances: from oats, barley, 
wheat, buck-wheat, rye, rice, and millet, 
prepared in various forms, in very weak broth : 
for if too ftrong, it caufes a venereal fentzgo. 

2. Pot-herbs ; as beet, fuccory, purflain, 
endive, fpinage : thefe are the moft proper, 
care being taken, that not too much falt or 
pepper be added. | 

3. Roots: of carrot, viper’s grafs, parfnip, 
. goat's-beard, &c. may be allowed. TE 

4. Frefh butter-milk : as alfo flefh, and river 
fith, in {mall quantity. 

s. Flefh and fifh: thefe however, mutt be 
prohibited in great quantity, becaufe they eafily 
putrefy, and render the body too libidinous. 

6. At the fame time, the patient fhould 
not be permitted to gratify his appetite with 
the moft lufcious part of either roaft or boiled 
meat: or what is feafoned by a faline or aro- 
matic ftimulus ; fuch as oyfters, cockles, crabs, 
lobíters, crayfith, caveer, fturgeon, brawn, and 
fuch like; for the antients juftly remarked, 
that thefe excited venery. In one word, we 
fhould avoid every thing of that kind ; for I 
am certain, if the phyfician is able to fupprefs 

| thofe 
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thofe emotions, he will cure his patient with 
eafe and fuccefs, which otherwife will be at- 
tended with the greateft uncertainty: for if 
Hippocrates ever fpoke true, by how much 
. more the body is pampered, by fo much more 
. laícivious it becomes. | 

7. Fat of all things, muft be carefully a- 
voided ; fot there is nothing into which thé 
venereal poifon more eafily infinuates itfelf ; 
hence ftyed fifh and flefh are moft pernicious. 

8. Motion: as running, horfe-racing, fen- 
cing; fhooting, Cc. are extremely injurious: 
I have feen many gentlemen, who, -during | 
their travels, have unfortunately catched this 
diforder, which, from the continual motion 
in which they were engaged, was rendered 
incurable; for in riding particularly, the part 
affected 1s fubjected to a perpetual concuflion, 
contufion, and inflammation, by which the 

oifon is rendered more active ; whence incu- 

rable fiflule arife. I once faw a nobleman, 
who, when at Rome, was affected by a fim- 
ple gonorrbea, being obliged to return home, 
on account of public bufinefs with which he 
was entrufted, he firft made a rich entertain- 
ment, to regale his friends before his depare 
ture, and then fet out on a long tour to his 
native country, by which the gemorrbza was 
greatly increafed in difcharge and acrimony ; 
fo: that when he came home, the flux was 
the moft foul and malignant that could pof 
fibly be. He confulted almoft every noted 
phyfician in Europe without fuccefs. I had 
1^2 him 
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him under my care five months ; three times 
I ftopped the difcharge, but it always return- 
‘ed; for the cellular fubitance of the urethra 
ww ls penetrated and eroded ; nor could a de- 
puration be accomplifhed, becaufe of the un- 
equal ftate and irritability of the part affected. 
No method of cure feemed at all likely to fuc- 
ceed, unlefs-the whole urethra was laid open 
by incifion, and the diforder thus deftroyed ; 
_but this I dared not to propofe to fuch a man. 
Military gentlemen are fubject to the fame 
misfortune, and when fuch apply for cure, be- 
ware you do not promife too much, for your 
dependance muít be on time, which may at 
length produce an external fiftulous ulcer, 
when a cure may be performed, if the fiftula 
is well opened and deterged. Such are the 
bad effects of violent motion. 

g. Sleep in fuch perfons ought to be longer ; 


for in that feafon the Ree concocted ; Ais | 
by how much the thicker, fo much the bathed: 


by how much the thinner, by fo much the 


more acrimonious. But tho’ in fleep its {pif- 


fitude is increafed, it ought, at the fame time, 
to be more copious. 

10. The urine fhould not be retained in the 
vefica, but difcharged whenever there is the 
leaft -urgency ; for the matter is retained 


more particularly at that feafon by the clofe 


appofition of the foramen urethre ; ío that 
when retarded too long, it becomes too thick 
and acrid, which is prevented by the emiflion 


of the urine, and thereby wafhed away and 


ies de 
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abfterged ; fo that although the reft, ought to 
be longer, its too great remora fhould be pre- 
vented as much as pofflible. | 

II. The air fhould be temperate ; heat and 
cold are equally injurious; a mediocrity muft 
therefore be preferved. 

12. Thefe things being duly obferved, the 
gonorrhea is eafily cured ; but, if neglected, 
degenerates into other and worfe evils above- 
mentioned. Now follows the cure by medi- | 
cines, which is of two kinds, 

A. Chirurgical, And, 

B. Medical. | | 

The chirurgical cure confifts wholly in this : 

A. 'Fhatthe paflages are relaxed, through 
which the matter ought to pafs. | 

B. That the infectious matter, or rather 
what contains the infection, be determinated 
thro' that canal, appointed by nature; that is, 
thro’ the urethra. | 

C. 'That this virulence be corrected as much 
as poflible in the place it occupies, by a con- 
trary antidote. | | 

D. That .care be taken, left the infe&ion is 
carried to any other places uninfected. ES 

1. It is abfolutely necefiary in the firft place, - 
as foon as poffible after an infe&tion is received 
from commerce with an impure woman, to 
wath every part that touched her body with 
limpid water, in which a little marine falt and 
vinegar has been diffolved. With this reme-- 
dy only, many men who have imprudently re- | 
ceived infection, have been preferved free from 


L3 its 
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its bad effects. This was the chief remedy of the 
great Braffavolus, who has faid, that nothing 
contributes more to the preventing of this, then 
new, difeafe, than immediately to wafh the 
parts in pure water, as it is the beft menftru- 
um; but ifa little vinegar is added, it then 
refifts putrefcency. Hence it is, that in Spain, 
before they engage with fuch women, they 
wath thefe parts with the juice of lemons and 
a little falt, as the glans, fcrotum, pubis, prepu- 
dium, infide of the urethra, &c. taking care, 
. however, that the application 1s not too cor- 
rofive, for then it would produce an inflam- 
mation. (i ds 
Take, for example, the following remedy,

2. This ablution ought to be repeated every - 
twelfth hour.

This is a moft impor- 
tant article in the cure. It fhould be made 
. very emollient, that it may relax the rigidity 
of thofe parts, thro’ which this poifon has in- 
finuated itfelf, thereby dilating the veffels, fo 

that the fluid may more eafily pafs outwards, 
This bath fhould alfo be repeated every 
twelfth hour: but why is the ablution to pre- 
cede the bath? Becaufe, that whatever of in- 
* infe@iion

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fection is collected about thefe parts, might 
not mix itfelf with the bath, and thus enter 
the body. The ablution muft be made with 
the preputium retracted ; for, as Sydenham has 
remarked, even there alfo the venereal poifon 
may infinuate itfelf. In fuch a bath the part 
is to be kept for half an hour, that the pores 
may be opened. If you afk the remedy, *

Let this be made into a decoction, with a 
fufficient quantity of common water, and then 
expreffed thro' a cloth, to the confiftence of a 
maucilage ; then add Venice foap zl. By this 
means the compofition will contain a pene- 
trating, anodyne, and fomewhat aftringent vir- 
tue. A mofít antient writer recommended this 
for the cure of the gomerrbea at its firft 
eruption. 

Away then with mercurials and ftrong lixi- 
viums ; for by their ufe I have feen twenty 
inftances, where a good gonorrhea bas termi. 
nated in the worft inflammation and priapifm,- 
in the fpace of 24 hours time. | 

This is the moft fimple and beft method of. 
treating this difeafe ; but leaft any one fhould 
efteem it of lef$ importance on that account, 
change both the lotion and bath every three 
days for another of fimilar qualities, and then. 
return again to the firft. — — 

4. After thus bathing, the part being well 
dried and cleanfed, and the matter gently ex- 


I 4 preffed 
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preffed out of the urethra, an injection is next 
to be ufed. But let it be remarked, that this 
is to be done, 1. After the bath. 2. After 
the part is well cleanfed. 3. After the feat of 
the gonorrhea fimplex is well exprefled, and 
cleanfed from the virulent matter; for if this 
is not done, the injection is of prejudice, by 
tarrying the morbid matter further up into the 
fenis, which is contrary to our fourth indi- 
cation. * 

A compofition fuited to this defign may be 
made of a decoétion of mallows, or the de- 
coction recommended below ; for the Venetian 
Íoap is of fervice, if care i$ taken, that what is 
injected gives no pain, fince only the mere 
change of malt-liquor brought on a ftrangury, 
as you know, in a young lad, and of confe- 
quence a hardnefs in the penis.

Their caufe, I apprehend, is owing to,a ftrong and great 
infection, to which the difcharge is by no means propor- 
tioned, and which, if ftill retained, abfolutely deftroys the

parts it occupies. A fpeedy dicht of the « virus is here 
neceflary ; but how can that be accomplifhed ? Cataplafms, 
fórüentations, and even the applications prefcribed by the 
great Boerhaave are unequal to its neceflary evacuation. 
Should the inflammation be allayed by venefection ? ‘This 
will fomewhat allay the inflammation, but by no means pro- 
mote the expulfion of the poifon; of ‘which it may. be faid, 
interne redire malum eft. ‘This, is the primary effect, tho’ 
not the ultimate defign, of every revulfion: I therefore 
cannot but moft entirely difprove the practice of bleeding, 
fo ftrongly recommended by the learned Dr. Aftruc, in i 
der to allay theinflammatory fymptoms in a gonorrhea : nor 
is fuch a difcharge to be effected by the beft adapted purges 
or diuretics. Nothing lefs than a large and immediate deri- 
vation from the part affected will anfwer that purpofe, and 
is only to be attained by a proper ftimulating injection, 
thrown up as high, but no higher, than the refidence of 
the difeafe. Such a method I have frequently practifed 
with the moft furprizing fuccefs ; as Spirit. fal. marin. &c. 
diluted in water to a degree fuiting the defign ; but the 
beft of all that I have ever met with is the jrecipitat. alb. 
made according to the London Difpenfatory, but never 
fuffered to dry. This muft be repeatedly wafhed, till it 
has not the leaft tafte, either of the fublimate or its men- 
firuum. About a quarter of an ounce of the precipitate 
to a quart of water is the ftrength which I find proper for 
this purpofe in general; but this muft be increafed or 
diminifhed by the eter of the furgeon, according to 
the urgency of the cafe, ftrength of the wrethra, &c, When 
this is thrown up to the part affected, it firft caufes a 
warmth, with a fenfe of pain, and in about a quarter of 
an hóur the difcharge begins, firft very thin, in a moft pro- 
_fufe quantity, continuing for fix or feven hours : during 
which the patient fhould, if pofüble, avoid making water, 
as it gives the moft exquifite pain. About the period above- 
mentioned, the difcharge leffens, and grows thicker ; whei>

 fuppreffon, and produce a plentiful difcharge. “The be- 
nefit arifes undoubtedly from its ftimulating the orifices of 
the inflamed, fwelled, and compreffed lacune; for when 
the fame injection is thrown up between the praeputium 
and glans ina phymofis, from an inflammation or ulceration, 


caufed by the venereal virus, it has no fuch effects, becaufe- 


there are no fuch glands: on the contrary, it will diminifh 
the difcharge, make it thick, difpel the inflammation, if 
not Mod great, and heal thofe ulcers in the quickeft man- 
ner. his application applied to that part, though of the 
greateft ufe when the infection is-difcharged, will, at fuch 
a premature feafon, moft effeCtually pox the patient, as I 
have myfelf feen in divers inftances ; but of this I fhall 
fpeak more largely, when we come to thofe ulcers.

1. But this injection fhould be thrown up 
as gently as poflible, and without violence, 
which is apt to diftend the part ; for nothing 
more is here defigned, but that what adheres | 
may be wafhed away by a faponaceous abfter- 
fion ; and, 2.

* Lead is known by long experience to be as innoxious 
as any other metal, when applied to or retained in the bo- 
dy ; neverthelefs, for this ufe I would rather prefer a pew- 
ter fyringe, becaufe it admits and retains a fmoother and 
better polifh ; but they fhould all be blunt at the extremity. 
'Thefe convey the liquor more effeCtually than thofe with. 
fmall pipes, which often greatly injure the part, retard the 
cure, and bring on incurable fiftula’s ; for when introduced 

with unfkilfulnefs, or violence, they enter into the dilated.

After this is done, if the matter is very te-

nor can it be remedied but by a fe&ion of the 
vene preputii.

There are at this time in Europe three pro- 
jectors, who profefs to cure this diforder by. 
one injection ; yet I have feen the moft un- 
happy confequences attend their practice. The 
gonorrhea indeed is thereby foon fupprefied, 
but that is done by inducing an efchar on the 
orifice of the /acuzme, whence the flux of that 
matter 1s impeded, which is the true vehicle 
for difcharging the venereal wrus: under . 
thefe cruftaceous efchars ulcers are generated. 
Hence the antient phyficians have faid, that 
the firft remedy ought to be inje@tions; but 
thefe fhould be formed, 1. Of pure water. 
2. Of ingredients corrective of the poifon. 
3: Of the moft emollient and relaxing liquids. 
Inthefe three things thofe moft prudent pradtiti-. 
onerscomprehended every requifite of injection. 
The reafon. why I have above prefcribed 
fome forms for this purpofe, is, 1. That you

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may proceed with fafety ; and, 2. That you 
may have an. example for other prefcriptions. 
Ilately obferved, that all thofe things that 
are aítringent, corrofive, or confuming, are 
equally pernicious here, as fatal experience 
has often taught: for the fame reafon, corro- 
borants fhould be avoided, becaufe thereby the 
orifices are diminifhed, from a conftriction 
of their fibres. On this account alum is to be 
rejected : the laft, or faccharum Saturni, dif- 
folved in water (by way of injection), confti- 
tutes almoft every arcanum, and are in. general 
ufe. Vitriolum Martis and Vitriolum Cupri are, 
however, the principal. ‘To thefe we may add 


mineral chalybeats, called aczdule, of which 


the German Spa and Tonnelet are the moft 
famous: in thefe the vitriol of iron abounds. 
Others make a tincture by infufing Balfam 
Capivi, balfam of Peru, myrrh, maftich, oli- 


banum, with faffron, Cv. in fpirits.of wine :: 


with this diluted they wafh the affected parts, 
by which the flox is diminifhed, but the dif- 
order is increafed ; for which caufe thefe 
things were rejected by the antient phyficians, 
to whom they were as well known as they 
have been to the moderns. — 


Many ufe deco&tions made of the moft af- — 


tringent materials, as cinquefoil, tormentil-root, 
fharp-pointed dock, and rhubarb itfelf, (which 
being mixed with honey of rofes, is ufed in 
injection), butas they are mixed with a large 
quantity of water and honey, relax more than. 
aftringe : all thefe things I reject. Y 

: ( We 
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We have before remarked, what was ob- 
ferved by fome of the antient writers, that per- 
fons in the pox, on whom a gomorrbea broke 
out, were thereby cured of the /wes. This 
new appearance they did not at firft know 
how to cure, as we are told by Antonius Braf- 
favolus, who alfo calls the gonorrhea a [ues ve- 
nerea ; and Alexander Petronius, a moft fkil- 
fal and eminent Italian phyfician, fays, that a 
gonorrbea let alone cures itíelf, if not inter- 
rupted by contrary medicines, efpecially when 
unaccompanied by the appearances which in- 
dicate great malignancy, as yellow or brown 
matter, pain, heat, Gc. from all which it is 
evident, that aftringents act in a manner di- 
rectly oppofite to the defign of nature. 

I would now afk, how any one dares pre- 
. fume, (after nature has produced this falutary 
difcharge, in order to prevent its accefs into 
the body), to fupprefs it, by conftringing the 
paffages thro’ which it flows ? You will, per- 
haps, expect I fhould -now difcover- fome an- 
tidote to the poifon : fuch a fpecific, however, 
is yet unknown ; even mercury itfelf does not 
correct, but expel, as was obferved by Syden- 
ham ; and as for thofe other medicines above- 
mentioned, they only induce an efchar on the 
orifices of the /acune, as effectually as lapis, 
infernalis, thereby conftri&ting their orifices, 
fapprefüing their difcharge, and caufing an in- 
flammation and fuppuration, by which their, 
extremities are feparated, | 

Such 
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Such flatter themfelves, that if the extie- 
mities of the /acune are conftringed into an 
efchar, the cure is then fafely performed ; but 
the matter is thereby blocked up in thofe 
glands, where being retained only for twenty- 
four hours, it produces deep ///u/z.*

The Internal Medical Cure. 


IU always believed, from my obferva- 

tions on the ceconomy of nature, that there 
never was a poifon created, deftructive to anis 
mal bodies, but there was at the fame time 
an antidote provided. Some poifons are ons 
ly relative ; for inftance, that of vipers, which 
being lodged in veficles near their teeth, is ne- 
 ceffary to the concoCtion, of their aliment ; 


— * Aflringent, or thofe other injections alluded to by our 
author, are certainly very injurious and deftru&tive in a re- 
cent gonorrhea ; but their confequences are not always fo 
pernicious; for there are many inftances, if writers on this 


fubject are at all to be credited, where the difcharge has. 


been fuddenly ftopped by their ufe, without any fuch local 
effects as what are above defcribed, tho’ accompanied by a 
chordee : both being entirely carried off at one and the 


fame time, and the patient freed’ from the diforder in that- 


part, or.any other, for the fpace of months, and even years. 
But in procefs of time, head-achs, nocturnal pains, ulcerati- 
ons in the noftrils, with true venereal eruptions on the fore- 
head and other parts of the body, difcovered themfelves : 
however, the moft common confequence of a premature 
tupprefion, whether from cold or mal-practice, is a fwelling 
of the tefücles. AS 


and 
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and if this is fwallowed by a man to the quan- 
tity of a drachm, he will no ways be injured 
thereby ; but if the leaft particle is received 
into the blood by the fmalleft wound, it in- 
duces a fpeedy and violent death. 

Hence a true poifon may refide in fome 
bodies, and be again expelled without injury. 

Such an antidote or fpecific has not as yet 
been difcovered for the venereal poifon in a go- 
norrbea. lhave perufed all thofe authors who 
have wrote in Africa, America, and Europe ; 
but there is not one of thefe who confidently 
afferts, they were poffefíed of fuch a fecret, 
by which they could directly and infallibly: 
cure their patients. "They tell us indeed of 
Mercury, of China, and Sarfaparilla ; but all 
the effect of thefe roots is to reduce the body, 
- as it were, to a hydropic ftate, and thus to 
expel the poifon by diítarbing and changing 
the whole body. 

What then is to be done? 

Purgatives are the only means by which the 
cure is fafely and certainly effected, tho' with 
fome trouble. This the firft writers on the /ues 
venerea have already faid. If a man is of fo 
obftinate a nature as not to be moved by ftrong 
cathartics, they do him an injury, by raifing 
 afever, which if it does not terminate in a 
diarrbea, produces other evils: for this reafon 
we fhould choofe fuch as operate in the moft 
effectual manner. Um MN 

They fhould be collected from the clafs of 
Hydragouges; for fo they are called, becaufe 

K when 
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when given to a found perfon, they diffolve 
the blood into a kind of putrefcent ftate, ren- 
dering it unfit to be retained within the vefiels ; 


fo that unlefs they operate by an alvine dií- 


charge, or by fweat, neceflarily caufe other 
difeafes. If a found man takes ten dofes of 
Jalap fuccefüvely, in as many days, he will 
daily difcharge feveral pounds of water, and 
crow entirely pale, €. And I am informed 
by my friend Phelipau, that nothing is more — | 
poifonous than a quantity of fcammony fufficient _ | 
to relax the belly being mixed with our food ; 


. for thereby the body is gradually confumed by 


a diarrbea. TEN | 
Therefore hydragouges diffolve the good 
blood, converting it into water, or, as Helmont 
has: obferved, change the laudable humours 
into a putrid ferum ; whence that quantity of 
water, which before had no exiftence in the 


body, is caufed only by taking thefe medi- 


cines. 
_If you enquire what thefe are; I anfwer, 
the principal are Agaric, Caffia, and Radix 


 jalappe; but that which I moft recommend

here is Manna, to be taken in large quantity, 
with a little acid, as Cremor Tartar or Juice 
of Lemons diffolved in pure water: this ope- 
rates plentifully without exciting either heat or 
fever.

I do not mention 
Mercury, becaufe I never permit that medicine 
to enter into the body, unlefs the cure cannot 
| be performed by other things: 1. Becaufe it 
hath fomething fo incorrigible, that it almoft 
always leaves fome fad remains of itfelf in our 
fibres, where our greateft vigour lies, and 
thus brings on untimely old age. And as 
the mildeft medicines are always exhibited 
where the difeafe is light, fo Mercury íhould 
not be prefcribed in a gonorrhea; although 
it is of confiderable importance, and to be 
. commended in other ftages of the /ues.— 

The compound remedies are as follows : 

a. The Exftrafum Catholicon. This is a 
moít certain and general purger of phlegm, 
bile, and water, when prudently taken every 
other day: with this the ancients were well 
acquainted *,

vours to retain the glyfter as long as poflible ; 
- for then not only the thick fzces are difcharg- 
ed, but the effects of a purge are produced at 
the fame time. ! 

The laft method of purging is by liniments: 
thefe are impregnated with cathartic medica- 
ments; fo that being rubbed into the warm 
fin before a fire, they are impelled into the 
blood, carried by the veins to the heart and 
lungs, and thus into the arteries; till at length 
they perform the fame office as if taken in by 
the mouth. | 

The Unguentum Althee is greatly com- 
mended as a gentle laxative ; for if infants are 
very coftive, and fome of this ointment is 
rubbed into them in the morning, they will 
be purged thereby. This is not however fuf- 
ficient for the prefent purpofe; it is neceffary 
that other and more cathartic remedies fhould 
be made ufe of.

_ When an Apothecary is compounding aloe- 
tic medicines, he is thereby purged ; and 
there is fcarcely any cathartic that he prepares

We fhall now confider in what manner, 
and how long, thefe purgatives are to be ufed 
in a gonorrhea. 

Their effets: may be reduced to the four 
following heads. | 

I. They refolve the blood, ferum, and 
every tenaceous part contained within the vef- 


fels, 


i 
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fels, into water ; which are thus fitted to país 
thro’ the orifices of the mefenteric veins and 
arteries. Whence it appears that a modera- | 
tion is to be obferved in their ufe; for the a 
body, when too much purged, is deprived of 
its nourifhment, the aforefaid veflels are too 
much dilated and debilitated, and, if this eva- 
cuation is continued to excefs, all the humours 
of the body may be difcharged. | 

2. Befides their refolvent qualities, they 
have the property of determining the attenu- 
ated fluids backwards thro' the inteftines and 
urethra. 'Thefe effects are confirmed by expe- 
riments: what this power is precifely we are 
ignorant of ; nor i$ it my bufinefs to explain : 
neverthelefs, that they equally impel thefe 
fluids to the urethra as well as to the inteftines, 
is very apparent, becaufe every purge renders 
the urine more acrid. Is not the urine wholly 
tinged by only gr. vi. of Rhubarb? Does not : 
Caffia make it black? If we take Manna, do Boje / 4 
we not perceive a ftimulus in the urethra? 4d RA 
And does not a ftrangury arife after the aí- VERAM. 
fumption of Senna? So that in thefe medicines C Me 
there are certain fpecific qualities; fince no T 
one can be ftrongly purged but a ftrangury ac- 
companies the diarrhea, as was long fince re- 
marked by our late profeffor. 

3. Thefe qualities correfpond exactly with 
the defign of nature: for after the gonorrhea 
was added to the /uzes venerea, the virus was 
difcharged by a fluid fecreted in the srertbra, | 
as a fhorter way. Now fince purgatives re- 

folve.. 
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 folve the fluids, and determinate them thro’ 
the uretbra, they fo far affift nature. 

It is thus they cure a gonorrhea. But 
by what reafons is this hypothefis fupported ? 
The matter is a poifonous fpirit refiding in the 
woman, by which a man is affected : it is fo 
fubtile as to infinuate itfelf by accubition, con- 
cubition, fweating in bed, &c. But how is it 
that, after the congrefs of one man with fuch 
a woman, another man is not affected by a 
commerce with the fame woman? Beécaufe- 
the poifon adhering in the mucus of her va- 
gina coming in contact with the penzs of the 
man, the infection is thereby received by him, 
and extracted from her: from whence alfo it 
further appears, that the aforefaid remedies act 
agreeably to the defigns of nature. 

Is the cure effected by the phyfician? Only 
fo far as he affifts nature ; for if that is coun- 
teracted, all is ineffectual. And after the moft 
judicious treatment, the part cannot always be 
 réftored to its priftine ftate; for fometimes a 
white liquor, like oil of 3inóhdi, {till conti- 
tinues to be difcharged, tho' without any in- 
fection ; being nothing more than a /ulli- 
dun of mild fluid, fuch as we fee ouze 
from an imperfect ciccatrix ; becaufe the vef- 
fels, thro' which this fenaeeduis matter flows, 
continues to tranfmit too large a quantity of 
good juices: but this does not diminifh the 
ftrength, or infect others; nor is it of any 
confequence. 

How long is this method to be ufed? So 
long as there is a heat in the wrethra, a ícald-

If thefe do not purge fufficiently, add Scams 
mon. gr.i. vel gr. ij. reduce all to a powder ; 
which is to be continued, more or lefs, until 
the quantity of matter is diminifhed, its acri- 
mony corrected, and the colour white. 
Perhaps a /jf/ulg remains: but believe me, 
that is not to:be cured by wax candles, fharp 
injections, &c.* thefe aggravate the dfoncen, 
which is only a mere dilatation of the veffels. 
We may therefore be affured, that the method 
we have above related is the melt rational and 
fuccefsful, nay, the only way of curing a go- 
norrbea. | have omitted Balfamics, as Tur-

* Since the time our author read thefe lectures, a much 
better form, compofed of more fuitable materials, has been 
fubftituted in the room of wax candles; viz. “The modern 
bougies: which being compofed of emplaftic fubftances, 
when applied to the urethra, gently ftimulate the found, 
and really digeft the unfound or ulcerated parts: fo that, 
when cautioufly ufed, they will cure a fj/z/a of the 
anterior Jacuze, as l have experienced in three or four 
cafes.

But if the gonorrhea is compounded with 


other fymptoms of the virulent gonorrhea, or 
if a tin&ure of the /ues venerea hath infected 
the body, it is not to be cured in this manner, 
but another, mentioned in its proper place.

Ill. Bernardus Tolitanus t; a very eminent 
| phyfician, tells us, that the whole cure con- 
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taining to the gonerrbza more difficult to be accounted for. 
The learned Dr. Aftruc tells us, it is from infpiffated fe- 
men in the meanders of the tefticles: But whence that in- 
fpifíation ? Others have endeavoured to give reafons, which 
no more explain the caufe than the laft-mentioned author. 
The fact appears to be a tranfition of the virus from the 
urethra to thofe bodies. There are many inttances where 
this derivation is perfect, where the uretbra becomes fud- 
denly eafy without the leaft difcharge, and to which, in 
fome, it never returns : in others the tumor and pain is 
removed by a retro-tranfition to the urethra, and vice verfa. 
This happens often in the fame diforder.and perfon. Some- 
thing of the fame kind occurs in many other complaints ; 
as pains of the ftomach retiring to the head ; an inflamma- 
tion of one eye, to the other; a pain of the elbow, to the 
knee or fhoulder, as in the rheumatifm, @&e.

V. If to thefe you add the opinion of the 
learned Dr. Sydenham, you will fee, that after 
examining every method, and trying almoft 
every medicine, yet at laft he returned to the

. Before I come to other ways of curing the 
gonorrbea, Y thall proceed to fpeak of the fe- 
cond fpecies ; after which I fhall have a better 
opportunity of fhewing when an aftringent in-- 
jection is likely to be ferviceable ; and fo of 
the reft, as occafion offers, 


The Second Species of the GoNORRILE A. 


HIS is fituated not only in the anterior 

* part of the urethra above defcribed, but 

in the whole congeries of mucilaginous crypta, 
in the anterior part of the pends. 

In the firft fpecies the feat of the difeafe was 

not above a thumb’s breadth above the orifice 


of 
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of the urethra: where Morgagni has demon- 
ftrated the large crypta in the fuperior part of 
the urethra, the cavity of which would con- 
tain a grain of barley, notwithítanding the 
{mallne{s of its orifice ; and when divided, its 
internal furface appears to be perforated with a 
multitude of minute orifices. Hence it ts not 
one entire body, confifting of one orifice, but 
a true crypta, into which the humours are dif- 
charged from various parts. 

Terraneus has obferved, that there are two 
lateral /acune, fomewhat large, near the ex- 
tremity of the urethra; a little above thefe, 
other little glands; and fomewhat higher is 
the /acuna magna of Morgagni: higher ftill is 
the /acuna QCockburniaua ; and as we aícend, 
Cooper's, and thofe other glands already men- 
tioned. From all which we may conceive 
what a number of emiffories there are in the 
urethra. 

Dr. Cockburn further obferves, that being 
willing to enquire what was their ftructure, in 
conjunction with that eminent furgeon Saint 
André; having procured a feuis, and filled the 
lacuna Morgagni with wax, he noticed, 1, 
whilft the injection was impelling into that 
lacuna, it diffufed itfelf into all its lateral ori- 
fices, and thro’ them into all the emiffories of 
the remaining /zcuze, even to the curvature of 
the penis: the mutual commerce of all the 
glands became thereby very apparent. 2. K 
was remarkable alfo, that the ceraceous matter 
had paffed into the fungous fubftance of the 

| urethra, 
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urethra. f this communication is admitted, | 
it is obvious, that according to the degree of 
preffure, a mucus may tranfude thro’ the ar- 
teries into the cavity of the urethra: but 
where there is a greater refiftance at the ori- 
fice of this great /acuna than at the füngous 
fubftance of the urezbrz, the matter muft then 
neceflarily recede into that fubftance. 3. When 
this injection is performed with confiderable 
force, the veins furrounding the urethra are 
filled: the diforder, in like manner, may be 
propagated to them, and from thence into the 
blood. 1 

Thefe things being underftood, you may .: 
eafily conceive how difficult fuch a difeafe | | 
muft be to cure; when the feat of a gonor- 
rbea is not only in the great anterior /acuza, 
but when thofe placed higher up, even to the - 
curvature of the urethra, and Cowper's glands, 
are affected in the fame manner as the /a- 
cuna Morgagur. | 

^ The gonorrhea, of which I am now fpeak- 
ing, is when the venereal poifon has diffufed 
itfelf thro’ thofe /ecune, the glands of Cowper 
ftill remaining free: and the fungous fubftance 
of the urethra not yet eroded. 

— The fymptoms which this diforder prefents 
to us are as follows: | ios 

I. A greater quantity is always difcharged. 

2. The difcharge is more gradual: for as 
the /acung are fmaller the higher they are fitu- 
ated ; fo what they excrete paffes thro’ a longer 
and ftraiter paffage : whence the flux is more

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flow, but continual; that is, in a gonorrhea of 
the firft fort, the f/icidium is violent, but in 
this more conftant. 

3. Every fymptom felt in the firft fpecies is 
more fevere in the fecond. ‘The caufe of this 
diforder is, 


I. A greater acrimony of the venereal poi- 
fon. Of which it may be remarked, 

i, If a woman, who has commerce witha 
man, exercifes a more than ordinary venereal 
ardor, excited either by the afpect of her pa- 
ramour, or any other accidental caufe, the in- 
fe&ion the then conveys is by far worfe than 
what is received by an ordinary costus with 
proftitutes. The antients have obferved, that 
when a man is bit by a viper, he receives little 
or no injury, unlefs the animal was enraged. 

2. When the putrefcency has been long re~ 
tained, it increafes in malignity. 

From thefe two caufes this diforder is gene- 
rally produced. If a woman admits a man 
labouring under the worft gonorrbaa, and im- 
mediately has commerce with another who is 
found, with whom fhe indulges her libidinous 
paffions to a high degree; the laft man will 
be infected in the moít malignant manner, 
whilft the woman fhall be freed thereby from 
all infection : there are many examples of this

and whilft they are thus agitated, the matter 


is eafily diftributed from the great /acuna into.

4. The ufe of aftringents: by which the

a. If the venereal tabes becomes fo fharp as 
to erode the little orifices, and a brown liquor 
of confequence is difcharged, then fmall efchars 


arife on all thofe places; which are caft off in. 


It 
is for this reafon that I have been fo follicitous 


to guard you againít fuch practices in the cure 


of the firft fpecies.

But 
when a frefh infection is received, the difor- 
der afcends ftill higher: at leaft a man in

6. Extreme heat: whether from baths, 
common fire, medicines, climate, or motion ; 
more efpecially the laft, as riding, which we 
have particularly forbid. Racing, leaping, and 
hunting, are very injurious; for by all thefe 
the matter, which was defigned to flow out- 
wards, is the more repelled, and thus caufes 
the fecond fpecies of the gonorrhea.

i. An erofion of the fpongious fabric of the 
urethra. Y have lately related the experiments,

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by which we are affured every crypta has fuch | 
‘a communication with each other, that if the 
injection is ftill urged forward, it will pene- 
trate even to the proftate, cellulous fubftance of 
the uretbra, and glans. ‘The cellular fabric is 
ufually fo collapfed, that it is reprefented as à. | 
fimple canal by de Graaff; but this miftake is ' 
corrected by Ruyích. If then the venereal 
poifon is once diffufed in thefe cells of the /z- 
cunc, \t will not return, but fpreads through- 
out the whole fpongy texture, eroding the .

2. A reduction of the matter into the blood, 
and a commencement of the /ues venerea. This 
will appear very evident, when you reflect, that 
the veins which return the blood extravafated in 
_. the cells back again into the body, muft in the 

fame manner abíorb and convey the venereal 
poifon into the mafs of blood, and throughout 
the whole body ; whence a true /zes is pro» - 


duced.

matter, becaufe the fabric and orifices of thefe

This diforder often requires the moft effica- 
cious prefcriptions. — Braffavolus recommends 
deco&uons of Guaiacum, and mercurial oint- 
ments: yet even thefe, according to his own 
confeffion, fometimes fail. | | 

However, if there is no prefent fymptom 
of the dues venerea, I dare venture to promife 


a cure, fo far that a man may marry without 


the leaft rifk of infection, and that his pro- 


creative faculties fhall no ways be injured :. 


but I cannot fay that the pituitous difcharge 
fhall ceafe, becaufe of the aforefaid relaxation, 


and a kind of paralytic diathefis with which. 


the part is affected. Now if fuch patients fall 
into the hands of empirics, the profpect of

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cure is very uncertain. In fhort, with ex-. 


haufted bodics, and empty purfes, they are 
difmiffed incurable *. 


The CURE. 
"T HE object we fhould principally have in 


view, with refpect to the cure, is to take 
away the caufes, than which no one is of 
more importance than the erection of the 
penis. For this the moft ftrict diet is neceflary 
to be obferved ; fo ftri&t, as even to fuftain life 
with turneps, carrots, wheat, barley, oats, 3c. 
boiled in water only. Such patients íhould 
alfo be frequently macerated in the warm bath. 

This method generally fucceeds. 

_ | An error muft be avoided: as when phyfi- 
cians and furgeons, who are ignorant of theory, 
fuppofe it neceflary to ftrengthen the part. By 
fuch means the diforder fpeedily degenerates 
into the fourth fpecies; but fhould not this 
happen, it is rendered incurable: for as foon 
as the little orifices are conftricted, the viru- 
lence in the mean time not being extinguifhed, 


* ‘This remark, I believe, would pafs, without the au« 
thority of a Boerhaave. Well would it be, if there were 
not fome among regular practitioners, who both talk and 
act empirically, who promife rafhly, and perform little : 
with whom it is common to fpeak of a clap, without any 
diftinctions whatever, as a very trifling complaint; declar- 
ing a few days, or a week at fartheft, fufficient for the 
cure; when it is well known, in many cafes, to be ex- 
tremely difficult and tedious, according to the degree of 
infection, temperament of the patient, &e. | 


every 
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every crypta is filled and obftructed, then the 
moít intolerable diftention is felt throughout the 
whole penis, every part of which feems to be 
comprefled, and the urine is difcharged in a 
{mall ftream with the moft excruciating and 
coroding pain*. M 

Ruyích has dernonftrated in his figures, that 


the fungous fubftance of the urezbra, when ar- 


rived at the extremity of that paffage, is re- 
flected backward, and forms the gland; by 
this means, and this only, has it any commu- 
nication with the corpora fungofa penis: thus it 
is that a tumor of the urethra extends its whole 
length; and if this is in a great degree, the 
penis is inflected downwards: becaufe the cor- 
pora cavernofa penis are not aftected in the fame 
manner. | | 

As for the method of cure, all that has 


been recommended for the firft gonorrhea, 


muft here be repeated with double vigour, but 
chiefly purgation, which is to be continued till 
we are fure the whole poifon is expelled; then 


* ‘This fymptom, whether brought on by the improper 
ufe of aftringents, fever, &c. is the very fame as that de- 


.fcribed by Dr. Cockburn under the appellation of A/geao ; 


but as it is not here delineated in that full extent, as in the 
fourth fpecies of the genorrh@a, I fhall defer my obferva- 
tions on the //zede till we come to that fpecies.

The Third Species of tbe Gonorrhea. 
ge. IS happens when the infecting poifon 


proceeds fo far up the eroded urethra 
as the two lateral orifices of Cowper’s glands. 


 Thefe two orifices, by an invariable law of 


nature, difcharge themfelves in the curvature 
of the penis, immediately under the os pudzs, 


where the Jacune of Morgagni and Terraneus 


end. 


‘The fituatiom of thefe glands, with the pro-- 


cedure of their ducts till they terminate in the 
. fides of the uretbra, has been already defcrib- 


ed. . See pag. 113. 

If the venereal poifon afcends fo high, and 
infinuates itfelf into thefe orifices, whet 1 is the 
confequence ? Thefe orifices are placed direct- 
ly under the mufcult aceleratores urine; and 
when thefe mufcles act either in the expulfion 
of the femen or urine, their juices are impell'd 


to that very narrow part of the urezbra, left it 


fhould receive any injury by the impulfe of 
either the femen or urine. 
Thefe two long emiffaries, which in their 


natural ftate are empty, and never comprefled 


but when cither the femen or urine is expel- 
led, become greatly dilated, and conftantly 
difchar ge a much larger quantity when infe&ed 

by the venereal poifon. 
Thefe orifices may be infected either when 
empty or full. 'They are full when their 
| glands 
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glands are comprefled by the accelerator 
mufcles: when thefe mufcles comprefs the 
bulb of the wrethra, that fpace betwixt thefe 
' mufcles and the bulb (where there are other 
fmall glands) remains free; but fince. thefe 
emiffaries run partly without the urethra, and 
partly within it, till ey arrive at the os pubis, 
it $$ evident that their elands are never evacu- 
ated but when either the emen or urine is 
emitted by the action of thefe mufcles, or 
which very rarely happens from fulnefs: aíter 
which their emiffaries remain empty. 

If now the infectious matter afcends to thefe 
orifices, it may eafily infinuate itfelf into them, 
- becaufe of their declivity with refpe&t to their 
glands. When this happens, there arifes, 

1. A difficulty in difcharging the urine: be- 
caufe a little tumor of that part foon follows 
the reception of the poifon. - 

2. This fpecies was never obferved to arife, 
but when preceded by the fecond, and that by 
the firft gonorrhea: fo that when this fymp- 
tom follows the two former, we may fafely 
conclude it to be the third fpecies. | | 

The caufes are the fame as in the fecond 
gonorrbea, but more fharp and violent, and 
feated nearer the os pubis. 

‘The figns are, 

1. If after the two preceding gonorrheas, a 
difficulty of. making water arifes, and no mzt- 
ter is difcharged by preffling the zretbra ; but 
a conftant and {pontaneous diftillation either

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outwards or inwards: for if the infection once 
. enters either of thefe canals, it immediately: 
proceeds to the glands, caufing extreme pain, 
and a manifeft tumor, below the frofate in the 
perineum; that is, at the fides of the penis, 
about a quarter of an inch after it has left the 
snteftinum rectum. When this tumor appears, 
and the patient complains of the moft fevere 
. pain in this part, at the time of making water, 

many phyficians are deceived, fuppofing thefe 
{ymptoms to have nothing to do with the go- 
norrbe@a; on the contrary, you will ever find 
they arife from a preceding gonorrhea. 

.2. Such patients always evacuate thofe glands 
whenever they make water, which circum- 
fiance is peculiar to this fpecies; and with the 
laft drops of urine, a large quaetity of fetid 
ichorous matter is expelled. This is a fure 
fign; for in other gonorrheas it always comes 
away before the urine. If you would be cer- 
tain of the exiflence of this diforder, let the 
experiment be made as in the firft gonorrhea: 
when this is done, and nothing more comes, let 
that of the fecond fpecies be tried : after which 
the urethra muft be preffed in the perineum, 
not touching the fides, when nothing will be 
difcharged ; then place the finger a quarter of 
.an inch below the union of the reum and 
uretbra, and there prefs the bodies of thofe 
glands laterally ; if matter is then difcharged,. 
we are fare that a gonorrhea of the third fpe- 
cies is prefent. - j | 
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3. The difference of the difcharged matter 


from that in the two preceding kinds: for in 
them it is thick and homogeneous ; but here it 
is more fluid and corrupt, becaufe longer re- 


tained: it is alfo fetid, which rarely happens: 


in the two former, except in the fummer. 

4. Incurablenefs: becaufe the former me- 
thod is of no advantage here, the diforder ly- 
ing without the wrethra. A man in health 
difcharges his urine fix times in twenty-four 
hours: if this is done in equal time, thefe 
glands are evacuated every fourth, or fix times 
in twenty-four hours. 

The prognofis is as follows : 

1. The glands are entirely confumed, and . 
the putrid matter i contain is with difficul- 
ty expreffed: it preferves its fituation by its’ 
own gravity. Hence the pofture in which the 
patient lies in. bed muft be regulated, by the 
pofition, length, and ftraitnefs of the emif- 
faries ; from which much benefit may be re- 
ceived. 

2. An exefion of the membranes invefting 
thefe glands: thefe, by the medium of the 
cellular membranes, are connected to the neigh- 
bouring parts into which the diforder may pe- 

netrate. 

3. An ulcer arifes in the: membrana adtpofa 
about the ‘urethra: for the ulcers of thefe 
glands do not penetrate the urethra, but its 
furrounding flaccid cellular sid elses which 
is the true feat of every f/f/ula feated in this 
pus and by how much laxer this is, by fo 

M 3 much 
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the further will the matter infinuate itfelf. As 
foon as fuch an ulcer is formed, the matter is 


no longer difcharged thro’ the urethra, but 


difperfed amongít the cells of the membrana 
adipofa. : 2: 

4. A tranfition of the diforder thro’ the cel- 
lular membrane to the neighbouring parts. 
The urethra is furrounded by the proffates ; 
thefe by the membrana cellularis, which is con- 
tinned to that invefting Cowper's glands: 
whence it happens, that as foon as thefe laft 
are affected, the diforder is propagated to the 


Prwisrn. whole membrana profate; and in the fame 


manner the whole length of the zretbra may 
be affected, even to the glans; not in the fun- 
gous fubftance indeed, but in the common 
cellular tunic. The matter may alfo recede - 
backwards thro' the fame medium to the neck 
of the bladder and cnteftinum rectum. - 

5. A fiftulous ulcer in ferineo, moft diffi- 
cult of cure: 1. Becaufe the emiffaries of 
Cowper's glands being no longer capable of 
difcharging ; the fecreted matter having found 
another paflage, is depofited in the cellular 
membrane : 2. And as this membrane is very 
dilatable, tumors of various fizes form, and 
difperfe themfelves thro’ its fubftance. 

6. As the diforder {preads, it infects all the 
neighbouring parts of the perineum, fcrotum, 
profiate’s, urethra, penis, vefica, inteflinum rec- 
tum, and even the thigh. All thefe confe- 
quences may arife from the neglect of a fimple 


gonorrhea, which is of courfe followed by a

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fecond, and a third; at length phyficians are 
confulted ; and when a tumor is perceived in 
the glands, a furgeon is called in, who being 
ignorant of the difeafe, all the above Íymptoms :

1 the worft effect of all the others, when it 
fpreads into the thigh.

-'Thus we fee that a fimple gonorrhea may 
degenerate into an amazing variety of evils, 
and at laft terminate in the worít fpecies of 
the /ues venerea. :

Í Shall not in this place treat of all the above- 
mentioned fymptoms, as they properly be- 

- long to another diforder (of which hereafter), 
but confine myfelf to that by which Cowper's 
elands are affected, in confequence of a third. 
gonorrhea. | | 

1, All that was required in the fecond go- 
norrbea mutt be here again repeated. — — 

2. Thefe glands fhould be frequently but 
gently exprefled, fo that they may be eva- 
cuated without being injured. The’ patient. — | 
fhould be enjoined to lie as much as poffible 
on his face, or at leaft his body fhould. be fo 
inclined, as that the natural perpendicular af- 
cent of thefe du&ts being inverted, their. dif- 
charge may be facilitated. The expretiion 
fhould be repeated every quarter of an hour.

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3. If this method fhould fail, and the tu- 
mor continue, or be increafed, we muft take 
other meafures: the purgative courfe muft be 
again repeated: and we íhould endeavour te 
form an abfcefs outwardly in the perineum ; 
and when thefe parts are diffolved by fappu- 
ration, and maturated, the abfcefs muít be 
opened with a lancet. 

.' But firft let me advife you to call in the 
affiftance of fkilful phyficians; give them the 
.hiftory of the difeafe ; and intimate your fear, 
left the glands, by fuppurating inwardly, fhould 
difperfe the virus thro’ the membrana adipofa ; 
the only way to prevent which is by an exter- 
nal opening. It may be objected, that the 
glands will be deftroyed by fuch a’ procefs : 
They will; but then they are by no means 
neceflary to life, which otherwife is endan- 
eered by the fpreading of the diforder. To 
promote their fuppuration, let the bulbs of 
onions and garlick be baked in an earthen pot 
till they be reduced to a pulp: to 31j. of which 
add 31.8 ef oatmeal, and $i. of frefh butter : 
boil the whole with milk to the confiftence of 
a poultice, which fhould be repeatedly applied 
. till the integuments are greatly attenuated. Or 
the following cataplafm may be ufed.

The cold muft never be admitted before 
the tumor is foft, and points outwards, when 
we mollify it yet more: afterwards the abdo- 
men and thigh are to be compreffed, and the 
finger introduced into the anus; by all which 
the tumor is rendered more prominent, and 
may be opened with a lancet without the leaft

The next thing indicated is a depuration of 


"the part ; which, like all other glandular fub- 


ftances, is of a fcabrous fungous texture: for — 
this purpofe we make ufe of turpentine, with 
the yolk of an egg and aloes, than which 
there is not a better digeftive. If the /;us is 
large, and very foul, it ought to be cleanfed 
with Unguentum ZÉgyptiacum, which is the 


very beft detergent in this cafe, 


We are to proceed thus till we are fure that 
every part is perfectly clean. But if any one 
attempts to produce the fame effects by the 
ufe of ftronger medicines, he will thereby in- 
creafe the diforder to fuch a degree, as not to 
know which way to ac. Many inítances 
might be brought from authors in proof of. 
this affertion. 

A certain eminent writer informs us, that 
fuch a cafe occurred to him, which was fol. 
Dew. oo lowed 
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lowed by a diminution of the external dif- 
charge, and a painful tumor at the neck of the 
bladder : a fever coming on, another phyfician 
was called in: they then gave the patient 
more than ten grains of Turbith Mineral :- this 
was repeated above ten times ; notwithftanding 
which, the diforder ftill increafing, a furgeon 
was fent for, who being equally ignorant of the 
nature of this complaint with the two phyfi- 
cians, ufed a variety of means to recall the 
difcharge, but in vain; for in a few days the 
whole body was covered with venereal puf- 
tules. 

Thefe things afford us a ftriking inftance of 
what grofs errors even the moft flilfal practi- 
 tioners may fall into, who in curing difeafes 
do not confider the iu@iute of "e parts af- 
fected. 

If therefore the flux ceafes, and a painful 
tumor fucceeds, with a heat in the $erzzeo, or 
even when preffed no matter paffes thro’ the . 
uretbra, we may then be affured an ulcer is 
formed without that canal. The cafe then — 
becomes fo intricate, that moft pra&itioners 
are at a lofs how to proceed: they try every 
thing in order to expel the matter in vain : 
at laft they have recourfe to mercurials : but 
from the above it plainly appears what ought 
to have been their practice. 

When. the fuss are well opened, and 
cleanfed from all purulent matter, the diforder 
is for the moft part cured; but if not, the 
worft venereal /zes arifes. 


When | 
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When the matter is in this manner brought 
X. outward, we have a /jfula, which terminates 
“not in the wrethra, but outwardly in the per7- 
neum. By how much more the ulcer is di- 
lated, by fo much more eafily it is cured, be- 
caufe every part is more acceflible to digeftives, 
and the difcharge of matter more free: on 
this account we fhould cautioufly avoid the ufe 
of tents, | 
We fhould apply the moft powerful digerents, 
whenever we fee the fides of the wound floccu- 
lous or floughy ; fuch as Aloes, or Unguentum 
JEgyptiacum ; by which laft an efcar is made 
in the {pace of twelve hours, when it muft be 
taken away, and exchanged for a fuppurative 
application, ‘This alternate dreffing mutt be 
continued till the floughs are intirely removed, 
and the bottom of the ulcer is of a flefh co- 
lour: after which a common digeftive is to be 
applied during the granulation of the wound, 
remembring at the fame time to preferve the 
opening. If there is no fever, the bottom of 
the wound appearing natural, and the fus good, 
we are fure the venereal poifon is difcharged : 
we may then at length bring on a cicatrix with 
fafety. But if a fungofity remains, apply the 
following : |

If this medicine is applied gently to the fun- 
gous fides of the ulcer, it produces an efcar 
with more eafe than the red precipitate, which 
caufes too great pain: after which we are to 
! infpect 
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infpect whether the wound continues floccu- 
lous, or covered with flefhy papille. ‘The fol- 
lowing may likewife be ufed. 
K Ung. aurei 2i. MT 
Mercur. precip. albi 31}. 
M. and apply as above. Both thefe induce an 
efcar, and fuppurate at the fame time. 

Theíe things being done, the phyficians 
will conclude whether it be proper to heal the 
wound, or otherwife ; in which they will be 
determined by the condition of the $us, and 
the laudable ftate of the bottom, and lips of 
the wound. Mercurial applications muft be 
remitted, and the part drefled with the Un-. | 
guentum Bafilicum fimplex: but if the flefh 
grows luxuriant, we again return to mercurial 
medicines. | 
_ If, after all, a new mus is di(covered, we 
mutt purfue another method; wiz. that of a 
vigorous ptyalifm ; becaufe we dare not pro- 
pofe further incifion. | 

The falivation muft. be begun whilft the 
wound is open, that the matter may be dif- 
. charged. | 

And fo long as it continues, the circumja- 
cent parts of the wound muft be preferved 
flaccid: nor is the wound then to be healed 
before all the venereal matter is expelled. If 
the cafe is at all curable, it will yield to this 
method *, | | dui

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The Fourth Species of the Gonorrhea. 
Sa H E. neck or extremity of the vefca urz- 


"aria in men is ftrictly furrounded by 


| the /pbinéter vefice ; at which place the muf- 


cular tunic of the bladder difappears, and the 
interior mucilaginous membrane only paffes 
out, which, after a little afcent, is furrounded 
by a glandulous fubftance, denominated wey 
gala, or janitor, by the Greeks. | 
We know that this gland is large in men, 
and fo involves the urethra, that it appears to 
be loft within its fubftance. In this part that 
canal is more confined than in any other: its 
length is about half an inch, in which twelve 
orifices, proceeding from as many diftin& por- 
tions 


cafes: But fince we generally find the membrana adipofa 
confiderably wafted, and the lips of the wound coníe- 
quently hollow, from whence much inconvenience arifes, 
lam of opinion that there fhould be either an excifion of 


the excavated fkin, or that it fhould be opened and de- 


firoyed by a cauftic. By fuch a procefs the external aper- 
ture is preferved open, without the leaft danger of clofing 
anmaturely ; a circumftance by our author juítly efteemed 
of the greateft importance. The medicines he recommends 
for the depuration of the wound are in general good: they 
are not however in common ufe at prefent, except the 
Ung. /Egypt. Neverthelefs there is not one effect arifing 


| from his favourite Pracipitat. alb. but what may be at- 


tained by the Przcipitat. rub. when mixed with a common 
digeflive, in a ratio proportioned to what the wound re-v 
quires: he is however undoubtedly right with refpect to 
Ítrong eícarotics, (uch as the dry application of the Precip. 
rubrum ; for then an efcar of fome thicknefs is produced, 
and the difeharge for a time fuppreffed. . This medicine, 


all others of the kind, and even the Unguentum JEgyptia- 


cum, 
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tions of the froflate, appear : at the fame place |, 
the apertures of the two ducts from the veficuly 
feminales may be feen: thefe run'thro' the fun- 
gous fubftance of the urethra, and open them- 
felves below. There is alfo another common 
orifice proceeding from each veficle. 

Therefore, befides the exhaling pores, the 
 urétbra has in this part fifteen orifices, fo pa- 
tulent as to admit a hog's briftle. 

This then is the moft dangerous part, in 
which I place the feat of the fourth gonor- 
rhea. ! 

If you recolle& the penetrating nature of 
the venereal poifon, and with what horrid ve-- 
locity it affimilates the found humours with 
itíelf ; if you confider the defcent of the zre- 
zbra in this place, with its re(tricted fituation ; 


cum, have precifely the fame effects, in proportion to their 
itrength: but as he has cautioufly guarded againft fuch an 
effect as much as poflible, by the alternate application of 
an emollient digeilive; fo the fame fecurity may be ob- 
tained by a like proceeding with refpe& to the Precipitatum 
rubrum, or any other medicine of fimilar properties. His 
directions with-regard to keeping the wound open, till the 
infection is wholly cvacuated, by a ptyalifm, are very ju- 
dicious and effectual in the cure of obftinate venereal f/f- 
tule. ‘The falutary effects of a falivation however are not 
confined to venereal diforders: they are daily experienced 
in fiftulous and phagidence ulcers, &c. of different kinds. 
And here I cannot help obferving, that the celebrated Pafte 
of Mr. Ward, which, if I am rightly informed, has really 
cured feveral fi/iule, caufes a falivation in fome conftitu- 
tions, in whom it is principally attended with fuccefs. I 
am alfo afiured that Elecampane, which is a principal in- 
 gredient in that Pafte, augments every natural fecretion, 
and frequently falivates.

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you will eafily fee, that if the virulent matter 
afcends fo high, thefe fifteen canals, together 
with the proftate and wveficule Db ne ease may 
be affected. 
This fourth gonorrhea ici proceeds from 
a third, whofe feat we have fixed in Cowper's 
glands, under the os pubis: foa third arifes 
from a fecond, as we have already explained. 
But I believe fuch a propagation is com- 
monly caufed by a perverfe treatment of a 
gonorrhea ; as when aluminous, mercurial, fa- 
line, and even vitrolic medicines are thrown 
up the urethra, by way of ftopping the dif- 
charge. If thefe fucceed in the beft manner, 
_an efchar is formed ; for if you touch the fa- 
perficies of an ditor: with fach medicines, it 
will be conftricted, dried, or the part rendered 
infenfible and dead, from the conftri@ion of 
the folids, and a coagulation of the fluids: 
hereby an efchar is made, under which the 
live parts caufe an inflammation and fuppura- 
tion, with a feparation of the efchar. Hence 
all thefe injections ftop a gonorrbea, but be- 
fore nature has removed the caufe: fo that 
the matter being now no longer difcharged, 
is repelled to this place; whence nothing is _ 
more frequent than a total fuppreffion of urine, 
the bladder at the fame time greatly diftended ; 
attended with the moft excruciating pains, and 
followed by a paralyfis of the vefica. have | 
feen a man unable to fit, and ftamping the 
ground with his feet, in a ‘fate of de{paration, 
for tw enty- -four Lota, .becaufe unable’ to dil- 
charge 
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charge one drop of urine. I have alfo feen 


fatal hemorrhages excited by furgeons, who,

contrary to my opinion, introduced the cathe-

P. I agree with our Author, that the common catheter 
can be feldom introduccd without the confequences he has 
defcribed, becaufe of its inflexible rigidity, by which it is 


apt. to enter into the fides of the fwelled and obftructed 


urethra. We may neverthelefs pafs the flexible or worm- 
catheter into the bladder; for this eafily complies with the 
natural curvature of the pafiage, making its way where 
there is the leaft refiftance, viz. thro’ the canal.. But if 
we aim at fomething more than prefent relief from the 
drawing: off the water, this catheter fhould be covered. 
with fome proper plafter, in the form of a bougie, leaving 
the orifices at the extremity open. By this means the 
paffage of the urine is preferved; and the urethra, where 
conftricted, fwell’d, and inflamed, from the fuppredfed dif- 
charge, is gently ftimulated and digefted ; whence the dif- 
charge is reftored; by which the ifchury, and every bad 
fymptom, is at once removed. Such a cafe lately fell un- 
der my obfervation, where a gentleman was fo much dif- 
trefled and endangered by a fuppreffion of urine (from 
what Dr. Cockburn calls 4/gedo) that his life was defpaired 
of. His urine was at fome times drawn off by the com- 
mon catheter: at other times that operation did not fuc- 
ceed; for tho’ the inftrument really went as high, yet, 
from the confinement of its extremity, and the pain the 
patient endured, it was apparent it entered into the fwell'd 
and fpongy parts, in the fides of the upper extremity of the 
urethra, followed with a hemorrhage. The flexible ca- 
theter was propofed, and fucceeded admirably : it was next 
covered with plafter; it fuppurated the part, whilft its 
outward extremity being ftopped with a cork, the urine 
was emitted only when the patient wanted. The catheter, 
thus covered, was kept in four days; after which there 
was no more occafion for its ufe, for the patient was per- 
fectly cured of his complaint in that time, who for three: 
weeks before fuftained a miferable life, wholly depending 


on uncertain relief from the common catheter. This

dreadful fymptom, or a/gedo, is not very unufual ; and tho’ it 
arifes now and then from an injudicious treatment, is not al- 
. Ways to be accounted for; nor does it conftantly affe& Cow- © 

.. per's glands, the proflate, or veficule feminales, efpecially if 
fuch a method as that I have mentioned is practifed in good 
time. The a/zede is not peculiar to any one fpecies of the 
. gonorrbea : it is however the immediate caufe of the worft 
effects, fuch as our author has ranked in the third and fourth: 
clafles. But thefe, notwithftanding what he has advanced 
againít injections, catheters, and candles, may be entirely 

removed by fuch means, if they are made ufe of before a 
real fuppuration begins in the profate, @c. As to injections, 
(See note, p. 137.) T have already explained how the flexible 

catheter may be ufed, both for drawing off the urine and 

promoting a difcharge of matter, as a bougie: and when 
we come to ftrictures, caruncles, &c. I fhall fpeak more 

particularly of the bougies now in ufe, with fome improve- 
ments in their ftructure and application. But before I quit 
this fubject, I fhall further obferve, there is one remarkable 
fymptom more attends a venereal gonorrhea, tho’ but rarely, 

‘viz. an inflammation in, and a contraction of, the vefca 
urinaria, attended with a total fuppreffion of urine. A 

German, aged 25, had a clap, in which the heat of urine, 

chordee, and other bad fymptoms, were confiderably di- 
minifhed ; when at length he found not only a difficulty 
of difcharging his urine, but that its quantity was very 
fmall: at laft it was totally fupprefled, together with the 
running ; when he felt great pain about the region of the 
bladder and loins, not being able to endure the leaft com- 
. preffion on the lower belly, which was very hard, but no 
ways fwelld. “The catheter was introduced, tho’ with 
great difficulty, and drew off about a quarter of a pint of 
-urine mixed with purulent matter: the end of the in- \ 
ftrument was covered with the fame: after which he grew 
more eafy. I bled him plentifully, put him in a femieu- 
pium, gave him a glyfter and turbith vomit: the two former 
relieved him a little; the two,laft did not operate. He 
complained of fhiverings, ups ur and very thirfty ;

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to be be a congeries of twelve membranous 
cavities, which being placed. in a conical 
form, compofe the frofate gland; each of 
thefe is furrounded with its own proper mem- 
brane; fo that they do not communicate 


with one another; but all are invefted with 
one external common membrane: arteries in- 


numerable are diftributed thro’ their fubftance ; 
and by their glandular fabric a limpid fluid is 
fecreted, without either fmell or tafte, like oil 
of almonds: it is of a balfamic quality, and 
fo that he drank plentifully of foft infipid liquors. The 


next day I drew off nearly the fame quantity as before, 


and plainly perceived the bladder was greatly contracted, - 


containing no more than what came away. By this he 
was again relieved. I next purged him plentifully with 
Calomel, &c. his running returned as before; after which 
he foon grew well. From the large quantity of liqucrs 
this patient drank, and the difproportionate quantity he 
voided, in the fpace of three days ; the apparent contrac- 
tion of the bladder, together with the $us found in its ca- 


vity ; it evidently proves, either that the matter of the fup- . 
preffed gonorrhea found accefs into the bladder, or at leaft 


that it acted fo powerfully on the fphincter, and pofterior 
parts of the urethra, as to produce an inflammation in the 
bladder, with a fuppuration of its villous or mucilagingus 
coat, by means of' its continuous vicinity. By the thick- 
nefs, Cc, of the contracted bladder, in all probability the 
extremities of the ureters were fo much compreffed, as no 


longer to difcharge the urine into the bladder; whence. 
. the fmailnefs of its quantity, and the extreme pain of his | 
back. Iam inclined to think that this diforder, together | 


with thofe peculiar to a third and fourth gonorrhea, ,are 


fometimes caufed by the patient fleeping in a fupine!

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_ ferves as a defence to the nerves. This liquor, 


according to Leal Lealis, is a nutritious pabu- 
lum to the future atit; in its paffage from 
the veficule feminales. We are told each por- 
tion is thus furnifhed with a diftin@ emiffary, 
that there may be no part in the urethra to 
which their projected liquor cannot come; 
and thus furround the apertures of the femi- 
nal veficles, that not one drop from thence 
can be difcharged but it muft be mixed with 
this liquor. You may now eafily fee the 
poffibility, if the venereal poifon affects one of 
thefe glands, of its forming an ulcer there ; or 
if all the twelve are contaminated, that the 
whole fubftance may be confumed thereby. 

But if thofe parts which lead to the ve/rule 
feminales are infected, a diforder arifes above 
the urethra; for if the poifon gains admittance 
into the three emiffaries demoniftrated by Mor- 
gaeni, it eafily proceeds into the veficles, which 
are placed high in the perineum, and commie te 
ed with the vefica urinaria and inteftinum rec- 
tum, and have a commerce with the vafa de- 
ferentia teflium. 

If therefore the. diforder occupies idis im 
fo far up the urethra, the cure is abundantly 
more difficult than in any other fpecies of 
gonorrhea. 

In the firft fpecies the matter inflames all. 
the fpace thro' which it pafles ; but here it 
flows thro' the whole tract: it MT ex- 
coriates, and frequently caufes ulcers : befides, 
the expurgation is almoft impracticable, on ac- 
count of the part it occupies. I well know 


N rà i that 
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that fome rath and unfkilful furgeons pretend 
to effect this by their remedies. I would afk, 
what is it to purge a glandular part? Is it 
any thing more than to throw in good juices 
thro’ the arteries, and that with fuch force, 
and in fuch quantity, as to wafh away the con- 
taminating and contaminated ? Nothing more 
has hitherto been effected in this cafe, by the 
moft efficacious medicines, than giving the 
parts fuch a difpofition, as they might lefs re- 
fift the expurgation and difcharge of the dif- 
order. I would further afk, what we are to. 
do, if the difeafe occupies the proffate and ve- 


_feule feminales? Almoft nothing, unlefs fo

happy a turn takes place in the conftitution, as 
to enable the part to expel it by the mere 
ftrength of nature. 

There are fome who make ufe of wax 


candles dipt in mercurial ointments, Cc. but: 


thefe can by no means reach the feat of the 
diforder ; or fuppofing they could, they would 
caufe a concretion of the whole urethra, which 
in this part is the thinneft, as it is not covered — 


by the fpongy bodies*; and the fubftances by 


which it is furrounded are of a lax texture, 


being only the cellular and the fibrous mem- 
branes of the profate, together with the glan- 


* A concretion may arife from the ufe of wax candles, — 
for ought I know. The bougies, however, in prefent ufey _ 
if rightly managed, have no fuch effect ; but, on the con- 
trary, are found a very fafe and effectual cure for almoft 
every obftru&tion in the urethra. It is apparent our author .

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dular cellular fponges, of which that body is 
made up: and it appears from furgery, that 
there is no part more fufceptible of inflamma- 
tion and fuppuration, nor any more difficult 
of cure than the cellular membrane; for there 
every diforder is apt to become fiftulous, fi- 
nuous, C. : 

If the profates are melted down into matter, 
which is retained within its membrane, there is 
then fome hope of expurgation, if the emif- 
faries are yet open ; but if they are clofed, the 
matter fpreads into the neighbouring parts, and 
may be propagated to the vefica urinaria, in- 
tefiinum rectum, veficule feminales, vafa ejacu- 
lantia, epididymides, tefles, fcrotum, perineum, 
Gc. efpecially if the conftitution and ftrength of 
the body is impaired, which moft commonly 
is the cafe in thefe patients: fuch I have my- 
felf feen, and even much worfe than what 
Vercellonius defcribes ; where the whole cel- 
lular membrane of the vefica has been wholly 
confumed, difcharging a putrid pus: where 
the inteftines have been penetrated, and the 
excrement has paffed out on the fide of the 
Jérofum. I had alfo a cafe under my care, 
where the diforder fell on the upper part of 
the perineum, and diffufed itfelf every way: 
the vefica urimaria was fo much eroded, that 
the urine continually drained thro’ the ferz- 
neum, fcrotum, and pubis: for fach there is nc. 
cure. Some of thefe miferable patients how- 
ever remain in tolerable ftate fo long as they 
purfue fuch methods as prevent the propa- 

N 3 gation 
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gation of the difeafe, and preferve the opens 
ings from clofing till nature affords a benign 
fuppuration : without this, nothing can avail ; 
and further, repeated falivations are of no ufe : 
the fame is true of decoctions. And when 
fuch parts are fumigated, the outfide indeed 
receives fome benefit, but the internal mucous 
parts are not in the leaft affected. 

If you view the diforder in this light, you 
will conclude with me that it is incurable. 
We fhould oppofe the exhibition of. any 
Internal medicines before the parts are well 
laid open by'incifion. If, for inftance, in the 
lues venerea, where the zibiz is infected, the 
furgeon opens it by a large incifion dire&ly 
down to the bone, the part is preferved open; 
nor is it fuffered to clofe till good pus is pro- 
duced: at which time nature often caufes a 
feparation; by which means a reinfection from 
the otherwife retained matter is prevented as 
much as poflible: for if this procefs:is neg- 
lected, the infection creeps inwards. | Some 
furgeons indeed promife the fame effects from 
the application of cauftics; but herein they 
err: for by fuch medicines the parts are al- 
ways conftricted. ‘The knife is the only good 
dilator. 


As foon as ever we perceive a gonorrhea of | 


this kind, we muft immediately prefcribe a 
diet, in which there is nothing pinguous; as 


decoctions of bread, raifons, endive, lettuce, and - 


forrel, or weak broth, feafoned with a little 
falt and vinegar. The body fhould be fuftained 
with 
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with laxative, emollient, emaciating, and anti- 
putrefcent food; to which may be added a 
fmall portion of falt. Such a patient muft be 
immerged in the hot bath ; by which he is. 
the better difpofed for depuration, which we 
propofe to do by falivation ; for thereby every: 
humour is fo much attenuated, as to be eva- 
cuated gradually, and eafily, by the force of 
nature. E 

You will obferve this cure feems more pro- 


3 perly adapted to the /ues venerea, when dif- 


perfed throughout the body. Method, how- 
ever, requires its» being mentioned here, be-. 
caufe neceflary to the cure of this diforder. 
We: have already feen, that all thefe evils 
arife from the corrofive venereal poifon having 
infinuated itfelf in the pinguous cellule, con- 
taminating the fat in the flaccid  cellulous: 
finuss. When the. venereal za£es finds ac- 
cefs into thefe thro’ the eroded wrethra, the 


.diforder always creeps upwards, as Vercello-. 


nius has remarked, who tells us; that he has 
feen thefe fjfula’s proceed even to the mons 
Vener ls. ; 

This diforder, fo far as I have been able 
to learn, can never be cured, except every mt: 
nute particle of infectious matter 1s difcharged: 
outwardly, by nature or art. In the /ues ve~ 
nerea that may be done, whatever part is af- 
fected, tho’ moft difficultly when feated in the 
fats for there the finuous crypf@ impede its fe- 
paration. Ye will perhaps fay, it may be etg

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ed by mercury: but if the teftimony of Syden- 
ham is to be regarded, that mineral does no- 
thing more in the /wes than diffolve the hu- 
mours, and difpofe them for expulfion. To 
make this more evident, fuppofe a thorn, or 
any other pointed fubftance, infinuates itfelf 
into the body: if inwardly, it there remains 
till feparated by the ws vitz ; if outwardly, 
it caufes an inflammation and fuppuration, by 
which the parts in conta& are diffolved into a 
fluid laudable pus, and with it the thorn is dif- 
charged : it is not corrected, but expelled by 
the ws vite. The /ues venerea in like man- 
ner infinuates itfelf into the fat, where it is 
fuppofed mercurials may a& upon it fpecifical- 
ly; but in reality they do no more than nature 
 herfelf in the former cafe, viz. by inducing a 
kind of putrefadion on the humours, they 
promote its expulfion. Hence I infer, that when 
the venereal zabes has got into the pinguous 
crypt@, you can never expel it, tho’ you fill the 
whole body with mercury; but if you diffolve 
the humours, fo as to render the whole body 
flaccid, and then difcharge the poifon by other 
means, the cure is performed ; but if the leaft 
^ — particle be left, it will break out again. 

I have frequently tried fumigations, unctions, 
and large dofes inwardly, without being able - 
to produce any falutary effect, either by the  . 
{pecific or extinguifhing power of mercury, - 
In fuch a cafe the humours of the body fhould —

to oil, even in outward applications, by ex- 
cluding plafters and ointments from fuch places, 
and ufing aqueous topics as the moft emollient. 


The body fhould thus be filled with aqueous 


and emollient remedies, till it becomes in fome 
degree hydropical. JI am not ignorant that 
fome, on this account, have mifreprefented 
me, as if I cured the lues venerea by inducing 
a dropfy ; but this 1s not worth notice. 3. By 
an external bath, or by expofing the affected 
parts to the fteam of warm water: fo that. 
both outwardly and inwardly they may be 
relaxed as much as poflble. 4. By exciting 
a ptyalifm with argentum vivum, {o as to pro- 
mote a ftrong but gradual falivation. The 
reafons upon which this practice (condemned 
by fome) is founded are as follow. 
1. It is plain and obvious, in the prefent cafe 
efpecially, that the diforder occupies the adi- 
ous membrane; becaufe, if a very fat man is 
falivated for the lues, his corpulency will be 
fo greatly reduced that he becomes like a dr 
fkeleton, from the evacuation of his fat. Hende 
it appears, that mercury has the power of at- 
tenuating a tenacious oil to fuch a degree, that - 
it may pafs out of the body in the form of 
water; for in the whole cure nothing of fat 
was ever feen to be difcharged, either in the 
faliva, fweat, urine, or blood. As therefore 
the /yes venerea refides in the fat, the whole 
cure confifts in attenuating that fubftance. 
. 2. When- 
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. 2, Whenever a fat man is falivated, he al- 
ways emits a cadaverous fmell. A young man 
of a gocd conftitution takes mercury for the: 
dues bat. within three days he will have figns 
of an approaching falivation, viz. a cadaverous 
balitus from his mouth and faliva. 

From hence it appears, that we ought to 
fill the: body with water, macerate the parts... 
affected. in warm baths, and diffolve all the 
oil by mercury. i-e afr 

- I£.the patient has ftrength enough to go thro’ 
the whole proceís, he will recover; but not 
otherwife. If mercury is exhibited before the 
body is thus difpofed, a falivation does not 
cure in the end, nor is the zzes expelled. 

5. In the fifth place, every thing before re-. 
commended in a third gonorrhea is to be again:

Notwithftanding the danger of meddling 
with fuch a cafe, yet when l1 faw the mifery 
he. endured, and obferved that in all other 
refpects the patient was healthful, I called in: 
the affiftance of a fkilful furgeon, who, by

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opening all the finus’s, made a perfect cure. 
He had before fuftained feveral falivations, fu- 
migations, Gc. neverthelefs fomewhat was al- 
ways left in the cellular membrane of the 
Jcrotum, which, the parts being laid open, was 
expelled by proper digeftive dreffings. | 
On this account I have always defpaired .of 
curing this gonorrhea, where incifions are not 
practicable, unlefs thofe finus's are unexpect- 
edly cleanfed by a mercurial ptyalifm. Thefe 
things being done, we are cautioufly to avoid 
applying any medicine of the oleous kind to 
thefe fj/ule, unlefs it is firft converted into 
foap: for this reafon we profcribe ointments, 
fince whatever is oily blocks up the paffages, 
ufing only lotions of the alkalefcent kind, as - 
water impregnated with Sal Ammoniac vel 
Marini: by thefe the parts are preferved open, 
and cleanfed at the fame time ; but if oint- 
ments are applied, the poifon is locked. up. 
Lupum in flabulo occludis. ve ib dil 
Hence at this time honey, aloes, and Vene- 
tian foap, are of the greateft ufe next to water, - 
efpecially when. mixed with a little Spiritus 
Vini, Spiritus matricalis Burrhi, & Spiritus 
Vini Theriacalis, If the parts are too flaccid, 
the finus's are then to be filled with thefe . 
medicaments ; by which nature will be en- 
abled to caufe a feparation by thofe apertures : 
but if we are not able to effect’ this, the cete 
is incurable ; the miferable patient becomes-a - 
burthen to himfelf, and a fpectacle to others. 


b But 
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But a moft excellent remedy, in this cafe, 
is the vapor of mercury, applied morning and 
evening to the open finus’s. The method of 
doing this is by fprinkling 81. of cinnabar upon 
burning coals, at the diftance of a foot, or 
thereabouts, from the part affected ; to which 
it is conveyed thro’ a thin iron tube, for the 
{pace of feven or eight minutes, when a thin 
eícar, refembling a fpider's web, will appear 
on the wound ; after which the above fapona- 
ceous medicines are to be applied *.

* Our author has omitted to mention the principal and. 
moft frequent, tho* not the only caufe of a multiplicity of 
finus’s in this part, viz. the extravafation of urine, which al- 
molt always follows a fuppuration of the proflate, and gene- 
rally finds accefs into the original abícefs. The urine paffing 
thro’ the perforated urethra infinuates itfelf into the cellu- 
lar membrane, fometimes to a great extent, as appears by 
the cafe mentioned in Note, p. 104, where it deftroyed the 
glutei mufcles. "Phe vefica urinaria is fo well defended by 
nature againft the ftrong, ammoniacal, faline, and calcu- 
lous difpofition of the urine, as to fuffer no injury from 
thofe properties; but when it efcapes from thence into 
other places, it produces inflammations, abíceffes, and Hy- 
tule of the worft kind, not to be cured, even after all in- 
fection is removed, but by the moft compleat dilation of 
every excavation : nor can we then infure the patient from 
a return of the diforder, unlefs we are fo happy as to heal

. and that for feveral reafons: 1. If the urethra has fuffered 
a lofs of fubftance, as it commonly does, the edges of the 
wound, like all other membranes, contract themfelves, 
and recede from the orifice. 2. Every time the patient 
makes water, the acrimonious urine paffing thro’ it ftimu- 
lates the part to a further contraction, and preferves the 
aperture till the retracted edges become callous.

produces a lofs of fubftance in that part, it can never after- 
wards be reftored, as we every day fee in deep cancres of 
the glans penis. 

The only way by which a cure of fuch a fi/fula.in peri- 
néo is to be obtained, depends entirely upon the Bougie :- 
but here I do not mean thofe in common ufe: they muft 
be fuch as abfolutely prevent the egrefs of urine thro' the 
wound, without which there is fcarcely a poflibility of fuc- 
cefs: nor will the common catheter anfwer this purpofe 5 - 
for no man can bear that inftrument conftantly in the wre- 
thra and bladder, without the utmoft pain and danger. 
'This Bougie muft have the quality of that inftrument as 
a canal; and that of the common Bougie, as flexibility, 
mildnefs, and digeftion: all which is attainable by the 
worm-catheter, when covered with the fame plafters ufed 
in compofing common Bougies. With thefe (introduced 
with its ftyle, which muft then be pulled out, leaving the 
catheter in the part) the patient need not be confined: they 
yield every way, and adimit of any motion without injury ; 
and are to be renewed only when the plafter is fornewhat 
refolved, which will be in proportion to its confiftence: I 
have fometimes let them remain for four days together. In 
the mean time the outward wound is not to be neglected : 
callofities are to be confumed, digefted, and incarned: and 
tho’ the zretbra is never reftored, yet, by the concretion 
of the teguments, a firm fubftantial cicatrix may be 
brought on the part: after this is done, a common Bougie 
fhould be frequently introduced, and continued till there 
is no danger of a ftricture from the cicatrix. If the fur- 
geon is not furnifhed with the above-mentioned catheter, 
he may make one of equal ufe, by winding a fmall well- 
tempered wire upon a ftyle, covered as that is directed : 
after which a fmall wire muft be introduced inftead of the 
ftyle, that it may have ftrength to pafs the urethra into 
the bladder.

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1. From what has been faid you may judge 
what is to be done when the flux of a gonor- 
rhea ceafes, and a tumor fucceeds.

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From hence alío we are acquainted with the 
ifchury, which fometimes fucceeds a gonor- 
rhea, even after it has been long cured *, We 
are frequently fent for to men who are íud- 
denly feized with a fuppreffion of urine, at- 
tended with extreme anxiety.

had before attempted to introduce the catheter : 


in vain, declared the paflage was filled up with 
carnous excrefcences.. Altho' I never knéw this 
diforder prove mortal, I have fecn it continue 
for twenty-four hours, till, by a fudden and 
violent convulfion, fome purulent matter was 
at length expelled ; after which the urine was 
voided with confiderable pain I.

have the authority of Boerhaave, Brunner, Dionis, Palfyn, 
Petit, and the late Mr. John Douglas, &c. (of whom I will 
venture to affirm this age has not produced a more accu- 
rate anatomift or an honefter man) that they never faw a 
true carnous excrefcence in any part of the urethra, ex- 
cepting in or near its anterior extremity.

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I had an opportunity of examining the feat 
of the diforder in a certain gentleman, which 
I found to be in the proffates: thefe were fo 
much fwelled, that not a fingle drop of urine 
could be expelled till the retained pus was dif- 
charged. :

by Dr. Aftruc. But if I might be allowed to diffent from 
that excellent writer, I fhould rather propofe the fide of 
the rhaphe precifely where the incifion is made in cutting 
for the ftone ; where all the inconveniences that arife are 
lefs than thofe attending that operation. A large per- 
forated worm-bougie may, with the affiftance of a ftyle, 
be eafily introduced thro' the canula of the trocar into the 
bladder, where it is to be kept as a conductor for the urine 
till the fuppreffion is removed. Some, I know, prefer 
making the puncture above the os pubis, where the high 
operation is performed : but this is attended with fo much 
danger, that in all the cafes I have ever feen, or even heard 
of, not one fingle perfon has recovered, excepting the 
fuppreffion was removed immediately after the operation ; 
for the urine efcapes thro' the wound of the bladder into 
the abdomen, caufing the moft violent inflammation, foon 
terminating in a gangrene of the parts on which it lies. 

But when a fuppreffion of urine happens, we fhould be 
very careful in our enquiries whether it fubfifts in the blad- 
der; for when (as it fometimes is the cafe) the diforder is 
in the kidneys, the inflammatory fymptoms are extended 
from thence not only to the ureters, but even to the vefica 
urinaria and its fphincter, much refembling a fuppreffion 
of the bladder. Such was the cafe of a gentleman men- 
tioned by Riverius, in his firft obfervation, which had 
-been for fome time miftaken for a fuppreffion in the 
bladder. ura 


There : 
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There is always a little of the venereal 
tincture remaining in thofe places, which is 
very curable without a falivation, according to 
the rules laid down in the fourth gonorrhea, 
if the proftates are firft emptied and afterwards 
well expurged. 

But if, under the notion of deftroying the 
excrefcence, wax candles fmeared with ef- 
charotic medicines are introduced, they excite 
intolerable pain; and though they fhould by 
chance feem to cure, yet the diforder returns 


for the moft part in a fhort time *.

* Our author having defcribed the effects of the venereal - 
poifon on the veficulee feminales, proffates, and Cowper’s glands, 
with the fiftula, in which it terminates, feems to intimate 
that ftrictures of the urethra are alfo peculiar to thofe parts; 
whereas there is no portion of that canal exempted from 
a ftricture. I am however of opinion with him they 
are the confequence of a fiftula, for the reafons alledged 
in the preceding note. He condemns wax candles with. 
the greateft reafon: he might have included probes of cat- 
gut, lead, filver, fteel, and canulas of the fame materials, 
through which efcharotics and even cauftics were applied 
. to the fuppofed caruncle. In fhort, as he has fubverted 
the theory, he might with equal juftice have exploded |

occupied by the ftriture was digefted, wafted away, and 
the diforder cured. This author adopted the opinion of 
caruncles without the fupport of a fingle fact : he attributes 
fpecific virtues to his compofition, and is guilty of many 

O other | 
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A. From what has preceded, we may learn 
what to think of the cure of a gonorrhea 
by fudorifics; fome have thought it curable 
by thefe. You know that in the firft ftage, 


the venereal difeafe was fo volatile as to dif- 


 fufe itfelf prefently through the whole body ; - 


that in the fecond, ulcers appeared ; and in 
the third, the gonorrhea broke out. In the 
firft ftages, I would not deny but that fudo- 
rifics might cure: it is certain, however, that 
they do no fervice in a. gonorrbea *.

other empiricifms. His method, however, has been imi- 
tated, and bougies formed of very different materials, which 
have been found to anfwer equally with his, as thofe of 
Mr. Sharp, Warner, &c. Thofe I ufe are made of equal 
quantities of mercurial and foap plaifter, ftiffened in pro- 
‘portion to the warmth of the feafon with rofin, wax, and 


levigated antimony. ‘The grand point is, to get through - 


the ftricture; when that is done, the cure is feldom long in 
fufpence: but this is attended with great difficulty; for

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B. What is to be thought of a cure by 
diuretics? ‘This method has prevailed almoft 
every where, but chiefly among empirics, who, 
fo far as I have been able to learn, have ren- 
dered their patients miferable thereby. It is a 
practice deftructive to the human race, and 
ought to be every where exploded. 


a. They tell us, the origin of the gonorrhea 


is in the blood; and that the reafon why it 
affects 


virulenta ficca, or dyfuria venerea fica, taken notice of by 
Dr. Aftruc. This diforder has frequently occurred to me 
in practice, tho’ not attended with all thofe fymptoms 
recoréed by the laft-mentioned writer ; who alfo defcribes 
it as principally affecting the proffates and veficule jeminales. 
Whether thefe are ever affected, or no, I will not pre- 
tend to determine. The complaints generally related by 
{uch patients are, a burning heat in the urethra, gene- 
rally conftant, tho’ fometimes remitting ; extending the 
whole length, or fixt to fome one or more particular 
parts of that canal: nor did I ever perceive it to be accom- 
panied with the leaft running. ‘The moft common feat 
of this heat is from the curvature to the extremity of the 
penis, tho’ it now and then afcends higher. It is neither . 
the attendant or forerunner of any other difeafe, but 
conftituting in itfelf a real, painful, obftinate diforder, very 
dificult of cure. Nor is any thing more true than the 
obfervation of Aftruc, that a gonorrhea fica is much worfe 
than that with a running ; becaufe the poifon, being'rc- 
tained, erodes and injures the place affected the more on 
that account. ‘This complaint is fo difficult to remove, 
that all the means ufed in the virulent gonorrhea attended 
with a running are here of no manner of fervice. What. 
then is to be done? I anfwer, that if a running is excited 
in the part, and kept up a proper time, the heat, and 
its ftimulating caufe, will be removed which may be done 


- without the leaft danger or inconvenience, by throwing 


up the white Precipitat, in the form and manner recom- 
mended in Note, p. 224. If this be repeated every morn- 
‘2 ing, 
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affects the urethra is, becaufe nature deter- 


mines it there, in order that the virus with 


which the blood is impreffed might be dif- 


charged and cleanfed by the urine as a lixi- 
vium appointed by nature as the general purger 
of the blood ; and that this appears in all dif- 
eafes where the humours degenerate. 

b. They fay, that diuretics in a fingular 
manner determine the action of this lixivium 
to the wrethra ; that the poifon is deterged, as 


ing, a large difcharge will be promoted, and continue for 
three, four, or five hours in moft cafes: after which the 
flux ceafes, and the heat is abated; returning however 
‘towards night, tho’ in a fmaller degree than before. The 
injection is thus to be ufed daily, till nothing more of the 
heat remains; which in fome is three or even five weeks. 
This method is in general effeCtual. But when a dif- 
charge cannot be promoted, itis then only we need have 
recourfe to other methods; the beft of which is that re- 
commended by Aftruc; vz. vigorous frictions of mer- 
curial ointment on the part; becaufe, as he fays, the 
poifon in thefe cafes not being difcharged by a running, 
there is the greater need of fpecifics to correct it. Dur- 
ing the frictions it cannot be improper to purge the pa- 
tient every two and three days: yet notwithftanding this 
has been continued for a month, the complaints fre- 
quently return ; then the frictions are to be repeated, and 
increafed fo as to make the mouth fore ; the mercury be- 
ing carried downwards as before, to prevent a ptyalifm. 
Should this fail, a falivation muft be entered upon with- 
out delay. From what has been faid (all which I have 
experienced feveral times in practice) it appears, that it is 
(otherwife than by injection) cured with the greateft dif- 
ficulty ; and that it 1s at length overcome by the fame 
procefs as a confirmed /ues venerea. A patient, whofe 
urethra I could never ftimulate to a difcharge, nor cure 


by mercurials outward or inward with the addition of

Thefe are the two fundamental hypothefes, 
by which thefe men füpport their method as

, pens that a gonorrhea fimplex, if it flows free-

I would afk thefe men, Whether a gonor- 2 
rhea that is not thus mild, and whofe dif- | 
charge is lefs free, ever cures itfelf? Or, if it —— 
requires greater help, whether diuretics alone 
are fufficient for its cure ? ! 
A decoétion of mild diuretics in water, as 
leaves of goats rue, rue, capers and liquorifh, 
have frequently cured many gonorrheas, with 
great abftinence, from fat efpecially ; but thefe 
are not fufficient where the matter is either 
yellow, green, or thick, accompanied with a 
heat in the urethra. 3 
Where thefe fymptoms appear, I allow they 
change their method, and exhibit every kind 
of turpentines and balfams, which yield a 
{weet odour to the urine; whence it is they 
place every requifite for cure in Cyprus, tur- 
pentine, balfam of Capive, Peru, Mecca, and.

c. Tulpius, Bartholine, or both, have given 
it as their opinion, there are certain poifons in 
nature, which, when taken into the body, 
difcover themfelves principally in the urine; 
as Millepides, Vermes Majales, and Canthari- 
des. By thefe the quantity of urine is in- 
creafed, becomes feetid, and of a high flaming 
colour: if the dofe is large they produce a 
true gonorrhea, not to be diftinguifhed from 
one that is venereal; whofe matter is vifcid, 
yellow, and even bloody, accompanied with 
painful ereétions, All thefe effects may be pro- 


| duced by the exhibition of 91. of Cantharides.

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and difperfe an obftinate venereal gonorrhea. 
Hence it was that the Tin&ura Antinephritica 
of Tulpius became fo famous throughout Ku- 
rope. This tin&ure is made by infufing pow- 
der'd Cantharides in Spiritus Nitri dulcis, by 
which an effervefcence arifes, that will con- 
tinue for more than fix years, If the glafs is 
well ftopt, the effervefcence feems to ceafe, or 
elfe it expels the cork, or burfts the vial: from. 


whence Homberg affirms, that there are per- - 


petual effervefcences betwixt acids and fome 
particular alcalies. Bartholine infufed or boil- 
ed the flies in Spiritus Vini, and thus com- 
pofed a medicine which is faid to cure the 
moft obftinate gonorrb@as, under the title of 
Tin@ura ad Gonorrheam. | 

Whilft young in practice, I exhibited. thefe 
tinctures to feveral leucophlegmatic patients: 
amoneft the reft a gentleman, fufpecting he 
had fomething of a gonorrbea, wanted a medi- 
cine that would both difcover the diforder and 
facilitate the cure. I gave him a fmall quantity 
of the Tin@ura Cantharidium, defiring him 
to take only a few drops now and tnen ; but 
he, defirous of difpatch, took double the quan- 
tity at one time, and was immediately feized 
with a violent itching and heat in the wrethra, 
accompanied by a continual dribbling of urine, 
yellow and green matter, ftriated with blood. 
Thefe complaints were foon allayed by a fo- 
mentation of warm milk, and drinking plen- 
tifully of liquorifh-tea and milk *. We

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We fee that thefe medicines have the pro- 


.perty of rendering the urinary falts fo acrid, 
. as to corrode the nervous tunic of the bladder, 


depriving it of all its mucilage ; and of ex- 
citing a convulfion in the part, by which fome- 
times even blood is difcharged. | 

I would now enquire, of what fervice thefe 
are in a gonorrhea? For my part, I never faw 
one inftance where they cured:. on the con- 
trary, they only create a violent ftimulus, and 
an incredible flux of matter. For this reafon 
they are never given by a good practitioner, 
unlefs the patient is of a lax leucophlegmatic 


temperament, and the gonorrhea of the mildett 


fpecies. | 
A gentleman on his travels had a moft ob- 


 fünate gonorrhea, of feveral years ftanding, 


without producing any other complaints. Hav- 
ing in vain confulted the moft eminent phyfi- 
cians of every country, he was at length per- 
fuaded by an empiric to take a tin&ture, which 
appeared to me to be made of the Vermes Ma- 
jales, or fuch like; which excited fuch a 


heat and drynefs, that the matter, which be- - 


fore was thin, and flowed freely, became ftiff, 


obflinate gleet has continued after the infection appeared 
to be cured. As I ufed the utmoft caution with refpect to 
the dofe, it never produced thofe fevere fymptoms related 
by our author: on the other hand, I never faw the leaft 
benefit arife from its exhibition: it generally created a 
frefh heat in the uretbra, and increafed the running. But 
if an advantage is to be obtained by any preparation of 
Cantharides, that of the Hofpital Difpenfatory feems to

Itisthe opinion of our Author, and the beft practi- 
tioners, that nothing, either internal or external, fhould 
be given to ftop the difcharge from the urethra before 
we are well affured the infection is perfectly cured; and 
the evidences on which we depend for that information ~*~ 
are frequently fo equivocal, as fcarcely to admit of a 
pofitive determination: I have known fome of the beft 
| judges 
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water and honey ; without which I believe a 
gonorrbea cannot be well cured ; becaufe no- 
thing is more natural than to draw out the re- 
ceived poifon by thofe very paflages through 
| | which 


judges deceived herein: I have feen the /wes arife after a 
feemingly innoxious, colourlefs, and filamentous running 
has difappeared ; and on the other hand, no fuch effects 
have fucceeded one that ceafed whilít yellow or green, 
accompanied with a fmall degree of heat. Thefe I allow 
to be peculiarities: they are however neceflary to be — 
known, not only as cautions in practice, but as antidotes 
to prefumption and cenfure. The running generally 
goes off with the infection, where no indirect methods 
have been ufed in the cure; and where the patient has 
not been guilty of excefs, or obliged by his fituation in 
life to ufe improper exercifes : for this reafon, among the 
lower clafs there are none fo difficult to cure as drawers, 
coachmen, riders, &c. In thefe an obftinate gleet gene- 
rally remains for a long time, and unlefs they relinquifh 
their bufinefs, is fcarcely to be cured. In fuch cafes 
I have made trial of the moft celebrated medicines : 
fometimes one and fometimes another has fucceeded : but 
I never met with one at all times effectual ; nay, a fingle 
cafe has frequently eluded the feparate or combined forces 
of every celebrated remedy. "l'hofe from which I have - 
received the greateft affiftance are Balfam Capive, alone 
or with Rhubarb; the Pulv. Styptic. of the Edinburgh 
Difpenfatory ; and Balf. & Oleum Succini. 

I fhall poftpone what I have to fay concerning the ad- 
vantages of injections to a more proper place: but before 
I conclude, I cannot help mentioning a remarkable cir- 
cumftance of a patient of mine, who during a gonorrhea — 
had always a yellownefs of the tunica albuginea of both 
eyes, equal to any thing I ever faw in the jaundice. 
This fymptom always abated in exact proportion as vhe 
infection was fubdued, and vanifhed intirely when the 
cure was completed. ' 

The eyes however are generally affected in fome man- .— 
ner by a lafting gleet: the pupil is dilated, and Font

Thofe who have attempted this by aftrin- 
gents, have not only failed in their defign, but 
alfo rendered their patients miferable. 


but little when fuddenly expofed to the light. From 
whence it fhould feem, that the nerves of the eye were — 
impaired. Such effects fo frequently accompany that. 
complaint, as inclines me to afcribe it to that caufe. 

In others it fometimes happens that the globe of the 
eye is diminifhed in bulk, The cilliary edges of the eye- 
lids (inftead of being, as they naturally are, fmooth, tenfe, 
and exactly adapted to the fphere of the cye) are then 
more loofe and unequal, and when clofed a hollowne({s 
appears at each angle. | 

Riverius has given us fome admirable prefcriptions for 
an obftinate gleet ; fuch as the Conferva Fructus Brufci, 


. Aqua Quercetani, &c. by which, we have the teftimony 


of that great man, the worft gleets were cured ; and the 
Collactanea Chymica Leidenfia contains many valuable forms 
for this purpofe, authorifed by the moít eminent pro- 
feffors of that univerfity. 

I have had frequent occafions to obferve, that the folu- 
tion not only increafes the difcharge, but creates a frefh 
heat in the zrebra, Experience has alfo informed me, 
that Dr. Nickoll’s prefcription is of no ufe. I have alfo 
given a fair trial of the advertifed Jefuit’s drops, whofe 
effects very nearly refemble thofe of Balfam Capivi; but, 
as adminiftred by thofe whofe property it is, generally 
produces fwell'd tefticles, buboes, and a confirmed yes 
venerea, Many patients, who had taken that medicine, 
have at different times applied to me (and I doubt not to 
others) in fuch circumftances. 

I: remember the decoétion of Burdock to have cured 
one perfon of a gleet; but tho’ given to many others, 
had no fuch effect: and I know a gentleman, who gave 
Jarge bolus’s of the Vifcus Quercinus to feveral patients 
for fome time without any fervice. 
| got 
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a. If the beft Alumen Uftum is diffolved 


in water, we have a fweet liquor, which, when 
properly diluted, warmed, and applied to any 
humid ulcer on the body, caufes a white efcar 
that will feparate in three days, leaving ihe - 
furface of the wound more clean than before. 
If a venereal ulcer, in the hand, for inítance, 
is wafhed with fuch a liquor, it becomes white, 
contracted, and within twenty-four hours de- 
prived of all its moifture: in lefs than three 
days a cruft falls off, when the matter returns. 


‘again, and the wound appears more clean. It 


produces the fame effects precifely when ap- 
plied to any venereal ulcer of the hand, &e, 
For this reafon, when ulcers are too moiít, 
fkilful furgeons touch them with calcin'd alum, 
in order to conftringe the veflels. 

So far as I have been able to difcover, al- 
moft every Arcanum is compofed of alum; or, — 

2. Of Saccharum Saturni, and every kind 
of faturnine preparation. When thefe are 
mixed with foft fluids, they have a faccharine 
aluminous tafte, more fweet than the former ; 


but produce the fame change when applied to 


ulcers. 

3. Vitriolum: Ido not mean the Cyprus, 
or white, but the common green, or Roman 
Vitriol. This is one of the moft important ex- 
ternal medicines; and when diluted makes 
the fame alterations on ulcers as the two 
former. | | : 

When thefe medicines are applied to thofe 
places from whence the gonorrhea is di-. 

charged, 
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charged, they induce a little efchar in thofe 

arts; and if the diforder is feated in the an- 
terior Jacune only, the flux will be ftopped in 
three or four days: and thus the cure is fpeedi- 
ly completed. en | 

Where the gomorrbea has been extremely 
mild, there I admit fuch a method has fome- 
times fucceeded : it 1s neverthelefs extremely 

fallacious ; for if made ufe of where the dif- 
"order is fomewhat more fevere, it is followed 
by tumors, and a variety of other evils. 

b. The other method is by injecting certain 
medicinal preparations, of qualities oppofite to 
the venereal poifon : but thefe are fo injurious 
to the human frame, as to endanger the life 
of the patient. For inftance, corrofive Subli- 
mate is of fuch an acrid burning nature, that 
it deftroys every kind of animal bodies; yet 
when mixt with Sal. Tartaris, it immediately 
becomes mild and inoffenfive. There are 
certain poifons injurious to one animal, by 
which another is no ways affected: for in- 
ftance,. we frequently fee a peftilentious dif- 
temper rage amongft one fpecies, as oxen, &e. 
whilft men, horfes, fheep, &c. are wholly ex- 
empted from the infection. On the contrary, 
when the plague rages amongít men, all other 
animals efcape the infection. 

Some phyficians have boafted, there is not 
a poifon in all nature, to which medicine does 
not afford fome known antidote. | 

Now the /ues venerea is a moft acrid poifon, 
chiefly infecting the human fpecies : I would 

| therefore 
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therefore afk, what is the medicine which, 
when applied to the human body, will deftroy 
that poifon? Some have ventured to publifh 
they were poflefled of fuch an antidote: I 
confefs myfelf however intirely ignorant of 
any fuch medicine. 

The famous Dr. Cockburne, in his treatife 
of the gonorrhea, has declared publickly that 
he was poffeffed of fuch a remedy. His me- 
thod, as far as I have been able to difcover, is, 
that as foon as the venereal virus is received in 
the parts of generation, either of men or wo- 
men, outwardly or inwardly, he was able to 
extinguifh the infe@ing poifon by a mild li- 
quor, tolerable to the nerves, not in the leaft 
aftringent, repelling, or corrofive, but pof- 
fefled of genuine fpecific qualities as an anti- 
dote. Was fuch a fpecific known to me, I 
would at this time openly and candidly com- 
municate it to you: but whilft it remains con- 
cealed, we muít depend intirely on the word 
and candour of this gentleman. — — 

I have feen feveral: patients who had been 


"treated according to this method, that de- 


clared they were not perfectly cured: -ne- 
verthelefs, I am convinced that this is the 
moft innocent of all the other methods by 
way of injection, efpecially as it is made ufe 
of in the beginning of the diforder. 

I once requefted this gentleman, by letter, 
to difcover his Arcanum; which he refufed, 


. tho' it is the part of every beneficent man to 


t. commu-

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communicate whatever may be of fervice to 
his fellow-creatures *, 


* T fhall now fulfil my promife with regard to Injec- 
tions.  At'the beginning of a gonorrhea, the injections 
recommended by our author are excellently adapted to 
anfwer all the intentions he propofes, efpecially where 
preceded by wafhing and bathing. His whole procefs, 
both with refpect to the defign and compofition, fo far as 
I know, is entirely new, and enforced by the ftrongedt 
reafons. What renders it ftill more valuable is, that it is 
not only a rational and practical method, but a very fuc- 
cefsful one. J have made ufe of it in every cafe where 
he has recommended it with the happieft effects. The 
impropriety of thofe injections which have prevailed at 
different times has been fully canvafled, and fet in a true 
point of view by our learned author. But as an obfti- 
nate gleet is fo common a confequence of very bad or ill- 
treated gonorrhaza’s, I thall propofe two medicines, which 
have generally fucceeded when internals fail. ‘The firft 
is the Spiritus Sal. Marin. diluted according to the fenfi-. . 
bility of the uretbra, which I find very different in various 
perfons. I throw this up twice a day, increafing the 

.Ípirit by degrees. In this manner the urethra will be fo 
inured to and hardened by the injection, as to admit its 
being thrown up of an amazing ftrength, without the 
leait uneafinefs. After the three or four firft days the 
running is diminifhed, and in about ten or twelve, at 
fartheft, goes quite of: notwithítanding which, I con- 
tinue it for fome time every other day, till there is no dan- 
ger of a relapfe. The other injection is the White Preci- 
pitate Lotion before- mentioned, and recommended in the 
Algedo. The way I ufe it is by injecting a (mall quantity, 
the ftrength of which muít be fo properly fuited to the 
urethra as to caufe a little heat, and excite a greater dif- 
charge, which will continue for about an hour: after this 
{pace the running goes intirely off for the remaining part 
of the day. I thus repeat the injection at the fame 
time, once in twenty hours, till nothing is to be feen 
or fqueezed out of the urethra in the morning: and after 
this, once in two or three days, for a week or more, 
to prevent a relapfe. I never make ufe of this method 
 myfelf, but when internals fail, and there is no other 


remedy. Nite 
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Notwithftanding I have made the moft dili- 


gent enquiries, 1 have never yet been able to 
find one inftance of even a recent gonorrhea 
cured by baths or injections alone. 

E. In the laft piace, let me fee what may 
be advanced in favour of efcharotics applied 
to the zretbra by means of wax candles. Oba 
fervations teach us, that in every gonorrhea 
the urethra is eroded, and even fometimes ul- 
cerated: where it does not difcharge freely, a 
lues (tho’ very feldom) may arife: the flux, 
however, may be excited with eafe and fafety 
by mild inje&ions, and with infinitely greater 
advantage than by corrofive applications, in 
their nature deftructive to the human frame, 

Some however, urged by the obftinacy of 
this diforder, have injudicioufly attempted to 


cure it by applying medicines to the part, 


which, by their greater tenacity, might re- 
main longer in the wrebrz than injections : 
they mix fuch remedies as are in general 


' thought proper for ulcers, and introdace them 


to the part affected. | 
This method would indeed appear fome- 


_ what plaufible at firft view, were they to mix 


. foft balfamic ingredients, by way of emolli-. 


ents and fuppuratives, fuch as Maftich, Oli- 
banum, Myrrh, Sarcocolla, Balfamum Peruvi- 
anum, Ct. But inftead of thefe they ufe. 


mercurial, vitriolous, and íuch like metallic. 


neration of the urethra. - 


efcharotics, which for the moft part caufe in- 
flammation, a greater füppuration, and dege- 
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And fecing the diforder occupies the finuous 
cryptee of the urethra, it is apparent thefe re- 
medies cannot have the leaít accefs thither, 
tho’ they are capable of caufing the moft acute 
pains and tumours in that part. 

It is alfo well known, that the ulceration 
and difcharge are thereby greatly increafed ; fo 
that were it poffible to cure the infection by 
thefe means, a perpetual JWllicidium would 
remain for the molt part. 

It is therefore eafy to form a right judg- 
ment of this method. Were we poflefs’d of a 
real antidote, then indeed it would be proper 
to apply it topically, in order to extinguifh the 
venereal poifon: but as fuch remedies only 
erode the parts, they ought never to be ad- 
miniftered *.

* Notwithftanding the boafts of Daran, it is obvious 
his, or any other the beft-formed Bougies, can never 
cure a virulent gonorrhea, for the reafons alledged by our 
author: they cannot reach the eryftz of the /acunz, where 
. that diforder is feated. All that a Bougie effects, is either 

the dilatation or fuppuration of the part in which it lies 
in clofe contact. ‘The urine is fometimes hindred from 
a free paflage, and its flream very fmall, where there is . 
not the leaft contraction or ftricture in the urethra, viz. by 
fome of the vifcid matter of a gouorrhaa partly glewing 
up the fides of the urethra. This complaint is inttantly 
removed by the introduction of any kind of Bougie, Se.

2. Alexander Petronius fays, that ** if an 
obítinate gonorrhea (which does not enfecble, 
but gradually diminifhes, and brings on a dy- 
fury) be left to nature, it will be cured." Ac- 
cording to this opinion, there is a twofold go- 


complicated with a cancer of the part) by the frequent 
introduction of a leaden Bougie, &c. In like man- 
ner the uretbra, anus, nares, meatus auditorius, €fc., may 
be enlarged, when they cannot fuffer a continued ap- 
plication. The next and moft important effect of a 
Plafter-Bougie is fuppuration, obtained only by fome 
hours continuance, wafting away the ftricture by gradual 
diffolution. If therefore it can be introduced beyond a 
flricture, it acts with a double force, and generally makes 
a {peedy cure. If this does not fucceed, it may be fur- 
thered by cutting (See. Note, 5. 162.), when near the 
extremity of the penis. With refpect to Bougies, we have 
an eminent inftance that a remedy may be, and often is, 
extolled for qualities it does not poflefs ; but when in the 
hands of judicious practitioners, is converted to real ufes, 
unthought of, and never propofed, by its firft patron and 
inventor. 

T So far as I have been able to difcover from obferva- 
tions, an infectious gonorrhea communicates the fame 
diforder to a clean perfon, without variation; but not 
till the eruption of the diftemper ; for in practice we ge- 
nerally find, that if fuch an infected man has commerce 
with his wife before the running appears, fhe commonly

If a finuous ulcer rifes in the fungous body of 
the urethra, there will then be fuch a fjfula a8 
generally happens after the decay of the cellular 
membrane in any part of the body. Hence 
it follows, if the venereal taint is deftroyed, 
and a gonorrbea {till remains corroding the in- 
ternal parts, the ulcer will not be cured by an- 
tivenereal medicines: then he fays nature is to 
take her courfe. This notion deferves a more 
attentive confideration than is commonly ima- 
gined, if you would be certain of the. real 
caufe of the flux: and even if all fear con- 
cerning the /ues fhould be removed, yet ftill 
we fhall have reafon to dread left the difcharge 
become immoderate, or the difeafe enter into 
the whole cellular fubftance. : 

'The beft remedies in this cafe have often 
proved unfuccefsful, as I have experienced in 
two inftances: the firfl was that of an Englifh

erection as foon as it was cured. He then 
committed himfelf to the care of a man, who 
burned the Part with ftrong efcharotics, which 
brought on violent pains, increafed the dif- 
charge, and reduced the patient to the loweft 
degree of emaciation ; but when his health 
revived the erection returned, and the dif- 
charge appeared as ufual. : 
. An eminent writer advifes the patient in 
thefe cafes to commit himfelf to nature, to 
live in a warm climate, and to ufe warm baths, 
in order to keep the parts conftantly flaccid ; 
and I am of opinion it is much better to leave 
perfons to nature than torture them with a va- 
riety of remedies; efpecially as it is undeni- 
able that they are capable of begetting very 
found and healthful children, notwithftanding 
this complaint *. uen. 

A gonorrbea is never worfe than when re- 
ceived from a common ftrumpet, who has 
juft lain with an infected man: and when fe- 
veral perfons, any of whom having a gonorrhea, 
ufe the fame woman, the laft will always find 
himfelf the worft affeCted by it. 


* A man is not only capable of procreation whilft la- 
bouring under an obftinate and incurable gleet, but even 
when he has a ftricture of any part of the wrethra, and 
tho’ the ftream of urine be even as fmall as a crow's 
quill. I have known feveral men troubled with ftri&urcs 
for many years, who neverthelefs had as regular a fuccef- 
fion of children as others who had no fuch diforder. 
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_Of rhe Symptoms of the Gonorrhea, 
‘And firft of tbe PuyMosts. 


HERE are many fymptoms in the go- 
norrbea more troublefome, and more ta 
be dreaded, than the gonerrbea itfelf ; among 
which we may reckon that difeafe of the prz- 
putium which was called by the Greeks gipcaeis; 
and by the Latins /ffulatie, It was a cuftom 
for thofe among them, who kept fervants, to 
knit the preputium together in fuch a manner 
that the g/ans could not be produced from it, 
'The method of performing this operation 1s 
defcribed by Celfus, lib. vil, chap. 25. The 
purpofe for which this was done was obícene, 
From hence, when the praputium is by dif- 
eafe rendered incapable of being drawn back, 
it 1s called QIU.c0ts. 
The words ex:giwors and Tra po LM. 8 6 have 
occafioned fome ambiguity." If ez. be taken 


in the fenfe in which it is underftood in Celfus, 


it fignifies the diforder arifing from the glands 
being covered ; and megagijsecis means a cir- 
cular tumor of the preputium drawn back be- 
hind the glans; but the nature of the Greek 
language does not forbid us calling either of 
thefe diforders ginwors. | 
This diforder of the preputium is one of the 
moft frequent and troublefome complaints that 
gan happen in a gonorrhea, whether it aps 
| E pears 
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tute of this part receive very little injury: and 
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pears before or behind the glans : but as it is 
confined chiefly to the preputium, thofe who 
are circumcifed efcape it. The inveteracy. of 
this evil arifes from hence, that the preputium 
is of a texture different from the reft of the 
body, baving neither mufcle nor contractile 
fibre, and internally confifüng of a thin cu- 
ticle. This epidermis | is never callous till after - 
a phymofis. If it be examined in erection, the 
cellular membrane appears. exceffively attenu- 
ated, and never fat but in eunuchs. The reft 
of its ftru&ure is compofed of arteries, veins, 
lymphatic veffels, and nerves: it is almoft 
tranfparent, and naturally pendulous. If thefe 

arts are at all injured in the time of exten- 
fion, they will be much lacerated. 

Now as the preputium is .moft irritated in 
coition, it receives the poifon, to which it is 
directly applied, as foon as it is warm and ex- 
panded: and if we confider the natural fabric 
of the part, the number of veífels, the attri- 
tion, the heat, we fhall not be at a lofs to ac- 
count for the obftinacy of the complaint in 
this place. 

It is the worft when it happens i in the. in- 
ternal furface, as may eafily be imagined from 
the nakednefs and fenfibility of the part. 

The firft fymptom is generally an inflamma- 
tion. Jam of opinion “that almoft all gonor- 
rbea's are occafioned by its internal membrsne 
being affected ; for thofe who have been defti- 


as 
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as long as the leaft inflammation remains here, 
no progrefs can be made in the cure*, | 

A violent fwelling fucceeds the inflamma- 
tion. The faces of perfons who have an ede- 
matous ery[belas {well exceedingly, efpecially 
under the lower palpebra; becaufe the cellular 
membrane, here deftitute of fat, is foon filled. 
When the face is fwelled with the fmall pox, 
the eruptions are elevated, but when they feize 

upon the eve-lids, the fwelling becomes very 
large and pellucid : hence we may underftand 
that the nature of this membrane is fuch, that 
it is fubject to a greater degree of {welling, 
and is more troublefome, in proportion to its 
tenuity. If the part be opened, a mortified 
efchar forms itfelf, feparates, and falls out: 
therefore all incifions in thefe cafes are to be 
dreaded 4. | aedi

* As the gonorrhea is but feldom accompanied with a 
phymofis and cancres, fo this laft-named diforder alfo fre- 
quently fubfifis without a gonorrhea. 

t Our author has juflly obferved, that a mortification 
of the preputium in fome part is a common confequence of 
its fuppuration : but his rule to avoid incifion for that rea- 
fon, is not in all refpects to be obferved : for tho’ it would 
be improper to make an aperture in the middle or belly of 
the tumor, thro’ which the glans always protrudes itfelf, 
as it does when a piece falls out from morti&cation ; yet 
if the praputium is divided thro’ its whole length, the 
matter retained under the forefkin has then a free egrefs ; 
the part may be commodioufly dreffed and digefted: and 
when the tumor is entirely fubfided, and the virus wholly

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When the part fwells in this manner, 
the reflux of humour is prevented, and the 
circulation of the blood diminifhed: fo that 
from the increafe of fluid the fwelling rifes 
to a prodigious fize in the {pace of twenty- 
four hours, In other parts of the body, where 
the circulation is languid, there are mufcles, 
which by their a&ion accelerate the blood ; 
here there are none. | 

- An extreme hardnefs attends this fymptom, 
which is nothing but the diftention of the cel- 
lular membrane to fo great a degree, as to re- 
femble a folid fubftance. 

Next follows a fuppuration, which gene- 
rally deftroys the whole preputium ; for the 
ulcer endeavouring to difcharge its contents, , 
and being confined by the conftri&ion of the. / 
part, the pus fpreads and corrodes on all fides. — 3j! 

Hence arifes a cancer, We ought to be very (95€ 
cautious in preventing a fuppuration, which 
may terminate in a gangrene; but at leaft 
when a fmall ulcer begins, it is prefled againft 
the glans by the conítriction of the part, fo 
that the warm humours cannot be evacuated ; 
and when an aperture is made, the lips become 
retorted. Thefe are commonly called fhankers; 
concerning which Sydenham fays, that the 


 peceffary, to prevent a deformity of the part, which would 
otherwiíe purfe and bag under the franum preputi. In- 
cifion however is not required but where the cafe is .x- 
tremely bad ; becaufe it may in general be cured with 
proper and frequent injections. And even if a mortified 
piece feparates from the fide, the part will reunite if the 
preputium is retracted and retained behind the corona glandis.

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bottom of them is. fo callous, and the fides fo 
dry and retracted, that they fcarce yield to any 
medicines. ! | 
c The part being thus inflated, comes quite 
over the glans; and the more it íwells the 
more it is contracted ; fo that there is little 
hope of drawing it back. The glans and 
the praputium being both inflamed, mutually 
prefs each other: hence the diforder is ex- 
tremely augmented; the colle&ed matter is 
retained, attended by pain, inflammation, and 
violent action: fo that this fymptom may be 
faid to be the wort belonging to the diforder ; 
for the putrid matter getting no vent, is con- 
tinually increafing the diforder, and at laft 
brings on a mortification as its natural crifis. 
In Ruyích's preparation. of this part, it 
feems that the thickeft place of it does not 
exceed the diameter of a hair. Now if there 
be lodged under this any matter endued with 
an erofive power, it is impoflible that fo deli-: 
cate a ftructure fhould not be diffolved. This 
is called a necrofis; which frequently affects 
the glans, but is prevented from hurting the 
corpora cavernofa by a membrane which is be- 
twixt them. 
. 'Thefe are the fymptoms which generally 
prevail when the g/aus is covered by the pre- 
futium ; but when it is withdrawn behind that 
body, it rifes in the form of a thick ring, 
which {wells the g/ems to an enormous fize, 
and produces the moft excruciating pain, as 
the violent contraction of the ring will fcarce 
| | adinit 
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admit the water to pafs thro’ the urethra. This 


complaint is called paraphymofis *. 


Before we proceed to the cure, another cir- 
cumftance deferves to be attended to. Ruyfch 
has demonftrated that the g/zzs has a mem- 
brane of a peculiar nature clofely adhering to 
its furface, without which it would be rough, 
and covered with fharp points. When this 
membrane is eroded in an epiphymofis, the pa- 


pille emerge, and run into venereal warts, 


which are apt to turn cancerous. I have feen 
real cancers rife only from the application of 
fharp medicines, when thefe warts furround 
the corona glandis. tis called the corona Hif- 

anica, which I have known to be as large as 
thelittle finger. In the cure of this complaint 
the moft fkilful phyfician will often find him- 
felf baffled. 


1. He muft take care leaft the ftagnating 
matter fhould be corrupted ; which may eafily 


* The paraphymofis is a very common diforder, and 
may happen with or without infection, caufed: by neg- 
lecting to return the praputium after coition, Gc.  Iad-- 
mit that it is more fevere when accompanied by an in- 
fe&ion. The ftricture is formed by the extremity of the 
prepuce reverted ; and the praputium is generally difiend- 
ed with extravafated lymph to an enormous fize, efpecially 
after two or three days continuance. In performing the 
cure we are directed to cut the ftri&ures, to comprefs the 
tumid glans, and draw the prepuce forwards: but before 
this it will be proper to fcarify the diftended preputium, 
and fqueeze out the water. By this method the patient 
will fuffer but little, in comparifon of what he feels in 
the ordinary way. I do not know any author who has 
given direétions concerning it, tho’ it be the beft way 
of reducing the fwelling. .- eH

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happen, when, thro’ fear of an inflammation, 
fuppuration, or gangrene, he adminifters too 
debilitating medicines. When the preputium 
Íwells, 1f emollients are applied, its membranes 
degenerate into a mucid gangrene; and it 
ought always to be remembered, that the 
greater the {welling is, by fo much thinner is 


_ the membrane, and the thicker is the matter 


contained. 2. On the other hand, fome, ob- 
ferving this great tumor, conclude that there 
muft be a difcharge ; and fo far they are in the 
right: but in procuring it they have recourfe 
to the moft powerful, medicines ; fo that if a 
refolution of the part does not {peedily take . 
place, inftead of a mucid there will be an in- 


flammatory gangrene, 


I have feen fo many inftances where the 
utmoft fkill was neceffary to guard againtt 
thefe two extremes, that I muft be pardoned 
if I enter minutely into this fubje@.. 

Suppofe a young robuft perfon, of a bilious - 
warm temperament, in the heat of fummer, | 
to have a large inflammatory fwelling on the 
preputium; what method is to be taken? 
I. lanfwer, Bleed plentifully. I have affert- 
ed.before, that a gonorrhea ought always to 
be carried outwards, and difcharged by the 
fame outlet through which it entered. This, 
you will fay, is inverting my own rule ; and 
ío it is, if you do nothing elfe. But let it be 
remembered, this is only done for the fake of 
avoiding greater mifchief, If the phymofis by 


this means fubfides, I am fepfible that part of 


the poifon muft be carried into the blood.

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2. I muft therefore have recourfe to medi- 
cines which {hall expel the infection; and if 
it be in the beginning of the diforder, there is 
no neceflity for falivation, fumigation, or 
baths ; a purgative hydragogue every day will 
be fufficient. By this means the membrana 
cellularis, in which the difeafe lurks, will be 
gradually diminifhed and diflolved. 

The following remedy is, of all others, the 
beft adapted for this purpofe.

i Now is the time for cleanfing the furface 
of the glans and preputium. When furgeons 
have brought their patients to me under this 
complaint as incurable, I have-found that there 
is an abfolute neceffity of getting accefs to the 
concavity of the preputium. ‘To this purpofe 
finall leaden pipes muft be gently infinuated 
betwixt the glans and preputium, and by that 
means with a fyphon a liquor may be injected.* 
The nature of the injection muft be deter- 


* Syringes without pipes are much more convenient, 
and lefs injurious, than thofe our author gat bea 
See Note, p. 139. 

mined. 
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mined by the ftate of the complaint. Water 
itfelf is fufficient for a depuration ; and if the | 
pain be exquifite, fhould be injected every two 
hours, without any other mixture; for any 
thing ftimulative would only increafe the tu- 
mor and the pain. If there be a fetor, at- 
tended with a difpofition to putrefaction, let a 
little wine be added; for there cannot be a. 
better antifeptic. | 

When the part is cleanfed, emollients may 
be injected. ‘They ought not either to mollify 
or deterge too much in the beginning, but 
Íhould be rather fomewhat aftringent ; to 
which, if neceflary, a little falt may be added. 
Some have commended milk; but it coagu- 
lates, heats, and is not eafily wafhed away: 
therefore I would advife a decoétion of the 
flowers and leaves of maàr(h-mallows. 

Thefe things being. done, and the corrupt 
matter removed, detergents may be applied, 
adding honey of rofes to the emollients before- 
mentioned, But notwithftanding this method, 
if there be too copious a difcharge thro’ the 
pores, and a relaxation in confequence, then a 
mixture of the vinegar of Litharge may be 
ufed with caution.

- After all, there are often coreaceous callofi- 
ties remaining after the inflammation is gone, 

na . which 
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which hinder the free motion of the jrepu- 
fium. The veffcls being infarcted with a fharp 
fubtile matter, lofe their contractile force ; fo 
that the humours ftagnate and incraffate, but 
without any poifonous or malignant caufe. The 
patient indeed will hardly believe that fuch a 
callous hardnefs is innocent; and therefore he 
commits himfelf often into injudicious hands, 
undergoes a tedious cure, and is tormented 
by greater evils afterwards, : 

In this cafe 1t is the beft to have recourfe to 
a diffolvent which fhall not fuppurate, fuch as 
Vinegar and Sal Ammoniac. The Materia 
Medica affords not fo powerful a refolvent as 
Vinegar: it was in high eftimation among the - 
ancients for its fervice in all cafes of Ípleen, 
melancholy, and madnefs; and nothing can 
be better than the vapor of Vinegar in diffolv- 
ing and diflipating all fluggifh tumors, except- 
ing milk, which it coagulates *. Sal Ammo- - 
niac is very friendly to the human conftitution, ' 
keeps the humours in a fluid ftate, without 
hurting the blood or the folids. It is more 
penetrating than fea-falt. But the beft dit 
folvent of all is Sal Amoniac when mixed with 
wine; for wine is more efficacious as an ex- 
ternal than an internal medicine, 

The ancient furgeons were of opinion, that 
fomentations of wine refifted putrefaction. The 
modern camp-furgeons ufe Spirit of Rofemary, 
Aqua Vitz, Matthioli, Spiritus Matricalis, and 

* If the ancients may be credited, the fteam arifing from 
vinegar fprinkled on burning coals is a moft potent and 
effectual refolvent of flow, cold, and indolent fchirri, €2c.

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the like ; but perceiving thefe things to pro- 
duce a callofity, they returned to wine again. 

In Germany the method of keeping fleth in 
the fummer is to fteep it in Rhenifh wine, with 
a little fea-falt; by which means it may. be 
preferved a whole feafon. 

Now if you take Z xij. of the beft wine, 31. 
of Sal Ammoniac, and Z xij. or 2xiij. of diftilled 
vinegar, and make a fomentation, and keep it 
to the part all night, it 1s a remedy which I 
have never known to fail in thefe cafes. When 
thefe fomentations cannot be ufed, the Em- 
plaftrum Meliloti is their beft fupplement. 


Of Venereal Warts. 


I F the extremity of the nerve grows out of 
the epidermis, into a hard rough tubercle 
without pain, it is called a Wart. 

Now warts grow in two places: firft, where 
there is a cuzzs; 2. when the nervous papille 
have nothing but the epzthelion to protect them. 
In the laft cafe they are the moft obftinate and 
dangerous, as in the pudendum, Cjc. — 

I never faw a more horrid {pectacle than 
a man at Amfterdam, who was beginning to 
have myrmercie or formicule all over his face : 
he advifed with one perfon and, another ; but 
the warts increafed both in number and fize, - 
till his face was entirely verrucous. 1 

The texture of thefe warts is the fame witii 
the fapillz, which fwell and become luxuriant, 
of various forms. The nerve is the fame, only 
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its integuments protuberate. If in trepanning 
for an apoplexy the $/a mater be in the leaft 
injured, the cortex of the brain 1s extruded, 
by the impulfe of the carotides, thro’ the hole 
in the fkull, into a kind of fungus. The rife 
of warts is fimilar to this. 

Every wart being neglected at firft, in- 
creafes, becomes painful, rough, and of a red, 
purple, or black caft. If they be cut, the pa- 
tient may die of an hemorrhage, or they grow 
cancerous: an inflammation fucceeds, which 
brings on exquifite pain ; and as they cannot 
be refolved, a luxuriance and putrefaction 
follow. | 

Warts are not dangerous in places guarded 
by the cutis: they are the worft where it is 
wanting, as in the eye, mouth, nofe, Cc. In 
men they fometimes cover the whole furface 
of the glans penis; and no wonder, becaufe it 
is formed only of an infinite number of papzlle 
lying upon one another, in greater quantity at 
the corona than the aperture of the urethra ; 
and confequently they are more dangerous in 
the former cafe than 1n the latter, becaufe the 
epitbelion being more thin and weak here, and 
the vis vite more urgent, the parts feparate, 
and warts rife up in every point in the form 
of a ring; which has induced fome writers to 
think they contain certain animalcula. Hence 
they degenerate into a cancer, and often fwell 
into crifie fo large, as fometimes to be feen 
to projet without the gland, even whilft co- 
vered by the preputium. j^ INN 

I | I have 
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I have obferved warts to grow in the urinary 
paflage without occafioning pain, or hindering 
the courfe of the water: in fach cafes, when 
it has not been advifeable to ufe cauftics, I have 
given a purgative of Turbith mineral; after 
which the warts have perifhed, and been dif- 
charged with the water. 

Sometimes thefe warts grow in the anterior 
part of the urethra, fo that they are vifible at 
the orifice of the penis. 

Thofe who treat them injudicioufly with | 
corrofives, generally excite fuch a motion and 
efflux of the humours, as will inevitably pro- 
duce a fchirrus or cancer, 


The Cure. 


Y. A very brifk mercurial purge muft be 
given, to diffolve the blood and expel the ve- 
nereal poifon, otherwife all local applications 
will have no effect. This is a radical cure ; 
and tho’ it be violent, it is abfolutely neceffary, 
efpecially when the warts are fomewhat ele- 
vated ; for then they will never yield to any 
. topical remedy. | | | 
. TTurbith mineral was the-medicine firft pre- 
.feribed by Paracelfus, in Libro Nofocomii, 

where he fays, if quickfilver be diffolved with 
oil of vitriol, &c. and five or fix grains of it 
given in Theriaca, it is a fovereign remedy. 
againft warts. | 

There was a woman at Paris very famous 
. for curing the venereal difeafe, She gave very 
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large dofes, and reduced her patients to the 
laft ftate of debility. By this means fhe cured 
thofe diforders which no other method could 
have removed ; and her fecret was only Tur- 
bith mineral. — 

Helmont the father, fpeaking of the Para- 
celfic mercury, fays, Take the powder of In*. 
de Vigo (which was Precipitate prepared with 
his own hand) pour upon this the oil of 
vitriol diftilled to the utmoft by a fire of three 
days continuance: the fpirit of nitre is thus 
expelled, the mercury is deftroyed by the oil 
without ebullition, and the Turbith mineral 
produced. This fhould be wafhed with water, 
to diminifh the acrimony. | 

Paracelfus very judicioufly gave it with The- 
rica, which is very proper to prevent any 
inteftinal hemorrhage. Sydenham likewife 
{peaks in its praife: but it ought to be well 
prepared ; for if the powder remains white, it 
is not fufficiently edulcorated, and may occa- 
fion a diarrbea. It thould be of a citron co- 
lour, and without tafte. _ | 

When the conítitution is weak, it fhould 
be adminiftred with caution, z. e. from iv to 
viij gr. Cockburn gave from xiv to xv grains. 
I never exceeded viij and have met with all 
imaginable fuccefs: ^et

impofitions on the public: for it is evident, that not any 
one preparation of mercury, however mixed or compounded, 
is proper for all cafes, or for any one individual cafe, 
throughout the cure. J admit that every one of them 
may cure, under all the difadvantages with which they are 
adminifler'd : but this is nothing more than what may be 
as frequently obtained by any common preparation of 
quickfilver whatfoever, taken at random. There is no 
other difference, with refpect to mercurial medicines, but 
as they are more or lefs mild, approaching nearer to pure 
Argentum Vivum, or receding from it, by being mixed 
with ftimulative cathartics, or compounded with vitriolic 
other acrimonious menftruums, or exhibited in different 
quantities, Gc. There is not one of the moft celebrated 
Arcana’s which I have not, at a confiderable expence, 
made an impartial trial of, both in the /ues. and gonorrhew, 
comparing their effects with each other, and with the more 
common, known, and authorized mercurial preparations ; 
and I am perfectly fatisfied, that all mercurials given in-

wardly have precifely the fame effects in a ratio propor- - 
tioned to the acrimony or mildnefs of the preparation, 
dofes, ftrength, and temperament of the patient. Bellofte’s, 
Keyfer’s, and the mercurial pills of the London and Edin- 
burgh Difpenfatories, &c. have nearly the fame operation : 
Keyfer's however. are the mildeft; but their effects are 
more flow than the reft of this clafs: all of which feem to 
be made of quickfilver kill’d, with fome balfam, powder, 
Gv. and mixed with different cathartics. 

Of the chymical preparations, Turbith Min. Precip. 
rub. alb. Mercurius dulcis, and all the Panacea's, have the 
fame effect on the body, and every ftage of the /ues, when 
given in dofes proportioned to their greater or leffer acri- 
mony. The fharpeft however, fuch as the Sublimate, Gc. 
by no means agree with a gonorrhea. ‘This is not owing 
to the quickfilver, but to certain adventitious qualities de- 
rived from chymical proceffes and mixtures. “he Mercu- 
rius dulcis, which is the mildeft of this clafs, poflefles all 
the advantages, without the inconveniences, attending the 
more acrimonious, and may be exhibited in in a gonorrhea 
without the tedioufnefs and uncertainty of the Pillule Mer- 
curiales, &?c. for when given with due caution, it will cure 
with more certainty in half the time which thofe of Bellofte 
or Keyfer require. I admit that the Calomel does not ope- 
rate uniformly ; that at one time it purges, at another 
conftipates, often makes the mouth fore, and endangers a 
ptyalifm: but thefe various effects are always owing to 
the negligence of the patient or the imprudence of his fur- 
geon. Nor is the Calomel lefs efficacious in the worft 
verruce than Turbith or Przcipitat. rub. without the dan. 
ger attending thofe medicines, efpecially when taken in 
large. dofes. ^ d^ 

Thus we fee that Mercury, which in judicious hapds is 
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from the increafed quantity of blood brought 
to thefe parts, by a decoction of new milk, 
boiled with linfeed to the thicknefs of cream, 
to which Bafilicum may be added. 

3. Afterwards we fhould touch the pats 
with a gentle efcharotic, fuch as

Emollients fhould always precede the ufe of 
efcharotics ; for if there be any degree of | 
erection, or any remains of infection, an in- 
flammation will inevitably enfue. 

4. All thefe things being done, let the parts 
be covered with Emplafirum Diapomphol. and 
the effe& will be a very promifing feparation. 
Caution muft be ufed, left the warts be irritated 
by too violent cauftics ; for by that means 
horrid cancers are formed. 

All warts within the urethra are cured in 
the fame manner. If more expedition is re- 
quired, inje& three or four times a day a 
decoction of maríh- mallows and honey of 
mercury diluted in new milk. | 

Some writers of note prefcribe Oil of Vitriol, 
Precipitate of Mercury, Troches de minio Vi- 
gonis: but in my opinion you will have more 
fuccefs if you fecond the ufe of emollients 
with gentle efcharotics.

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COROLLARY. 


ROM what has been faid, the reafon ap- 
- pears why a fftula fo frequently arifes at 
the beginning of the urethra, where the fre- 
num is fituated. 

After the gonorrhea is cured, a little ulcer 
frequently appears; which being neglected, 
deftroys the fabric of this part, by eroding a 
{mall foramen thro’ its fubftance; and tho’ 
this perforation is not ufually larger than the 
head of a fmall pin, yet part of the urine and 


femen are generally difcharged thro' it during 


the life of the patient. 

The caufe of this diforder may be eafily de- 
duced from what has been {aid concerning the 
lacune in general, and of the lacuma magna 
in particular; on which the venereal poifon 
acts with greateft force. : 

The outward orifice of the urethra is always 
fhut, except in.a gonorrhea; and even then its 
labia are clofely conftringed in the night : fo 


that whilft the patient is fleeping the matter is - 


retarded and retained ; from whence a callous 
ulcer is eafily formed, which terminates in a 
perforation. | 

This diforder never happens when baths and 
fomentations are made ufe of, but almoft al- 
ways when internal medicines only are ex- 
hibited. 


As the complaint is preceded by a kind of 


itchin E 
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itching in the part, fo may it be eafily pre- 
vented by a little caution. 

But when the diforder has taken place, it 
is ee with great difficulty. 

. We muft bleed the patient plentifully, 
"" whatever is adminifterd may the more 
eafily be conveyed to the part affected. 

2. An antiphlogiftic purge muft be taken 
every three days, to remove the inflammation. 

3. A thin diet. 

4. A daily bath. 

5. A wax candle muft be gently introduced 
a little way up the zrezbra, in order to dilate 
it, that the foramen may become confpicuous, 
and to prevent the remedies applied to it from 
touching the oppofite part of the zrezbra. 

6. Whilft the candle continues in the zre- 
thra, the fi//ula muft be touched with a very 
{mall fharp-pointed piece of Lapis Infernalis, 
and continued whilft one can number fix or 
eight, in which time the callous margin will 
be eroded. The Lapis muft then be taken 
away, and the candle continued. 

7. The candle is to be left for two or three 
hours, till the force of the cauftic is fpent, and — 
that it may not find accefs to the oppofite fide 
of the urethra. By this time the lips of the 
wound will appear crude, when the //fula 
muft be waíh'd with milk, and the candle 
withdrawn. 

8. It is then to be drefs'd with Bafilii" or 
Balf. Arcei mixed with frefh butter: thefe 
affimilate eafily, and will cure the fi/ula.

Of the Tumor of the Teftes in a Gonorrhea. 


Wd HIS tumor occupies the whole fubftance 
of the £offis. At firft it is fomewhat foft, 
but afterwards it becomes truly {chirrous, ex- 
truding itfelf equally outwards. 

It frequently arifes fuddenly, but for the 
moft part increafes flowly to an enormous fize, 
accompanied with great uneafinefs, without 
acute pain, under the os pubis. ‘This uneafinefs 
is owing to tbe 7e//s being fufpended by the 
tunica vaginalis, {permatic veffels, and vas de- 
ferens ; all which are commonly affected : for 
the diforder generally begins in the epididymis, 
from whence it extends to the varicofe veffels 
of the fe/fzs, and its vas deferens; which laft 
becoming much larger and thicker than before, 
the. tumor is thereby propagated to the ve/- 
cula. feminales. The epididymis often {wells 
without the fefzs; and after the tumor is 
cured the vas deferens frequently remains {chir- 
rous. 

. From hence we learn, that all the veffels of 
the zeffzs are fwelld; fince the tumor uni- 
formly diftends not only that body but the 
whole feminal fabric. 

The caufe is a greater collection of humours 
than in a natural ftate, and that becaufe they 
are. not evacuated, as in a ftate of health *.

* The caufe of this tumor, affigned by our Author, is 


pretty near the fame as what is alledged by Dr. Aftruc ; 
but 
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The £efles are fupplied with fpermatic arte- 
ries, which are diftributed chiefly thro’ their ex- 


ternal furface ; but thefe are not the feat of this 
. Giforder, 


but for my part, I cannot fee why the femen is either more 
infpiffated, colle&ed, or retained during a gonorrhea, than 
at any other time when a perfon abftains from venery: 
for if the femen is not evacuated for any fpace of time, it 
matters not whether it is caufed by a compreffion on the 
excretory ducts of the veficula-feminales, or a voluntary 
abftinence. A tumor of the ¢e/fis would be as much the 
confequence of the latter as the former, at any period of 
life betwixt puberty and age, ceteris paribus. 

. Befides, as the compreflion muft be firft made on the 
orifices of the veficule, fo the effets would be firft felt in 
thofe receptacles, 2. on the vafa deferentia, 3. on the epi- 
didymis, and laft of all on the ¢e/is : - whereas the pain, 
tumor, &&c. are always firft perceived in the epididymis ; 
at which time, and even after it is greatly increafed, the 
vafa deferentia are very feldom affected, if the 7ze/Zis 1s 
fufpended from its commencement. This may be de- 
monftrated by the touch ; for we then feel they are neither 
fwell'd, or painful to the patient if compreffed by the fin- 
gers in a gentle manner ; the reverfe of all which is expe- 
rienced in the epididymis, where this diforder always begins. 
But how the «epididymis, fo diftant from the feat of the 
gonorrhea, is fo frequently {welled by a premature fup- 
preffion of the running, is perhaps not to be otherwife ac- - 
counted for, than by fuppofing that the venereal poifon is 
transferred from the /gcune of the urethra to the epididymis 
by certain undifcovered lymphatic veins, in the fame man- 
ner as it is conveyed by them to the inguinal glands in a 
‘venereal bubo. The lymphatic veins have been confider'd 
by fome as the only abforbents ; and they have lately been 
demonftrated fo to be by Mr. J. Hunter. — Difeafes and 
anatomical preparations abundantly prove there 1s no part 
of the body deftitute of fuch abforbents; but they zre 
moft apparent near lymphatic and conglobate glands. - 
When the venereal poifon finds accefs to thofe glands, ei- 
- ther in the courfe of circulation, or by a local fufception, 


it is apt to ftop and diforder their ftructure, as we fre- 
quently

diforder, which occupies the more internal and 
ejaculatory veflels. 

The ze//is, which is covered with a nervous 
£unic, has two orders of veffels ; the one com- 
poling its whole fabric, and not only fecret- 


ing, but retaining the femen; the other are - 


fo difpofed, that they fupport, preferve, and 
nourifh the former. 

The firft kind are a continuation of the ar- 
teries, which do not terminate in the veins, 
but in very fmall receptacles; into which they 
difcharge the fecreted genital liquor through 
their minute patulent orifices. In brutes there 
is only one fuch receptacle, called Corpus High- 
morzanum, Sc. The femen therefore appears 


quently fee in the inguinal, fubmaxillary, and other glands. 
Perhaps this may be owing to their delicacy, and flownefs 
of their circulation. Great advantages are however de- 
rived from this impediment to the further progrefs of the 
infection, when followed by a vigorous fuppuration of thefe 
glands, which commonly happens when they are infected 
by the tranfition of the virus from a neighbouring part, 
where it was firft received, as in an inguinal bubo from 
recent cancres of the glaus penis, &c. Such a termination 
however feldom happens in the epididymis ; for when pro- 
per means are made ufe of, the running and all its fymp- 
. toms again return to the urethra, when the tumor fubfides 
without fuppuration, or any other appearance than a re- 
turn of the gonorrhea virulenta. Some {mall part indeed 
of the epididymis remains harder than before, without any 
injury to its functions. Whether this return is by lym- 
phatic veflels, whofe fituation is retrograde to the former, 
I will not pretend to determine. ‘Thus much I think is 
certain, that there is in all fuch cafes either a partial or 
perfect tranfition of the venereal virus from the urethra to 
the epididymis, and vice verfa, and that not only by the 
courfe of the feminal canals, but from fome other commu- 
nication by means of lymphatic veflels, &c, 


to 
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to be retained in two places: for Bouclarius 
Datyrius has demonftrated that the 72//es of a 
boar are divided by a feptum; on each fide of 
which he perceived a great number of diftinct 
cells, terminating in the Corpus Highmorianum. 

A like fabric obtains in the dormoufe and 
field moufe, than which there are no animals 
more falacious or fertile: but when we unra- 
vel the tefticle of all other animals, their 
ftructure appears to be the fame as we have 
defcribed in men, where the feminal liquor 
paffes through the epididymis and vas deferens 
into the vefcule feminales. 1t muft however 
be obferved, that in thofe animals which have 
frequent coition, all the femen is not firft fent 
to the veficule feminales : for during the vene- 
real orgafm their vafa deferentia are equally 
 compreffed with the feminal veficles, and dif- 
charge the fezzez by a different way, as appears 
from the courfe of thofe canals. 

When a tumor arifes in the 7e//es, its ex- 
cretion is impeded, the part is inflamed, and 
its veflels become varicous; which is the reverfe 
to what happens in the Aydrocele. 

1. This tumor is caufed by whatever ob- 
ftructs the vas deferens, particularly when the 
gonorrhea is {topped by reftringent remedies : 
for then the communicating /acune being filled 
and diftended with retained matter, may not 
only comprefs the proffate gland, but even the 
veficule feminales, Such a tumor very feldoin 
occurs where the gonorrhea difcharges freely.

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3. The balfamic method .of cure which is 
practifed at Amíterdam, Rotterdam, and at 
moft fea-port towns, where there are great 
numbers of feamen. We have already given 
our opinion of balfams,. preparations, cantha- 
rides, &c. and fhown that though they fome- 
times fuddenly accomplifh a cure, they are 
alfo attended with the greateft danger, 

A like tumor fometimes arifes without 
any venereal caufe, at or about the age of pu- 
berty, from the fluxion of genital fluids, at~ 
tended with great pain. | 

This diforder, after lafting three or four 
days, difappears fpontaneoufly : it is fimilar to 
thofe pains in the loins felt in females at the 
beginning of their menffrua, | 

If fuch a tumor is complicated with a ve- 
nereal infection, it produces fanious ruptures, 
and the worft fiftula’s in the fcrotum. 

The ¢efizs feldom fuppurates, unlefs the ve- 
nereal ¢abes has diffufed itfelf throughout the 
whole body, which conftitutes a fecond fpecies 
of this diforder, joined with the /ues venerea; 
but this does not happen once in a hundred 
cates. 1078 | | 

. In order to cure, 1. The original obftru&ion 

mufít be removed by refolution, and, 2. The 
infpiffated matter rendered fluxile. But this 
muft be done with the greateft prudence, and 
without precipitation. 

1. To effect the firft, we muft have recourfe 
to p ntiful and frequent bleeding. 

| 2. The

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2. The fecond is to be obtained by the 
moft refolvent, attenuating, and antiphilogiftic 
purges ; {uch as agaricus, folia fennz, tamarindi, 
and manna: all thefe refolve the blood, and 
evacuate it by the zuteftinum rectum. We have 
not a more remarkable proof of this than in 
manna, 2i. of which will fometimes difcharge 
feveral pounds of water this way, without ex- 
citing the leaft inflammation: 51. of cremor | 
tart. produces the fame effect. 

The medicines above commended being apt. 
to create a naufea, may be corrected by the 
Scrophularia aquatica five nodofa, to which may 
be added Radix Graminis, or its juice : they 
fhould be continued till they caufe a kind of 
diurnal darrhea., 

3. But as they frequently induce a trouble- 
fome rigidity on the parts to which they are 
determined, this may be prevented by a timely 
exhibition of an emulfion of poppies, with 
Lapis Prunelle; or of oatmeal, barley, the 
four greater or leffer cold feeds: but the 
very beft remedy of all others is nitre, by which 
. this complaint is allayed and extinguithed with 
the greateft certainty. . 

4. As the diforder is feated fo near the zz- 
teflinum rectum, fo baths and fomentations appli- 
ed to that part are of fingular efficacy in re- 
folving the tumor; hence emollient and 
refolvent glyfters of milk, . with fyrrup ‘of 
maríh-mallows or honey, and a little nitre, 
fhould be thrown up the recu after every 
ftool.

5. Emollient 
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g. Emolllient fomentations, and refolvent 
cataplafms of the farinaceous kind, fhould be 
applied to the pubts, perineum, and ferotum. 
Thefe laft are of great fervice; for whatever 
dilates the arteries, refolve equally with what 
attenuates the fluids. For inftance:

6. The part fhould be fumigated with 
Olibanum, and a little Sal Ammoniac, feveral 
times in a day: for the form of fumigation, fee 
p. 239. The vapour of warm water, with a 
little vinegar, is alfo of fervice. 

7. Gentle frictions may be ufed on the 
parts, in fuch a manner as not to caufe the leaft 
pain. If the /effes were not already fchirrous, 
I never knew one inftance where this method 
failed. But when they are arrived to that ftate, 
amputation is the only remedy ; for even a fali- 
vation is then of no fervice ; Turbith mineral 
indeed, when given at the beginning of this 
difeafe from gr. v. to viij. has fometimes re- 
lieved, but it is apt to bring on a dyfentery 
before the cure is obtained *. ! 


* When the tumor extends from the epididymis to the 
te/tis, which is very rare, and owing to the greateft neglect 
of the former, it generally becomes fchirrous, forming an 
obftru€tion very difficult, if not impoffible, to be removed 
without amputation, which fhould be performed before it 
extends to the fpermatic veffels ; for then the operation is 
extreamly hazardous, as obferved by Mr. Potts: but if the 


teftis 


ra’ 
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te//is {uppurates and forms a tolerable abfcefs ; or if from a 
pofterior neglected abfcefs, a fiftula is formed within its 
fubftance, it may be cured by a perfeé dilatation, as I have 
experienced in feveral abfcetles and fiftulze of the te/fis and 
epididymis, without injury to their functions : the treatment 
of fuch a cafe with fuccefs may be feen in the fecond vo- 
lume of medical obfervations. The principal reafon why dif- 
eafed glands of the neck, breafts, &c. are fo frequently the 
fubjects of fiftulz, is for want of the original abfceffes being 
compleatly dilated, and which at !aft is the only effectual me- 
thod of cure ; the caféis precifely the fame with refpect to 
the 77/775, &c. I might obferve further, that the principal 
things to be regarded in the cure of fiftule and abíceffes 
is, I. a compleat opening of all their finuffes; 2. a pre- 
fervation of thofe openings by an equable gentle diften- 
tion, fufficient to prevent fungi and premature cohefion, 
and yet at the fame time to admit of the growth and in- 
creafe of true and folid granulations ; 3. to prevent and 
. allay fuch a degree of inflammation as might, and frequent- 
ly does caufe other finuffes and abfceffes. To anfwer all 
thefe purpofes, there is nothing more proper than a drefling 
of dry. lint, covered with a cataplafm of bread, milk, and 
{weet oil, efpecially in the /crotum, where other applica- 
tions are unneceflary from firft to laft. This method of 
drefling is practifed, and has the fuffrage of the moft emi- 
nent furgeons of the prefent age. From what has been 
faid, we may conclude, that the advocates and oppofers of 
tents have both carried things to an extream, fince by this 
gentle and fuccefsful method the whole tribe of efcharotics 
and painful dreffings are excluded, as not only ufelefs but 
pernicious. Nor is iaudable white and light $us more 
deficient with thefe dreffings, than where the moft extol- 
led fuppurants are made ufe of; on the contrary, it :s 
produced fooner, and the wound of confequence fooner 
cured. ks

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CHAP, VII 
Of the GOoNORRH/EA 77272 WOMEN. 


Threefold liquor is difcharged by an in- 
fected man in coition. | 
1. The proper liquor of the gonorrhea, im- 
properly called femen. | 
2. The native humours of the urethra and 
praputium. | ! 
3. The true femen, which is feldom or 
never infe&ed, excepting in a chronic Mes; 
and if it then conveys an infection to a wo- 
man, it does not produce a gonorrhea, but a - 
more fubtle difeafe: this is evident frorn ex- 
periments ; for men labouring under the very- 
worft virrulent gonorrheas beget found chil- 
dren; whilft others who have no fuch appa- 
rent difeafe in their genitals, ptopagate the 
inoft miferable infants. ‘The gonorrbza of 
women therefore receives its origin from the 
virulent matter of the mafculine gonorrhea. 
An ulcer alfo in the male urethra commu- 
nicates another kind of gonorrhea to wo- 
men, in the moft fpeedy manner poflible.* 


* Our author in this place probably means a eancprons 
ulcer at the extremity of the male urethra.—Such a difor- 
der in this or any other part of the penis, coming in con- 

tact with the Jabia pudendi, &c. will there produce its own 

fpecies, or another ulcer of that kind, as I have before 
remarked. .. | 

| But 
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But if a man labours under the dues UENET ER, 
it propagates that diforder by coition, rather 
than a gonorrhea, and vice vería. This is 
eftablifhed by a variety of experiments. | 

But what are the parts to which the eje&- 
ed poifonous humour firft comes in contact ? It 
is apparent it cannot afcend higher than the 
prominent os uferz, betwixt which and the up- 
per extremity of the vagina there is a kind of 
flaccid circular chink or cavity; for I believe 
no one ever faw a gonorrhea within the a/e- 
Tus. 

The male femen, &c. having afcended thus 
high, it again defcends, returning through the 
vagina out of the body; for if a woman does 
not conceive, the whole is again difcharged 
within a quarter or half an hour after coition. 

‘And when a conception takes place, the 
whole /emen never pafles into the cavity of the 
uterus, for the greateft part is difcharged foon 
after conception: it was Hervy’s opinion, that 
no portion of the /emem entered the uterus: 
Ruyích however has demonftrated the contra- 
ry from a woman who was killed foon after 
coition ; and from mares, deer, cows, &c.. 

When the femen, &c. has been retained. in 
a place inaccefüble to the air, for the time 
above mentioned, it becomes warmer than in its 
natural ftate; and when it returns to a place 
expofed to the air, it inftantly acquires a grect- 
er virulency, corrofivenefs, and putrefa&tion. - 

lt is however fomewhat impeded by the 

R 2 ruge 
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ruge of the vagina, and at its orifice, which 
is always in a ftate of contraction. 

De Graaff, who has moft accurately defcrib- 
ed thefe parts, demonftrates that the vagina is 
thinneft at the w£erus, becoming more thick 
as it defcends; fo that at. its termination it 
s near half an inch in. thicknefs, whence 
the ftricture of its outward orifice, where the 
matter is retained, and the infection is firft re- 
ceived ; for it rarely affects the upper part of 
the vagina. | 

When it efcapes from thence it falls upon 
the expanded a/e of the pudendum, at the ori- 
fice of the vagina : fo that thefe two places are 
generally and principally affected. 

The ejected matter feldom adheres to the 
upper fmooth tranfuding membrane, which 
repells it from its fides, particularly in the ve- 
nereal orgafm ; but it may ftop at different 
places, and occafion as many different gonor- 
rheas, as we fhall fee by an anatomical de- 
fcription of thefe parts. 

3. That part of the vagina, next the os uteri, | 
is perfectly fmooth, without wrinkles, /acune, 
or crypte, having only fmall pores, fuch as we 
{ee at the root of the tongue: having defcended 
about one third of its length, the circular rug 
become vifible; this part is more dry and con- 
(tri&ed than the former, from which the re- 
ceived fluids are naturally expelled ; for which 
reafon venereal diforders in the upper part 
of the vagina are not very frequent. It hath 
been demonttrated that the vefiels which dif- 

3 charge 
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charge the menftrua into the wferus, are the 
fame by which its cavity is at other times lu- 
bricated and moiftened : when dilated theyidif- 
charge the menftrua; and when more con- 
tracted, a whitifh and thick fluid; but when 
conftricted yet more, they then emit only a 
fimple thin lymph. 

Here then we find there is a perpetual ftil- 
licidium ; and if there is any place where 
the arteries difcharge more than is again ab- 
forbed by veins, it is in the cavity of the wfe- 
rus, and upper extremity of the vagina. 

Anatomy teaches us that the menftrua are 
difcharged naturally only from the uterus: ne- 
verthelefs, in thofe women who have an ex- | 
ceflive menítrual flux, fome part is furnifhed . 
by the upper part of the vagina; hence an in- 
fecion rarely happens here. 1. Becaufe of its 
polifhed furface. 2, Becaufe of the continual - 
ablution, 

2. In the lower part of the vagina, the 
rugé, or femicircular eminencies, ufually arife : 
they are called rugz, or juga, becaufe of the 
J4lci or furrows between them: thefe do not 
furround the periphery of the vagina in com- 
pleat circles, being interrupted or deficient at 
their extremities, at unequal lengths with re- 
» Ípe& to each other, in the fame manner as 
the valves of the inteftines. | 

All thefe eminences are compofed of the moft 
fenfible nervous papiliz, which are the princi-: 
pal inftruments of venereal pleafure. See

3. By how much more the external orifice of 
the vagina is conftricted, by fo much the larger 
the vagina appears; and by how much lower 
the os uteri defcends, by fo much the greater 
and more numerous are the vuge; and the 
reverfe. | | 

4. At its anterior part we firft fee the orifice 
of the urethra, about half an inch below the 
clytoris ; not within, but juft without or above 
the anterior extremity of the vagina: it is in- - 
cluded betwixt two ale or nympba, ío as to 
 preferve it from the accefs of the external aH. 
and at the fame time to direct and regulate the 
ftream of urine. | 

5. This orifice has a peculiar formation and 
ftra&ure, which the ancients attributed to the © 
proflates, whofe fituation they affigned to this 
part; to which they were again reftored by 
Graaff, and confirmed by Morgagni and Sanc- 
torinus, after they had been long neglected by 
medical writers. They circumfcribe the whole 

uretbra, and form that prominence or corpufcle 
we fee at its extremity, which is covered by a 
reflection of the very fine, thin, polifhed mem- 
brane of the urethra. m 
The interior membrane of the zrefbra is 
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See Morgagni adverfar. 4. f. 44. edit. Ital. & 
Graaff, p. 203. Writers on the /ues venerea 
of women relate a variety of phenomena af- 
feCting this part, the caufes of which they were 
unable to explain, becaufe ignorant of its ftruc- 
ture. 

6. The afore-mentioned prominence at the 
extremity of the urethra, called proffates by 
the ancients, have the fame ftru&ture as thofe 
in men: they are furnifhed with patulent ori- 
fices furrounding the opening of the wretbra, 
which difcharge a glutinous humour, like that 
of the male profates: nor is there any other 
effential difference than that the liquor proflate FK 
of men mixes with the femen. But altho’ 
women are deftitute of feed, they neverthelefs 
emit a liquor thro’ the orifices of their pro/- 
tates, with confiderable force, in the vene- 
real orgafm; at which time only it is dif- 
charged. This was thought, by a famous man, 
to explain that paffage in Ovid, Epift. Sapph. 
Pheoni, verf. 134. 456^ | 

Et fine te non libet effe mibi. 
Thefe profates are fubject to fiftulous and fi- 
nuous ulcers, fometimes penetrating even to 
the mons veneris; at which Vercellonius and 
others were greatly furprifed, as they were not 
able to account for them. 

7. We next perceive the criffe muliebres, 
nympbe, or prolabie, whofe ftructure is fimilor 
to that of the corpora fungofa penis. Ruyfch 
has defcribed them as wholly vafcular; but it 
is apparent from their.tenfion and rigidity in 

- R 4 the 
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the venereal orgafm, that they are furnifhed 
with intermediate receptacles betwixt the ar- 
teries and veins; and Morgagni has demon- 
firated that innumerable orifices, of different 
diameters, are diftributed all over their furface, 
which difcharge a white thick humour, like 
that of the preputium, and fubject to a variety 
of diforders. | 

9. The choris. This body fo nearly re- 
fembles the penis, that fome have aflerted the 
internal parts of generation in women are truly 
male, and the external only female. It has a 
glans, two fungous bodies which arife from 
the os pubis, eretor mufcles, arteries, veins, 
and cells; is covered with a preputium; hath 
tenfion, erection, titilation, and refolution, in 
all refpects as the virile fenis. 

t is placed above the uretbro, and at its 
upper anterior part projects almoft without 
the body. 

From the fimilar ftructure and difpofition of 
the parts to the male fenis, it is plain they are 
fubje& to the fame difeafes, producing the 
fame appearances we defcribed when treating 
on that fuoject. | 

9. The /phinéter orbicularis vagine. Dif- 
eafes of this part are exceedingly troublefome, 
becaufe of its frequent diftention, dilatation, 
and contraction. | 

10. The corpora fungofa clitoridts are alo 
diftended when compreffed by its mufcles, 
which, like thofe of the penrs, hinder the re- 
turn of the venal blood, If any one defires a

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more full account of thefe parts, and their dif- 
eafes, let him confult Sandtorinus’s Anato- 
mical Obfervations, Morgagni, Graaff, and 
Douglass Myotomia Reformata, where he 
will ánd what I have advanced confirmed by 
the cleareft evidences. 


Venereal Ulcers, vulgarly called Chankers, in 
Women. 


ig Pes SE have been already defcribed in 
men. The places where they moft 
ufudlly appear in women are in the rugous 
part of the vagina, but very feldom in its fu- 
perior {mooth part, from whence the venereal 
poifon is as it were repelled ; but on the con- 
trary, being ftopt and retarded by the raga, it 
produces cancrous ulcers, more efpecially at 
the /pbinéter vaging, where they are moft con- 
ftri&ed and numerous. 2. Upon the nymphe, 
whofe Jacune retain the venereal matter, and 
are at the fame time expofed to the air. From 
hence, 3. it may transfer itfelf to the protu- 
berance or froflate, to the infide of the urethra, 

and to the clitorzs. | | 
A found man having commerce with a wo- 
man who is moft malignantly affected, will 
fometimes efcape a gonorrhea; but in a few 
hours after he will perceive, in the external part 
of his penis, a little red {pot like a flea-bite, eie- 
vating itfelf in the form of a {quamous ulcer, 
| which 
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which at length terminates in a cancre. Such 
is the ulcer we are now defcribing,* 

This is the reafon why fuch women as are 
the worít difeafed have not a gonorrhea, but 
cancrous ulcers, which are endued with the 
greateft malignity. What relates to their diag- 
nofis, prognofis, and cure, may be feen in the 
chapter concerning Venereal Warts. 


Tbe Firft Species of tbe Feminine Gonorrhza. 
W H AT has been faid in the hiftory of the 


mafculine gonorrhea, of the natural li- 
quor of the urethra, of its increafe, alteration, 
Gc. when affected by the venereal poifon, may 
be applied to the genital parts of women, 
which alío are naturally humid, but not flow- 
ing, except in the menftrual difcharge. 

But when the patulent orifices, with which - 
thefe parts abound, are affected in a gonorrbea, 
they difcharge an incredible quantity of fluids, 
increafing more and more in proportion to the 
greater dilatation of thefe veflels. The fooner 
this flux begins after infection, it is always the 
more white: in a few days however it degene- 


. * When a man has a cancre on this or any other part of 

. his penis, if the woman be examined from whom he re- 
ceived the infection, fome fuch ulcer will be found in her 
labia, &c. and vice verfa.— This is a general rule, founded 
upon a variety of oblervations; it has neverthelefs fome 
exceptions ; for inftance, where a gonorrhea is very ma- 
lignant, it will corrode, and produce cancres on any part 
where it remains fome time, as on the glans, corona, jre- 
puce, and even on the fkin of the penis, Jerotum, &c. 


rates, 
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rates, becoming yellow, green, &c. as in men. 
But by what means {hall we be able to ceter- 
mine that this flux is of a venereal nature ? 
Here indeed the greateft caution is necefiary ; 
for women of very lax, pale, cold, and fat 
temperaments, who live fedentary lives, and 
indulge themfelves in the modern pernicious 
cuftom of drinking drams and cordials, are 
very liable to an obftinate laíting defluxion on 
thefe parts, like that we fee in the nofes of 
children, and which, tho’ very troublefome, 
has not the leaft acrimony. Such women are 
generally fterile, and by no means excited to 
venery. 

A remarkable inftance of this I once faw in 
a Lady of high rank, who difcharged an in- 
credible quantity of thick matter, which when 
dried was both yellow and feetid. Notwith- 
ftanding thefe appearances were fufpicious, I 
fufpended my judgment; nor would I venture 
to pronounce any thing, as the hufband of 
this Lady was a man of the greateft chaftity, 
and had frequent commerce with his wife, 
without the leaft injury : and when I obtain'd 
a cure of this perfon without antivenereal re- 
medies, I was then convinced that fuch a flux 
may arife in fome women as to deceive the 
moft fkilful phyfician. From hence alfo I 
learnt caution in the diagnofis of this difeafe. 
This Lady became fruitful after her cure, and 
produced healthful children ; nor had ner 
hufband the leaft diforder whatloever, 

| ' . Some 
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Some authors have afferted that this flux is 
continual, excepting the time of the men- 
ftrual difcharge. Nothing, however, is lefs 
true ; for tho’ the blood is then difcharged, 
the mucous veffels are not more conftringed at 
thofe times, but continue as relaxed as ufual. 

A true idea of an infectious gonorrhea may 
be formed, 

1. If, foon after a preceding congrefs, a 
new and unufual complaint fuddenly arifes, we 
then fufpe& a gonorrbea beginning. 

2. If this additional diforder increafes daily ; 
for the preceding difeafe is very flowly and 
gradually augmented; but when a venereal 
infection is added to it, the difcharge is fud- 
denly and violently increafed. 

3. From its degenerating into worfe. No- 
thing demonftrates this more, than when, after 
 congrefs, the catarrhal flux fuddenly becomes | 
putrid: it is then no longer doubtful; it is 
apparently venereal. 

It will be afked, perhaps, why I do not 
mention ftrangury, heat of urine, &c. But 
thefe fymptoms do not accompany this fpecies 
of gonorrbea, becaufe the urinary parts are not 
affected. But if a true pathognomonic’ fign 
is required, no fuch is afforded by this difeafe ; 
for even the matter is by no means an infal- 
lible criterion, with refpe& either to its colour _ 
or quantity. | | 
, The feminine gomorrbea is frequently ac- 
» companied with crz/fee condylomata and verruce, 
efpecially in the rugous part of the vagina.

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If the gonorrhea continues for a long time, 
the whole extent of the urethra is in danger of 
' being infected: however, this does not fo fre- 
quently happen to women as men. iN 

In order to cure, it is abfolutely neceffary to 
prohibit all venereal commerce betwixt the 
hufband and wife, otherwife the diforder will 
never ceafe, becaufe propagated to each other 
by re-infection. © EN. E 

The internal method of cure is the fame 
with what is prefcribed in men; to which 
mercurials may be added, if neceflary.. Ex- 
ternals may be applied either by way of -fo- 
mentation, injection, or by means of fponges, 
fo as to cleaníe the parts. For inftance,

Nothing is of more fervice than exercife of 
body, for fedentary women are hardly ever 
curable ; in this refpect their cafe is dire&ly 
the reverfe to that of men. 

If the flux be fuddenly increafed by the ufe 
of the above remedies, it is a good fign. As 
foon as it leffens, let the applications be lefs 
acrimonious ; and, when diminifhed to a {mall 
quantity, water, honey, and falt, will be fuffi- 
cient to compleat the cure.” deers

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The Second Species of the Feminine Gonorrhea. 


W E have already taken notice of that elan- - 
dular prominence furrounding the ex- 
ternal aperture of the urethra; with which 
however it has no communication, not even 
by its excretory ducts, which open themfelves 
on the furface of the tubercle : Now if the ve- 
nereal infection is-by thefe conveyed into its 
fubítance, it will produce the fame effects as - 
we have defcribed in the /acune of the vagina. 
It becomes immediately fwelled, tenfe, pro- 
minent, and painful; difcharges a yellow mat- 


becaufe topical medicines may be commodioufly applied -to 
every part.— l'hey may be perfectly cleaned by ablution, 
. which fhould be done at leaft twice a day; after this a 
mercurial ointment of pure Argentum & Axungia Porcine, 
Íhould be well rubbed into the affected places, and laftly 
covered with fome emollient, or, if painful, even anodyne 
cataplaim. By this method an inflammation is either pre- 
vented, or, if prefent, taken away ; and the infection, in- 
ftead of being repelled, is preferved at, and extracted from, 
the part by the conftant warmth and humidity of the to- 
pical applications. And although with our author we do 
not admit the mercury to be or a&t as a fpecific antidote, 
it 1$, when ufed in this manner, of the moft fignal fervice, 
as a local diffolvent, fitting thofe humours for evacuation, 
whichare invited outwards by the other applications above- 
mentioned. I would not be underftood to exclude purg- 
ing, &c. at proper intervals, without which perhaps the 
cure would not be perfect : they are, however, abfolutely 
neceflary to prevent a fore mouth from the ufe of the oint- 
ment. By this procefs the difcharge is for the firft three 
or four days greatly increafed ; but the heat, tumor, and 
virulent colour diminifhes, and in ten or twelve days ge- 
nerally difappears, without any inconvenience or bad con- 
fequence to the patient. | 
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ter, efpecially when it is compreffed. As foon 
as the wrethra emerges from the bladder, it 
 deícends perpendicularly for about half its 
length, when it is inflected upwards and for- 
wards, fo as to open between the nymphe. 

Sanctorinus has difcovered a mufcle which 
furrounds the body of the srezbra, having a 
bifurcated origin, one from each tuberculum 
if[obii : when this mufcle acts naturally, but 
more efpecially when ftimulated by a venereal 
Anfeciopn, the urezbra is drawn downwards, 
and projects without the body. The know- 
ledge of this mufcle only enables us to account 
for that remarkable phenomenon, which in- 
creafes to fuch a degree in íome cafes, as to 
form an ulcerated tumor, the fize of a pi- 
geon's egg. 

This gonorrhea in women therefore is fimi- 
lar to that of men, where Cowper’s glands are 
affected. | 

The Diagnofis of this difeafe is evident, 
including what has been faid in the firft go- 
norrbea ; to which muft be added, the vene- 
. real ftimulus, preternatural tumor, and exter- 
nal difcharge above-mentioned : but the ge- 
nuine pathognomonic fign is, when the patient 
fuffers the. moft exquifite torture at the end of 
making water, and no pain before. 

The pain is caufed entirely by the action 
of the mufculus fan&torinus, which expels the 
laít drops of urine ; as may be obferved in 
mares, whofe fuber is continually moved, til 
“every drop is expelled. | 2

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_ If this painful diforder in women be neg- 
lected, it is followed by the worft evils, 

But the moft threatning fymptom. of this 
. fpecies is the fuppreflion of urine, caufed by 
the compreflion of the orifice of the urethra, 
which is placed in the very centre of the tu- 
mor. When the mujculus fanétorinus a&ts, the 
pain is exceedingly increafed, and the paflage 
rendered more ftrait: hence arifes the dyfury 
attending fuch cafes, not fo much from pain 
as compreffion, by which it is chiefly diftin- 

guifhed from the third gonorrhea. 
— — ffhis fpecies of the gonorrh@a íeems to be 
the fame as defcribed by Vercellonius in Trac- 
tatu de morbe venerco, which he obferved fre- 
quently to occur in Italy, where the worft ul- 
cers beginning at the orifice of the urethra, 
diffufed themíelves to the mons veneris. 

With refpe&t to the Prognofis, we have rea- 
fon to fear, left the erofion fhould fpread to 
the fpongy fides of the wrethra, and at length 
proceed to the mons veneris, where alfo the 
urine finds accefs, and creates the diforder de-' 
{cribed by Vercellonius. 

In the cure of this difeafe, the fame cautions 
mentioned in the mafculine gonorrhea are ne- 
ceflary : here alfo we mutt carefully avoid 
every thing acrid, as moft pernicious and de- 
fiructive to the cellular fabric of thefe parts, on 
which they induce a hardnefs and rigidity, 
fomewhat like what. happens in the venereal 
orgafm. Such medicines erode, inflame, and 
conftrict the wrethra, fo as to bring on a fup- 

preflion 
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preflion of urine like that of the fourth maf- 
culine gonorrhea, 

The topical application of mercurials are 
very injurious ; on the contrary we muft have 
recourfe to the moft emollient and relaxing 
remedies, as decoctions of mallows in milk, or 
feeds of white poppies, lint, oats, and fuch like 
in whey ; thefe take off the tenfion, and gently 
ftimulate the parts to a difcharge of the vene- 
real poifon outwardly, through thofe very paf- 
fages by which it was received. 

Or if other fymptoms, fuch as were defcri-- 
bed in the mafculine gonorrhea, arife, we may 
dilute fome vitriolic preparation, as the Lapis 
Alchymice, &c. in fo {mall a quantity as 
would give no pain when dropped in the eye, 
and apply to the part; thefe make a thin ef. 
char, without caufing the leat inflammation, 

If the urine is fuppreffed, we mutt bleed the 
patient immediately, in order to make a {peedy 
revulfion, and to prevent the moft violent in. 
flammation and tenfion from the fluxion of 
matter in thofe parts: for this purpofe anodyne 
cataplafms can never enough be commended, 
made of the frefh leaves of garden poppies 
boiled in milk; to which muft be added, a 
little Saccharum Saturni, or vinegar of litharge. 
The fame effect may be obtained by the leaves 
of henbané, mixed with thofe of mallow, 
petty mullein, or lint-feed, prepared in tlie 
form of cataplafms. . . | 

In the next place we muft endeavour to 
expurge thefe cellular parts as much as pofüi- 

| 3 ble, 
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ble, by perfevering in the ufe of emollients ; 
and when the virulence is confiderably abated, 
'foft detergents may be added, as Venetian 
foap, and fuch like. In other refpects, the 
internal cure is the fame as prefcribed for men: 
it ought however to be obferved, that feden- 
tary, fat, and lax women are not to be purged 
without danger of a deliquium; fo that a re- 
gard muft be paid to habit and fex, by chufing 
fuch purgatives as act in the gentleft manner, 
as Manna, Tamarinds, Rhubarb, &ce. Strong 
hydragogues are not here required, becaufe the 
blood is more fluid, and the veffels more lax 
than in men. . 


The Third Species of the Feminine Gonorrhea. 


H A VIN G already defcribed the length, 
ftructure, Gc. of the urethra, according 
to Graaff, Ruyfch, and Morgagni, it is appa- 
rent; if the venereal virus afcends fo high, it 
will there produce a true gonorrhea as in men, 
attended with tumor, erofion, difcharge, and 
heat of urine. : | 
—. Heat of urine, however, is by no means a 
true pathognomonic fign of a gonorrbea; for 
that fymptom does not exift in the firft and 
fecond fpecies, but when the wrethra is ftrait- 
ened by a hard tumor. | | | 
When the crypte are ulcerated, the uring 
finds accefs into their communicating cavities, 
and diffufes itfelf either upwards or elfe down- 
wards into the vagina. 
| What- 
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Whatever occurs in the Mafculine gonorrhea 
may arife in this place, where the heat of urine 
and ftrangury produce the fame effects in wo- 
men, as when the zretbra of men is eroded. 
See Morgag. adv. 10. page 44. | 

The prognofis is an increafed erofion, and 
an entire fuppreffion, which at length termi- 
nates in an involuntary and foul difcharge of 
urine without fenfe. QE 

The method of cure is by emollients, laxa- 
tives, and anodynes, precifely as in men. 

If the matter is extremely virulent, let an 
emulfion of lint-feed, made with rofe or plan- 
tain water, or whey, be gently injected up the 
uretbra, as a fhorter and more effectual way 
than by internal medicines only. 

It is a principal point in the cure to render 
the urine mild by drinking a large quantity of 
thin fluids, fuch as whey, mallow drink, 
coffee, tea, and fuch like, already mentioned 
in the mafculine gonorrhea. 


The Fourth Species of the Foeminine Gonorrhea. 


Gees Bartholinus, zz traéfatu de ovarits 
mulerum, has remarked, that in the lower 
part of the lips of the vagzza, about an inch 
from the frenum, by the French called four- 
chette, there are two large glands, often latger 
than a pea, one on each fide, feated understhe 
epidermis, Íkin, and membrana adipofa. | 
Each of thefe has an emiflary. larger than - 
any found in the penis, opening at the interior 
- furface of the zymphe, near the orifice of the 
92 Vagind, 
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vagina, and difcharge a peculiar fluid in confi- 
derable quantity. 

Bartholine, after confidering the magnitude, 
fabric, and emiflaries of thefe glands, called 
them the female frof/ates; wherein, tho’ he. 
differs from me, it may in fome meafure be 
admitted, becaufe they-are compofed of {maller 
elands in the fame manner as the profiates of 
men: Morgagni, 7” prima editione adverf. tells us 
he found thefe glands fo large, that he was able 
to feparate and demonftrate them with their 
emiffaries. Vide z4dverf. 1. tab. 1. ht. h. in 
tabula ubi uterum delineat. | 

Thefe glands are included within the /phinc- 
fer aging, by which pofition they are necef- 
farily expofed to itsaction ; at which time their 
fluids are expreffed, as in the Glandule Cow- 
gerianz of men, When the venereal poifon 
finds accefs into thefe glands, it caufes a go- 
norrbea, with tumors in ferzueo. 

The antients were not unacquainted with the 
effects of this gonorrhea, the caufes of which. 
they were ignorant of, as they were ftrangers 
to thefe glands defcribed by Bartholine. 

The figure Bartholine has given was taken 
from Morgagni ; neverthelefs, their true fitu- 
ation is reprefented by San&orinus, from 
whence it evidently appears, their contained 
fluids are never expelled but by the action of 
the /pbincter vagine in the height of venery. 
I call thefe the profate Bartbolint, in order to 
diftinguifh them from thofe already defcribed 
at the extremity of the wrethra. When thefe 
S V . glands 
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elands are. affe&ed, a tumor arifes on one 
or both fides of the J/abia, very different 
from venereal buboes: when the diforder ex- 
tends to the /phincfer vagine, the pain and 
tumor is.neceffarily increafed, fecret ulcers are 
formed, the cellular fubftance of the glands 
is at length confumed, and when the part is 
prefled, matter is difcharged into the vagina. 
As the diforder increafes, it penetrates thro’ 
the teguments of the glands, and fpreads into 
the cellular membrane conne&ing the vagina 
and znteflinum rectum; the matter formed 
in this part cannot difcharge itfelf outward, 
being hindered by the mufculus vaginalis; on 
the contrary, it recedes inwards, where it finds 
the leaft refiftance, and produces the worft 
kind of fiftulas and finufes, tending more to- 
wards the rectum than the vagina, caufing that 
appearance at which Vercellonius was fo much 
furprifed, vzz. an erofion of the zzfefimum rec- 
tum, difcharging the feces by a moft foul ul- 
cer. This diforder is very frequent among 
proftitutes. 
Many fuppofe the vagina to be eroded in 
this cafe ; neverthelefs, the whole diforder 
exifts in the glands above defcribed. How is 
this difeafe to be known? 1. By the pain and 
difcharge following an impure coition. 2. By 
the colour of the matter when dried. 3. By 
pain, heat, and tumors at the places above: — 
mentioned, increafed by prefiure, as in fitting. 
With regard to the prognofis, it is attended 
with great danger, and very difficult of cure ; 
S3 (7 Oy 
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for the diforder being in the glands which are 
in the cellular membrane, it generally pro- 
duces phlegmons ; but as all thefe parts are co- 
vered by a mufcle, the matter is confined and dif- 
feminated inwards, unlefs fpeedily evacuated. 

The method of cure recommended in every 
other fpecies of gonorrhea is here of little or 
no confequence, becaufe in thefe lax and. cel- 
lular parts an expurgation is not to be obtain- 

ed, but from their perfec feparation from 
thofe that are found, by fuppuration. © | 

I. 'The infection muft be corrected as much 
as poffible; not by falivation, or the ufe of © 
eathartics, but by mollifying the parts, and 
gently expreffing the matter, without injuring 
them, 

2. By forming an abfcefs, which fhould be 
maturated with cataplafms made of rye-flour, - 
lintfeed, or oatmeal, and the bulbs of onions or 
lilies, boiled all together in milk ; to which at 
laft muft be added one tenth part of Gum 5a- 
gapen diffolved in the yolk of an egg, or oil of 
lintfeed : this cataplafm is continually renewed 
nieht and morning, and the quantity of 5a- 
gapen increafed in proportion to the indolence 
of the tumor, till it is perfe&ly maturated. 
—.$. The abícefs muft be opened, and its 
aperture carefully preferved by the moderate 
ufe of tents, till the matter is landable, and we 
have reafon to conclude the virus is wholly 
difcharged ; but notwithftanding the moft ju- 
dicious treatment, this diforder will fometimes - 

degenerate in the worft ffffulas, | 

From 
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From what has been faid of the Foeminine 
gonorrbea, it appears there is no other fpecies 
of that diforder than what has been deferibed : 
particularly, that the wterus is never the feat of 
a gonorrhea; for though the vsrus may pofh-- 
bly find accefs into its cavity, it is foon ex- 
pelled by ablution, becaufe the excretion of 
that part is much greater than its abforbtion.* 


* Altho' our author has with great judgment divided 
the Foeminine gonorrhea into four diftinét fpecies, and ac- 
curately defcribed their fituation, effects, and cure ; he has, 
neverthelefs, omitted to mention the moft common feat of 
that diforder, as we find it in practice, viz. the /acuna, 
which every where, for the fpace of a quarter of an inch 
diameter, furround the orifice of the wretora. ‘Thefe are 
almoft always affected, the whole area abovementioned ap- 
pears red and fiery ;-each /acuna is more elevated than in 
its natural ftate ; its little orifice is enlarged, and feems to 
be filled with a thick matter-refembling a fmall flough, and. 
if the part be preffed, a thin difcharge may be feen to tran- 
fude through the flough, as it were through a fponge. 
That this is the moft common feat, efpecially of a recent 
gonorrhea, I have had many opportunities of learning, both 
in dead and living fubjects: and I am inclined to believe, 
that the feveral fymptoms of the feveral fpecies defcribed. 
by our author, ought rather to be efteemed fo many ftages 
of progreffion from its origin in the /acune furrounding the 
urethra, than as diftinét or original fpecies of the gozer- 
 rbea 5 at leaít, though his diftinctions may be admitted as 
juft, a wrong idea may be conveyed by his modus defcribendi. 

And altho' a heat of urine is not an abfolute pathogno- 
monic fign of a virulent gonorrhea, it generally does ac- 
company a recent diforder. Whether a little of the urine 
is extravafated naturally, or only from a confent of parts in 
this diforder, I cannot fay ; but the patient almoft always 
complains of this fymptom as a moft affictive circ 'un-

Y T is obfervable, th at the vagina is fometimes 
& affected by a peculiar. diforder, diftin& from 
either the firít fpecies of the gonorrhea, or a 
difcharge from the tuverculum uretbre ; a flux 
from the interior furface of the vagina, or even 
its orifice or /adie. This. diforder has. more 
the appearance of an oblong wound, or fiffure, 
than an ulcer, the bottom of which is broad, 
whilft the top is conftri&ted ; from whence they 
are denominated payades rather than ery by 
moft authors. They generally run in a. tranf- 
verfe direCtion to the ruge, and frequently 
occupy the whole fpace from the orifice to- 
the polifhed part of the vagzna. — 
..— From thefe fiffures there proceeds a perpe- 
tual ftilicidium of malignant matter, (com- 
monly miftaken for a gonorrhcea) and ulcera- 
tions through. the whole extent of the vagina. 
The Ai. ccharged D In a proceeds 
from the worft ulcers; fanious, thin, acrimo- 
nious, and in the higheft degree infectious. 
Where this complaint continues any confi- 
derable time, it diffufes the infection through- 
out the whole body, conftituting the /ues vene- 
rea, from whence we fee the neceffity of an 
nmedite remedy, which however is attended 
with difficulties, becaufe the diforder is fitu- 
ated above the external orifice of the vagina ; fo 
that we are not able to apply any medicine to

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the part but by way of injection, for which 
purpofe we ufe aloes, myrrh, and honey, 
mixed into a balfam with the yolk of an egg, 
and then reduced to the confiftence of an in- 
jection with a proper quantity of water: this 
fhould be retained in the vagina, till it is well 
deterged. By the repetition of this method 
the matter generally becomes white: in the 
mean time, thofe internals prefcribed in the 
fift fpecies of the gonorrhea are not to be 
neglected. AE LÀ 


Venereal CONDYLOMATA in the Feminine 
Gonorrhea. * 


A LL thofe littlé glands, or erypte, whofe 
- juices ferve to preferve the foftnefs of the 
parts; are eafily deftroyed, and rendered fuper- 
ficially callous by a too great attrition, or ulce- 
ration ; and as far as the callofity extends it- 
felf, fo far is the perfpiration obftructed. — By 
continuance the callofity increafes in thicknefs, 
fo as to form a fpecies of hard tumor, very 
dificult of cure, for it will not either fuppu- 
rate or foften. à 

We mutt firft endeavour to mollify them by 
foft deco&tions, as mallows boiled in milk, Gc. 
and then pare the callus almoft to the quick,

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as is practifed by fmiths, &c. whofe hands are 
fubject to fuch tumors merely from attrition. 
_ This method was practifed by the antient phy- 
fians, as we read in Juvenal, |

Venereal VgRRUCA in Women. 


WE are already informed, that the zzz of 
| the vagina are compofed of fenfible ner- 
vous papillg, and that the intermediate {paces 
or vallies between them are furnifhed with 
crypta, like thofe of the penis, and the whole 
covered with a fine thin membrane. When 
this membrane is deftroyed by a flight ulcera- 
tion, and the papilla thereby fet at liberty, - 
they immediately protrude themfelves ; and as 
they are furnifhed. with blood veffels, fo are 
they fubject to bleed confiderably. 

When they increafe to a great height, and - 
occupy a large extent, it is called the callure 
Hyfpamcum. ( 

The internal cure of this very obftinate dif- 
order is the fame as in men, viz. by purging | 
with Turbith Mineral: and as for injections, 
the moft emollient only muft be ufed, left we 
bring on a cancerous diathefs from irritation. 

The erifi@ defcribed by authors are nothing 
but a congeries of thefe warts, or conglome- 
fated verruce: I have feen a clufter cut off, 
which weighed more than two ounces. 

The external cure of this difeafe was always, 
and flill continues to be attended with the moft 

| cruel 
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cruel and fevere operations, fuch as the actual 
cautery, or incifion ; nor is there any other 
method ; for they increafe by emollients ; and 
if cauftics are applied, which do not almoft in- 
ftantly deftroy them, they degenerate into the 
moft horrid cancers. * 


| CHAP. 


* Thefe warts, criffe, or verruce conglomerate, in and 
about the orifice of the.vagina, are fometimes fo numerous 
and large, as not only to fill and block up the zmeatus va- 
ginalis, but to extend themfelves over the whole internal 
furface of the labia pudendi, proje&ing outward beyond its 
edges, in a manner much refembling a cauliflower. There 
is nothing more obítinate than this diforder ; for as they dif- 
. charge freely, they render moft cauftic applications quite 

ineffe&ual. If they are cut off, they generally fprout 
again and increafe ; nor do they always difappear after the 
moft fevere ptyalifm. Thefe warts are not peculiar to 
women; but appear in the infide of the preputium, glans, 
and corona penis, 1 have feen the whole perfectly co- 
vered by them, and the original appearance fo entirely 
loft, that the extremity of the penis refembled a kind of 
fungous excrefcence. The actual cautery bids the faireft 
for a radical cure; but where are the patients who will 
fubmit to it? I have tried every form of cauftical applica- 
tions, and J will venture to affirm the only infallible one 
to be Arfenic; a medicine, I am perfuaded, which, if pro- 
perly corrected and cautioufly applied, would fafely and ef- 
fetually deftroy any kind of flefhy fubftance on the living 
body. When one third Arfenic is melted into a brittle 
fubítance with two parts antimony, we have a flow, fure, 
innocent cauftic, which being mixed with the yolk of an 
egg to a proper confiftence, and daily applied to a flefhy 
part, will induce a total deftruction of it. “The reafon why 
I fay a flefhy part, is becaufe it does not either act on the 
true {kin at all, or if it does, we cannot confine its action ; 
it is apt to fpread very wide, Some {kill is requir*d to 
know when the verrucae, Gc. are perfeCtly dead, and of 
. confequence the time to leave off the cauftic ; for if they 
are not wholly infenfible and bloodlefs, (which we learn

Y Y? HEN the venereal contagion above 


.W W  deícribed has found accefs into the 
vital humours, it induces the /ues venerea, 


by 


by piercing them with the probe) we no fooner fufpend its 
application, than they actually revive with the greateft ma- 
lignity, and increafe : but if continued its proper time, they 
feparate in a week or more afterwards, entirely whole, with 
very little diminution of their fubftance. With this medicine 
(adding a little opium) I deftroyed a large quantity of 
Verruceé in a patient, that blocked up the orifice of the va- 
| gina, and projected out of the labia pudendi.; the whole fe- 
parated entire, and weighed feveral ounces. They had 
been frequently cut, cauftics had been often applied, and 
the perfon had undergone two fevere falivations; without 
the leaft benefit. She has now had no return thefe three 
years. It is not neceflary to make ufe of this remedy in 
lefs malignant cafes, as they are eafily cured by common 
applications. I have been the more. particular with re- 
Ípect to this medicine, becaufe it has feveral advantages, 
when properly corrected. 1. When thus applied, it acts 
flowly, and with little pain, producing no. diforder in the 
conititution, 2. By repetition it will penetrate and deftroy 
as deep as you pleafe, which is the reverfe to all other known 
cauflics ; for when they have made an efchar, they will 
deftroy fcarce any deeper, however frequently repeated, till 
the firft efchar is feparated, which being thrown. off by the 
increafe of new fubjacent flefh, would then render fuch 
repetition not only tormenting but fruitlefs. The fub- 
ftance on which it acts with the greateft and moft effica- 
cious force is flefh, commonly fo called, by which. I mean 
any farcomatous increafe or degeneracy of the parts under 
the fkin. Further, by this application I have frequently 
deftroved, and afterwards extracted entire, the largeft and 

moft 
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By the vital humours I mean thofe which 
are impelled by the heart through the arteries, 
and returned to it again by the veins, (for the 
fat, fc. are not vital humours.) | 

In the different fpecies of gonorrbeas the 
diforder is external, but in thofe which we are 
now confidering, it is firft internal, and, after a 


moft indurated fcrophulous glands of the chin, neck, axilla, 
és. When thefe are put into fpirits, they become whitifh, 
and fo much refemble thofe cancerous tumors extracted by 
Mr. Plunket’s medicine, (which are preferved in the fame 
manner) that I defy any one to diftinguifh the one from 
the other. No cauftic will produce an efchar in the leaft 
refembling that caufed by Arfenic : it is peculiar and diftinct 
from any other. Nothing more feems necefíary to bring 
this moft powerful medicine into practice but the know- 
ledge how to correct it. Some have recommended Opium, 
Sulphur, Antimony, &c. for this purpofe ; I have found the 
laft moft ufeful, mixt as above directed. Arfenic is cer- 
tainly a poifonous medicine, and the worft effects follow its 
external application, without due correction. ‘The antients 
were fenfible of this, and gave dire€tions for that purpote ; 
and there never was a time when it was totally difufed, 
thofe who knew how to manage it having always fecretly 
preferved to themfelves the valuable noftrum. I hope what 
] have faid will induce fome to make fuch improvements in 
the refinement and correction of Arfenic, as fhall render 
it an infallible topical application in fcrophulous glands, 
farcomas, fcbirri, and even fome ulcerated cancers. 1 fhoald 
have remarked, that when a fubftance covered by the {kin 
is intended to be extracted by this application, it is necefla- 
ry in the firft place to make an efchar through the fkin _ 
with the common cauftic, which efchar is by no means to 
be feparated, but the next day the arfenical preparation ma 

be applied in a fmall quantity to the centre of the efchar, 
and thus repeated every day, till what is defigned to be ‘de- 
ftroyed is perfeétly dead, .which will feparate entire in a 
week or more: to affift its feparation nothing anfwers bet- 
ter than the common catapla{m of bread and milk, . 


time 
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time, burfts forth, and fhews itfelf by external 
appearances, in a manner directly oppofite to 
the former; fo that when the human body is 
— firft infe&ted by the /ues, it can never be difco- 
vered even by the moft fkilful phyfician, 
whilft it remains in a ftate of equal diftribution ; 
but whenever it is depofited in any particular 
place, it becomes fufficiently apparent. After 
the ftricteft enquiry, I have never yet been 
able to difcover one certain fign or criterion by 
which we may be pofitively affured, whether 
a man be infected by the very worft fpecies of 
the /ues, or perfe&ly free from it. It has been 
faid, that fuch infected perfons are melancholy ; 
but, on the reverfe, they are frequently jocular 
and merry: That they are afflicted with noc- 
turnal pains; but thefe never happen unlefs 
the venereal matter fixes on the periofea: 
That fuch perfons are liftlefs and heavy ; but 
this is only a fign of an approaching inflamma- 
tion, or critical depofition of the venereal mat- - 
ter; nor does fuch a cacochymy accompany the 
~diforder at its origin, it is only perceived when 
there is a meta/fafis, or critical depofition of the 
venereal matter, which I denominate the fe- 
cond ftage of the /wes venerea, wherein it is 
exactly fimilar to other acute difeafes. When 
a perfon is innoculated with the {mall pox, at 
. firft no diforder is perceived, until the morbid 
matter being agitated and fecreted by a fever, 
then the eruptions appear ; the cafe is precifely 
the fame in the ues venerea. | 
From 
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From whence it may happen, that the ma- 
terial caufe of the very worft venereal difor- 
der may poffibly exift in the body without 
producing any figns, or caufing the leaft injury 
whilft it remains there. 

I was once informed by a friend and emi- 
nent phyfician, that where the moft peftilen- 
tial difeafes prevailed, thofe who were infected 
with the /ues venerea were preferved from the 
violence of the epidemic contagion. But what 
is much more to our purpofe, I have known 
men in the higheft health, who by commerce 
with their wives of the faireft character, have, 
after a time, communicated to them the worft 
venereal difeafes, although thofe men were to 
all appearance perfectly free ; they had, how- 
ever, been formerly affected, or been guilty of 
inconftancy.* 3 |

* That the venereal poifon may refide in the body for 
a courfe of many years, in fome particular perfons, with- 
out difcovering itfelf by true or even equivocal fymptoms, 
is a matter of fact, fupported by a numerous feries of evi- 
dences. This has long been the private opinion of many 
practitioners, but I do not remember to have feen it pub- 
licly avowed by any writer of credit antecedent to our 
learned author. : ! 

Amongft many inftances of this kind, that have fallen 
under my obfervation, I fhall relate one that is very re- 
markable, of a man turned of forty, who had been 
married thirteen years. About two. years before he en-- 
tered into that ftate, he contracted a clap, attended with 
moderate fymptoms, which, fo far as he could remember, 
was cured in about fix weeks. From that time to the pre- 
fent he declares he continued in perfect health, without 
the leaft fymptom of the venereal or any other difeafe: 
néverthelefs, his wife, with whom he conttantly cohabited, 

has 
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This fhould be attended to by practitioners, 
who, whenever they fee fuch diforders, are apt 
to fuppofe fome late imprudence ; but when 
it is known that prefent effects may arife from 
very antient caufes, he will not. be fo liable to 
attempt that by topical remedies only, which, 
is neceflary to be eradicated from the vital 
humours. we | 

Whilft the diforder continues in this ftate, 
without any fenfible indications, I denominate 
it the firft fpecies of the /ues venerea. 


has, for the laft twelvemonth, been troubled with true ve- 
nereal puftules on her head and breaft, malignant ulcers 
on her tonjils, velum pendulum palati, and top of the pha- 
rynx, cancres on the labia pudendi, &c. all which were cu- 
red by a falivation. ‘The man fufpecting nothing of that 
kind, never abftained from matrimonial embraces, till his 

. wife could no longer admit them, on account of the pain 
fhe thereby fuftained. After the ftricteft. examination, 
I could find no one fymptom of the diforder on the man, 
whilft his wife had evident figns of the greateft malig- 
nancy. I have frequently infpected him fince that time, 
but he continues to all appearance perfectly clean; notwith- 

““ftanding which, he is determined to undergo a fpitting, in 
order to prevent further mifchief to his wife. 

I am not ignorant, that we may be frequently mifled by 
the accounts which married patients efpecially give us of 
their own cafes ; but when the fuppofed injured party, 
moved by the feelings of refentment, concurs in her ac- 
count of frequent connubial freedoms, whilft her /abiz pu- 
dendi were covered with cancdrous ulcers, and the hufband 
notwithftanding continues free, the whole narrative is then 
rendered probable, nay, the moft important part of it is 
confirmed, viz. that in fuch a cafe the difeafe muft be mu- 
tual, tho' not equally apparent, affording us a true, and in- 
deed the only fatisfactory evidence of the truth of our au- 
thor’s obfervation, : :

S foon as ever the concealed diforder 
above defcribed breaks out on any part 
of the body, and becomes confpicuous, it 
there produces fimilar effects to thofe which 
arife from the local application of the fame 
poifon. | 
We have before remarked how very fubtile 
this venereal mya/ina is, that it even paffes 
thro’ the penis in fome inftances, caufing vene- 
real buboes, without leaving the leaft veítige 
on the penis, by which it was firft received, 
But if this contagion remains any time in the 
part where it was firít received, it there produces 
thofe phenomena already related; but let it 
be remembered, that it may immediately pe- 
netrate through the part where it was firft re- 
‘ceived directly into the body, the part itfelf 
remaining perfectly free. por 
The venereal poifon, after lying dormant. 
for fome time, is extruded by the ws vita ; 
» puftules of a pale red or yellowith afpe& ap- 
pear as its crifis, conformable to what we fee 
in the {mall pox, meafles, Ge. ; 
Thefe puftules by degrees {pread themfelves 
into fpots, as wide as the apex of a little finger, 
and appear in thofe parts particularly where 
there is the greateft warmth, and where the 
fatis moft deficient, as on the forehead an4 


breaft. | 
6^ | They 
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They are covered by leprous fcales, which 
though they frequently feparate and caft off, - 
the part is never perfectly free, for others im- 
mediately fucceed the former. 

When thefe puftules ulcerate, which they 
feldom do till after a confiderable length of 
time, they difcharge a whitifh matter, that 
becomes yellow when dry. Thefe peculiar 
properties of this difcharge, the refemblance 
to that of a gonorrhea, and its remarkable dif- 
ference from what is caufed by common in- 
flammatory fuppurations, have enabled me 
now for many years to diftinguifh this difor- 
der with the greateft certainty. | 

No fooner does fuch an ulcer appear, but it 
becomes ferpentine, or phagedenic: this dif- 
pofition however is not peculiar, for we may 
obferve the fame in fome phlegmonous and 
fcorbutic ulcers. But what may be efteemed 
a certain pathognomonic fign, is the devafta- 
tion they always produce in the membrana adi- 

pofa, without the leaft injury to the muícles, 
— betwixt which and the fkin they fometimes 
creep, and fpread in a concealed manner for 
feveral weeks, before they perforate the cutzs ; 
after which their lips appear white and {mooth, 
' but fomewhat depreffed, the bottom conftrict- 
ed, and the fides excavated, ítill fpreading 
more and more laterally, and at length perfo- 
rate the fkin in other places. _ 

Surgery teaches us, that in every well-dif- 
pofed ulcer a flight inflammation may be per- 

: | ceived 
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ceived round its margin, but in thefe there is 
no fuch appearance, for their lips are white, 

hard, and refplendent. | | 
They are no where deep, excepting in parts 
where there is a large quantity of fat, as in the 
buttocks, groins, €&/c.* Other ulcers penetrate 
deeper, 


* It is well known to every practitioner, that there is 
no-where a greater variety of appearances than in venereal 
inguinal buboes. This variety, however, depends princi- 
pally on the malignity of the infection, on the number of 
glands affected, and on the wis vite of the patient; from 
each or all of which we may account for that flownefs and 
{crophulous indolence of fome, that neither inflame, fup- 
. purate, or ulcerate, at leaft for along time, and the ma- 
lignancy and incorrigiblenefs of others, that ftill continue to 
fpread, when ulcerated, in fpite of the moft efficacious to- 
pics, in conjunction with a ptyalifm: and alfo why fome 
glands remain fchirrous after even a large impofthumated 
bubo is perfectly cicatrifed. We have learnt by experience, 
that the attempt to difcufs a venereal 4ub0, in which matter 
of any kind of fluid is formed, is not only very injudicious, 
but alfo (happy for the patient) feldom practicable, except 
by the warm bath, as we fhall afterwards fee, or where 
the wis vite is greatly deficient ; but in both thefe inftances 
the confequence is very pernicious, and even fatal. 
When venereal dudces are maturated, an imperfect 
opening is not of much lefs fatal importance than their in- 
judicious difcuffion ; for where the lips remain excavated, 
as they almoft always do after incifion, they are not only 
reverted inwards but fome of the matter always concealed 3 
under them is frequently abforbed, and the patient liable 
to be poxed almoft as effeCtually as if the whole had been 
difcuffed ; at leaft, the cure of the ulcer is thereby rendered 
uncertain and tedious: from whence it is apparent, that 
the thin, difcoloured, and perhaps infected fkin, cover'ng 
the matter, fhould be wholly taken away by excifion, or 
rather by the cauftic, as few willingly fubmit to fo much 
cutting. When that is done, it is very rare that a bubo is - 
attended with difficulty or.uncertainty in the cure; but 
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deeper, but thefe are bounded by the mem- 
branes which cover the mufcles, by which 
they are diftinguifhed from all others. 

Thefe things being confidered, we may ob- 
ferve there is the greateft refemblance between 
fuch ulcers, cancres of the pens, and a gonor- 
rhea: for this reafon I have always been of 
opinion, that a gonorrbea is nothing elfe than 
a fpecies of the /wes venerea, difcharged from 
the part in which it entered; and when the 
lues venerea is expelled to the furface, it may 
be called, a gonorrhea, proceeding from the 
internal to the external parts. This idea gives 
us a juft notion of the cure ; for if any one 
attempts a local cure, he renders the diforder 
much worfe ; but if the matter is invited out- 
wards, which can never be done with corro- 
fives and aftringents, but by baths and fomen- 
tations, Cc. the patient will be perfectly cured. 
When the venereal poifon penetrates into 

and fixes itfelf in the periofleum and medulla of 
the bones, it excites the moft fevere pains ; 
yet no fooner are ulcers formed, which dif- 
charge plentifully, than thefe pains abate, and 
even fometimes vanifh entirely. But if thefe 
ulcers are conftringed by acrid medicines, and 
fo healed, the nocturnal pains return : in pro- 
portion to the difcharge of the ulcers, by {fo 


otherwife, that depofition of matter, which may be efteemed 
a venereal crifis, inftead of being falutary, becomes, contrary 
to the kind defigns of nature, the common caufe of the. 
worft and moft malignant poxes. 

pi much 
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much is the body difburthened ; fo that we 
ought to efteem fuch impofthumes not as the 
diforder itfelf, but as fontanels, or fiiule, thro’ 
which the infection is evacuated. — - | 
The cicatrices, after thefe ulcers are healed, 
are always red, livid, fmooth, tenfe, and con- 
cave, adhering to and covering the bones by a 
new, thin, and adventitious tegument, which 
never perfpires, the fat being wholly con- 
fumed ; on which account the antients knew 
thefe cicatrices from thofe of all other ulcers, 
(See page 74.) Where the fat is thinneft, the 
Ícar is leaít concave ; and where it is thickeft, 
there it is moft depreffed, as in the nates, &c. 
It is therefore of confiderable confequence, 
that we attend not only to the fpecies, but al- 
fo to the part affected, and whether it is co- 
vered by the cufzs and cuticula, or the epider- 
mis only ; for when the diforder commences 
under the czzis, it is feated either in the thin 
foft cellular membrane interpofed betwixt the 
fkin, periofieum, &c. or in the membrana adi- 
pofa, which is filled with fat. When the vene- 
real poifon is depofited in the former, or where 
there is a deficiency of fat, as on the forehead, 
finciput, occiput, temporal mufcles, €. the 
cellular membrane is foon deftroyed by the 
influx of poifonous matter, caufing livid pur- 
ple tumors, the fize of a nutmeg, of a gan-' 
grenous afpect. As far as the tumors extend, 
fo far are the teguments feparated from the 
bone; fo that when they ulcerate, almoft the 


whole os frontis is denudated in fome inftances. 


T3 Whenever 
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Whenever we are fo fortunate as to heal 
thefe ulcers, the cicatrix forms a kind of he- 
terogeneous integument, which is neither cel- 
lular membrane, cutis, or cuticula, but com- 
 pofed of the extremities of ruptured veffels, 
- compreffed by the air, and concreted with the 
pericramum, which ever afterwards remains 
Avid, fhining, and immoveable. 

"Such places alfo are the maxilla infertor, 
clavicula, flernum, anterior part of the T;- 
bia, &c. | | 

If the venereal depofition happens in the 
adipous membrane, where the fat abounds, or 
where it is remarkably thick between the fkin 
and mufcles, ulcers of a very different nature 
arife. It is obvious in the human body that 
nothing is fortuitous, for where fat is unne- 
ceffary none is to be found ; for in men who 
are moft corpulent, nothing of that kind is to 
be feen in the fcrotum ; but wherever there are 
numerous or active mufcles, there is the great- 
eft plenty. | 

When the venereal poifon is admitted into 
this membrane, it caufes, 1. An inflammation 
and burning heat. 2. A fingular tumor, not 
fo much from inflammation as rarefaction. 3. 
A deep ulceration, efpecially where the fat is 
thickeít. 3 

The membrana adipofa is of three different 
kinds, 1. Cellulous. 2. Adipous. 3. Sebaceous, 
particularly in thofe parts that are moft foft, as 
between the ga/es and upon the g/wtez mutcles. 

| | The 
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The parts where it preys moft on the fat 
are the fhoulders, arms, back, loins, thighs, 
buttocks, and calves of the legs; when vene- 
real iene on thefe places are healed, the ci- 
catrices are frequently fo deep, as to retain bo- 
dies of confiderable bulk ; the caufes of fuch 
depreffions have been already explained. 

‘There is, however, one particular part of 
the body which has never yet been demon- 
ftrated to my fatisfaction ; it is that fubftance 
found under the fkin of the neck, which in 
porters, &c. fuftains the heavieft burthens. It 
appears of a fpongy texture, fometimes an inch 
in thicknefs, and full of a mild fluid, contained 
in compact receptacles. It feems to be a kind 
of heterogeneous body. 

When fuch ulcers happen here, ich is 
but feldom, they are almoft incurable. 

From what has been {aid we fee the reafon 
of that rigidity fucceeding the cure of venzreal 
ulcers, wiz. from the accretion of the tegu- 
ments to the fubjacent mufcles. 

When thefe ulcers are healed in one part, | 
they frequently break out in another ; fo long 
as one remains, the reft of the body remains 
free ; but as foon as that is cured, another 
appears within a few days, and thus íucceí- 
" five. I have feen a very handfome man, 
whofe whole back was rendered immoveable 
by the moft unfeemly cicatrices,

W HEN the-internal poifon, already de- 
{cribed under the two laft heads, depo- 
fites the contigion in parts deftitute of true 
fkin, it then creates a new and conípicuous 
diforder, the fymptoms of which demand our 
niceft attention, as they difcover the greateíft 
fimilarity to what happens within the body, 
where internal and invifible ulcers arife from 
the venereal poifon. DHL | 
This diforder confifts either in inflammation 
or in fuppuration ; whilft it continues in an in- 


 flammatory ftate it is fcarcely diftinguifhable ; 


but when it fuppurates it becomes apparent, 
and alfo more difficult of cure. 
All places where the {kin is deficient are 


 intenfely red, as in the greater canthus of the 


eye, infide of the nofe, lips, freputium, &c. 
The firft fpot, or figma, is not to be perceived 


in fuch places, on account of their natural vi-- 


vid colour, until it appears under the fpecies 


of apthe, or beginning ulceration. 


It is true, that the rednefs and heat are at 
firft fomewhat increafed, but the pain with 
which they are attended is much lefs than in 
other inflamed parts: the only figns therefore 
of fuch a diforder are greater rednefs, heat, 
refplendency, and pain than is natural; from 
all which there is fufficient reafon to fufpect 
the diforder, 

Jf 
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If a fuppuration fucceeds the inflammation, 
an indolent ulcer is produced, fuch as we fee 
in the vagina and glans penis, but very differ- 
ent fom thofe where the true fkin is prefent. 

-. For all thefe places abound with fanguinary 
arteries and veins, as in the lips, for inftance, 
where, if the epithelium be accidentally fepa- 


rated, a troubleíome hemorrhage immediately 


fucceeds. 

In all fuch parts there is the greateft fcarcity 
of fat, as we fee in the tongue, which is com- 
pofed of an infinite number of muícular fibres, 
feparated into {mall fa/cicul: of minute muf{- 
cles, each of which is inveloped by the mem- 
brana adipofa; but it is fo thin, that an un- 
{kilful perfon would conclude that this mem- 
ber was entirely flefhy. 

When therefore a fuppuration arifes here, 
it chiefly affects the pinguedinous feptee of thefe 
mufcles; for which reafon the confequent ul- 
cers have the appearance of afthe. When the 
aptha feparates, the furface of the wound has 
next a flocculous afpect, from whence there 
tranfudes a mucous fluid of a yellow colour : 
the lips of the ulcer continually increafe, but 
at the fame time preferve their equality; the 
fame procefs may be obferved in the velum 
pendulum, &c. | 

The interior parts of the zares, which have 
been already defcribed, are fubje& to fuch ul- 


cerations, From the preparations of Rvyfch © 


one would conclude, that the Schneyderian 
membrane was extremely thin ; neverthelefs, 
pem in 
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in a natural ftate it is of confiderable thicknefs 
in every place, except where it covers the offa 
fpongioja ; there indeed it is as thin as poffible. 
The palate muft be confidered, 1. On its 
interior fuperior furface, where it is covered 
by the pertofeum only, which being expanded 
backwards, helps to form the moveable velum 
pendulum, or valve of the noftrils ; on this part 
all the mucus fecreted from the nafal finufes 
naturally defcends. 2. The inferior furface 
‘of the palate is covered by a finuous, rugous, 
callous membrane, which, when boiled, ap- 
pears white. It is fo hard and callous as to 
xefift injuries from a variety of external bodies, 
and fometimes prevents even the venereal poi- 
fon itfelf, tho’ ulcerated thereby, from pene- 
trating thro’ it to the os ?z/ati. This mem- 
brane is nothing elfe than the periofeum, 
which here alfo is expanded at its pofterior 
part, and helps to form the ve/uz with its two 
lateral arches. Between the upper and lower 
expanfion of this membrane certain mufcles 
are feated, covered by a cellular membrane, 
which moves the velum. When an ulcer be- 
gins on any of thefe places, there is no imme- 
diate danger of the bone; but when the mem- 
brane is penetrated, the bone is fpeedily ren- 
dered carious, and the cafe becomes exceed- 
ingly dangerous. — — | | 
Such ulcers frequently arife on the lips ; 
but they are worft when feated at their ex- 
tremities, | 
| On 
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On the gums: Thefe are fometimes ulce- 
rated by the fcurvy, but more commonly by 
the venereal difeafe. When they fpread, they 
proceed to the cheeks, falival ducts, and papr/- 
le guftantes, which laft are feated here as well 
as in the tongue: They were difcovered by 
Ruyfch, chiefly in ruminating animals ; fo that 
venereal ulcers are of the moft pernicious con- 
fequence in this part. | | 

On the inferior polifhed. furface of the 
tongue: This part alfo has its papille, and the 
emiffaries of Wharton's glands, both which 
may be injured thereby. 

On the venter and dorfum lingue: Thefe are. 
covered by a thick callous membrane, different 
from the cutis of any other part. Here thofe 
ulcers become tuberous, ferpentine, and ex- 
ceeding painful, becaufe of the continual eie- 
vation of the cz/is, and the erofion of the nu- 
merous papilla nervo[z. 

The radix of the tongue has a great num- 
ber of membranous mucilaginous crypi@, ex- 
tending even to the efzg/otzis. 

The membrane which afcends over the egz- 
glottis is a continuation of the former: It is 
fo extremely thin and irritable, that the leaft 
diforder in this part produces the worft ef- 
fects, becaufe continually expofed to the action 
of the air. | 

Next follows that production of this mem- 
brane which furrounds the whole head cf the 
Jarynx, abounding with crypfe even to its 


TING. 
Behind 
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Behind this is feated. the pharynx, covered 
with a like membrane.. When the air is in- 
{pired through the mouth, the velum pendulum 
is impelled upward,*and the pofterior zares 
fhut up ; then we may perceive this red mem- 
brane filled with mucous crypre, according to 
the defcription of Morgagni and Valfalva ; it 
is‘alfo furnifhed with mufcles, as the cepbalo- 
pharyngaus, &c. and partly compofed of the 
periofizum, lying on the bones and ligaments 
ofthe feven cervical vertebre. No part de- 
ferves more to be confidered than this, as it is 
the feat of the very, worft ulcers, which fre- 
quently deftroy not only the ligaments , but 
even the bones of the neck, accompanied with 
dreadful fymptoms and excruciating pains. 

What has been remarked of venereal ulcers 
fituated on parts covered by the epithelium on- 
_ly, and confpicuous to the eye,- we may apply 
to ulcers on the perioffeum, which arife from an 
_ Internal venereal caufe. 

So ferns I have been able to difcover by the 
affiftance of the microfcope, the ulcers above 
defcribed are always feated in the membrana 
pinguetudinofa, which is frequently fo wafted 
thereby, that the mufcular fibres and nerves 
are left bare. | Caos 

From hence we may conceive what effects 
are produced by the venereal poifon, fo long 
as 1t refides in any oleous fubftance, as the 
medulla offum, oleum articulorum, interflitial 
mucus, adeps mufculorum, &ec. Thefe are the; 
parts conftantly affected ; for no fuch diforder

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was ever perceived in the /aliva, urine, fe- 
men, &c. ets | 

There is no part of our bodies but what 
have commerce with each other by means of 
the fubcutaneous cellular membrane, which 
infinuates itfelf every where throughout the 
whole frame. GUN 

‘The venereal difeafe affumes this membrane 
as its proper feat, and here is the fcene of all 
its operation. . 

The adipous contents have different degrees 
of tenacity, according to their fituation ; and 
they have the property of retaining whatever is 
volatile, hindering its exhalation, and refifting 
every kind of aqueous ablution. _ 

When the diforder is once admitted into the 
oil, it is cherifhed by the heat of the body, 
and multiplies itfelf as we fee in the gonorrhea ; 
and by the communication of oleous fluids it 
is at length diftributed throughout the whole 
habit, even into the cavities of the bones. 
This opinion is not rafhly adopted ; it is the 
refult of many years experience, and of a mul- 
titude of experiments, from all which I am 
convinced, that no other but the oleous fluids 
are fcarcely ever affected. The chyle, for in- 
ftance, in men who labour under the venereal: 
difeafe is perfe&ly good: the milk of infected 
women, who communicate the diforder to 
fucking infants, contains little or nothing. of 
the venereal poifon, efpecially if frefh ; nor is 
the infection propagated by milk as milk, 
for then the ftomach and inteftines would be 

fir ft 
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firft difordered ; but it is conveyed by the nip- 
ples, and by the contact of the fkin; for fuch 
children generally feel the firft effe&s on their 
lips, which were applied to the nipples. 

The blood alfo of perfons who have the 
Jues is as good as others. This was obferved 
by fome of the firft writers on the difeafe. 
The ferum of the blood, lymph, urine, fweat, 
_ fava, and even the femen itfelf, are generally 
free from virus, and communicate no infection, 
unlefs fome portion of the vitiated oil is mixed 
with thofe fluids. 

Antoninus Benivenius, one of the firft writers 
on the venereal difeafe, fays, that the humours 
by which the diforder is fooneft received and 
moft cherifhed, are the adipous, mucous, mu- 
cilaginous, and unctuous; as what covers the 
mufcles, articulations, ligaments, Cc. 

Nicolaus Maffa, who wrote in the year 
.1540, {peaking of venereal puftules and other 
cutaneous affections, which, after impofthu- 
mating, terminate in malignant ulcers, fays, 
that by infpection he always difcovered a 
whitifh, denfe, thick, vifcous fubftance at the 
bottom of the wound ; and that in dead bo- 
dies he ever found a whitith green matter in 
thofe parts where the patient when alive felt 
venereal pains the fharpeft, as in gummi, &c. 
fo that he conveys the fame idea of it with 
mine, v/z. that wherever it becomes apparent, 
it may be known and diftinguifhed by an ole- 
ous, vifcid matter like melted fuet. 


Thefe 
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Thefe ulcers are never deep but where they 
have a deep origin, nor do they ever penetrate 
the folid parts otherwife than as they are con- 
ducted by the cellular membrane; fo that if 
they begin in the furface of the body, they firft 
act on the fuperficies of the cellular mem- 
brane, and when that is confumed, by degrees 
they fpread {till deeper. 

The diagnofis is formed, 1. By a well- 
grounded judgment, concerning the fymp- 
toms already noticed. 2. By fubfequent ul- 
cers, diftinguifhable by the fymptoms above 
defcribed ; for when they are prefent, no doubt 
remains of the exiftence of the fecond or third 
fpecies of the /ues venerea, or that the fat of 
the body is contaminated. 

The Prognofis may be inferred from what 
has been faid above, wherein I have omitted 
nothing that I have either feen, obferved, or 
read, concerning the local origin, progrefs, 
difperfion, and effects of this diforder ; fo that - 
every one who is acquainted with this hiftory 
will fee the facility with which it is propagated, 
unlefs its progrefs is ftopt ; that it foon affects 
the pertofieum, medulla of the bones, cartilages, 
bones, and ligaments: yet fo long as thefe 
continue found, there is little to fear; but 
when they are affected, a cure may be efteem- 
ed as the moft fortunate and unexpected 
event,

wen we have a patient who has re- 
ceived the inward venereal difeafe, which 
after a time difcovers itfelf in certain places ; 
itis of the utmoft importance to know by 
what means it may be expelled {0 entirely, that 
not the leaft veftige of it fhall remain in the 
Mos | 
. This is to. be attained by the ‘entire ex- 
M of the venereal poifon out of the body ; 
after which the whole habit recovers its na- 
tural ftate, and the ulcers which before ap- 
peared fo obftinate and malignant, immediate- 
ly heal, to the furprife and fatisfa&ion of the 
furgeon. 

2. When moft poifons are received into the 
body, nature affords, and art has difcovered, 
fome antidote, by which it is extinguithed, 
and its fatal effects prevented. "Thus when a 
man is bit by a viper, the animal, when bruifed 
and applied to the part, will extract or deftroy 
the poifonous malignity. As to the venereal 
poifon, no one hath yet been able to difcover. 
either. its innate qualities, or proper antidotes : 
at prefent they are known only. to him who 
formed them; perhaps the time may come, 
when thefe arcana’s of nature may be difco- 
wered. ‘The venereal poifon itfelf would for 
ever have remained a fecret, but from its ef- 


t. ‘af fects b v. human. body. 42) ose Cure, 
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Some metallurgifts tell us that Mercury is its 
proper fpecific ; but how comes it, that perfons 
- have died, whofe bodies were filled with that - 
medicine? Others fay, it is contained in the - 
Lignum Guiacum ; but that is equally falfe, 
for in America, where that plant is well known 
and cultivated, the greater number of patients 
are cured by a mercurial falivation. Ne 
When all other poifons are received into the 
body, they are either corre&ed or evacuated ; 
but here no fuch corrective antidote is yet dif- 
covered. The whole cure confifts in its expul- 
fion: and as the diforder refides in the oleous 
fluids, their diffolution is abfolutely neceffary, 
in order to render them mifceable with water ; 
after which they may be difcharged out of i : 
the body. | 3 
That the whole cure depends on this fingle | | 
circumítance, is confirmed by every phenome- _ | 
non, and by the practice and experience of the . 
moft celebrated and ancient phyficians; for 
whenever they were fo happy as to cure, we 
learn that their patients were wholly emaciated, 
Happy then is that phyfician who is able to 
diffolve all the oil of the body, effe& its total. 
evacuation, and fo preferve the conftitution, that 
the vis vite may again recover itfelf. _ 
This is not fo difficult as is generally thought, 
unlefs the parts are already fo confumed, as to 
be incapable of recovery. For inftance, ‘fo 
long as the diforder affects the periofaum on- 
ly, without deftroying its fubftance, the cafe "utt 
is curable ; but if it is wholly penetrated, the 
oy Ma Gul Gud fra fir t | 
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bone becomes carious, and not to be cured 
without an exfoliation. If therefore the oleous 


- fluid only be affected, the cafe is curable with- 


out much difficulty ; but when the bones are 
difordered, fuch an event is not to be expected, 
without a feparation of the caries. 


The Firft Method of curing the Lues Venerea, 


viz. By Emaciation. 


O UR bifinefs here is to emaciate the bo- 
dy, and expel the fat. If this diforder be 
recently difperfed throughout the humours of 
the body; and if the patient, who was before 
very corpulent, ftrong, and vigorous, begins 
to fall away; I dare pronounce fuch a one 
capable of being cured without either decoc- 
tions or quickfilver, merely by a macerating 
diet, fuch as boiled bread, oats, millet, raifins, 
prunes, pot-herbs, and ripe mulberries, ftraw- 
berries, cherries, Ec, roots of beet, carrot, Ge. 
On fuch a diet a man may and ought to live 
in fuch a cafe. I remember an inftance of a- 
atient, who had tried all the ordinary me-- 
thods without füccefs, who having heard that 
the /ues was curable by a decoction of crude 
rape, refolutely perfifted in its ufe for a month) 
drinking nothing but water, whereby he re- 

ceived a perfect cure, | 
| The drink fhould be only water, or thin 
"whey, the exercife fhould be violent, daily, 
and continual, creating not only wearinefs, but 
à plentiful difcharge of fweat: in fhort, it 
| Ci fhould 
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fhould be carried to fuch an excefs, as to eva- 
cuate all the oil, and not give it time to re- 
generate. | 

And if the conftitution be fufficiently ftrong 
(for this T mention as what is abfolutely 're- 
quifite in order to fuftain this cure) he muft 
be fweated for a quarter, half, or an entire 
hour, night and morning, fitting in a femicu- 
pium of warm water, with the upper part of 
his body covered with blankets; the time muft 


be proportioned to his ftrength. By this pro-- 


cefs emaciation will be greatly forwarded. 

. The laft thing to be done is a friction of 
the body with dry rough cloths immediately 
after the bath night and morning. 


The medical decoctions of which the pa-- 


tient muft drink large and continued draughts, 
inay be made either of the leaves or roots of 
burdock, China root, either American or Afi- 
atic, Guaiacum, box, juniper, the three faun- 
ders, faflafras, and farfaparilla, dandelian, water= 
crefles, Fc, d 
If this method is continued for fix or fever 
weeks, it frequently cures, agreeable to what 
the antients obferved of fome particular pa- 
tients, who by labour and conftant perfpiration 
were fo much, macerated, that they received a 
perfect cure. Nicol. Maffa, page si. Alexand,

as alfo Barnard, Tollutanus, &c. 

We know there are a clafs of men, who, 
being condemned to the oar, are obliged to 
perfevere in the moft violent exercife, without

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any other fuftenance than bifcuit and water: 


the keepers of thefe miferable wretches neither 
. regard nor help thofe amongft them who have 


the venereal difeafe: they are neverthelefs per- 
feétly cured by emaciation, in confequence of - 
their. way of life. | 

'T'his method of cure, where practicable, is 
preferable to that by mercury; for the body 
is never fo much injured thereby, but it foon 
recovers itfelf, which cannot always be {aid 
of Mercury. ji : 

By what figns are we fure the diforder is 
cured ? If all the fymptoms entirely difappear, 
and every cicatrix continues firm, although 
the patient return to a liberal diet, we may 
be certain the cure is performed radically. 

There is no indication more certainly to be 
depended on of an approaching cure, than 
when an ulcer, which before yielded a fanious 
difcharge, begins to generate a good pus, like 
common ulcers, and when the cicatrix forms 
itfelf in a fmooth equal manner: but if, not- — 
withftanding thefe ípecious appearances, the 


diforder again returns, the preceding procefs 


muft be repeated : there 1s, however, too much 
reafon to fufpect a repetition of the caufe of 


this diforder, inftead of a relapfe.

WH EN the degree of infection is fuch as 
requires a more vigorous procefs than _ 
the preceding, we muft have recourfe to - 
purges, by which indeed the fame effects are 
produced, but with a greater force, viz. the 
oleous fluids are diffolved, render'd permeable 
to the veffels, and difcharged by the reé#um. 
There is no point of greater confequence, 
than to know when the venereal poifon is 
wholly expelled ; noris there any thing more 
difficult to afcertain, as it depends on the en- 
tire evacuation of the humours ; fo that a cure 
can never be compleated, unlefs the body is 
I. Emaciated as much as poffible, and, 2. 
Filled with new and good humours, If the 
venereal za£es be not wholly difcharged, no . 
fooner do the juices of fuch an exhaufted per- 
fon begin to replenifh, but the leaft particle 
of the remaining poifon is cherifhed, increafed, 
multiplied, and difperfed. : 
Whenever the medullary oil contained in 
the recefles of the bones is contaminated, it is 
{carcely to be diffolved by the moft extreme 
emaciation, the moft draftic purges, nor even 
by Mercury itfelf. ( Y 
Whilft they continue under cure, or remain 
thin, they appear to be well; but whenever 
they return to their ufual diet, the diforder 
U 3 breaks 
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breaks out again, and obliges them to fubmit 
to a frequent repetition of this neceffary but 
painful procefs.* Chriftoph. Bonetus, 7 Thea- 
tro Tabidorum, jaftly obferves, that fo long as 
{uch perfons blood is by art reduced into a 
watery ftate, they feel nothing ; but when en- 
riched by a carnivorous oleous food, the dif-, 
. order again difcovers itfelf. ! VON 

Amongft the whole clafs of medicines there 
are only two, by which our defign may be ac- 
complifhed, wz. Lignum Guaiacum and Mer- 
cury. ! : 
Paracelfus acknowledges, that the Ebulum 
Indicum, or Guaiacum, 1s a fufficient and ef- 
feétual remedy for this difeafe ; and in his 
Chirurgia he every where prefcribes Mercury, 
nor does he mention any other befides. Moft 
writers have adopted the fame opinion, though 
(ome have difputed the efficacy of Guaiacum ; 
it is, however, very certain, that Quickfilver 
alone is not fufficient. | 

There is one exception to be made, uz. 
when a gonorrbea, or any other of the above- 
‘mentioned fymptoms accompanying it, are 
complicated with a /ues, then neither fo great 
a degree of maceration, or expulfory force is - 
 neceffary. | pou ue 

Befides the above medicines, there are cer- 
tain vegetables and foffils which have been de- 

 monfílrated by certain experiments to be of j 
— 'fervice in the expurgation of this difeafe, as 
. ftrong cathartics, and powerful fudorifics. | 
: | What 
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What are the beft and moft powerful pur- 
gatives may be feen in our treatife of the go- 
norrbea: they muft be repeated till the whole 
oil of the body is diffolved and expelled, 

_ Severe as thefe methods are, nature at pre- 
fent affords us no other materials from either 
the foffil or vegetable kingdoms, that will cure 
this difeafe, but as they falivate, fweat, or 
purge, and thus diffolve all the infected hu- 
mours. How or by what particular medi- | 
cines that is done, is of little confequence, if 
they act in proportion to the vis vite ; but as 
fuch patients are frequently hectic when they 
apply to us, we muft firft, by a nourifhing 
diet, reftore their loft ftrength before we un- 
dertake the cure. |

The Third Method of curing the Second and 
Third Species of the Lues Venerea.— By 
Sudorifics. | 


"E H E patient's body ought to have fuffi- 
cient ftrength to fuftain this method, for 
it reduces the ftrongeft habit to the utmoft re- 
laxed ftate ; for as the whole mafs of blood 
confifts of a decoction of the Lignum Guaia- 
"cum, if the vital vifere, the lungs, liver, 
fpleen, ftomach, Cc. are unfound, it is appa- 

U 4 | rent 
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rent they can neither fuftain this repletion or 
its action. 

If therefore fuch a perfon ftands in need of 
this cure, he fhould firft live for fome weeks 
on a milk diet, bathe daily in warm water, 
rendered foft by the addition of emollients ; 
rub his body gently with a fleth-bruth three 
times a day, and refreth himfelf with a little 
genuine Canary, Palm, Cape, or Spaniíh wine. 

By this courfe, with the addition of country 
air and proper exercife, . . we muft endeavour to 
reftore the ftrength of the conftitution, at the 
fame time ftri&tly prohibiting the ufe of meat, 
for fear of increafing the oil, which already 
prevails too much. 

2. The time required for this procefs 1s at 
leaft fix or feven' weeks, without which it is 
in vain to expect fuccefs; for if the fat is not 
wholly diffolved and expelled, the remaining 
poifon becomes fuperior to the ftrength of the 
emaciated perfon, and rages with greater fury. 

3. The air fhould be preferved by a ther- 
mometer in a proper degree of warmth, agree- 
able to the feafon of the year. A want of at- 
tention to thefe circumftances occafions great 
‘errors: In winter the heat fhould be raifed to 
60 degrees, which is more than a man in 
health can well bear. In fummer it may arife 
to 70; the natural heat of the feafon raifes it 
"fometimes to 8o, but then it becomes un- 
healthful ; fo that in extreme cold the heat 
fhould be a little diminifhed, and in the midit © 
of fammer fomewhat increafed, 

2 oe ERIS 
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If thefe rules be neglected, and the body is 
filled with decoctions to promote fweating, the 
operation will be fruitlefs. The chamber 
ought to have a fouthern afpect, and to be 
furnifhed with a ftove, but no chimney, 
which, by drawing in the wind, makes the 
room too cold. : 

- 4. He muft abftain from fermented liquors 
during the whole courfe, and be permitted to 
drink only milk, whey, ptyfans of barley, oats, 
€c. the whey íhould be made twice a day, 
for if it is not very frefh, it foon becomes acid. 
To thefe may be added dry currants bruifed, 
liquorice, red faunders, and fugar, fo as to 
render thefe drinks not only refrefhing but

5. The food ought to be fuch as moft re- 
fifis putrefcency, and is’ freeft from oleous - 
particles. The cure confifts principally in the 
ufe of thick farinaceous decoctions, fweetened 
with fugar, to which may be added. prunes, 
raifins, ripe apples or pears reduced toa pulp ; 
bifcuits alfo boiled, with raifins or with figs, 
and a little faffron or nutmeg, was the only 
diet allowed by Ulricus Huttenius.* — It is moft 
in ufe with the practitioners of Amfterdam, 
and affords a folid nutriment to the ftomach. 
Milk alío diluted with water may be admitted, 


but is too oleous to be drank alone. For the

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fame reafon all preparations of eggs, fifh, and 
flefh are to be avoided. | 

6. There 1s need of conftant frictions, as a 
fupplement to that éxercife of the body which 
is prevented by its neceffary confinement. 

7. À medicament muft be prepared after 
the following method : Take either the bark, 
(which is beft of all,) or the green ponderous 
wood of Guaiacum next the bark, reduced to 
an impalpable powder : $viij, of which mutt be 
infufed in’ water for twelve hours, the veffel 
being clofe ftopped ; after this it muft be 
boiled for one hour, pouring in frefh water: 
when it is fettled, and cold, let it be ftrained 
through Hippocrates’s fleeve. This makes 
the firft decoction, and is very ítrong: to the 
refiduum, add 4viij. of river water; boil to one 
half, and filtrate as before, by which you have 
a fecond or. dietetic decoction. That Guaia- 
cum which is either very yellow or carious, 

mult be difcarded as ufelefs,

qs patient muft drink one pint of the 

: firft decoction about fix o'clock every 

. morning and evening ; as this is very ftrong, 

it is apt to excite an inflammation on the 

| fauces, which ceafes in about three or four 

days, after which it is no longer difagreeable, 

. The abovementioned inconvenience, however, 

“may in good meafure be prevented by the pa- 

tient's chewing fome ftoned raifins or a fig be- 
fore he takes the decoétion, 

| He 
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- He mutt alfo drink two ounces of the die- 
‘tetic decoétion every hour, at leaft for the 
fpace of eight days, taking care to prevent its 
efcaping through the pores till he is filled, and 
rendered as it were hydropic from the decoc- 
tion ; for if a fweat comes on before the bo-: 
dy is thus filled, the found humours only are 
expelled, and a fever fucceeds, which puts an 
end to the procefs, and prevents the cure. 

So much is neceffary to the impletion of 
body. 

8. In the next place it muft be agitated in — 
fach a manner that it may pafs thro’ the pores 
by way of íweat, to be excited at firft every - 
other day, or oftener, in proportion to the pa- 
tient's ftrength, by covering him with warm 
and thick bed-cloathes. — | bo 

9. He is then to be placed in the craticula, 
or fweating-chair. This is a kind of wooden ' 
cell, from whofe quadrangular bafis the body 
of the machine afcends in a piramidical form, 
terminating at top by an opening fufficiently 
large, and of fuch a height, as to admit the 
patient’s head to emerge thro’ it at liberty. 

When the patient is placed in the chair, a 
lamp furnifhed with fpirits of wine and cotton 
is introduced into the machine. This lamp 
fhould be made of brafs, of a cylindrical form, 
five or fix fingers breadth in height, with an 
orifice about an inch diameter: its bafis fhould. 
be fufficiently broad to prevent its falling, for 
by fuch an accident the patient would cer- 
tainly be fuffocated ; and the fpirit ought never 

| | to 
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to rife higher than an inch below its margin. 
By thefe precautions too great a fire is pre- 
vented, and the fpirituous fumes rife with fu- 
perior advantage. | 

As foon as the fpirits are fet on fire, the pa-. 
ticnt is immediately involved in a warm bath 
of fpirit of wine, changed into a volatile pe- 
netrating water : the Guaiacum is thereby at- 
tracted outwards, a perfpiration begins, and 
. increafes to that degree, that was it continued. 
for the {pace of two hours, there would be 
fuch a refolution of the body by f{weat, as to 
endanger life itfelf. dokn 

The patient fhould remain in the craticula 
at firft only once a day, and but juft fo long 
as his ftrength will admit, which we may 
learn by attending to the pulfe of his carotid 
arteries. When therefore he has for the firít 
time fuftained this fweat for a quarter of an 
hour at the moft, he is then to be put into a 
warm bed, and well covered for two hours be- 
fore he gets up. | EV 
.. Some who have thought this method in- 
convenient, place the patient naked in a warm 
bed, covering him. with a craticula made of 
hoops, into the bottom of which a metal pipe 
continued from the lamp is introduced : thro' 
this the ípirituous exhalations are conveyed 
into the craticula, which being well and clofe- 
ly covered with bed-cloathes, the patient is 
as effectually fweated, without the difadvan- 
tages of the chair ; for when the operation is 
 fni(hed, we have only to remove the craticula,

and the patient is immediately covered with 
the bed-cloathes, without being expofed to 
the external air. 

After this is done he may be allowed a 
little flefh-broth with rye bread, Canary or 
Rhenifh. wine, as a neceflary refrefhment. | 
When the. patient has fuftained this operation 
night and morning for ten or twelve days, 
he is thereby fo much debilitated, as to require 
a little broth, or rhenifh wine, as foon as the 
{weat begins. . 

In defperate cafes we mutt perfevere in this 
procefs for three or four weeks, after which 
the operation fhould be repeated once a day 
for another week, when the cure becomes ab- 
folute. 

This method, which is now fad dead to the 
greateft degree of certainty and perfection, 
cures the difeafe when it affects even the zze- 
dulla of the bones, where it is inacceflible to 
the force of Mercury. | 

Thofe perfons are miftaken who imagine 
the force of the fanguinary fyftem fufficient to 
actuate and move argentum vivum with a ve- 
locity neceffary to the cure of this diforder : 
but by this repletion and evacuation it is ef- 
feted in a manner fuperior to any other: I 
have feen the humours tranfude with fuch. 
force, excite fuch a fever, heat, and external 
tmpetus, that venereal ulcers were raifed on the 
forehead during the fweat, and thereby fo’ en- 
tirely feparated from the bottom as to be per- 
fe&tly healed,

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We know when a cure is performed by 
the difappearance of all the fymptoms ; as 
when the ulcers are healed, the nocturnal 
pains ceafe, and the tumors fubfide and vanitli

|. * "There is one caution of the utmoft importance omit- . 


ted by our author, and that is, never to enter upon a 


couríe of fweating, or indeed any other internal procefs; 
where the patient has any venereal fwelling, as a 4ubo in- 
guinalis ; for there is nothing in the world that will fo 
fpeedily difperfe fuch tumors, as baths, vapours, &c. and 
the confequences of that difcuffion are moft fatal. Lre- 
member an inftance of a celebrated courtezan, who by 
entreaties prevailed on her furgeon to ufe every method to 
difperfe an almoft maturated jus), that fhe might be freed 
from the deformity of a cicatrix. He made ufe of almoft 
every evacuation, accompanied by large mercurial frictions; 
but thefe not fucceeding to his wifh, he at laft had re- 
courfe to, and pérfifted in the ufe of the hot bath, and 
fweating in bed, for a confiderable time, by which he fo 
perfectly difcuffed the tumor with its contents, that no- 
thing remained. His patient no fooner recovered a little 
ftrength, than the diforder appeared again in a different and 
multiplied form ; for innumerable ulcers broke out on her 
head, neck, anus, labia pudendi, palate, tonfils, and /eptum 
narium, and proceeded fo faít, that though fhe was imme- 
diately put into a ptyalifm, the difeafe raged with fuch 
fury, as to end her life before it could be raifed to any fa- 


lutary height. 


Even in common abfceffes that are not venereal, the 
worft confequences fometimes fucceed their accidental dif- 
cuffion, when matter is either partially or perfectly formed. 
I remember a man in the year 1752, who had a little boil 
on his face, covered by fo thick a fkin as to prevent its 
eruption ; he would by no means permit it to be opened 
either by the cauftic or lancet ; fo that at length it wholly 
difperfed. Notlong afterwards he broke out in large ab- 
fcefles all over his arms, belly, and legs: when thefe were 
either opened or burft of themfelves, they turned to ma- 

lignant 
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After which we muft ftri€tly caution fuch 
patients not to return immediately to a grofs 
and fat nutriment, for thereby whatever of 
the difeafe remains will be fo increafed as to 
manifeft itfelf again. 

This procefs is effectual in that very worft 
{pecies of the /zes, which fixes itfelf on the 
thinneft bones covered by the pertofleum only, 
as the maxillary, frontal, and /phanoidal finufes, 
the offa palati, fbongiofa marium, and offa un- 
guis. When the periofleum of thefe very thin 
bones is deftroyed, the fubjacent part of the 
bones is not only uncovered, but thereby de- 
prived of nutriment, and of confequence be- 
comes carious: the poifon once admitted, ea- 
fily fpreads, and diffufes itfelf through theic 
fpongy texture, where it excites a moft puru- 
lent fz/or, efpecially in the ofa fpongiofa 
narium. 

If one fuch bone be deprived of its periof- 
Ium, it will never be cured but by its entire 
feparation, becaufe the periofieum is never re- 


lignant creeping ulcers, like thofe on the legs of fcorbutic 
patients, and as fome healed, others broke out, by which 
he was fo wafted, that he appeared like a fkeleton, and at 
length died tabid. 

From this abforption of matter may be traced a variety 
of the moft afflictive evils human nature is expofed to.— 
From hence the /crophula, fucceeding the meafles, {mall 
pox, and dentrification of infants : from hence the lues, af- 
ter a bad managed or neglected gonerrhea : tumors in LUE 
neck.from impofthumes of the ears, £c. &fc. — 

Réverius tells us, a Carmelite Fryer was feized with a 
continual fever, in the height of which he died, only from 
foie pimples in his face fuddenly receding. | 

d PAN generated ; 
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generated: but in other and larger bones, 
which are conftituted of a confiderable num- 
ber of Jamelle, the fuperficies may exfoliate, 
‘and its membrane regenerate, 


Where the diforder has produced local ef- 


fects, it may not be amifs, during the opera- 
tion to conduct the fpirituous exhalations to 
thofe parts by the mediation of a brafs pipe, 
and at other times apply a cataplafm of the 
decoction. ! 

So great is the force of this fweating opera- 
tion, that I have fometimes cured paralytic 
perfons, whofe diforder was topical, or owing 
to a vice of the mufcles, tendons, or involucra 
of the netves ; nor is there in all medicine a 
: procefs by which we have a more abfolute 
command over the body than by this method. 

If we read the books of Franco and Ulric 
Hutten, which laft wrote very well and can- 
didly, we fhall fce in his epiftle to the Bifhop 
of Mentz, that he prefers this method to a 
 falivation. ; 

Let me once more remark, that thin, dry, 
weak bodies can never fuftain this operation 
without the utmoft danger. It is defigned 
chiefly for thofe that are. robuft and full of 
blood, in whom it will cure even the /pine 
ventofa, and procure a feparation of the carzes. 

The whole time of {weating nothing muft 
‘be applied to the ulcers, for thereby their 
tranfudation might be impeded ; but after the 
"operation they may be covered with em-

The Fourth Method of curing the Lues—By 


Salivation. 


DREVIOUS to a filivation it is requifitey 
I. 'That the patient fhould have competent 
ftrength to fuftain that operation.’ If therefore 
his body be enfeebled, it fhould be poftponed 
for a time ; and as humanity forbids us to 
abandon fuch a one to defpair, we mult frft try 
if we cannot reftore him by frictions, milk diet, 
aud country air; at the fame time. curing his 
ulcers by external applications of mercury. ip 
if 


* This procefs of our author is fomewhat like, though 
much fuperior to, that which cured Henry Il]. King of 
France, to whom the fecret was afterwards communicated, 
and is as follows: — Ix Rad. Bardane im telleolas feta 
Zviij. Vin. alb. 6 Aqua font. ana loj. bulhant ad media 
partis confumptionem addendo , fub finem Senne mandet 1j. 
vel Zits. pro difpofitione egrotantis capiat mane lbfs.—— 
Warm flannels were then wrapped over the bottoms of 
the feet, legs, and thighs, and great fweats promoted in 
thofe parts.

+ This caution is of fingular importance, efpecially in 
ulcers of the tonfils, velum, uvula, poíterior part of the 
fauces, E. for ulcers in thefe parts feldom. continue, any 
time without caufing a caries of the bones, or fpreading to 
places inacceflible to external applications, the cure of 
which depends wholly on the aac proces of falivae 

: TION, 
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If thefe expedients do not recover his ftrength, 
a falivation would be. improper. 'The inftances 


. l have 


tion, which we find by experience does not always fucceed. 
‘The fumigations of Cinnabar, medical vapours, gargles, 
lotions, phagedenic waters, Sc. in common ufe, are not fo 
effectual as could be wifhed ; they feldom digeft or heal 
thefe ulcers, or even ftop their progrefs ; fo that there is 
little or no hopes of reftoring the health and ftrength of 
a patient who is in continual pain and uneafinefs, accom- 
panied with a perpetual naufea and ficknefs. The ulcers 
ought to be in fome meafure healed before a falivation 
can with any propriety be attempted : fome refrain from 
it when the leaft malignity appears on the palate, &c. left 
the patient fhould be difgraced with a flat nofe, which, we 
are told, is more frequent in England, than any other 
country. A medicine then that will digeft and heal thefe 
moft troublefome ulcers before a falivation, would be highly 
defireable, and fuch I take the following preparation, after 
many years experience, to be. - | 

Take Argent. Viv. and Corrofive Sublimate, of each Ibfs. 
mix till perfe&ly incorporated in.a marble mortar; then 
put it into an alembic with a ftrait orifice, and cover it 
with diftilled vinegar four fingers in height. The whole 
mutt be well fhook or ftirred feveral times a day, and in 
eight or nine hours the vinegar will be ftronely. impreg- 
nated from the refiduum, which may be known from its 
acrimonious tafle, or by pouring a little Spirit of Sal Am- 
moniac, which will, if the medicine is fufficiently ftrong, 
produce a large quantity of White Pracipitate. This vi- 
negar muft be poured off, and frefh put on, which will 
require a longer time for its impregnation. We may thus 
repeat the infulion, till the fediment will no longer im- 
pregnate ; after which, the greater part of the refiduum 
may be revived into pure Quickfilver by diftillation, and 
ferve again. Ifa little of this lotion be applied to thofe 
ulcers on the point of a probe, armed with lint, their 
whole furface becomes inftantly white, and continues fe- 
teral hours, when it may be feen to feparate in: the form 
of an exceeding thin flough ; the wounds appear more 
Clean, and by repeating it three or four days, night and 
ss morning 
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I have feen of the fatal mifchiefs of an unfea- 
fonable falivation, particularly in an Englifh 
gentleman, 


morning, we may perceive their bottoms to granulate, and 
their edges to fubfide ; after which the medicine fhould be 
omitted, and the ulcers will quickly heal. 

Nor are venereal ulcers the only fpecies where this lo- ; 
tion is of fuch fervice; it is equally effectual in the worft 
fcorbutic ulcers of thofe parts; in ulcerations behind the 
ears, fiflures in the chinks of the body, herpes exedens, {cor- 
butic ulcers of the legs, cancerous ulcers. of the lips, in- 
veterate humours of any part, fcrophulous tumors in the 
lips and nofes of children, cezenas, chaffed nipples, and C2e£^va. 
even in a gangrene. In fhort, it is by far the moft va- Chops . 
luable phagedenic water ever introduced into practice, the 
proofs of which do not depend on my own experience on- 
ly, but on the teftimony of many very eminent furgeons, 
to whom I have at different times communicated it. 

I noticed, that the lotion changed the furface of the 
wound white, which foon after feparated in the form of a 
flough ;; from whence it is apparent, the preparation is 
fomewhat corrofive. ‘The whitenefs, however, is not the 
confequence of its action on the folids, but of its coagu- 
lating the fluids; nor is this change peculiar to a venereal 
ulcer, for it produces the fame on all others, and upon 
every human fluid, even when feparated from the body. 
I fhould not have mentioned this circumftance, which is. 
common from the application of almoit every mineral acid 
to any fpecies of ulcer, even a cancer, but as I think it 
fubverts the notion of the venereal poifon being an acid, 
according to the opinion of Dr. Cockburn, who fays it 
turns the tincture of violets into a bright red, and the juice 
of the fun-flower to a copper colour: but if the venereal 
poifon were acid, furely a coagulation would not follow 
from the application of another acid; for if alcaline 
{pirits are applied in the fame manner to ulcers, they have 
no fuch effects ; on the contrary, they render the wound 
livid, and the difcharge thin and fanious : they will alío at- 
tenuate any pure or difeafed human fluid, when fepa:ated 
from the body ; from whence it is that all alcaline medi- 
cines, ufed externally or internally, are the moft powerful

I have but a very 
indifferent opinion of cures that are performed 
ina lefs {pace of time. 

3. A warm air. The warmer the air, the 
more powerful will be the Mercury ; but at 
the fame time the more hazardous : never- 
thelefs, by this means a cure may be accom- 
plifhed in ten or twelve days. In the Indies 
they heat the ftoves to fuch an incredible de- 
gree, as to give the higheft falivation to their 
flaves, by which means their fate is fpeedily 
determined. Mercury never acts without the 
heat of the body, the want of which may. be 
fupplied by external heat ; but when they both 
act together, the Mercury rages in the body, 
and brings on a putrefaction. If new benign 
fluids be adminiftred, and the ftrength be fuf- - 
- ficient, the cure will be eafy.

6. Frictions of the whole body, Let the 
patient be put in a bath vapor three or four 
days before he takes the Mercury, and after 
this let him ufe moderate exercife ; for the 
cure never advances more happily, than when. 
the body is fo difpofed as to fuffer the Mer- 
but what may be foftened, and fometimes even difperfed 
' entirely, by perfevering in the ufe of alcaline fpirits. By 
thefe I have very frequently difcuffed fmall fchirrhi of the 
breaft, ganglions of the wrift, &/v. On the contrary, I 
have found, that acid fpirits ufed in the fame manner will 


fometimes diminifh the tumor, but they always leave it 
more hard and fixed than before.

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cury to act equally in all parts without any re- 
fiftance ; for the action is the greateft, where 
there is the moft refiftance. 

7. If the patient be young and plethoric, 
and the weather warm, it will be advifeable to 
bleed, becaufe the falivation will throw the 
body into a fever of itfelf. By this means the 
inflammatory fwellings of the fauces, hemor- - 
rhages, fevers, and dyfenteries, often attending 
falivations, will be prevented. 

8. The body fhould be purged; for, during 
the whole time of falivation, the belly is fcarce 
moved once: what impropriety therefore can 
there be in exhibiting daily Manna, Cafíia, and 
Cremor Tartar; or, if greater fpeed is re- 
quired, to inject a clyfter three or four times 
a day, in order to take away the faces from 
the body, which is the principal thing to be 
aimed at in thefe preparations. 

g. For a week before, the patient fhould 
ufe a liquid, emollient, and moderately refrefh- 
ing diet, that there may be a fufficient quan- 
tity of humours in the body for the mercury. 
to work upon, and keep it from hurting the 
veflels. ‘The food therefore fhould confift of 
milk, panada, raifins, figs, or fuch as contain 
no matter tending to putreícency ; for the ef- 
fect of Mercury is to diffolve the humours, 
and to change the oils and falts into a ftate of 
putrefaction, like thofe of a dead body expofed 
to the warm air; by which the tender veifels 
are fometimes diffolved, and rendered incapable 
_of containing their fluids. Hence arife mortifi-

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cations and confumptions of the liver, lungs, 
3c, which is only to be prevented by the ex- 
hibition of fuch antifeptic aliments. : 

It may be afked, If any thing more than 
thefe be neceffary ? I anfwer, not in a health- 
ful perfon ; but if the conftitution be fcorbu- 
tic and atrabilious, and efpecially if there be 
any apprehenfion of internal ulcers, then far- 
‘ther caution is neceffary, for the mercury ne- 
ver operates fo unkindly as in thefe cafes, be- 
caufe the humours are then fo difpofed as to 
flow fpontaneoufly. The gzzgrve being prefied, 
difcharge blood, and livid fpots appear all ovet 
the body. When therefore the Quickfilver 1S 
given in fuch habits, it diffolves the tender

10. The patient fhould take, for the fpace 
of a week, a demulcent decoction. The beft 
ingredients for this purpofe are Guaiacum, the 
roots and leaves of Burdock, the roots of Chi- 
na, Eringo, and Liquorice ; any of which may 
be chofe; to thefe fome add the roots of Fen- - 
nel and Parfley, Bitter-fweet, and ftalks of 


Sarfaparilla.. Let thefe be boiled to the con-

By thefe means the humours will be diluted,

Operation of tbe PrYALISM. 


ERCURY having been found fo effec- 
- tual in the cure of the venereal difeafe, 
many perfons of great authority have attempted 
to fubfiitute fomething of fuppofed fimilar pro- 
perties in its ftead, but without fuccefs. I 
have feen the root of wild Pelitory, given in 
maftck or with pepper, raife a falivation, by 
which the humours were difcharged, without 
curing the ‘ves; and Mercury itfelf does not 
prove "effectual ‘merely by raifing a falivation, 
but in diffolving the humours in fuch a man- 
ner, that the virus may be carried off along 
with them. 

2. A falivation cannot be produced unlefs 
the Mercury enters the body, and the vzs vite 
has a fufficient force to fuftain it. 

3. Mercury ought to be given in fuch a 
quantity as to raife a painful falivation, 
without which I never faw it fucceed. 

! 4. It ought to be continued fo long, and in 
fuch a degree, as to diffolve all the infected 
humours, and extirpate all the poifon. When 
this is done, the remaining part of the cure 
confifts only j in fupplying the body with freth 

ulces, 
Mercury raifes a falivation in whatever form 
it is given, and in the foundeft bodies. The 
vapors of boring Mercury, crude Mercury 
applied 
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applied to the fkin externally, or mixed with 
ointment, or in a plaifter, and taken without 
any preparation, will all of them falivate. It 
is fufficient if it does but enter the veffels. If 
it be taken in too great plenty, it purges the 
belly. Thofe who work in the mines, hand- 
ling it imprudently, fcarce live three years, and 
die miferably. | 
Quickfilver falivates when mixed with thofe 

things which take away its fluidity at firft, and 
afterwards fuffer it to recover again. If Cin- 
nabar be taken into the body, and meets with — 
a very acrimonious bile, alcaline or faponaceous 
humouts, the operation of the mercury is fuf- 
pended. Hence it happens, that /Ethiops Mi- 
neral feldom falivates, unlefs in bodies. that 
have the power of diffolving, or with diffolving 
medicines, fuch as alcaline falts, which dif- 
folve the fulphur, and fet the Mercury free. 
If I take Mercury, and rub it with a little - 
bread and fome Galbanum, I make the Pilula 
Barbarofla: when the bread and Galbanum 
are digefled, the Mercury is fet at liberty, 
and then operates, but not otherwife. Mer- 
cury precipitated acts in a different man- 
ner. This was firft difcovered by John Vigo, 
from whom it was called Vigo’s powder ; and 
Troches made of this, Lrochifci de minio Vigo- 
nis. ‘This powder is made by taking fome 
Mercury with the fame quantity and half as 
much more of fpirit of Nitre, or common 
Aqua Fortis, and putting them ina retort, fo 

| | clofe 
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clofe that nothing can efcape ; at length, ex- 
hale every thing but what is red; then let the 
retort be broken, and there remains a powder 
of various colours,- which is red Precipitate. 
Now take this powder, fays Paracelfus, and 
add feven times the quantity of new Aqua 
Fortis ; urge it with an intenfe heat, and you 
will have the ftrongeft red Precipitate, to 
which you muft add fomething mild whenever 
you exhibit it. Helmont fays he concealed 
the moft important article of this preparation, 
viz.the Elementum Ignis Veneris, which he 
made no fecret of to his pupils. But I doubt 
this, as I have not been able to find it in his 
books. He fays, in Libro Nofocomia, that from 
this powder of Vigo may be diftilled the Oil of | 

Vitriol, after which the whole medicine is 
changed, and you have in an inftant the Ture 
bith Mineral. 5ij. of Mercury thus prepared 
has twenty times the effect of crude Mercury. 

Mercury will only mix with a fofüil falt ; 
the alcaline falt of vegetables will by no means — 
touch it. This mixing is called by the chy- 
mifts the extraverfion of the fulphur of Mer- 
cury. I have changed Mercury into a red, 
penetrating, and acrid body, by the addition of 
pure gold only. | 

There is inherent in Quickfilver a certain - 
latent body called the Sulphur of Mercury : 
af this be taken away, the Mercury will nei- 
ther unite with Aqua Fortis, Aqua Regia, nor 
Oil, of Vitriol. | | 
see Pure

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If pure Argentum Vivum, which is a genu- 
ine, fimple, uncompounded. mineral, 1s mixed 
with common Spirit of Nitre, (which has not 
been ‘difcovered above three hundred years,) 
jt will be fixed fo as to fuftain a heat of 
fixty degrees, without flying off. Homberg 
calculated how much of this folid quality he 
could give in proportion to a pound of the 
moft fluid Mercury, and found, that when it 
-was thus prepared, it acts at leaft twelve times 
more powerfully than fimple Mercury, five, 
fix, or feven grains only being equal to fixty of 
the other. : 

If you pour upon this, Oil of Vitriol, it will 
expel all the fixed acid, and penetrate into its 
place. If I unite 5j. of Spirit of Nitre with 
5j. of Mercury, and then pour upon them the 
Oil of Vitriol, ninety grains of the Spirit of — 
Nitre will inftantly fly off; tho’ they would 
before have withftoed the heat of fixty degrees: 
the oil will enter, and make a white pow- 
der more fixed than red Precipitate ; the virtue 
of which will be found invincible: one grain 
being fufficient to move the whole body up- 
wards and downwards. 

If this preparation be wafhed with water, it 
puts on a citron colour, when it is called Tur- 
bith Mineral. This acts with three times the 
force of the above Precipitate. 

If the acids are taken from thefe powders 
by diftillation, a mild body of Mercury is left 
behind, which is called Mercurius Dulcis. 
This is the remedy to which Paracelfus recurs 

; as 


LS 
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as the laft refort. The next procefs is Subli- 
mate of Mercury. In the nature of things, 
fay the chymifts, there are but two created 
perfect, fea-falt and gold. 

Now Corrofive Sublimate of Mercury is a 
fovereign remedy, and a fovereign poifon ; for 
here Mercury is united with fea-falt. In or- 
der to make it you muft take the Calx of Vi- 
triol, which is the moft fixed Oil of Vitriol, 
incapable of being expelled by fire. With 
this mix Mercury and fea falt; then by a flow 
fire the Vitriol approaches the matrix of the 
fea falt, making it volatile, and depurating it 
fo as that it unites itfelf with the Mercury; the 
fire in the mean time having corroded the íalt, 
and the Mercury makes them volatile, and . 
hence is produced the Sal Ammoniac of the 
philofophers. Thus Corrofive Sublimate of 
Mercury is the pureft fea falt fublimated from 
all drofs, and intimately mixed with Mercury. 
One grain of this Mercury caufes a fevere fali- 
vation. This was formerly a profound fecret ; 
they diffolved one grain in water, and mixed 
it with fyrup, to render it more palatable. 

This fublimated Mercury united with an 
equal quantity of Quickfilver, and füblimated 
again, lofes much of its ftrength, and comes 
forth Mercurius Dulcis, 3j. of which will not 
raife fo ftrong a falivation as a grain of the 
former; therefore the power of Mercury in a 

great meafure depends upon art. 
.... 1f Mercury thus prepared be rubbed with 
Quickfilver, and then fublimated ime 
à 
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fhall have the Panacea Monfpelienfium, but a 

remedy of {mall efficacy ; for you muft ufe 3 (s. 

of it to raife a falivation, for which a grain of 
the former will be fufficient. 

Having premifed thefe general obfervations, 

I add, that all of them will falivate, or other- 

wife they would not cure. J admire the fkill 

of him who boafted of being able, by a mer- 


curial arcanum, to cure without a ptyalifm ; 


and I will take upon me to pronounce, after a 
correfpondence throughout all Europe, that it 


is impoffible. I have known, indeed, a faliva- 
tion fuppreffed after it was firft excited, by a 
determination downwards, and vice verfa ; but 
this 1s nothing to the point.* 

Such a falivation ought to be excited as fhall 
render the humours very fluid ; but if by pre- 
paratory decoctions, evacuations, or an extreme 
poverty of blood, they have been made too 
thin, no falivation can take place; from 
whence it happens, that many perfons after a 
relapfe are incapable of receiving a falivation, 
Vid.

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When there is a debility of the humours, 
the Mercury pafles through the body, and con- 
fequently it is not always a certain medicine ; 
for the efficacy of it depends upon its falivating. 
If this end be accomplifhed, it fignifes little in 
what form it is ufed. It ought, however, to 
be a caution to us to try that Mercury which 
debilitates the leaft. I have been greatly con- 
cerned, that many furgeons, efpecially the 
Britifh, fo rafhly pour Mercury into every ju- 
venile body.. 2. Attend to the age of your 
patient. 3. Take the exacteft method of cal- 
culating. the quantity of Mercury you give ; 
for no good phyfician tries dangerous experi- 
ments on the human body. 4. Let the quan- 
tity be no more than neceflary, for Mercury 
deftroys the human body by its own mecha- 
nical power. 

Thefe principles being laid down, you may 
- judge what is proper to be chofen, and what 
to be rejected, and particularly to omit thofe 
acids "ru ide its ufe dangerous ; or, on 
the other hand, what requires to be taken in 


fame thing by giving the above- mentioned preparations in- 
ternally. “It is of no great importance by what preparation 
the ptyalifm is excited, if we take care to prevent its being 
too fharp and coriolire 5 ; for as I have before obferved, the 
only difference betwixt them is only as they are rendered 
more acrimonious by chymical procelffes and mixtures, 
However, where the conftitution is weakly, I think one 
would rather prefer the method by unction, as the ftomach 
is lefs affected thereby. Or if the habit be fufficiently 
ftrong, thofe that are quickened by art, as the Calomel, &c, 
are desc n to the Pilulz Mercuriales, Keyfer's, or Bel- 
lofte's, &c. all which are very flow in their operations and 
effects.

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too large a quantity! Hence thofe are miftaken, 
who attempt to expel the venereal poifon by 
the Parifian Panacea, Sublimate, or epe 
Mineral. 

The White Precipitate, or the commion Dul- 
cis, are preferable to all other medicines ; for 
if thefe fail in falivation, all others will be with- 
out effect, unlefs there be a peculiar idiofyn- 
cracy in ‘the: body ; ; thérefor "i rejecting - all 
boafted arcanas, let us rely folely upon thefe 
two iicdicines, the firft of which 1s White 
Precipitate, prepared by hand in this manner: 
Let Quickfilver be rubbed with Spirit of Ni- 
tre, till diffolved into a very limpid- liquor 5 
upon this pour the brine of fea falt till it Be- 
comes white: hence arifes Aqua Regia, which 
with difficulty retains the Mercury, fó that the 
greateft part is precipitated.’ Then the’ liquor 
is to be {trained through paper, and there re- 
mains the whiteft powder of Mercury, which 
muít be wafhed with warm water till it be- 
comes infipid: this, when dry, is the White 
Precipitate of Mercury. Take 51$ of this pow- 
der, with 5j of fugar, and rub them together 
in a glafs mortar, and it will be an po parar | 
ble medicine. 

If this is thought too laborious a prócefs, 
take 3)f of common Mercurius Dulcis, and 5j 
of fugar, and rub them to a fine powder. Di- 
vide it into twenty-four dofes, and in every 
dofe there will be 3% grains of Mercury, 
This does not differ materially from the. pres 
cog, excepting that a little only of the fpi- 

rit 
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rit of falt is united with the Mercury. Thefe 
two’ remedies I have never known to fail, 
where the difeafe was curable.* 

The patient fhould be kept in one room, 
and wear woollen cloaths all the time, nothing 
being more neceflary, than that every part be 
kept in a perfpirable ftate, on which caution 
our fuccefs greatly depends. | 

A.dofe fhould be taken. at ee nine, and 
twelve in the morning, and at ae fix, and 
nine in the afternoon. I have icto d the 
largeft at firft, that it may be gradually dimi- 
nifhed ; the leatt dofe is the fourth part of this 
quantity. Afterwards it will be proper to take 
a Narcotic, to prevent vomiting or a dyfentery. 
Paracelfus, in Nofocomio, adds 24.00. zi). of 
Theriaca to vi. or vii. grains of Turbith Mine- 
ral; nor does he give any Mercurials without 
Theriaca, which is a. bland narcotic, . Hence. 
we would advife 35. or 31). of the foll owing 
compofition.

Anftead of digefting, @e. will continue. to fpread with 
greater. apparent malignity, as I have before obferved. The 
efign of Mercury is to diffolve the tenacity of the juices 5 
but that being already effected, a falivation in fuch cafes is 
highly improper. Our bufinefs is therefore, in the fiít 
place, to reftore their loft confiftence by proper diet, &c, 
by which only fuch a patient will fometimes be perfectly 
cured ; but if the difeafe continues, he may afterwards be 
falivated with fuccefs. | 
. If 
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If naufea, vomiting, pains in the belly, and 
loofenefs come on the firft or fecond day, ac- 
cording to cuftom, they ought by all means to 
be ftopped. After two, three, or four dofes 
there fometimes arifes fuch an intollerable fick- 
nefs, that every kind of fuftenance becomes 
loathfome, and the patient falls into a del- 
quium. This happens chiefly to thofe who are 
eafily moved, to whom nothing can be more 
ferviceable than the following medicine.

The falivation, which comes on about 
the fecond or third day, is generally pre- 
ceded by a troubleíome fever, attended with 
anxiety and thirft; therefore it is highly pro- 
per for the patient to drink at leaft $ij. of li- 
quor every hour, which will by no means refift 
the action of the Mercury, but rather difpofe 
the veffels to bear it better. Raifins boiled 
with barley in water, with one third of milk, - 
and fome honey or fugar, make a good decoc-- 
tion for this purpofe. | 

Thefe fymptoms are owing to the. tenacity 
and denfity of the blood, which makes it refift 
the Mercury ; more efpecially if there be an 
acidity and drynefs of the body.

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The Signs of an Approaching Pry ALIsM. 
FTER the fever and anxiety before- 


mentioned, there follows a cadaverous 
fmell from refpiration. I never knew this 
fymptom fail; for even children who have 
taken Mercury for the worms, have the fame 
fetor ; it is therefore a palpable error to ima- 
gine that it proceeds from the poifon: for 
if you mix frefh hartíhorn, veal-broth, human 
blood, and that of a young calf together, and 
expofe them to the warm air, yet in twenty- 
four hours a like putrefcency arifes, fo as to 
become intolerable. 

This fmell lafts all the time of falivation, 
and is the worft when the Ptyalifm is at the 
height. Some have told us, that dogs have 
died from licking the /z/va ; but this is a mif- 
take ; however, it 1s more prudent to {pit it 
out, than to fwallow it. 

2. The teeth are elevated. This elevation 
is felt by prefling one jaw againft the other. 

3. The fauces begin to ftiffen, and foon af- 
ter to {well ; the gums alfo are red, and ex- 
cecding painful when touched. The Mercury > 
then begins to diffolve the blood and other 
ones rendering them volatile, and fit for 
evacuation: hereby the oils in particular be- 
come putrid and cadaverous, and are the prin- 
cipal caufe of the putrid fetor, 

4. As foon as the blood is by this means 
diffolved, violent inflammations come on, 


which 
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which would prove fatal without drinking a 
large quantity of diluting liquids. 

5. As foon as the fetor begins, I have exa- 

mined the ulcers with microfcopes,, at which 
time every inequality difappears, the /ordes is 
temoved, the lips, which before were {welled 
and corroded, become plain, and the bottom 
of the wound red as coral; from whence I - 
conclude, that though the Mercury diffolves 
all the humours, it acts moftly upon the fat. 
_ 6. If there be a determination of the hu- 
mours to the mouth and fauces, the tongue 
{wells enormoufly, and becomes exceeding 
painful; the cheeks are violently inflamed at 
the falival glands, where there often remains 
large ulcers for fix months after falivation. 

If the Mercury does not afcend to the 
mouth, it produces pains and naufea in the 
ftomach, &e. : ! 

7. The gums and lips are affe&ed in the 
fame manner as the other parts of the mouth, 
and the whole countenance becomes tumid 
and ruddy.- 


- qle Signs of a Prefent Pryarism. 


A Liquor begins to flow from every part of 
the mouth, which, if not fpit out, runs 
{pontaneoufly over the lips. It is called a fa- 
livation on account of this flux of the falua. 
The difcharge, however, is not of fava only, 
but of all the humours of the body, attenuated 
by putrefaction ; for the gafroenemii mufcles 
| 2 are 


* 
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are equally relaxed with thofe of the cheeks ; 
and where it proceeds regularly, the patient 
has not one evacuation by ftool in the fpace of 
twenty days. 

The faiva is more tenacious and feetid than 
at other times, daily increafing in quantity and 
putrefcency ; the mouth ulcerates, and the 
greater that ulceration is, the better are the 
other ulcers of the body.* 

All the humours, even the fat itfelf, are re- 
folved into a fluid fafficiently thin to be dif- 
charged by the mouth. The determination 
of the diflolved humours to that part I impute 
more to the irritating, inflammatory, ulcerating 
qualities of thofe humours, than to the force 
of the Mercury. | 

If it be afked, What is the juft height or 
point that renders a falivation falutary, with- 
out being dangerous, or infuflicient ? I anfwer, 
that in an adult and ítrong perfon the dif- 
charge may amount to 36 or 48 ounces in the 
{pace of 24 hours, more or lefs. 

It fhould be continued till every fymptom 
difappears, at leaft 28 or 3o days, in which 
time Ib.cxii. Troy of fpittle is difcharged : fo 
that, according to Keil's demonftration of the 
proportion of our fluids and folids, it will ap- 
pear, that all the humours of the body muft 
have been exhaufted, had not frefh ones been 
added. Now fuppofe only one half to be oil,

at 
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it is evident the whole fat muft have been dif* 
folved and expelled ; and that if a very corpu- 
lent man was to be thus cured, not the leaft 
veftige of his fat would remain. | 

The ptyalifm, however, muít in fome cafes - 
be protracted longer, as we fhall prefently fee; 
in the mean time it is apparent, our object is 
the evacuation of the old humours, and filling. 
the body with new. : 

By fuch a copious difcharge there is reafon 
to believe that more of the old humours are 
evacuated, than of thofe which have been re-- 
cently received ; becaufe at firft there is fre- 
quently a large hemorrhage from the gums, 
fo that not only the lymphatic but fanguinary 
fluids are determined this way, and a man who 
had a florid complexion at the beginning of 
this courfe, always becomes pale when it is 
finifhed. ! 

What now can be expected from thofe prac- 
titioners who neglect preparatory diet and re- 
pletion before the application of Mercury : 
from hence may be deduced the reafons why 
their patients fo frequently die under their 
hands. 

We know when the difcharge is fuihcient 
in quantity and continuance. 

1. From the time, which I generally protract 
to 40 or 42 days for the greater fecurity. It 
is much better to infure. a certain cure.to the 
patient, at the expence of a prefent inconve- 
nience, than fubject him to repeated falivations, 
which I have feen many undergo without ef- 

| ny fue Das led. 
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fect, and by which they were ‘almoft de- 
ftroyed. 

2. From the quantity and violence of the 
ptyalifm. In many, about the third or fourth 
day, fo great a tumor and ulceration arifes, 
that would prove mortal unlefs it was relieved ; 
after this an acute falivation comes on, chai 
difcharges even pounds in a day. In fuch in- 
ftances we are authorifed to finifh the courfe 
in thirty days. 

3. From ‘the difappearance of all the fymp- 

_ toms which indicated the exiftence of the dif- 
eafe, and for which the procefs was intended. 
Againt this rule lie two objections, viz. 

. Where an ulcer is feated on an infected 
pane. as the os palati for inftance, it digefts, 
granulates, and heals, within the thirty days, 
with fuch apparent foundnefs, as might deceive | 
the. moft acute practitioner ; ieverthalel in. 
three or four weeks it will again difcover itfelf, 
Tn fuch a cafe the topical applications of mer- 
curials will avail nothing ; for the true cure, 
if poffible to be obtained, depends wholly on 
the outward effects of internal operations, 

2. If the diforder occupies parts inacceffible 
to the. impetus of Mercury, and the ptyalifm 
has been continued 42 days, fomewhat will 
ftill remain, as in ulcers of the palate; for as 
they have their origin from the infected bone, 
no fooner does the patient return to his ufual 
way of living, than the apparently firm ,cica- 
trix breaks out again. Such a diforder is ab- 


folutely incurable, and thofe who are prefump- 
| : tuous 
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tuous enough to promife a cure, are generally 
more unfuccefsful than others.* 

In ftrong, young, and plethoric bodies, the 
Mercury frequently caufes fuch an inflamma- 
tion, as to endanger an actual fuffocation ; it 
is abfolutely neceflary, 1. That fuch drink ver 
ry plentifully of thin liquors, and gargle their 
mouths with a decoction of mallows and milk, 
or of the flowers of violets, elder, and mal- 
lows ; and apply warm fomentations of the 
fame on flannel to the outfide of the fauces, 
ears, and maxilla, taking care to exclude the 
air, and avoid cool liquors. If we attempt to 
difcufs thefe by repercuflives, the tumors are 
thereby increafed, and rendered more dan- 
gerous ; for though thefe emollients really in- 
creafe the tumors, they alfo relax the veflels, 
and enable them to fuftain their burthen. 

2. The air muft be rendered temperate ; 
for nothing increafes a falivation more than 
warmth. | 

3. We prefcribe Opium ; one fourth of a

grain every hour takes off the fenfe of pain, 


and moderates an exceffive falivation.-T- 
When the inflammation, ulcerations of the 


mouth, and fpitting are diminifhed, they. müft

way of gargle, to be very efficacious in moderating thefe 
fymptoms, and in leffening the difcharge. For this I am 
indebted to the informations of an eminent phyfician. 


VE aes be 
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be again excited by the mercurial drink with 
Opium. 2. The heat increafed one or two 
degrees by the ftove. 3. The head fomented, 
_ and cherifhed by dry-cupping ; and thus the 
falivation is to be protracted till the cure is 
completed. ARES 

3. If the old juices are evacuated to the 
amount of Ib. 150, or at leaft lb. 112; for if 
fo much has been difcharged and regenerated, 
it is apparent the old humours are paffed out 
of the body. 

4. If all the fat be confumed ; for then even 
the marrow of the bones appears to be re- 
folved ; for fuch men perceive an unufual ri- 
 gidity and immobility about the larger joints. 
All thefe effects arife from the vis vita; 
. for when fuch patients fall into a deliquium, 
the falivation ceafes ; fo that where the vires 
vite are deficient, Mercury will not cure: a — 
putrefcency indeed happens; but this medi- 
cine is not expelled without a fever. 

External heat alfo contributes to this effect, 
, without which there is a fuffocation, but no 
falivation. | 

Thin drinks are neceffary : if the patient 
does not drink more than he difcharges at the 
mouth, it will not fucceed, fince much paffes 
off by urine ; for what is thus expelled by the 
mouth contains the venereal poifon, inj con- 
veys it out of the body. 

To thefe may be added a thin diet, fuffic;- 
ent to nourifh, but not to produce any gra t 
motion in the body, id 

| By 
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By thefe things the habit is macerated, 
purified, wafhed, weakened, eed and 
cured. 

If a part of the diforder remains, no fymp- 

tom of it appears while the patient continues 
thin and weak; but when he takes folid nu- 
triment, and recovers his ftrength,. it breaks 
cut again in its original form.* In fome cafes 
this is not to be prevented, particularly when 
the difeafe is feated in the medulla of the bones, 
for there the Mercury cannot act. 


There are many inftances of Quickfilver 


being found in the bones after death ; it re- 
mains in the fame manner in the d/g/ce of the 
cranium : in fuch cafes as thefe, therefore, the 
cure by Guaiacum is E to that by 
Mercury. 

When the difeafe occupies deis fmall and 
very thin bones, ferving to form certain cavities, 
as the orbits, &c. it is hardly curable by a fali-

loe, into which the Mercury can never pene- 
trate ; fo that in caries and exoffofes of the 
orbits, internal parts of the mares and mucous 
fi nufes, gummi of the cartilages, of the /aryzx, 
&c. we ought to form no great expectations 
from this method, becaufe the «s vite is not 
fufficient to impel the Mercury to thofe parts,

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medulla and lamellé of the bones in general, 
and to the membranous erypíz of the nofe, 
fauces, mouth, efophagus, ftomach, and {mall 
inteftines ; and though there have been fome 
cures of this kind, it never happens but where 
the ptyalifm has been carried to the utmoft 
height, by which the membranes are deterged, 

expurged, and abluted. — ! 
From what has been faid we may under- 
ftand the reafons why the difeafe is fo difficult 
to cure when the glands of the generative 
parts, perichrondrium of the larynx, root of the 
tongue, epiglottis, and arytenoid cartilages of 
the /arynx are affected. Topical applications, 
as Oleum Vitrioli, Spiritus Sulphuris per cam- 
panum, Mercurius Sublimatus, Pulvis Preci- 
- pitatus Vigonis, Lapis Infernalis, or indeed any 
other corrofive medicine, by which an efchar 
may be made as deep as the infe&ion, are here 
of great fervice ; for when the. efchar fepa- 
rates, the ulcer- heals, and the part becomes 
found. But as fuch medicines cannot be ap- 
plied to the various /ufes of the nares, the dif 
order remains abfolutely incurable, under the 
form of a venereal @zeng.* Where the bones

* Inthe year 1755, a lady came to me with a large ul- 
cer and fwelling on the /eptum Narium, and on each ala of 
her nofe, which emitted a putrid fztor, and prevented her 
breathing through her noftrils. It had been fuppofed to 
arife from an old venereal caufe, for which fhe had been 
falivated many years ago ; it neverthelefs grew worfe gra- 
dually, and finding no benefit from frequent advice, fhe ap- 
plied to Dr. Ward, who gave her fome temporary relief. 

| As 
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indeed are not affected, there are fome in- 
ftances of cure by Cinnabar fumigations ; nor 
are proofs wanting of its ill fuccefs, and of its 
injuring the interior part of the ares: at 
fhould therefore be adminiftered with the 
greateft caution, viz. where the bone is neither 
carious, nor deprived of its pertofieum. 
-- Condylomata, calli, and venereal fcbirri alfo 
are never cured by a falivation. Thefe require 
emollient vapours, after which they muft be 
totally confumed by mercurial efcharotics : if 
they be not firft foftened, they will prove im- 
penetrable to corrofive applications.* » s 
Fiftulous finufes require compleat dilatation, 
without which they are not to be cured either 
by ptyalifm or decoctions. —Exo//ofes fhould be 
laid bare, and the infected part of the bone 
feparated by the rugine, terebra, chiflel, or 
fome corrofive application ; but this 1s imprac- 


ticable in the fmaller bones.

As I did not doubt the caufe, fo I put her into a deep fali- 
vation, which not fucceeding, I had recourfe to the Mercu- 
rial Lotion, which fhe fnuffed up her noftrils twice a day : 
the fwellings abated, the ulcers healed, and her breath 
paffed freely through her noftrils ; from which time to the 
prefent fhe has never had any relapfe. 1 have frequently | 
cured venereal and other @zenas by the fame medicine. — 9X 9*6 
* The preceding ufe of emollients are very proper, and 
long fince made ufe of by Joannes Benedictus for the fame 
purpofes. 
t Having already obferved the falutary effects of revul- 
fion in this difeafe, whether produced by nature or art, I 
come now to the advantages which may be gained from an 
immediate derivation in fome particular cafes, as in nodes, 
tophsy 
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» Another method of curing this difeafe is by 
giving Mercury internally, till the blood is fo 
much refolved as to difcover the firft indica- 
tions of a ptyalifm, or till the breath becomes 
 fatid, &c. Purges are then continued till thofe 
fymptoms difappear. Both thefe proceffes are 
perfifted in alternately, until the diforder is 
cured. This method is commended by Ver- 
cellonius and Pitcairn, and much practifed in 
France; it is not, however, fufficient to cure 


tophs, gummata, exoflofes, &c. If, for inftance, a blifter 
be applied to one of thefe tumors, and then followed by an- 
other, 2s foon as the former is healed, there is hardly a fpe- 
cies of tumors that can refift it. This was the practice 
of the great Riverius, who frequently renewed them three 
* or. four times, where the induration proved obftinate. 
When the bone is carious, the cure muft depend on an 
exfoliation ; neverthelefs, a very large exo/fofis may exit 
without a caries; for we frequently fee them fubfide in 
proportion as the cure advances, and at length wholly dif- 
appear, without any feparation of the bone, and at other 
times continue for life, without any inconvenience. When 
we are fure the bone is difeafed, a feparation becomes ne- 
ceflary, and may be effected by the means our author re- 
commends. If a fluxile purulent matter be formed in 
fuch tumors, it is apparent a blifter would neither be pro- 
per nor effectual. Repeated blifters are the moft efficacious 
of all other remedies in venereal fungi of the joints; for as 
the contents of thefe tumors are almoft always of the lym- 
phatic kind, more or lefs infpiffated, according to the time 
of their retention, it eafily pervades the fkin, when excited, 
by the ftrong, ftimulating, and derivatory force of the blifter. 
I might here further obíerve, that in moft cafes where the 
perpetual blifter is ufually recommended, the repeated blif- 
ter would not only be more convenient, but more effectual, 
fince the difcharge of three repetitions is not much lefs than 
twenty times the quantity procured by the perpetual in the 

fame fpace of time.

Lewis XIV. than whom there never was a 
prince that more liberally encouraged the arts,

very fufficient to cure moft of thofe cafes that are not of 
the worft kind; it is therefore beft fuited to common prac- 
tice, fince the majority of patients are affected in a kind of 
middle degree. it is alfo the moft convenient, as it may 
be continued a long time without injury to butinefs or re- 
putation. 

There are fome who fweat, falivate, and purge their pa- 
tients all at once, or alternately ; which we may call the 
Greater Compound method. This is, however, no mo- 
dern invention, for it was practifed foon after the difeafe 
prevailed in Europe, particularly by Aug. Terrerius: both 
thefe methods, however, are varied according to the hu- 
mour of the practitioner. I know a furgeon of eminence, 
who orders his patients to ufe the hot bath once or twice a 
day till near twenty times, and then to rub in near an 


ounce of. the common Cerule every evening, beginning at 


the toes, and proceeding to the ankles the firft time; on 
the fecond, to the knees, and fo on, till he arrives at the 
neck. As foon as the {pitting appears, he prefcribes Sal 
Nitri 5j. three or four times a day, to carry off the Mercury 
by urine; fometimes Sal Mirab. to do the fame by ftool. 
‘The patient is furnifhed with an aftringent gargle, to pre- 
. ventits affecting or difcharging by the mouth. By this 
means he forces in a great quantity of the Ung. and again 
expells it by the pores, urine, and ftool, denying it a. paf- 
fage by the falival glands. By this method, he fays the pa- 
tient is cured with leís pain, inconveniency, and uncer- 
tainty, than in the common way of falivating. 

I fhall now fulfil my promife with refpect to the cure of 
fuch patients whofe blood and juices are wholly depraved 
by fcorbutic humours,’or in whom Mercury has only *end- 
ed to aggravate every dreadful fymptom to the highett de- 
gree of malignancy. Such perfons fhall frequently be cured 


by a diet-drink, which is pretended to be a fpecific, but in. 


reality 
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purchafed a celebrated arcanum for the cure 
of the /ues, called the Mercurial Panacea, of 
| | an 


reality derives its virtue only from a peculiar habit of body, 
or the preceding procefles. “The blood and juices, which 
perhaps before were diflolved. by a fcorbutic difpofition, are 
rendered perfectly fharp and acrimonious by the frequent 
ufe of Mercurials ; fo that the moré of that mineral is re- 
ceived, the patient becomes the worfe, and perfifting in it 
too long would be fatal to him. In this exhaufted ftate 
he only wants to be fupplied with a large quantity of 
benign bland juices; fo that a decoction of Sarfaparilla, 
(or perhaps any mild drink whatever) immediately re- 
covers his flrength, difperfes every fymptom, and reftores 


: his whole habit almoft miraculoufly. But if the Sar- > 
-faparilla be given ever fo long, and under the ftricteft rules, 


to a. man of a florid, fanguinary temperament, it will not 
have the leaft effet, as I have very frequently experienced. 
I believe it is owing to fuch cures that Sarfaparilla has 
eained àn unjuft reputation, not only among the vulgar, 
but the profeffion, who in their manner of fpeaking feem 
to attribute its falutary effects to a kind of fpecific antivene- 
real virtue, which, if true, would difcover itfelf generally in 
one and the fame uniform manner, in very different habits of 
body. For want of a right notion of this medicine, it is 
often mifapplied, to the great difappointment of the practi- 
tioner, and the difcredit of this root, which has varied in 
eftimation in different times. In the year 1667 it was 


. highly prized, and fold in London for 12s. per pound. 


Saríaparilla therefore ought to be confidered as a nutritive 
reftorative medicine, that when received into the veffels, - 
blunts the acrimony of the old, and affords new and mild 
humours; fo that although a little of the venereal poifon 
fhould exift, it may thereby be diluted, meliorated, and at 
length carried out of the body thro’ the pores, kidneys, Se. 
This effe& cannot be expected when given to a body al- 
ready full, and asit were flowing over ; it either gets not 
into the-blood, or is foon expelled by the vigour of the vzs 
vite. On the contrary, if the body be empty, the vis vite 
weak, and the fluids in a poor or acrimonious ftate, which . 


is generally the confequence of a falivation, it feldom fails ; 
but 
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an empiric, and gave it to 800 men, under the 
infpection of his own phyficians. The recipe,

but the fame effets might be expected from the Lignum 
Genifte, Bardana, 7. which, with many others, have at 
times gained great reputation. 

Fallopius tells us, that the Sarfaparilla cured the Em- 
peror Charles the Fifth, after every thing elfe failed ; and 
we have already been informed, that King Henry IIld. of 
France was cured chiefly by deco&ions of Sarfaparilla, 
China, and Bardana; no doubt Mercurials had been long 
and frequently adminiftered before. 

But what is more to the purpofe, I have known many 
inftances of poor perfons, whofe habits were greatly re- 
duced by falivations, and whofe difeafes continued with ap- 
parent malignity, go into the country ; where milk, whey, 
and other fuch fimple food and drinks, reftored them to per- 
fect health. ! j 
_ I fhall now relate two or three remarkable cafes, in or- 
der to fhew the true ufe and efficacy of Sarfaparilla, &$;, — 
-A young gentleman, who, from repeated infections, was 
almoft always under, fome mercurial procefs or other, had - 
a large ulcer, which began in the ton/i/s, and extended itfelf 
over the velum pendulum, uvula, back part of the fauces. as 
high as the /ella turfica, and the pofterior part of the nares, 
difcharging a large quantity of putrid cadaverous pus ; his 
' noftrils were alfo full of fcabs, and frequently bled. On 
the olecranium of his elbow there was a large painful exo/do- 
jis; the joint alfo was apparently fwelled, and fo ftiff, that 
the fmalleft motion occafioned extreme pain: a fluid might 
be perceived fometimes to flow over the joint, when agi- - 
tated by a counter preflure; at other times, the fluid and 
fwelling would fuddenly vanifh, and the pain abate; never- 
thelefs, the rigidity and exo/fofs continued without variation. 
In other bones and joints alfo he had fevere nocturnal pains, 
and temporary fwellings ; his complexion was fallow, and ' 
his body reduced, weak, and languid. I firft healed the 
ulcers in his throat with the Lot. Mercur. above-mentioned ; 
upon which the other fymptoms grew more violent, but 
were relieved by a return of the ulcers, and vice Vitae A 
flight ptyalifm was raifed, and continued for a fortnight, by 
which 
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as communicated to me by the learned Hom- 
berg, is as follows. x

which fomewhat more than a pint of faliva was difcharged 
each day ; but as the ulcers vifibly increafed, and his other 
complaints were not in the leaft mended, and as his re- 
maining ftrength was almoft expended, I refolved to have 
recourfe to Sarfaparilla, wiz. three ounces in two quarts of 
water boiled to one, which quantity was appointed to be 
taken every day, and more if poffible : this was the only 
liquor allowed him, except a glafs of wine at his meals. 
In a few days the patient was furprifingly reftored, his fpi- 
rits were enlivened, his complexion altered, his pains abated, 
his exoffofis and fwelling at his elbow diminifhed, and his 
throat almoft well. In íhort, the cure was compleated in 
three weeks, from which time he has continued entirely 
found. I intended to have continued the courfe a fortnight 
longer, to which the young gentleman would by no means 
fubmit, when he found himfelf, as he exprefled, fo perfectly 
cured. | 
In the year 1761, a gentleman about thirty years of age 
was recommended to my care by an eminent phyfician, on 
account of a carious os frontis, proceeding from an old infec- 
tion, and an ill-managed venereal bubo, which being fuf- 
fered to heal of itfelf, {till continued fiftulous. When the 
orifice of the bubo contracted, and was firft covered with a 
fcab, his forehead fwelled confiderably ; but as the tumor 
varied, and at fome times almoft entirely difappeared, it 
was. neglected for feveral months, when at length it was 
difcovered to contain a fluid, after which it increafed con- 
fiderably. It was now two years from his firft infection. 
I opened the moft prominent part of the tumor by cauftic, 
and it difcharged a large quantity of ill-digefted fcetid pus, 
which lay on the bone. I found the os frontis carious, 
the teguments feparated almoft its whole breadth, and the 
furface of that bone fcabrous. The fwelling however fub- 
fided, and the teguments appeared to be difpofed to re-unite 
themfelves with it. This was encouraged by comprefs 
and bandage; but all was found in the end to be fruitlefs, 
frefh tumors arifing. I then refolved to make two long 
incifions, one on each fide the dinea frontis, as dependant 
as 
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1. Take native Cinnabar finely powdered, 


and wath it in vinegar and water till pure ; 
| add 


as poffible, after which no more matter was retained. I 
muft obferve, that from the beginning of the diforder this 
patient had taken a variety of mercurial medicines, and 
not lefs than five hundred of Keyfer's pills, which, together 
with his fufferings, had reduced him to a low and ema+ 
ciated ftate of body; his face was pale, but fomewhat 
puffed, efpecially his eye-lids ; every thing indeed denoted 
a relaxation of the folids, and a poverty of the fluids, and 
that he was a proper fubject for the Sarfaparilla. A ftrong 
decoéction was his only drink, and from the ufe of it he 
was reftored to health in three weeks. He perfevered in this 
courfe for at leaft the fpace of nine months, during which 
time the whole external table of the frontal bone feparated 
in feveral diftinéct portions, at different times ; of confe- 
quence the frontal finufes were deftroyed, and the forehead 
depreffed in the place of its former elevation, The cica- 
trix, which is lefs unequal than might have been expected, 
continues firm, and the patient has enjoyed perfect health 
from the period above-mentioned. I fhould have obferved, 
that the fiftulated bubo, though it was never opened, 
healed found, before he had advanced a month in the 
courfe. 

In the latter end of the year 1761, a young woman applied 
to me on account of an ulcerated throat, painful exa/to/es 
on each elbow, and a very large one on the right ize. 
On examining her hufband, to whom fhe had been mar- | 
ried three or four years, I found his head and breaft co- 
vered with true venereal blotches, and a large foul ulcer 
on his back ; otherwife he was in perfect health, and felt 
no pain; but his wife gradually declined and wafted for 
want of reft. ‘The cafe was obvious; I treated them 
both with Mercurials for about fix weeks; the ulcer 
on the hufband’s back healed, the puftules difappeared, 
and he has continued well ever fince : but the wife 
was not in the leaft mended ; her pains encreafed, 
and fhe grew rather weaker. I then tried the folution, 
with the Sarfaparilla diet.drink, for fix weeks morc, 
to as little effect; and after giving her fome refpite

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add to this double the quantity of fteel filirigs ; 
mix thefe together, put them into an alembic, 
and commit the vefiel to a ftrong fand-heat, 
and the Quickfilver will afcend pure.

3. After this the whole is once more fub- 
Iimed. ! | 
by way of recruit, put her in a regular fpitting, which 
left her more weak, without any abatement, either in 
{wellings, ulcer in her throat, or. nocturnal pains. She 
was now very much weakened, and grew extremely 
thin, pale, and languid. I then had recourfe to the Sar- 
faparilla drink only, enjoining the ftri&teft abftinence 
from all other liquors. Her throat healed in a week; 
her nocturnal pains in the exo/fofes and other parts went 
off in about a fortnight ; and by the time the finifhed her 
courfe, which was fix weeks, fhe was perfectly recovered 
of her diforder, and regained her health and Itrength. 
The fwellings in the bones, however, never abated, and 
continue to this day without any inconvenience. From 
thefe cafes we fee that the time for giving the Sarfaparilla

The difcovery of arcanas leffens their value; 
for when we have Mercurius Dulcis, what 
need of this prepoíterous preparation, whofe 
effects are in no refpects fuperior to that me- 
dicine. 

I have now communicated all that I know 
concerning this difeafe, not with a view to. 
your profit, or the encouragement of irregular 
paffions, but in order to enable you, as good 
phyficians, to relieve human mifery. 
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. S of late years it has been difcovered, 
that Mercurials cure in many inftances, 
without operating by ptyalifm, I fhall here 
fubjoin an account of the fuccefs attending the 
folution in a great number of fuch cafes, as 
before they ufually falivated for in the fame 
hofpital: the patients were frequently in- 
fpected, and this account examined and con- 
firmed by the celebrated Baron Van 5wieten.

Let thefe be boiled in a glazed veffel almoft to 
drynefs, or until it begins to emit red fumes, 
which muft be prevented by mixing it imme- 
diately with Sevum Porcini lbiij. and kept for 
ufe. This was well rubbed in the {kin on 
one part only at a time, and the patient purged 
more frequently, in order to prevent its fali- . 
vating ; 5ís. Ocul. Cancr. and fome grains of. 
fulphur were of fervice in haftening the cure. 
The folution cured the venereal gout ; at 
firft indeed it aggravated the pain, but in a lit- 
tle time it became the beft anodyne ; and

when the joints were rigid, they were relieved 
by the warm bath. 

When the blood was affected, which was 
frequently the cafe, it was neverthelefs cured 
by the folution, when continued a fufficient 
time. 

No one ever loft his life by this remedy, or
